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ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF   THE 
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To  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State: 

The  undersigned,  having  visited  the  several  Savings  Banks 
and  Banks  of  discount  and  deposit  not  organized  under  the 
national  system,  now  submits  his  annual  report. 

The  Banks  doing  business  under  the  laws  of  this  state  are 
as  follows: 

City  Bank  of  New  Haven, 

Connecticut  River  Banking  Co.  of  Hartford, 

Mechanics  Bank  of  New  Haven, 

State  Bank  of  Hartford. 

An  abstract  of  the  condition  of  these  Banks  will  be  found 
in  this  report,  showing  the  amount  of  their  capital,  together 
with  their  resources  and  liabilities. 

They  are  managed  with  great  carefulness  and  fidelity,  and 
are  paying  their  regular  dividends. 

The  Norfolk  Bank  during  the  year  has  closed  its  doors,  and 
is  now  in  the  hands  of  Receivers,  who  will,  as  soon  as  possible./ 
close  up  its  concerns. 

The  East  Haddam  Bank  has  not  done  any  business  during 
the  year,  and  I  am  informed  by  its  President,  D.  B.  Warner, 
Esq.,  that  he  hopes  to  be  able  soon  to  close  up  its  affairs, 


The  Stonington  Bank,  which  is  in  the  hands  of  Receivers, 
is  not  yet  closed,  and  can  not  be  until  the  case  now  in  the 
Superior  Court,  is  decided  between  the  Bank  and  the  Provi- 
dence and  Stonington  Railroad  Company. 

SAVINGS   BANKS. 

During  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  three  of  these 
institutions  were  chartered — one  in  Norwich,  one  in  Suffield, 
and  one  in  Stamford — making  fifty-eight  Savings  Banks  in 
the  state.

From  this  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Savings  Banks 
in  the  state  are  largely  increasing  the  amount  of  their  de- 
posits. 

The  loans  on  real  estate  have  also  largely  increased,  and 
are  now  more  than  one-half  of  the  deposits.- 

The  increase  of  deposits  during  the  year  amounts  to 
$6,101,152.66.  The  loans  on  real  estate  have  increased 
$5,049,543.34. 

The  Savings  Banks  have  all  complied  with  the  law  in  hav- 
ing their  accounts  audited,  and  have  forwarded  copies  to  the 
Bank  Commissioner  during  the  past  year.     These  institutions 


have  sold  United  States  Bonds  to  the  amount  of  $1,446,545.36, 
and  probably  at  the  prices  of  these  bonds  in  the  market,  a 
much  larger  amount  would  have  been  disposed  of  had  the 
Savings  Banks  been  able  to  make  investments  in  other  securi- 
ties as  safe.  Under  the  present  law,  the  Savings  Banks  are 
not  allowed  to  loan  on  real  estate  out  of  this  state ;  a  number 
of  the  Banks  are  located  near  the  lines  of  the  states  of  Rhode 
Island,  Massachusetts,  and  New  York,  and  are  receiving  de- 
posits from  individuals  living  in  those  states.  They  have  ap- 
plications for  loans  on  real  estate  from  others  in  those  states, 
but  are  not  allowed  to  make  such  loans. 

Believing  that  we  ought  to  encourage  these  institutions  by 
more  extended  privileges  in  this  direction,  and  that  a  loan,  se- 
cured by  real  estate  of  double  the  value  of  the  amount  loaned, 
is  the  safest  investment  that  can  be  made,  I  recommend  that 
the  Banks  in  the  state  be  allowed  to  loan  in  adjacent  states  of 
Massachusetts,  New  York,  and  Rhode  Island,  a  certain  portion 
of  their  deposits. 

The  Savings  Bank  of  Stonington,  situated  contiguous  to 
the  state  of  Rhode  Island,  has  deposits  amounting  to  $430,000 ; 
loans  on  real  estate  amounting  to  $130,000.  The  Savings 
Bank  of  Salisbury,  situated  near  the  line  of  New  York,  has 
deposits  amounting  to  $340,000;  loans  on  real  estate  amount- 
ing to  a  little  over  $100,000.  If  those  Banks  could  make 
loans  on  real  estate  in  Rhode  Island  and  New  York,  they 
would  soon  largely  increase  the  amount  of  such  loans,  which, 
owing  to  their  locality,  they  are  now  unable  to  do  and  comply 
with  the  law  of  the*  state.  Would  not  this  legislation  be  less 
objectionable  than  that  of  last  year  and  the  year  previous, 
which  gave  certain  privileges  to  the  Savings  Banks  of  Norwich 
and  New  London,  allowing  them  to  loan  one-fourth  of  their 
deposits  on  real  estate  instead  of  one-half,  and  the  legislation 
of  1868,  allowing  the  Savings  Banks  in  Norwalk  to  receive 
$1,000  on  deposit  from  one  person  instead  of  $400 — the  larg- 
est amount  allowed  to  other  Banks  in  the  state?  This  partir  1 
legislation  ought  not  to  be  permitted. 

Deposits  in  the  Savings  Banks  in  the  state  amount  to  alnaost 

),000,000,  and  are  constantly  increasing.     This  large  jfiindj 


belonging  in  many  instances  to  the  poor  man  and  to  widows 
and  orphans,  who  have  no  voice  in  its  management,  puts  upon 
the  Trustees  and  officers  of  these  institutions  a  great  respon- 
sibility for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duty. 

The  true  aim  of  Savings  Banks  should  be  to  make  invest- 
ments safe  in  all  cases,  rather  than  to  act  with  a  view  to  large 
dividends,  and  large  returns  from  such  investments ;  and  also 
to  establish  a  policy,  which  those  who  shall  succeed  them  in 
the  management  of  these  institutions  may  be  induced  to  follow. 

Some  of  the  Banks  continue  to  pay  7  pe*r  cent,  to  their  de- 
positors. I  have  uniformly  recommended  the  payment  only 
of  6  per  cent. 

Several  Banks  have  suffered  during  the  year  from  burglars, 
but  no  very  serious  loss  has  occurred,  and  constant  "and  effi- 
cient watchmen  are  now  provided  in  the  different  institutions 
during  the  night  season. 

The  question  of  taxing  deposits  in  our  Savings  Banks  to  a 
certain  extent  has  been  often  pressed  upon  the  attention  of 
the  General  Assembly,  and  I  have  been  requested  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  Legislature  to  this  subject.  The  amount  now 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  state  by  the  Savings  Banks,  as 
will  be  seen  by  this  report,  is  over  $300,000.  It  has  been  sug- 
gested that  the  Legislature  might  properly  order  all  in  excess 
#of  $1,000  on  deposit  in  our  Savings  Banks,  owned  by  any  one 
person  or  his  family,  to  be  subject  to  taxation.  I  submit  this 
question  to  the  wisdom  of  the  General  Assembly.

AN  ACT  IN  ADDITION  TO  AND  IN  ALTERATION  OF  AN  ACT  ENTITLED 
"AN  ACT  CONCERNING  COMMUNITIES  AND  CORPORATIONS."— 1867. 

Sec.  1.  That  each  savings  bank  or  savings  society  may  loan  on 
such  personal  security  as  the  directors,  trustees,  or  managers  may 
approve,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one-half  of  the  whole  amount 
then  on  deposit  in  such  bank  or  society  ;  provided,  that  nothing  con- 
tained in  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  em- 
power said  savings  banks  or  societies  to  purchase  stocks,  bonds  or 
other  securities  not  herein  specially  authorized  ;  and  all  other  loans 
of  said  institutions,  not  herein  specially  provided  for,  shall  be  se- 
cured by  mortgage  of  real  estate  in  this  state,  unincumbered,  equal 
to  double  the  amount  of  the  loan  secured  thereon. 

Sec.  3.  The  savings  banks  of  this  state  are  hereby  authorized  to 
take  interest  in  advance,  on  their  loans  hereafter  made,  for  a  period 
not  to  exceed  six  months  at  any  one  time. 

Sec.  4.  The  directors,  trustees  or  managers  of  any  savings  bank 
or  savings  society,  assenting  to  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  shall  be  held  jointly  and  severally  liable  to  said  savings  bank  for 
any  loss  which  may  result  therefrom. 


AN  ACT  RELATING  TO  SAVINGS  BANKS  AND  SAVINGS  SOCIETIES.— 1868. 

Sec.  1.  Each  savings  bank  or  savings  society  may  invest  such 
portion  of  its  deposits  now  authorized  by  law  to  be  loaned  on  per- 
sonal security,  as  the  directors,  trustees  or  managers  shall  approve 
in  the  purchase  of  the  public  stock  or  bonds  of  the  United  States, 
of  any  of  the  New  England  States,  of  the  State  of  New  York,  New 
Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Kentucky,  Michigan,  Indiana,  Illinois, 
Wisconsin,  or  Iowa,  in  the  authorized  bonds  of  any  incorporated 
city  in  the  New  England  States,  of  the  cities  of  Brooklyn,  Albany, 
Troy,  Rochester,  and  Buffalo,  in  the  state  of  New  York,  or  of  any 
town  or  borough  of  this  state,  or  in  the  stock  of  any  bank  in  this 
state,  New  York  city,  or  Boston.

REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connec- 
ticut, May  Session,  1870. 

The  time  having  again  arrived  when  it  becomes  our  duty 
to  furnish  to  your  Honorable  Body  the  information  gathered 
by  us  during  the  year,  the  General  Railroad  Commissioners 
beg  leave  respectfully  to  submit  the  Seventeenth  Annual  Re- 
port of  their  Commission,  showing  the  condition  of  the  Rail- 
roads, —  what  improvements  have  been  made,  or  are  in  pros- 
pect, statistics,  casualties,  returns  of  companies,  with  much 
other  information  that  may  assist  the  General  Assembly  in 
legislating  upon  one  of  the  most  important  interests  of  the 
State. 

The  condition  of  the  several  Railroads  of  the  State  is  good 
and  constantly  improving,  under  the  management  of  able  and 
efficient  officers.  It  has  now  come  to  be  generally  admitted 
that  it  is  the  best  economy  to  keep  a  railway  in  good  condi- 
tion, rather  than  to  run  it  in  the  cheapest  possible  manner, 
with  scant  repairs,  as  the  wear  and  tear  of  the  rolling  stock 
over  a  poor  track  more  than  counterbalances  the  amount  ex- 
pended to  put  the  same  track  in  good  repair.  Under  this 
correct  idea,  therefore,  the  Railroads  of  the  State  are  improv- 
ing from  year  to  year,  and  as  an  encouragement  for  the  adop- 
tion of  such  a  course,  the  Railway  travel  and  freighting 
business  has  increased  upon  every  Railroad  in  the  State  over 
last  year,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  returns  of  the  various  Com- 
panies herewith  submitted.  And  the  Commissioners  have 
been  pleased  to  observe  a  commendable  rivalry  among  the 
officers  to  render  the  traveling  over  their  respective  roads 


more  acceptable  to  the  public,  by  better  road  beds,  and  such 
improvements  in  Cars,  Depots,  and  other  accommodations, 
as  would  attract  by  their  convenience  and  safety. 

On  many  of  the  roads  new  bridges  have  replaced  old  ones, 
and  upon  the  New  York  and  New  Haven  road  iron  struc- 
tures have  been  substituted  for  wooden.  A  fine  bridge  of 
iron  upon  this  road  is  now  finished  and  in  use  at  "Cos 
Cob"  near  the  western  line  of  our  State. 

A  large  amount  of  new  rail  has  also  been  laid  throughout 
the  State  upon  the  older  railroads,  some  of  it  of  steel,  but 
principally  of  iron. 

The  Commissioners  have  carefully  examined  the  various 
railroads  during  the  year  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Statute,  and  the  inspection  has  been  satisfactory  to  us 
and  beneficial  lo  the  public. 

At  the  organization  of  the  board  in  July — the  commence- 
ment of  its  official  year, — the  Commissioners  adopted  a  Policy 
in  regard  to  the  crossing  of  highways,  which,  in  the  location  of 
new  railroads,  they  have  endeavored  to  carry  out.  But  the 
difficulty  has  been  very  great. 

The  superficial  policy  of  railroads  appears  to  be  to  bridge 
as  few  highways  as  possible,  while  the  law  of  the  state  is,  that 
none  of  them  shall  be  crossed  at  grade  unless  by  consent  of 
the  Commissioners.  At  many  places  on  recently  located  roads 
the  Commissioners  have  changed  the  location  of  highways  in 
order  to  make  it  possible  to  bridge  them,  in  other  cases  have 
led  them  into  adjoining  roads  and  made  one  crossing  in  place 
of  two.  Therefore  in  endeavoring  to  carry  out  the  provision 
of  the  law,  we  have  held  new  railroads  to  a  more  strict  com- 
pliance with  its  letter  than  usual,  and  we  believe  those  recently 
located  are  convinced  that  it  is  better  that  all  highways  should 
be  bridged  when  practicable. 

And  your  Honorable  Body  will  doubtless  come  to  the  same 
conclusion,  when  you  realize  that  a  great  proportion  of  the 
accidents  occur  at  grade  crossings,  of  which  there  are  nine 
hundred  and  eighty-six  in  the  State,  besides  those  upon  the 
railroads  in  process  of  construction,  and  as  not  less  than  ten 
trains,  on  an  average,  pass  over  them  daily,  it  sums  up  about 


ten  thousand  chances  per  day  where  accidents  may  possibly 
occur. 

The  Commissioners  would  earnestly  call  your  attention  to 
this  danger,  and  recommend  that  a  law  be  passed  which  will 
tend  to  abolish  all  such  crossings  within  a  certain  number  of 
years  upon  all  railroads,  as  they  are  so  dangerous  to  all  the 
citizens  of  the  State,  and  all  who  travel  upon  our  rail- 
roads and  highways.  E.  M.  Reed,  Esq.,  Superintendent  of 
the  Hartford  and  New  Haven  Railroad,  who  testified  in  a  case 
before  us  this  year,  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  people  of 
the  State  would  be  constrained  to  abolish  all  grade  crossings 
on  highways  within  a  period  of  ten  years. 

While  on  this  subject  the  Commissioners  would  also  call 
your  attention  to  parallel  highways,  or  places  where  such 
roads  run  side  by  side  with  railroads,  as  they  have  no  power 
under  the  existing  law  to  change  them  by  any  order  upon  the 
old  located  Railroads.  And  also  that  your  attention  be  given 
to  the  law  regarding  the  fencing  of  railroads,  as  embodied  in 
sections  492,  493,  and  494  of  the  General  Railroad  Act,  so 
that  its  execution  by  the  Commissioners  may  be  made  more 
efficient. 

At  the  time  of  the  report  of  this  Commission  of  last  year, 
favorable  allusion  was  made  to  steel  rails  as  a  substitute  for 
iron. 

The  Commissioners  see  no  reason  to  change  their  opinion 
concerning  such  rails,  believing  them  to  be  much  preferable 
to  iron,  and  that  with  the  fish-joint,  (so-called)  they  give 
the  track  a  superiority  which  cannot  otherwise  be  attained. 

During  the  year  reports  have  been  made  of  the  enduring 
qualities  of  steel  rails,  but  of  course  the  reports  must  be  mere 
estimations  of  the  duration  of  them,  as  steel  for  such  purposes 
has  not  been  used  sufficiently  long  to  wear  out  upon  any  road 
in  this  country.  Subjoined  will  be  found  the  experience  of 
the  New  York  and  New  Haven  Railway,  in  this  State,  and 
that  of  other  roads  in  adjoining  states.  They  are  the  same 
communications  which  were  addressed  to  the  Massachusetts 
Railroad  Commissioners. 


NEW   YORK   AND   NEW  HAVEN. 

"Began  to  use  steel  rails  about  three  years  ago.  Have  laid 
about  5,500  tons,  equal  to  about  5Q%  miles  of  track.  Weight 
of  rails  62  pounds  per  yard.  Cost  of  steel  rails  in  spring  of 
1868,  $106.50  in  gold,  with  gold  at  143  ;  in  1869,  $91.50  in 
gold,  with  gold  at  133.  Iron  rails  ranged  from  $75  to  $80 
in  currency.  Have  used  them  on  curves  of  five  hundred  feet 
radius  and  on  grades  of  fifty  feet  per  mile. 

"They  show  no  perceptible  wear;  and  those  laid  at  New 
Haven  Depot  have  worn  out  three  or  four  sets  of  iron  rails 
and  are  good  for  many  more. 

"The  rails  were  made  by  John  Brown,  Cammell,  and  Bar- 
row Hematite  Co.,  and  we  find  thus  far  no  material  difference 
between  them.  Breakage  much  less  than  that  of  iron  rails 
in  same  localities ;  have  had  only  four  or  five  break  in  the 
track,  and  this  was  from  concealed  flaws,  or  nicks  made  on 
the  edge  by  a  sledge-hammer.  The  rails  broken  were  of 
Brown's  and  Cammell's  make,  most  of  our  rails  being  of  the 
last  named  manufacturer.  Use  a  heavy  iron  fish-joint,  with 
Pratt's  rubber-rings  to  prevent  the  nuts  from  working  loose- 
Have  tried  both  drilling  and  punching  holes,  but  have  had  no 
rails  break  at  the  holes.  Steel  rails  have  given  great  satisfac- 
tion thus  far,  and  it  is  proposed  to  continue  to  lay  them  until 
the  entire  track  is  relaid  with  them.  No  slots  with  sharp  cor- 
ners should  be  made  in  the  foot  of  the  rails,  as  in  such  cases 
the  rails  are  very  apt  to  break.  Shall  hereafter  have  the 
holes  for  the  fish-bolts  drilled  instead  of  punched,  although 
the  punched  rails  of  this  company  are  guaranteed  by  the 
manufacturers  against  breakage." 

CONNECTICUT   RIVER  RAILWAY. 

"We  took  an  early  interest  in  the  question  of  steel  rails, 
and  commenced  them  in  a  small  way,  with  a  view  of  carefully 
testing  for  ourselves  their  merits  as  compared  with  iron  rails. 
We  now  have  altogether  some  405  tons,  or  a  little  more  than 
four  and  one-half  miles  of  main  track  laid  with  them,  of  which 
205  tons  weighed  nearly  sixty  pounds  to  the  lineal  yard,  and 


the  remainder  less  than  fifty-six  pounds.  Our  experience  in 
the  use  of  steel  rails  dates  back  to  October  1,  1865 — just  four 
years  ago  this  month  ;  our  second  installment  was  laid  in 
August,  1866  ;  our  third  in  July,  1868,  and  our  latest  in  July 
of  the  present  year. 

"In  locating  them  our  aim  has  been  to  select  those  points 
where  they  would  naturally  receive  the  most  severe  usage, 
and  we  have  therefore  laid  them  in  our  main  track,  in  central 
positions,  where  trains  would  run  at  full  speed  around  curves 
of  800  to  1000  feet  radius,  and  also  in  the  vicinity  of  stations, 
where  the  experience  of  all  railroad  men  will  agree  that  the 
wear  upon  the  rails  is  exceedingly  trying  in  the  ordinary 
putting  on  of  the  brakes  necessary  to  stop  the  trains. 

"  Our  first  experience  was  the  substituting  of  steel  rails  for 
iron  on  a  curve  of  only  400  feet  radius,  where  the  main  track 
leaves  the  station  of  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  in  this 
city,  and  where  the  life  of  the  best  iron  rails  did  not  exceed 
ten  months.  This  being  the  southern  terminus  of  our  road, 
all  our  passenger  and  mixed  trains,  whether  arriving  or  de- 
parting, are  obliged,  in  going  to  or  from  our  own  yard,  to 
make  double  trips  around  this  sharp  curve,  thus  subjecting 
these  rails,  under  our  present  time  table,  to  the  wear  of  fifty 
daily  trains,  or  an  average  daily  tread  of  some  1,600  wheels 
on  each  rail ;  notwithstanding  which  severe  test,  they  are 
still,  after  a  four  years'  trial,  but  little  worn  and  apparently 
very  nearly  as  good  as  new.  It  is  difficult  to  prophesy  what 
the  final  result  will  be  in  the  comparative  life  of  these  rails  ; 
but  they  have  already  outworn  nearly  five  of  the  best  iron- 
rails  with  a  fair  prospect  of  being  good  for  a  corresponding  time 
to  come.  They  were  purchased,  through  the  agency  of  Nay- 
lor  &  Co.,  from  the  "Brown"  Manufactory  of  Sheffield,  Eng- 
land, and  have  never  shown  any  signs  of  failure,  or  weakness 
even.  Those  purchased  by  us  in  1868,  through  Congreve  & 
Son,  of  the  "Barrow"  make,  in  North  Lancashire,  England, 
also  look  very  well,  and  appear  to  promise,  under  similar 
tests,  equal  results  with  those  of  the  "Brown"  manufacture. 

We  have  not  been  quite  as  fortunate  with  those  of  the 
Guest   make,  purchased  in   1866.     Out  of  above  1,000  rails 


laid,  some  half-dozen  failed  entirely — two  snapping  near  the 
middle,  partly  in  consequence,  I  suspect,  of  overstraining  in 
attempting  to  straighten  them  by  a  machine,  the  others  giving 
way  in  the  vicinity  of  the  holes  punched  for  the  fish-joint. 
With  these  exceptions,  and  perhaps  a  few  instances  of  lami- 
nation and  splitting  at  the  ends,  these  rails  are  wearing  well, 
and  have  borne  creditably  the  usual  tests  applied  to  deter- 
mine their  strength  and  toughness. 

"I  am  confident,  from  our  experience,  that  punching  of 
iron  rails,  whether  in  the  neck  of  the  iron,  or  Trimble  fish- 
joints,  or  in  the  base  for  the  spikes  of  the  ordinary  wrought 
or  cast  iron  chair  is  very  injurious,  and  in  the  case  of  steel 
rails  absolutely  destructive. 

"  In  1866,  we  laid  down  some  thirty  tons  of  steel-headed 
rails,  from  the  "  Rensselaer  works"  of  Troy,  New  York,  which 
have  worn  very  well,  none  'of  them  having  failed  in  the  least, 
and  all  presenting  at  this  date,  the  same  characteristics  and 
appearance  under  service  as  the  best  all-steel  rails.  If  we 
could  only  rely  on  the  same  care  and  skill  through  the  various 
processes  of  manufacture  for  large  quantities  as  is  evident 
in  the  perfection  of  these  few  sample  rails,  I  should  be  in- 
clined to  question  still  which  would  prove  the  better  in  the 
long  run.  In  the  selection  of  proper  joints  for  steel  rails, 
every  thing  being  equal,  I  should  prefer  those  which  would 
best  resist  the  tendency  to  crawling  without  the  necessity  of 
punching  holes  through  the  rails  or  notching  the  lips." 

We  have  never  tried  drilling,  and  do  not  know  from  expe- 
rience, the  advantage  this  process  would  have  over  punching. 
We  use  altogether  the  Howe  joint, — a  combination  suspen- 
sion joint,  of  wood  and  iron, — which  requires  no  punching  of 
the  rail  except  a  circular  clip  in  flange  or  base  of  rail  at  ex- 
treme end,  and  this  does  no  injury  to  either  iron  or  steel  rails. 
In  conclusion,  I  would  say  that,  as  far  as  my  experience  or 
observation  extends,  I  am  certainly  favorably  impressed  with 
the  results  of  our  experiments  thus  far  ;  but  we  are  not  yet 
prepared  to  abandon  altogether  the  use  of  iron  rails. 

The  successes  gained  by  the  Bessemer  manufacture  have 
stimulated  a   worthy   competition  on    the   part  of  the  iron 


maker  to  perfect  their  work,  and  great  improvements  are 
being  made  in  the  composition  and  process  of  rolling  iron 
rails. 

It  seems  to  me  to  rest  largely  with  the  Railroad  companies 
themselves,  whether  they  will  encourage  the  good  work.

ERIE   RAILWAY NEW  YORK. 

We  have  now  in  use  on  this  Railway,  8,509  tons  of  steel 
rails,  equal  to  about  eighty-five  miles  of  track.  The  first  was 
put  in  the  track  in  the  spring  of  1867, — ten  miles  of  John 
Brown's  "  Atlas  steel  rails,"  Bessemer,  and  one-fifth  of  a  mile 
of  Krupp's  cast-steel ;  the  remainder  was  put  in  during  the 
season  of  1868.  Thirty-two  miles  of  John  Brown's  "  Atlas" 
rails,  Bessemer ;  thirty  miles  of  Cammell's  Bessemer ;  five 
miles  of  Guest's  Bessemer ;  and  seven  miles  of  Bessemer  steel 
rails,  manufactured  at  Rensselaer  Iron  Works,  John  A.  aGris- 
wold  &  Co.,  Troy,  New  York.  The  weight  of  the  Guest  rail 
is  56  and  60  lbs.  per  yard.  The  cost  of  the  steel  rails  has  been 
about  twice  the  cost  of  iron  rails  of  the  same  weight  and  pat- 
tern. 

"  We  have  made  use  of  them  on  curves  of  less  than  one 
thousand  feet  radius,  and  on  varying  grades,  from  level  to 
sixty  feet  per  mile.  The  present  condition  of  all  these  rails 
is  excellent. 

"  In  March,  1867,  a  point  was  selected  in  Jersey  City  yard, 
and  some  steel  rails  put  down  where  all  freight  trains,  in 
both  directions,  would  pass  over  them ;  at  the  same  time, 
March  7,  some  new  iron  rails  were  put  down  next  to  them, 
and  the  iron  rails  have  since  been  renewed  as  follows :  May 
19,  1867  ;  July  11,  1867  ;  September  14,  1867  ;  November 
13,  1867  ;  January  12,1868  ;  March  11,1868  ;  July  18, 1868 ; 
September  14,  1868  ;  November  15, 1868  ;  January  12, 1869  ; 
March  8,  1869 ;  and  June  9,  1869. 

"  On  the  21st  of  July,  1869,  another  track,  of  new  iron  rails, 

was  put  down  at  this  point  for  the  incoming  trains,  so  that  the 

track  with  steel  rail  was  relieved  of  one-half  the  service,  and 

this  new  track  (of  iron)  was  entirely  worn  out,  and  had  to  be 
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renewed  on  the  20th  of  October  last,  while  the  steel  rails  now 
show  hardly  any  signs  of  wear,  and  are  apparently  as  good  for 
many  years  service  as  when  put  down. 

"  In  the  same  month  of  March,  1867,  about  fifteen  hund- 
red feet  of  steel  rails  were  put  down  on  the  Cuba  grade,  sixty 
feet  to  the  mile,  opposite  some  new  iron  rails. 

"  The  iron  rails  were  all  worn  out,  and  had  to  be  renewed 
in  September  last,  while  the  steel  rails  show  no  sign  of  wear. 
We  have  also  made  the  same  kind  of  an  experiment  on  curves 
of  thirteen  hundred  feet  radius,  with  like  result. 

"  These  rails  have  not  been  in  use  long  enough  to  decide 
whose  manufacture  is  the  best.  All  are  doing  well,  and  noth- 
ing appears  on  which  to  base  an  opinion  as  to  the  final  result. 
We  have  had  but  seven  break  in  use,  and  all  without  obvious 
cause.  One  had  been  in  the  track  seventeen  months,  and 
the  others  less  than  three  months.  Two  steel  rails  broke 
while  being  unloaded  from  the  cars,  but  further  experiment 
with  them  showed  that  the  cause  of  breakage  must  have  been 
in  the  peculiarity  of  the  blow  received  in  falling.  All  these 
broken  rails  showed  a  fracture  similar  to  the  fracture  of  a 
very  refined  iron. 

"  We  have  tried  but  two  kinds  of  joints.  Some  three  or 
four  hundred  tons  were  put  down  with  common  wrought 
chairs,  and  the  remainder  with  splice  bars  ;  but  our  experience 
so  far  is  in  favor  of  four  hole  splice  bars.  Our  experience 
with  steel  rails  will  not  admit  of  any  estimate  of  their  proba- 
ble life,  but  is  sufficient  to  show  that  the  question  of  the 
greater  first  cost  is  no  bar  to  the  fact  of  their  economy.  We 
have  several  thousand  tons  of  steel  headed  rails,  but  none 
have  been  in  the  track  long  enough  for  us  to  make  any  com- 
parison with  the  solid  steel  rails,  most  of  them  having  been 
put  in  during  this  year.  They  were  manufactured  by  the 
New  Jersey  Steel  and  Iron  Company,  at  Trenton,  New  Jersey, 
and  so  far  show  well  as  a  great  improvement  on  iron  rails ; 
but  time,  and  the  severe  test  to  which  the  heavy  traffic  of 
our  main  track  will  subject  them,  must  tell  their  story.  I 
have  refrained  from  giving  the  names  of  manufacturers  of 
the   steel  rails  that  broke,  as  such  information  might  be  un- 
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fairly  used  by  others  in  the  rail  business,  whose  rails  might 
have  broken  under  the  same  circumstances  ;  but  in  justice  to 
the  rails  of  American  manufacture,  I  will  say  that  none  of 
them  have  broken,  and  though  they  are  the  first  Mr.  G-riswold 
made,  appearances  indicate  that  they  are  equal  to  any  we 
have."

BOSTON  AND  ALBANY  ROAD,  MASS. 

Have  1,200  tons  steel  rails,  equal  to  about  12  miles  of  track. 
Began  to  use  them  in  1865.  Weight  from  57  to  62  lbs.  per 
yard.  Cost  about  50  per  cent,  more  than  iron.  They  have 
been  laid  on  the  sharpest  curves  and  heaviest  grades ;  curves 
of  800  feet  radius,  and  grades  of  80  feet  per  mile.  They  have 
been  in  use-  three  and  a  half  years  where  iron  rails  did  not 
last  one  year.  Seventy-one  rails  have  broken  ;  but  some  of 
them  broke  in  curving,  most  of  them  were  punched  for  spikes. 
They  were  of  the  manufacture  of  John  Brown,  Guest  and 
Cammel,  and  some  of  each  manufacture  broke.  Are  now 
laying  1,000  tons  with  the  holes  drilled  instead  of  punched. 
Use  the  fish-joint.  In  the  same  localities,  more  steel  rails 
broke  than  iron  ones.  Except  the  broken  ones,  all  the  steel 
rails  laid  are  in  good  condition.  We  laid  50  tons  of  steel- 
headed  rails  in  1866,  made  by  Rensselaer  Iron  Works,  of 
which  18  rails  have  been  taken  up  on  account  of  imperfect 
weld.  Cannot  at  present  say  of  whose  manufacture  the  rails 
have  proved  the  most  durable." 

This  closes  all  we  have  thought  best  to  present  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  of  the  correspondence  concerning  steel  rails, 
being  sufficient  upon  which  to  form  an  opinion. 

The  time  of  the  Commissioners  has  been  entirely  occupied 
with  the  duties  of  their  office  since  July  1869,  and  the  duties 
of  the  present  year  also  bid  fair  to  absorb  their  whole  atten- 
tion. 

The  great  number  of  new  Railroads  to  be  located,  the  hear- 
ing of  complaints,  and  the  examinations  of  Roads,  duties  that 
are  known  to  be  in  prospect,  ensure  no  relaxation  from  their 
labors  in  1870.     It  therefore  has  become  of  great  importance 
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to  the  public,  that  the  Board  should  have  a  place  of  central 
location,  where  their  records  can  be  kept,  and  be  accessible. 
Heretofore  this  has  been  a  kind  of  roving  Commission,  the 
records  being  kept  by  the  Secretary  wherever  he  resided,  and 
transferred  from  one  to  another  every  year.  The  consequence 
is  the  loss  of  the  records  for  several  years.  No  records  can 
be  found  of  the  years  1853,4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  1863,  4,  and  1865. 

If  their  doings  are  worth  recording  they  are  valuable  f°r 
reference,  and  should  be  preserved.  It  is  therefore  time  that 
a  movement  be  made  for  their  preservation.  Your  Commis- 
sioners have  corresponded  with  every  living  member  of  former 
Boards,  but  find  nothing  concerning  the  missing  books. 

We  suggest  that  a  room  be  appropriated  to  the  use  of 
the  Commission,  in  the  State  House  at  Hartford,  where  maps, 
profiles  and  records  be  deposited  instead  of  with  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  as  now  provided. 

Twice  during  the  year,  application  has  been  made  to  us 
for  records  to  use  in  the  Courts,  but  in  neither  case  could  they 
be  found.  Thousands  of  dollars  might  be  at  stake,  but  the 
records  would  be  of  no  assistance. 

Some  of  the  files  are  preserved,  and  something  might  be 
done  to  record  them  in  a  new  book,  but  unless  some  action  is 
speedily  taken,  much  of  the  usefulness  of  former  Boards  will 
be  lost. 

The  Railway  system  and  its  government  in  this  State,  is  too 
valuable  to  be  lightly  esteemed  by  ourselves,  when  in  other 
States  it  is  imitated  and  admired  for  its  efficiency. 

The  returns  of  the  Railway  Companies  are  not  full  and 
complete,  the  Boston,  Hartford  and  Erie  Railroad  making  no 
report  at  all,  and  some  others  leaving  important  questions 
unanswered. 

Your  Commissioners  suggest  that  the  schedule  be  examined 
and  improved  by  some  proper  qualified  Committee,  and  that 
the  fiscal  year  of  all  Railroads  in  the  State  be  made  to  close 
on  the  31st  day  of  December  in  each  year,  otherwise  for  sta- 
tistical purposes  no  correct  tables  can  be  made. 

The  law  requiring  highway  bridges  to  be  18  feet  in  the 
clear,  from  the  top  of  the  rail,  which  was  passed  last  year,  will 
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require  your  attention,  as  it  now  prevents  the  erection  of 
bridges  less  than  that  height,  where  they  might  be  made  safe 
to  the  employees  of  the  Roads  by  warnings  or  safeguards. 

The  Commissioners  append  a  list  of  the  accidents  of  the 
year,  and  congratulate  the  people  of  the  State,  that  no  fright- 
ful collisions  have  occurred,  but  all  those  accidents  occur- 
ring have  been  in  nearly  every  case  caused  by  carelessness 
of  the  persons  injured.  Seven  millions  of  people  who  have 
kept  their  seats  in  the  cars  have  been  safely  carried  to  their 
destination  without  injury.  Crossing  the  track  at  grade, 
walking  it,  or  jumping  on  or  off  the  cars  when  in  motion,  are 
all  dangerous  to  life. 

Several  collisions  in  adjoining  States,  and  the  burning  of 
the  cars  whereby  very  valuable  lives  have  been  destroyed, 
compel  us  to  advert  to  a  source  of  danger  which  should  be 
guarded  against. 

The  use  of  Kerosene  oil  in  passenger  cars  we  believe  haz- 
ardous, and  suggest  a  law  forbidding  the  use  of  any  inflam- 
mable oils  in  such  cars.  Railroads  in  other  States,  in  the 
absence  of  such  a  law,  have  abolished  the  use  of  every  light 
but  that  given  by  candles.     Let  us  be  wise  in  time. 

The  Commissioners,  aside  from  their  usual  decisions  upon 
approval  of  locations  have  made,  or  issued  three  official  docu- 
ments during  the  year.  They  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 
The  first,  was  one  relating  to  expansion  bridges  between  cars, 
the  second  was  a  printed  decision  upon  our  findings  at  Nor- 
folk, in  this  State,  where  misapprehensions  existed,  the  last, 
related  to  our  action  in  the  New  Britain  Depot  case,  an  ex- 
planation being  found  in  the  detailed  report  on  the  Hartford, 
Providence  and  Fishkill  Road. 

A  misapprehension  appears  to  exist  in  many  places  in  the 
State  as  to  the  powers  of  the  Commisisoners.  It  is  supposed 
they  have  power  to  remedy  all  wrongs,  when  such  is  not  the 
fact.  While  their  powers  are  very  extensive  over  the  location 
and  construction  of  new  Railroads,  there  are  many  things 
done  by  Roads  chartered  before  the  creation  of  this  Board, 
which  they  have  no  power  to  remedy  or  prevent.     Your  atten- 
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tion  is  called  to  this  point,  as  further  legislation  is  necessary 
to  a  clearer  understanding  of  our  powers. 

EXPEESS   COMPANIES. 

The  creation  of  Express  Companies  upon  the  lines  of  Rail- 
ways, competing  with  those  corporations  for,  and  actually  suc- 
ceeding in  carrying  nearly  all  the  light  freight  of  the  country, 
is  one  of  the  strange  anomalies  of  our  Railroad  system.  As 
often  as  it  has  occurred  to  us,  we  still  think  of  it  with  sur- 
prise,— that  the  "  cream  of  the  freighting  business,"  should  be 
so  easily  relinquished.  The  Express  Companies  have  become 
associations  of  great  power  and  influence,  with  a  nominal  cap- 
ital of  about  60,000,000  of  dollars,  and  employ  many  thou- 
sands of  persons.  The  returns  of  these  Companies  to  the 
Revenue  Collector  or  Assessor  is  more  than  $20,000,000 
in  receipts.  Why  the  Railway  Corporations  have  allowed 
these  Companies  to  compete  with  them,  over  their  own  lines, 
and  take  this  business  when  it  was  within  reach  of  their  own 
hands,  we  cannot  conceive. 

By  its  operation  the  people  are  made  to  pay  the  increased 
expense,  when  it  is  self-evident  that  the  Railroad  Companies 
can  afford  to  carry  such  freight  cheaper  than  the  Express 
Companies.  The  expense  of  carrying  by  Express  a  moder- 
ate package  now  from  New^York  to  Boston,  is  almost  sufficient 
to  carry  it  across  the  ocean  as  freight.  The  Railroad  Com- 
panies can,  and  should  deliver  freight  as  rapidly  and  promptly 
as  these  Expresses,  which,  if  done,  would  fulfil  the  public 
requirements.  We  are  glad  to  learn  that  the  initial  step  has 
been  taken  in  the  matter  by  the  New  York,  Providence  and 
Boston  Railroad  Company,  and  we  sincerely  hope  it  will  be- 
come general.  The  people  have  long  enough  been  subjected 
to  double  rates  for  transportation  of  packages,  by  being  obliged 
to  support  two  organizations,  to  do  the  work  of  one.  It  is  the 
privilege  of  the  Railways  to  transact  this  extensive  and  profit- 
able business  themselves,  and  they  are  wasting  their  opportu- 
nities as  long  as  they  neglect  to  avail  themselves  of  that  privi- 
lege. 

We  shall  hail  the   day  when  our  Railroad  Companies  take 
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the  business  into  their  own  hands,  and  relieve  the  people  from 
this  heavy  tax. 

FENCING   OF   RAILROADS. 

While  making  the  usual  yearly  examinations  of  Railroads, 
your  Commissioners  were  struck  with  astonishment  at  the 
miles  of  Railways  upon  the  old  existing  Roads  unfenced.  In 
some  places  the  roads  have  contracts  with  the  land  proprie- 
tors whereby  the  owners  agree  to  fence  their  own  lands,  and 
after  receiving  the  consideration  have  left  the  fence  untouch- 
ed, in  others  the  Railroads  could  not  find  the  title  to  the  lands, 
and  in  others  by  the  side  of  highways  it  was  the  neglect  of  the 
Railroads.  The  Selectmen  of  towns  are  to  blame  for  not 
requiring  Railroads  to  be  fenced,  by  conducting  a  prosecu- 
tion themselves  where  the  law  is  in  their  own  hands,  or  call- 
ing upon  the  Commissioners  where  it  is  their  duty  to  attend 
to  it.  Your  attention  is  called  to  this  subject,  to  make  clear, 
in  the  law,  what  is  now.  claimed  to  be  obscure. 

It  should  be  made  the  duty  of  the  Roads  to  fence,  and  look 
to  the  land  owners  for  their  remuneration,  where  it  is  not 
their  own  duty  to  bear  the  expense.  The  Commissioners  can- 
not find  out  the  owners  of  lands  along  a  line  of  Railroad  as 
well  as  that  Corporation  itself. 
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DETAILED  CONDITION  OF  THE  ROADS. 


THE  NEW  YORK  AND  NEW  HAVEN. 

This  Railway  extends  from  New  Haven  to  New  York  City, 
leaving  the  jurisdiction  of  the  State  after  passing  the  town  of 
Greenwich. 

Its  principal  business  is  the  transportation  of  passengers, 
and  under  its  present  management  it  has  become  one  of  the 
best  railroads  in  this  country.  Its  officers  have  this  year 
completed  a  new  "Round  House"  and  machine  shop,  paint 
shop,  and  blacksmith  shop,  which  are  filled  with  improved 
machinery  for  doing  the  work  necessary  for  the  uses  of  the 
road.  A  new  iron  bridge  has  been  built  at  Cos-Cob,  which  is 
a  fine  structure.  Some  new  stations  have  been  added  to  the 
line,  and  portions  of  the  track  ballasted.  Steel  rails  have 
been  laid,  and  the  Company  intend  to  continue  laying  them, 
until  the  entire  line  is  complete.  Their  report  on  steel  rails 
will  be  found  elsewhere. 

The  gross  earnings  of  the  road  show  a  slight  increase  over 
last  year.     Dividend  10  per  cent.

This  double-track  road,  so  perfect  in  its  equipments  and 
operation,  commences  in  New  Haven,  and  terminates  at 
Springfield,  Massachusetts,  leaving  this  State  about  six  miles 
south  of  the  last  mentioned  city,  with  a  branch  from  Berlin 
to  Middletown,  and  from  Berlin  to  New  Britain.  Upon  its 
branch  from  Berlin  to  Middletown,  the  Company  is  putting 
down  new  stone  Culverts  in  place  of  brick  ones,  and  upon  its 
main  line  is  ballasting  its  road-bed  with  crushed  stone.

HARTFORD,  PROVIDENCE  AND  FISHKILL. 

This  Railroad  extends  from  Waterbury  on  the  west,  to  the 
State  line  in  Sterling  on  the  eastern  boundary  of  our  State, 
thence  continuing  to  Providence.  Its  bridges  are  in  fair 
order  and  condition,  but  a  road  in  the  hands  of  Trustees  who 
are  not  authorized  to  anticipate  repairs,  has  not  the  opportu- 
nity of  constructing  a  permanent  way  as  other  roads  of  the 
State,  which  are  managed  by  the  usual  board  of  officers. 

We  understand  the  powers  of  the  Trustees  to  extend  only 
to  the  expenditure  of  money  for  the  actual  necessities  of  the 
road.  We  believe  it  would  be  better  managed,  and  more 
economically  kept  up  to  a  better  condition,  by  the  same  gen- 
tlemen under  the  usual  organization. 
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They  seem  also  to  have  been  hampered  by  the  sale  of  their 
franchise  to  the  Boston,  Hartford  and  Brie  Railroad  Company, 
and  obliged  to  consult  its  wishes  before  any  independent  ac- 
tion can  be  taken.  Our  connection  with  the  officers  of  the 
road  has  been  very  pleasant  and  agreeable,  our  great  regret 
is,  that  they  could  not  do  what  we  thought  best  for  their  own 
interest,  and  the  interest  of  the  public, — believing  that  the 
two  are  identical. 

During  the  month  of  November,  1869,  the  people  of  New 
Britain  presented  the  following  petition  : 

To  the  General  Railroad  Commissioners  for  the  State  of 
Connecticut : 

"The  undersigned,  a  committee  of  citizens  of  the  Borough  of 
New  Britain,  having  heretofore  appealed  to  your  honorable 
body,  asking  that  better  accommodations  and  more  secure 
approaches  to  the  Railroad  Station  in  this  town,  may  be  re- 
quired of  the  Corporations  owning  said  depot,  but  so  far  with- 
out any  redress,  feel  constrained  to  make  another  appeal  for 
this  end. 

"They  would,  therefore,  respectfully  represent  that  the 
approaches  to  said  depot  are  now,  and  for  a  long  time  have 
been,  exceedingly  dangerous  to  the  lives  of  our  citizens,  not 
only  of  foot  passengers,  but  especially  those  resorting  to  it  by 
public  or  private  carriages. 

"They  would  also  represent  that  repeated  accidents  have 
occurred  at  our  railroad  crossings  on  our  main  streets,  either 
from  too  great  speed  of  railroad  trains,  or  insufficient  signals. 
They  would  therefore  pray  that  said  Corporations  be  required 
to  provide  some  adequate  protection  to  the  lives  of  people  at 
the  railroad  crossings,  and  also,  if  not  to  erect  a  more  com- 
modious depot,  at  least  to  render  the  approaches  to  it  reason- 
ably free  from  danger,  and  that  without  any  longer  delay. 

"They  would  also  represent,  that  our  citizens  have  already 
practically  assented  to  a  proposition  made  by  the  agent  of  the 
Boston,  Hartford  and  Brie  road,  as  satisfactory  to  them,  and 
they  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  other  corporation  inter- 
ested would  assent  to  it,  and  yet  no  definite  action  has  been 
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had  or  assurance  given,  that  such  mutual  agreement  would 
be  carried  out.

From  the  testimony,  and  by  examination  of  the  depot  ac- 
commodations, the  board  were  unanimous  that  the  Railroad 
practices  of  switching  cars  across  the  side  walk,  and  main 
street,  and  on  the  northerly  side  of  the  depot,  were  dangerous 
to  the  lives  of  the  inhabitants  of  New  Britain,  and  that  the 
accommodations  there  were  insufficient  for  a  town  of  so  large 
population. 

Knowing,  however,  that  the  powers  of  the  Commissioners 
over  old  existing  Railroads  to  improve  the  depot  accommoda- 
itons  were  limited,  and  uncertain  ;  under  legal  advice  we 
issued  an  order  directing  that  no  engine  or  cars  be  run  upon 
or  over  the  tracks  upon  the  northerly  side  of  the  Railroad 
depot  at  New  Britain  after  the  16th  day  of  March,  1870.  and 
that  prior  to  that  day,  the  rails  and  ties,  and  other  working 
superstructure  of  said  track  lying  above  the  ground,  be  either 
removed,  or  be  so  covered,  or  protected  by  planks,  or  other- 
wise, as  to  render  it  reasonably  safe,  and  convenient  to  the 
public  to  approach  said  depot  with  teams  or  on  foot. 

This  order  was  not  obeyed  in  its  letter,  nor  notice  taken  of 
it  until  several  days  after  its  probation  had  expired. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  then  received  the  following 
communication,  which,  although  it  admits  by  implication  the 
right  of  the  Commissioners  to  issue  such  an  order,  yet  actually 
denies  their  power  to  do  so.  We  believe  it  will  be  best,  there- 
fore, for  the  General  Assembly  to  define  more  clearly  the 
powers  of  the  Commissioners  over  Railroads  existing  previous 
to  the  creation  of  the  Board. 
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[  Communication.'] 

To  the  General  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut : 

Gentlemen  :  The  Trustees  for  the  Bondholders  of  the  Hart- 
ford, Providence  and  Fishkill  Railroad  Company,  acknowl- 
edge the  receipt  of  your  official  notification  and  order,  dated 
the  16th  of  February,  1870,  directing  that  no  Engine  or  cars 
be  run  upon  or  over  the  tracks  upon  the  northerly  side  of  the 
Railroad  depot  at  New  Britain,  after  the  16th  day  of  March, 
1870,  and  that  prior  to  that  day,  the  rails  and  ties,  and  other 
working  superstructure  of  said  track  lying  above  the  ground, 
be  either  removed,  or  be  so  covered,  or  protected  by  planks, 
or  otherwise,  as  to  render  it  reasonably  safe  and  convenient  to 
the  public  to  approach  said  depot  with  teams,  or  on  foot. 

It  would  be  impracticable  for  the  Trustees  to  comply  with 
your  order,  so  far  as  it  directs  the  removal,  or  disuse  of  the 
tracks  north  of  the  depot,  without  entirely  discontinuing  their 
freight  business  at  New  Britain,  for  it  is  on  those  tracks  that 
the  loading  and  unloading  of  freight  cars  is  now  done,  and 
must  necessarily  continue  to  be  done.  The  only  track  which 
the  Trustees  control  south  of  the  depot,  is  the  single  track  of 
the  main  line,  and  the  safety  of  trains  absolutely  requires 
that  the  main  line  should  at  all  times  be  kept  as  free  as  pos- 
sible from  obstructions. 

For  this  reason  as  well  as  from  the  great  inconvenience  of 
constantly  moving  freight  cars  to  avoid  passing  trains,  it 
would  be  entirely  impracticable  to  use  the  main  line  for  cars 
to  stand  upon  in  receiving  or  discharging  freight  at  so  import- 
ant a  point  as  New  Britain. 

Before  the  receipt  of  your  order  the  Trustees  had  deter- 
mined upon  a  plan  for  the  improvement  of  the  depot  accom- 
modations at  New  Britain,  which  was  in  part  (but  not  com- 
pletely) laid  before  the  Commissioners  at  the  hearing  at  that 
place  on  the  4th  of  January  last.  The  work  embraced  in  this 
plan  is  being  pushed  forward  as  rapidly  as  practicable,  and 
will  be  completed  as  soon  as  the  season  will  admit. 

This  plan  embraces  several  points. 


First.  The  Track  which  crosses  diagonally  the  foot  walk 
leading  from  Main  street  to  the  depot,  has  been  moved  and 
laid  north  of  and  nearly  parallel  with  that  foot-walk,  and  does 
not  cross  that  walk  at  all.  The  chief  source  of  danger  and 
inconvenience  to  persons  approaching  the  depot  on  foot,  from 
Main  street  is  thus  removed. 

Second.  It  is  proposed  to  move  the  depot  ten  feet  toward 
the  north,  and  to  increase  the  width  of  the  platform  on  the 
south  side  of  the  depot  by  the  same  number  of  feet. 

Third.  A  convenient  platform  has  been  constructed  on 
the  north  side  of  the  northernmost  track  with  approaches  from 
Commercial  street,  (which  street  lies  north  of,  and  adjoining 
the  Railroad  premises,  running  nearly  east  and  west),  the 
approaches  being  suitably  graded  for  carriages,  so  that  persons 
with  teams  will  reach  this  platform  without  crossing  any  rail- 
road track  whatever.  From  this  new  platform  to  the  depot 
a  plank  passage-way  is  provided,  and  a  flag-man  will  be  sta- 
tioned on  this  passage-way  whenever  trains  have  occasion  to 
pass  it.  As  this  passage-way  is  regularly  crossed  only  by 
freight  trains  at  a  very  low  rate  of  speed  and  not  with  much 
frequency,  persons  using  it  will  be  subjected  to  the  least  possi- 
ble inconvenience  and  danger.  No  cars  will  at  any  time  be 
allowed  to  remain  standing  on  this  passageway. 

The  Commissioners  will  observe  that  the  moving  of  the 
depot  toward  the  north,  as  previously  stated,  will  shorten  this 
already  short  passage-way  by  ten  feet.  It  is  believed  by  the 
Trustees  that  these  changes  will  render  their  depot  accommo- 
dations at  New  Britain  fully  equal,  if  not  superior,  in  point 
of  safety  to  the  public,  to  the  average  accommodations  at  de- 
pots in  this  State. 

While  it  is  believed  by  the  Trustees  that  the  order  referred 
to,  is  not  within  the  scope  of  the  very  extensive  powers  con- 
ferred by  the  Legislature  on  the  general  Railroad  Commission- 
ers, the  Trustees  are  still  desirous  of  meeting  as  far  as  possible 
the  wishes  of  the  Commissioners  in  this  matter,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  an  examination  of  the  improvements  now  in  progress, 
and  already  partly  completed,  will  satisfy  the  Commissioners 
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that  the  Trustees  are  endeavoring  to  secure  in  every  practica- 
ble way,  the  safety  of  the  public  in  approaching  the  depot  at 
New  Britain  with  teams  or  on  foot. 

Plans  have  been  prepared  showing  in  detail  the  changes 
above  described,  in  regard  to  which  the  Trustees  will  be  glad 
to  confer  with  the  Commissioners  at  the  convenience  of  the 
latter.

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HOUSATONIC. 


This  Boad  commences  at  Bridgeport,  and  terminates  at 
Pittsfield,  Mass.,  124  miles  distant.  It  has  74  miles  in  this 
State. 

The  road  is  well  kept,  and  is  yearly  improving,  its  worst 
feature  being  the  depots  upon  its  line.  They  might  be  made 
more  inviting  and  convenient,  and  under  the  present  man- 
agement we  believe  they  will  be.  We  were  much  annoyed 
when  passing  over  this  line  in  observing  the  miles  of  highway 
which  ran  parallel,  and  in  dangerous  proximity  to  it.  In 
many  cases  it  could  not  be  remedied,  but  in  other  places  it 
could  be  made  safer.  Yet  a  change  at  the  entire  expense  of 
the  Company  would  be  obviously  unjust.  A  law  might  be 
passed  to  require  the  towns  wherein  such  roads  are  located 
to  pay  a  fair  proportion  of  the  expense.  The  Housatonic 
crosses  81  highways  at  grade.  The  road  is  in  very  good  con- 
dition, although  it  suffered  much  in  the  freshets  of  this  year.

NAUGATUCK. 

This  Railroad  lies  mostly  within  the  Naugatuck  valley,  en- 
tirely so  after  leaving  the  town  of  Derby.  Its  line  is  57  miles 
in  length,  its  termini  Bridgeport  and  Winsted.  At  Derby  it 
is  intersected  by  the  New  Haven  and  Derby  Railroad ;  at 
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Waterbury  by  the  Hartford,  Providence  and  Fishkill,  and  the 
Boston,  Hartford,  and  Erie  roads  ;  and  the  Connecticut  West- 
ern railroad  touches  it  at  its  termination  in  Winsted.  We  can 
see  a  successful  future  for  this  road.  Large  repairs  and  re- 
newals of  rolling  stock  have  been  made  during  the  year.  The 
road  was  visited  by  an  unusually  severe  freshet  on  the  28th 
of  June,  1869. 

Its  bridges,  embankments,  and  masonry  suffered  much 
injury.  The  new  arched  masonry  bridge  at  Wolcottville  was 
destroyed.  On  the  4th  of  October  succeeding,  another  heavy 
freshet  followed,  aud  caused  much  additional  injury.  Em- 
bankments were  destroyed  and  protection  walls  and  box  cul- 
verts were  carried  away  at  various  points  on  the  line. 

Freshets  arise  and  subside  so  quickly  in  this  valley  that 
damage  is  almost  certain  to  follow  a  rain,  that  in  other  local- 
ities at  a  short  distance  is  harmless.  On  this  road  parallel 
highways  are  numerous,  and  the  road  crossings  at  grade 
number  fifty-two.

BOSTON,   HARTFORD   AND    ERIE, 

Has  about  17  miles  of  Road  in  this  State  on  which  cars  are 
running,  but  of  which  no  annual  returns  have  been  received. 

The  unfortunate  position  in  which  this  Railroad  has  been 
placed  by  the  action  of  its  officers,  and  the  labor  of  defending 
their  action  before  the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts,  may  have 
absorbed  their  time  as  to  prevent  making  the  usual  returns 
which  the  law  of  this  State  requires.  It  is  for  your  Honora- 
ble Body  to  say  whether  it  is  a  valid  excuse  for  a  violation  of 
the  law. 

The  construction  of  that  part  of  its  new  line  from  Williman- 
tic  to  Putnam,  was  nearly  completed  when  their  misfortunes 
came  upon  them.     Six  miles  only  remain  unfinished,  out  of 
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the  28  miles  connecting  thosctowns.  It  is  to  be  hoped  they 
will  resume  work  on  their  entire  line  at  an  early  day. 
.  The  character  of  their  masonry  and  other  work  is  excels 
lent.  We  had  the  pleasure  of  making  a  personal  examina- 
tion of  their  entire  line  in  this  State  in  company  with  the 
Railroad  and  State  Commissioners  of  Massachusetts,  in  Sep- 
tember, 1869,  and  were  well  pleased  with  the  substantial 
manner  in  which  their  abutments,  culverts,  and  embankments 
were  made.  The  value  of  this  line  to  Boston,  we  believe  has 
not  been  properly  estimated  by  that  city.  We  have  no  advice 
to  give  as  to  the  manner  of  their  escape  from  financial  difficul- 
ties but  that  this  road  will  be  constructed,  we  have  not  the 
least  doubt.     It  is  one  of  the  necessities  of  the  age. 

We  cannot  give  a  list  of  its  officers,  for  there  have  been 
changes,  and  we  have  no  returns  from  the  Company. 


NEW    CANAAN    RAILROAD, 

Is  eight  miles  in  length,  terminating  at  New  Canaan,  and 
Stamford,  connecting  thereat  with  the  New  York  and  New 
Haven  Road. 

It  has  been  in  successful  operation  about  two  years. 

Its  trains  during  the  past  year  have  run  20,104  miles,  car- 
rying 36,683  passengers, and  its  freight  trains  have  transported 
1,892  tons  of  merchandise. 

The  total  cost  of  the  Road  and  equipments  is  about  two' 
hundred  forty-six  thousand  dollars.

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NEW  YORK,  HOUSATONIC  AND  NORTHERN. 

A  portion  of  this  road  between  Brookfield  and  Danbury, 
has  been  in  operation,  with  a  small  locomotive,  (dummy,) 
for  the  passage  of  trains. 

Upon  our  semi  annual  examination  in  the  Autumn,  we 
were  not  pleased  with  the  appearance  of  the  bridge  near 
Danbury,  even  for  the  passage  of  light  Engines,  and  issued  an 
order  to  have  the  structure  strengthened.  It  has  been  done. 
Its  projected  line  extended  to  White  Plains  in  the  State  of 
New  York,  about  40  miles. 

We  were  called  upon  in  August,  1869,  to  locate  the  Boston, 
Hartford  and  Erie  Railroad  through  the  borough  of  Danbury, 
where  the  New  York,  Housatonic  and  Northern  Road  had  a 
previous  location.     Upon  examination  we    found   that  their 
location  was  null,  because  of  the  neglect  to  acquire  the  right 
of  way  before  the  expiration  of  twelve  months.     The  Boston, 
Hartford  and  Erie  Road  also  asked  for  a  location  by  the  side 
of  the  constructed  portion  of  the  New  York,  Housatonic  and 
Northern  road,  after  leaving  Danbury  going  towards  Brook- 
field,  for  nearly  three  miles.     Previous'decisions  of  this  Board 
have  been   made,   giving  to  new  Railroads   the  unoccupied 
lands  of  existing  Roads,  not  deeming  such  lands  more  sacred 
from  intrusion  than  the  lands  of  individuals,  especially  if  in 
passing  some  difficult  gorge  of  a  mountain,  or  arm  of  a  river 
where  one  road  owns  all  the  available  land,  we  consider  it  im- 
possible for  that   Railroad  otherwise  to  pass  through.     So  in 
this  case  we   gave    the  Boston,  Hartford  and  Erie  Railroad 
Company  the  right  to  build  their  embankment  by  the  side  of 
the  old  one,  each  supporting  the  other,    and    in  our  opinion 
making  it  better  for  both,  and    leaving  only  the  question  of 
damages  between  them. 

Through  the  borough  of  Danbury  we  paid  no  attention  to 
the  former  location,  but  gave  the  applicants  a  good  Railroad 
line,  doing  as  little  private  and  public  damage  as  possible. 

This  location  was  unsatisfactory  to  the  New  York,  Housa-

NEW  HAVEN  AND  DERBY. 

Your  Commissioners  have  located  a  portion  of  this  Road 
within  a  few  weeks,  where  the  former  location  had  been  lost 
by  limitation. 

It  is  about  12  miles  long,  and  under  a  new  organization 
bids  fair  to  be  completed  at  once.  The  question,  of  taking  the 
land  of  another  Railroad,  as  in  former  cases,  here  had  to  be 
met  by  this  Board.  Allusion  has  also  been  made  elsewhere 
in  our  report  to  a  want  of  power  in  the  Commissioners  under 
the  law,  to  assess  upon  a  town,  or  an  existing  Railroad,  any 
part  of  the  cost  of  changing  (when  necessary,)  and  improving 
a  highway.     This  difficulty  was  also  met  upon  this  road. 

It  is  obviously  unjust  to  cause  a  new  Railway  to  pay  the 
whole  expense  to  make  a  better  highway  for  any  Town  than 
they  had  before,  and  the  law  might  with  much  justice  be 
changed,  so  as  to  make  a  Town  bear  the  expense  of  such  im- 
provement.

CONNECTICUT  WESTERN  It.  R.  COMPANY. 

The  Commissioners  gave  the  first  hearing  for  an  application 
to  locate  this  Road  through  the  Town  of  Salisbury  in  this 
State  in  the  month  of. June,  1869,  and  completed  its  location 
at  Eartford  in  the  month  of  February,  1870.  The  line  of  this 
Railroad  from  Salisbury  to  Eartford  is  much  better  than  it 
was  imagined  could  be  found  from  the  eastern  to  the  western 
boundary  of  our  State,  because  of  the  well  known  fact  that 
the  direction  of  the  hills  and  valleys  is  North  and  South, 
and  must  be  crossed  by  a  Railway  line  which  attempts  to  run 
East  and   West. 

The  difficulties  have  been  encountered  with  energy,  and 
have  been  overcome  by  the  ability  of  its  Engineers,  much  to 
the  admiration  and  satisfaction  of  all  who  are  familiar  with 
it,  or  interested  in  its  welfare. 

The  work  upon  the  entire  line  has  been  commenced,  and  at 
many  points  is  in  a  good  state  of  forwardness. 

At  Winsted,  Simsbury,  and  Collinsville,  where  the  line 
touches  the  Naugatuck,  New  Haven  and  North  Hampton,  and 
J lousatonic  Railroads  and  at  the  termination  in  Hartford, 
the  officers  have  pursued  the  correct  policy  of  occupying  a 
Union  depot. 

This  course  throughout  the  State  has  been  encouraged,  and 
advised  by  this  Hoard  as  being  the  most  convenient,  and  ben- 
eficial to  the  public,  and  contributing  also  to  the  beauty  of 
the  City  or  Town  where  such  buildings  are  located. 

The  Railroad  Commissioners  of  Massachusetts  allude  to 
the  subject,  and  very  forcibly  say,  that  "two  stations,  well  or- 
ganized, one  on  the  north,  and  one  on  the  south  side  of  the 


city,  would  be  ample  to  accommodate  the  whole  travel  of  Bos- 
ton. To  day  Boston  has  as  many  railroad  stations  as  Paris 
with  its  two  millions  of  people,  at  the  central  point  of  Conti- 
nental Europe,  and  also  more  trains  leave  single  stations  in 
the  city  of  London,  than  leave  all  the  stations  in  Boston  to- 
gether."

None  but  iron  bridges  are  put  upon  the  line,  and  the  con- 
struction is  of  the  most  substantial  character. 

The  middle  division  including  the  Connecticut  River  Bridge 
at  Middletown  is  well  advanced,  the  masonry  of  the  Bridge 
being  in  progress  and  iron  work  half  done. 
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Upon  the  whole  road  hundreds  of  men  are  pushing  forward 
the  work  so  rapidly  as  to  make  it  certain  of  completion  at  an 
early  day.

WATERTOWN  AND  WATERBURY  ROAD. 

This  Road  was  located  in  the  autumn  of  1869,  and  some  of 
its  curves  changed  and  straightened  in  April,  1870. 

It  runs  from  Waterbury  to  Watertown,  a  distance  of  about 
six  miles. 

It  is  to  be  finished  this  year,  and  will  become  under  lease, 
a  part  of  the  Naugatuck  Road,  for  the  next  five  years. 

Tiiis  short  road  is  one  of  the  many  "feeders"  to  longer 
lines  of  railway,  that  are  becoming  quite  common  through  the 
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State  ;  like  rivulets  they  help  to  swell  the  larger  streams  into 
which  they  discharge. 

The  passage  of  the  law  in  the  General  Assembly  of  1868, 
giving  towns  power  to  subscribe  for  stock,  has  stimulated 
many  towns  through  the  State  to  build  these  branches.  It  is 
now  conceded  that  any  extensive  business  must  find  a  location 
upon  water  or  railway  communication  with  the  markets  to 
compete  successfully  therein,  and  if  already  otherwise  located, 
efforts  must  be  made  to  bring  railroad  facilities  to  their  doors.

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RECOMMENDATIONS. 

First.  That  the  fiscal  year  of  all  Railroad  Companies  ter- 
minate on  the  31st  day  of  December  of  each  year.

That  an  act  be  passed  requiring  the  several  Rail- 
road Companies  to  place  a  telegraphic  instrument  in  one 
ticket  office  in  each  town  through  which  their  railroad  runs, 
where  a  telegraph  office  is  not  now  established,  and  to  furnish 
a  competent  person  to  operate  the  same  during  the  usual  busi- 
ness hours. 

Fourth.  That  the  form  of  schedule  for  the  returns  of 
Railroad  Companies  be  amended  generally. 

Fifth.  That  an  Act  be  passed  forbidding  any  town  or  city 
to  build  a  highway  or  street  over  any  railroad  track  at  grade , 
or  parallel  thereto  within  the  distance  of  75  feet,  without  per- 
mission ;  and  also  giving  authority  to  change  and  abolish 
grade  crossings,  and  highways  parallel  to  railroads  wherever 
it  is  possible  to  do  so,  throughout  the  State,  upon  or  near  any 
and  all  railroads. 

Sixth.  That  an  Act  be  passed  defining  the  powers  of  the 
Commissioners  over  the  depot  accommodations  of  old  exist! 
ing  railroads. 

Seventh.     That  an  Act  be  passed  giving  to  the  Commis 
sioners  the  use  of  a  room  in  the  State  House  at  Hartford" 
where  their  records  shall  be  kept  for  examination  and  preser.' 
6 
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vation,  and  where  maps  and  profiles  of  the  several  railroads 
shall  be  deposited  and  kept,  and  that  the  Secretary  of  State 
he  required  to  deliver  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission all  maps,  profiles,  and  papers  relating  to  railroads, 
which  have  previously  been  deposited  by  such  roads,  in  his 
office. 

Eighth.  That  the  use  of  kerosene,  or  other  inflammable 
oil,  or  material,  be  forbidden  in  the  passenger  cars  of  any 
Railroad  Company  in  this  State. 

Ninth.  That  the  law  regarding  the  fencing  of  railroads, 
embodied  in  sections  492,  493,  and  494,  of  the  general  rail- 
road Act,  be  amended.  ■ 

In  closing  this  report  to  the   General  Assembly,  the  Com- 
missioners would  respectfully  request  that  the  recommenda- 
tions receive  the  consideration  of  your  Honorable  Body.

April  2,  1869.  Miss  Belle  Norton  and  Mrs.  C.  H.  Carter 
were  slightly  injured  on  the  Hartford  &  New  Haven  Railroad, 
near  Hayden  station. 

April  21.  Mrs.  Henry  Moore,  while  crossing  Main  street 
in  New  Britain,  in  a  carriage,  was  struck  by  a  train  of  the 
Hartford  and  New  Haven  Railroad,  and  received  a  bruised 
face  and  sprained  wrist. 

May  6th.  Bishop  Stowell,  conductor  of  a  gravel  train  on 
the  Hartford  and  New  Haven  Railroad,  while  applying  a  brake 
to  his  train,  near  Yale sville, had  one  foot  injured  so  much  that 
amputation  was  necessary. 

May  7.  Wm.  Lenger  received  a  fracture  of  bone  while 
coupling  cars  on  the  Naugatuck  Railroad. 

May  8.  W.  Williams  was  slightly  injured  at  Rockville, 
while  switching. 

May  13.  Catharine  Collins  was  run  over  and  killed,  when 
attempting  to  crawl  under  a  freight  train  of  the  Hartford  and 
New  Haven  Railroad,  on  their  branch  road  in  Hartford. 
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May  22.  Rodman  Darrow,  while  attempting  to  run  across 
the  track  at  New  London,  when  the  cars  were  coming  off  the 
boat,  was  thrown  down  and  had  a  leg  crushed.  Cause — 
Intemperance. 

May  28.  William  Knight  had  a  hip  dislocated  while  the 
cars  of  the  Providence,  Hartford  and  Fishkill  Railroad  were 
switching  near  Plainfield. 

June  14.  Andrew  Devereaux  lost  his  arm  by  being  caught 
in  the  crank  of  a  hand-car  on  the  Hartford,  Providence  and 
Fishkill  Railroad,  near  Moosup. 

June  14.  An  unknown  man,  stealing  a  passage  on  the  top 
of  a  passenger  car  of  the  Hartford  and  New  Haven  Railroad, 
came  to  his  end  by  striking  his  head  against  one  of  the 
bridges  at  New  Haven. 

June  16.  A  little  girl,  about  two  years  of  age,  daughter  of 
Thomas  Fobey,  was  struck  and  instantly  killed  by  the  engine 
of  the  Branch  Railroad  from  Berlin  to  New  Britain,  it  being 
impossible  to  stop  the  train  when  she  was  discovered  on  the 
track. 

June  28.  Andrew  Ryan  was  seriously  injured  near  Berlin 
station,  on  the  Hartford  and  New  Haven  Railroad,  at  mid- 
night.    Was  intoxicated. 

July  5th.  John  Sheehan,  a  brakeman  on  the  New  London 
Northern  Railroad,  was  knocked  off  the  freight  cars  at  South 
Willington,  into  the  river,  by  striking  his  head  against  the 
timbers  of  the  bridge,  and  taken  up  dead. 

July  6.  John  Hickey  was  found  dead  near  Waterbury,  on 
the  Naugatuck  Railroad,  supposed  to  have  been  killed  ;  was 
known  to  have  been  intoxicated. 

July  27.  A  man,  by  name  McCann,  in  attempting  to  get 
on  a  train  in  motion  upon  the  New  York  and  New  Haven 
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Railroad,  at  Westport,  fell  under  the  wheels,  which  passed 
over  his  leg,  crushing  it  so  badly  that  amputation  was  neces- 
sary. 

July  27.     John  Piatt,   station  agent  at  Norwich,   on  the 
New  London  Northern  Railroad,  was  instantly  killed  by  care- 
.  lessly  jumping  off  a  train  while  passing  the  depot   at  that 
place. 

July  27.  John  Stephens,  an  employe*  on  the  New  York, 
Providence  and  Boston  Railroad,  was  killed  at  Stonington, 
while  making  up  a  freight  train. 

July  28.  James  Church,  of  Waterbury,  was  slightly  in- 
jured by  jumping  off  the  cars. 

July  29.  Jarvis  Farrington,  an  employe*  on  the  New  York 
and  New  Haven  Railroad  was  slightly  injured  by  being 
knocked  from  a  freight  car.  He  thought  he  was  hit  by  a  stone 
thrown  from  the  hands  of  some  boys  when  the  train  was  pass- 
ing, near  New  Haven. 

July  31.  James  Fenton  was  killed  near  Central  Tillage, 
on  the  Norwich  and  Worcester  Railroad,  in  the  act  of  crawl- 
ing under  a  train  of  cars  just  commencing  to  move. 

July  31.  An  Irish  woman  and  a  small  boy  attempted  to 
remain  on  the  track  of  the  Shore  Line  Railway  near  Branford. 
The  woman  was  killed,  and  the  boy  knocked  into  Saltonstall 
lake,  but  recovered  from  it,  and  is  alive. 

August  3.  C.  E.  Smith,  of  Black  Rock,  was  instantly 
killed  while  attempting  to  cross  the  track  of  the  New  York 
and  New  Haven  Railroad,  near  Bridgeport,  in  a  carriage. 

August  11.  John  Murphy,  of  Hartford,  was  killed  while 
lying  on  the  track  of  the  New  York  and  New  Haven  Railroad, 
between  Bridgeport  and  Stratford. 


August  15.  Mary  Foy  was  killed  near  Norwich,  on  the 
New  London  Northern  Railroad,  while  carelessly  walking 
upon  the  track. 

August  19.     An-  unknown  man   came  to  his  death  near 

Greenwich,  on  the  New  York  and  New  Haven  Railroad ;  in 
stepping  on  the  track  to  avoid  one  train  was  killed  by  another 
coming  the  opposite  way.  He  seemed  to  belong  to  that  class 
of  men  called  "tramps." 

August  21.  An  unknown  man  was  run  over  and  killed  on 
the  New  York  and  New  Haven  Railroad  at  Milford.  He 
stepped  on  the  track  ahead  of  the  moving  train. 

August  24.  A  boy  was  considerably  injured  by  a  hand-car 
in  Hartford,  while  slowly  pushing  it  over  the  Hartford  and 
New  JHaven  Railroad  track. 

August  24.  Calvin  Roberts,  a  brakeman  on  an  extra  freight 
train  of  the  Hartford  and  New  Haven  Railroad,  caught  his 
hand  between  the  cars  while  coupling  them  at  Wallingford, 
and  was  severely  injured. 

August  25.  Loring  Sackett,  in  attempting  to  throw  a  stone, 
while  on  a  car  in  motion,  lost  his  balance,  fell  between  the 
cars,  and  was  killed.  He  was  a  brakeman  on  the  New  York 
and  New  Haven  road.  The  accident  occurred  between  Stam- 
ford and  Cos  Cob  bridge. 

September  1.  John  Matthews,  of  Branford,  returning  from 
a  visit  into  Massachusetts,  stepped  off  the  train  in  the  night, 
near  New  Haven  depot,  and  the  engine  of  another  train  ran 
over  and  killed  him. 

September  5.  Edwin  Pendigrast  came  to  an  untimely  end 
by  getting  on  the  track  of  the  Norwich  and  Worcester  Rail- 
road, near  Grosvenorclale  station.  He  was  using  the  road  for 
a  bed  and  the  rail  for  a  pillow. 

"  He  sleeps  his  last  sleep." 
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September  7.  James  Thayer,  a  skillful  stone-mason,  on 
the  Housatonic  Railroad,  was  killed  at  New  Milford  by  a 
switching  train.  It  was  dark,  and  he  was  also  beclouded,  and 
unfit  to  be  near  a  railroad  track. 

September  11.  John  Qualey,  sat  himself  down  with  a  bot- 
tle of  liquor  in  a  cattle-guard  of  the  Housatonic  Railroad, 
near  Hawleyville,  and  was  killed  by  the  engine  passing.  His' 
bottle  was  found  half  full  of — liquid. 

September  22.  Austin  Hill,  employed  by  the  New  York, 
Providence  and  Boston  Railroad  Co.,  had  his  fingers  cut  off  by 
the  car-wheels,  on  a  bridge  near  Noank.  He  grasped  the  rail 
to  save  himself  from  falling  into  the  water,  and  lost  his  fingers. 

September  23.  Charles  Coulton  was  injured  near  Stafford, 
on  the  New  London  Northern  Railroad  while  passing  through 
a  bridge,  on  the  cars.  He  was  on  the  train  improperly,  and 
lost  his  life  as  the  penalty. 

September  23.  An  unknown  man,  German,  was  seriously 
injured  on  the  track  of  the  New  York  and  New  Haven  Rail- 
road, near  Cos  Cob  bridge.     He  was  walking  the  track. 

September  25.  James  Reed  was  seriously  injured  in  the 
Freight  House  of  the  Hartford,  Providence  &  Fishkill  Rail- 
road, at  Hartford. 

October  14.  Mrs.  Sarah  W.  B.  Ingham  was  slightly  injur- 
ed in  a  Car  near  Canaan  on  the  Housatonic  Railroad. 

October  18.  John  Kennedy  an  employee  of  the  New  York 
&  New  Haven  Railroad  Company  fell  in  attempting  to  get  on 
a  train  at  Stamford  and. had  his  foot  crushed. 

November  5.  Two  ladies,  Mrs.  Fitch  and  Mrs.  Hicks  of 
New  Britain  were  injured  by  the  Engine  of  a  switch  train  at 
that  place. 

The  vicinity  of  that  depot  is  a  dangerous  place  for  carriages, 
and  is  being  improved  and  made  safer. 
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November  10.  Albert  Spencer,  an  employee  of  the  Nor- 
wich &  Worcester  Railroad  Co.,  was  killed  at  New  London 
while  making  np  a  freight  train  by  catching  his  feet  in  the 
frog  of  the  track  and  the  train  passing  over  him  before  he 
could  extricate  himself. 

November  11.  John  Nichols,  a  brakeman  on  the  New 
York  &  New  Haven  Road,  fell,  or  was  knocked  from  the  car 
while  crossing  Milford  Bridge. 

He  was  so  much  injured  that  the  amputation  of  a  leg  was 
necessary. 

November  11.  John  Kelley  while  coupling  cars  at  Willi- 
mantic  on  the  New  London  Northern  Railroad  was  slightly 
injured. 

November  12.  Mrs.  Brewster  living  at  Danielsonville,  at 
tempting  to  cross  the  track  of  the  Norwich  &  Worcester  Rail- 
road, near  her  own  bouse  was  struck,  by  the  Engine  of  the 
passenger  train  and  killed. 

November  16.  Lewis  Legacy  of  Killingly  while  passing  in 
a  carriage  over  the  track  of  the  Norwich  &  Worcester  Rail- 
road was  struck  by  the  Engine  and  seriously  injured. 

November  19.  Lewis  Daniels,  a  Frenchman,  was  killed  in 
some  unknown  manner  near  North  Windham  on  the  Boston, 
Hartford  &  Erie  Railroad.  He  was  found  dead  on  the  track, 
dreadfully  mutilated. 

November  24.  Edward  Callahan,  employed  on  a  Gravel 
train  of  the  New  Haven  &  Northampton  Railroad,  jumped 
from  the  cars  while  coming  into  New  Haven  and  was  killed. 

November  25.  An  unknown  man  was  found  just  west  of 
the  Norwalk  Station  on  the  New  York  &  New  Haven  Rail- 
road, in  a  dying  condition,  with  both  legs  severed  from  his 
body.     He  lived  only  two  hours. 

November  26.     Peter  Clancey,  a  man  in  the  employ  of  the 
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New  York  &  New  Haven  Railroad  Company,  was  slightly  in- 
jured while  attempting  to  couple  the  cars. 

November  27.  John  Burton,  an  inmate  of  the  alms  house 
at  Norwich,  was  killed  on  the  New  London  Northern  Rail- 
road, standing  on  the  bridge  near  the  Palls,  as  he  supposed 
out  of  danger. 

December  6.  An  unknown  man  was  instantly  killed  near 
Milford  when  walking  the  track  of  the  New  York  &  New 
Haven  Railroad. 

He  payed  the  penalty  of  his  carelessness. 

December  13.  Robert  Jackson,  an  employee  upon  the  New 
York  &  New  Haven  Railroad,  had  his  arm  so  much  injured 
that  it  had  to  be  amputated. 

December  13.  John  Connell  was  killed  near  Thamesville, 
on  the  New  London  Northern  Railroad.  He  was  struck  by 
the  Engine,  knocked  down  the  bank,  killed,  and  not  a  wound 
found  upon  him  or  a  bruise. 

December  14.  James  Tuncey,  crossing  the  track  near 
Newtown  on  the  Housatonic  Railroad,  was-severely  injured  by 
a  broken  hip,  caused  by  a  passing  freight  train.     Intoxicated. 

December  15.  An  unknown  man  near  Grosveuordale  was 
killed  while  lying  upon  the  track  of  the  Norwich  &  Worces- 
ter Railroad.  Drunk.  This  is  the  second  man  killed  there  in 
the  same  position  and  by  the  same  cause — Rum. 

December  24.  William  Marten  had  a  foot  crushed  at 
Willimantic  under  the  cars  of  the  Hartford,  Providence  & 
Fishkill  Railroad. 

January  6, 1870.  J.  H.  Parker  of  Waterbury  was  injured 
by  attempting  to  jump  on  a  train  of  the  Naugatuck  Railroad. 
One  leg  was  cut  off  and  the  other  injured. 

January  10.  Frederick  Beales,  brakeman  on  the  New 
York,  Providence  &  Boston  Railroad,  was  injured  while  un- 
coupling the  cars  at  Stonington. 
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January  22.  Joseph  Dunbar  was  injured  in  attempting  to 
couple  the  cars  of  the  Hartford,  Providence  &  Fishkill  Rail- 
road at  Vernon. 

January  24.  An  Irish  woman  jumped  from  the  train  at 
Greenwich  as  it  was  leaving  for  New  York,  was  caught  under 
the  wheels,  and  injured,  dying  soon  after.  Will  people  never 
learn  better? 

January  25.  Mrs.  Mary  A.  Pride  of  New  Britain  was  in- 
jured at  Hartford  by  the  Engine  of  a  passenger  train  on  the 
Hartford,  Providence  &  Fishkill  Railroad. 

February  14.  An  unknown  man  was  struck  and  injured 
by  the  Engine  near  Greenwich  on  the  New  York  &  New 
Haven  Railroad. 

February  25.  John  E.  Abbott  of  ROckville  was  injured  in 
jumping  from  the  train  after  it  had  started  from  the  station. 

March  4.  Michael  Hallahan  of  Hartford,  had  an  injury  to 
his  hand  while  working  on  the  Hartford,  Providence  &  Fish- 
kill Road. 

March  16.  B.  Ellingsworth,  was  killed  just  east  of  Ster- 
ling Station  on  the  Providence,  Hartford  &  Fishkill  Rail- 
road.

day  of  June,  1866,  and  as  amended  in  1867,  whereby  it  is 
made  the  duty  of  every  Railroad  Company  in  this  State,  to 
provide  such  safety  bridges,  or  aprons. 

The  Railroad  Commissioners  hereby  give  notice  to  all  con- 
cerned, that,  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1870,  they 
will  consider  it  to  be  their  duty  to  enforce  the  said  law  by 
prosecuting  every  such  violation  of  the  Statute  as  shall  come 
to  their  knowledge  upon  any  and  all  railroads  in  the  State.

may  concern. 

Gentlemen  :  The  undersigned,  General  Railroad  Com- 
missioners of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  in  accordance  with  the 
request  of  the  annexed  petition  and  orders  of  notice,  gave  hear- 
ing to  all  the  parties  thereto  on  the  fourth  day  of  January,  1870, 
and,  after  a  full  and  impartial  investigation  into  the  alleged  facts 
contained  therein,  and  an  examination  of  the  depot  at  New 
Britain  and  its  approaches,  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
the  railroad  tracks  of  the  Hartford,  Providence  and  Fishkill 
Railroad  Company,  upon  the  northerly  side  of  their  depot,  at 
New  Britain,  are  dangerous  to  human  life  and  ought  to  be  re- 
moved, and  their  use  abolished. 

They,  therefore,  by  the  authority  of  the  laws  of  the  State, 
make  the  following  order  : 

That  no  engine  or  cars  be  run  upon  or  over  the  said  tracks 
upon  the  northerly  side  of  said  railroad  depot,  at  New  Britain, 
after  the  16th  day  of  March,  1870.  And  prior  to  that  day 
the  rails  and  ties  and  other  working  superstructure  of  said 
tracks  lying  above  the  ground,  be  either  removed,  or  be  so 
covered  or  protected  by  planks  or  otherwise,  as  to  render  it 
reasonably  safe  and  convenient  to  the  public  to  approach  said 
depot  with  teams  or  on  foot.

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Decision  of  the  General  Railroad  Commissioners  upon  the 
application  of  the  Connecticut  Western  Railroad  Company,  for 
a  lay-out  through  the  village  of  Norfolk,  Conn. 

The  General  Railroad  Commissioners  of  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut, having  for  a  third  time  had  a  hearing  upon  a  lay-out 
of  the  Connecticut  Western  Railroad  Company  through  a 
public  park,  or  "  green,"  in  the  town  of  Norfolk,  in  said  State, 
deem  it  due  to  the  public,  to  the  corporation,  and  to  them- 
selves, that  the  reasons  upon  which  their  decisions  have  been 
based,  should  be  publicly  known. 

The  first  hearing  of  the  application  for  the  approval  of  the 
location  through  this  park,  was  held  at  Norfolk  Town  Hall, 
in  June,  1869,  two  of  the  three  commissioners  being  present. 
After  a  full  and  impartial  hearing,  that  lay-out,  or  location 
was  denied,  or  disapproved.  On  the  5th  day  of  July  suc- 
ceeding, a  new  commissioner  took  his  seat  in  the  board,  and 
soon  after  another  application  was  made  for  a  location  by  the 
said  railroad  company,  through  the  same  park,  and  a  second 
hearing  was  held  at  the  same  place,  and  the  lay-out  again  dis- 
approved by  the  full  board  unanimously. 

Again,  on  the  14th  day  of  January,  1870,  a  hearing  was 
given  to  a  third  application  for  a  new  lay-out  through  the  same 
park,  and  now  a  third  time  denied  unanimously  by  the  com- 
missioners. The  persistency  with  which  this  line,  or  location 
of  railroad  through  this  park  has  been  urged,  is  without  par- 
allel in  the  history  of  railroad  enterprises  in  the  State,  and 
seems  to  indicate  insurmountable  objections  on  the  part  of 
the  company  to  any  other  route  through  that  village. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  firm,  unanimous  decisions  of  the 
board  in  disapproval  may  be  said  to  indicate  their  belief  that 
another  route  can  be  found  without  so  great  damage  to  public 
and  private  interests,  as  the  one  asked  by  the  company 
through  the  park. 

Let  it  be  understood  here,  that  the  Railroad  Commission- 
ers have  no  power  or  desire  to  dictate  to  a  railroad  company 
where  they  shall  locate  their  line,  but  only  to  say  where  it 
shall  not  be  located. 
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At  the  same  time  the  Board  has  a  legal  right  to  employ  an 
experienced  engineer  to  survey  and  ascertain  if  another  good 
railroad  line  can  be  obtained,  or  found  upon  a  different  loca- 
tion than  the  one  applied  for  by  the  corporation. 

Any  respondent  over  whose  land  the  proposed  line  is  to 
pass,  has  also  the  right  to  survey  and  bring  before  the  Board 
of  Commissioners  at  its  session,  a  different  line,  and  to  show 
by  his  engineers,  or  counsel,  that  the  line  surveyed  by  him  is 
also  a  good  railroad  line,  or  route.  And  if  it  can  be  proved 
that  the  respondent's  line  is  a  good  feasible  railroad  route, 
doing  less  injury  to  the  public,  the  Board  are  bound  in  law  and 
equity  to  refuse  to  approve  the  application  of  the  corporation. 
Generally,  however,  in  absence  of  private  surveys,  the  Board 
are  able,  from  the  skillful  engineers  employed  by  the  railroad 
companies,  to  gain  the  information  necessary  to  govern  their 
decisions,  without  resorting  to  the  expense  and  trouble  of  a 
survey  of  their  own.  But  in  this  case  the  seeming  attitude  of 
antagonism  to  the  railroad,  in  which  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners find  themselves  placed  by  their  repeated  refusals, 
make  it  imperative  that  the  reasons  should  be  given  which 
have  impelled  them  repeatedly  to  deny  the  lay-out  and  location 
asked,  and  also  that  they  should  ascertain  by  a  scientific, 
experienced  engineer  from  abroad,  if  another  route  can  be 
found  besides  the  one  through  the  Park. 

For  these  reasons  they  have  called  upon  and  employed  the 
Hon.  Edward  Appleton,  an  engineer  of  large  experience,  and 
great  skill,  residing  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  and  sub- 
joined is  his  report  verbatim. 

Report  of  Mr.  Appleton. 

Gentlemen : — According  to  your  request,  I  have  visited  the 
village  of  Norfolk,  to  examine  the  lines  of  the  Connecticut 
Western  Railroad  through  that  place,  taking  with  me  assist- 
ants, as  you  desired,  to  make  further  surveys  if  it  should  be 
necessary. 

On  examination  of  the  ground,  however,  and  of  the  surveys 
already  made  by  the  chief  engineer  of  the  company,  Mr. 
Shunk,  and  his  assistants,  it  seemed  unnecessary  to  make  any 
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further  surveys.  They  have  already  surveyed  all  practicable 
lines,  and  very  freely  communicated  the  results  of  their  ex- 
aminations, showing  the  plans,  profiles  and  estimates. 

It  is  at  once  evident  to  everybody,  on  examination  of  the 
plan,  that  the  line  through  the  "  Green"  is  the  best,  so  far  as 
engineering  considerations  alone  are  concerned.  It  is  358 
feet  shorter,  has  105°  less  curvature,  and  avoids  altogether 
the  curves  of  .least  radius.  It  will  cost,  according  to  the  esti- 
mates, ($1,100)  eleven  hundred  dollars  more  to  build,  than 
the  outside  line,  but  I  should  not  consider  that  too  much  to 
pay  for  its  superiority  in  characteristics  as  above  described. 
Indeed,  the  interest  on  this  extra  cost,  (at  seven  per  cent, 
equals  to  $77.00  per  year,)  would  be  more  than  balanced  by 
the  increased  cost  of  running  the  extra  distance.  The  cost 
per  mile  run  by  the  Housatonic  road  for  1868,  was  $1.27  ;  on 
the  Naugatuck,  $1.87  ;  average  of  these  two,  |1.57. 

Supposing  the  Connecticut  Western  to  use  two  passenger 
trains  and  one  freight  train  daily,  this  358  feet  extra  distance 
traveled  by  these  trains  will  amount  for  the  year  to  127  miles, 
and  the  cost,  at  the  average  of  the  two  nearest  railroads,  would 
be  $199.39.  And  supposing  the  superstructure  to  need  re- 
newal once  in  eight  years,  as  it  probably  will  on  such  sharp 
curves,  the  cost  of  renewal  will  probably  be  about  $1.00  per 
foot;  $358  for  the  extra  distance,  averaged  upon  eight  years, 
$44.75  per  year.  Total  extra  cost  of  detour  line  per  annum, 
$244.14,  less  $77  interest  on  extra  cost  of  construction  of  the 
shorter  line,  leaves  an  annual  balance  of  $167.14  in  favor  of 
line  through  the  "  Green."  This,  however,  is  rather  a  nicety 
of  calculation,  and  is  not  to  be  considered  as  a  governing 
point  in  deciding  which  of  the  two  lines  should  be  adopted. 
No  estimate  of  land  damages  on  the  two  lines  was  given,  but 
as  the  line  through  the  "  Green"  requires  the  removal  of  two 
houses,  while  the  other  takes  a  larger  quantity  of  land  of  pri- 
vate owners,  I  think  there  can  be  no  material  difference  be- 
tween the  two  in  this  respect.  Whichever  line  may  be  adopted, 
there  is  no  necessity  for  any  change  in  the  location  of  the  sta- 
tion. The  platform  can  be  made  to  conform  to  a  curved  line 
as  well  as  to  a  straight  one.     It  has  been  objected  that  it  is 
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very  desirable  to  have  a  straight  line  from  the  station  in  order 
to  see  the  approaching  trains.  True,  it  is  desirable,  but  by 
no  means  necessary,  as  numerous  stations  in  Connecticut,  at 
Hartford  and  other  places,  will  prove.  And  as  there  are  eight 
degree  curves  on  other  parts  of  the  road,  the  objection  to  one 
here  is  not  so  great  as  it  would  be  if  this  were  the  only  one. 
As  the  distance  is  increased  on  the  detour  line,  the  grade  per 
mile  will  be  slightly  lessened,  not  enough,  however,  to  equal 
the  increased  resistance  from  curvature. 

Trains  approaching  the  station  from  the  south  will  be  helped 
a  little  in  coining  to  a  stop,  by  the  greater  friction  on  this 
curve ;  trains  leaving  the  station  for  the  north  will  be  retarded 
a  little  from  the  same  cause.  If  there  must  be  so  sharp  a 
curve  on  a  railroad,  it  seems  to  me  on  the  whole  preferable  to 
have  it  near  a  station,  rather  than  midway  between  stations, 
where  the  trains  would  be  running  at  full  speed,  and  there- 
fore the  liability  to  accident  greater.  In  fine,  while  the  line 
through  the  "  Green"  is  the  best,  there  are  no  serious  objections 
to  the  other.  If  the  line  through  the  "  Green"  is  adopted, 
people  living  around  it  will  be  considerably  annoyed  by  the 
smoke  from  the  engine,  delivered  at  the  surface  of  the  ground. 

On  the  other  line,  some  other  persons  will  suffer  the  same 
annoyance,  but  not  so  many' as  on  the  "  Green"  line.  Still  it 
must  be  remembered  that  in  much  larger  towns  in  the  State 
many  of  the  inhabitants  are  daily  annoyed  in  the  same  man- 
ner, and  have  at  last  become  so  much  accustomed  to  it,  as  not 
to  make  any  complaints. 

The  decision  between  the  two  must  be  governed  in  great 
measure  by  moral  and  aesthetic  considerations,  whether  the 
public  good  really  requires  an  unsightly  hole  through  the 
Public  Park.  To  inhabitants  of  other  towns  it  is  of  no  con- 
sequence except  as  a  precedent ;  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  town 
of  Norfolk,  not  living  in  this  village,  it  is  of  comparatively 
little  consequence ;  to  those  who  do  live  around  the  Green  it 
is  of  the  most  importance,  and  without  the  consent  of  all  or 
nearly  all  of  them,  the  superiority  of  the  shorter  line  over  the 
detour  line,  seems  hardly  sufficient  to  require  its  adoption.

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This  report  of  Mr.  Appleton,  coinciding  with  the  testimony 
of  Mr.  Shunk,  the  able  engineer  of  the  Connecticut  Western 
Railroad  Company,  when  he  appeared  before  this  board  at 
their  first  hearing  of  this  case,  shows  that  in  their  decisions 
the  Commissioners  have  inflicted  no  hardship  upon  that  Cor 
poration,  which  they  cannot,  or  should  not  sustain.  It  having 
then  been  proved  by  the  testimony  of  their  own  engineer,  and 
by  the  report  of  Mr.  Appleton,  that  there  is  another  feasible, 
practicable  railroad  line  through  the  village  of  Norfolk  besides 
the  one  asked  for  through  the  Park,  and  that,  therefore,  the 
denial  of  that  route  does  not  prevent  or  obstruct  the  building 
or  construction  of  the  said  Railroad,  the  Commissioners  pro- 
ceed to  show  why  they  were  constrained  in  each  case  to  deny, 
or  refuse  to  approve  it.  Although  for  brevity  the  reasons  for 
the  three  denials  are  stated  as  a  whole,  it  is  but  just  to  say  that 
they  operated  at  the  different  sessions  with  unequal  force  upon 
the  case.  For  instance  ;  at  the  first  hearing  one  set  of  rea- 
sons had  the  greater  prominence,  while  at  the  subsequent 
hearings  another  and  a  different  set  of  reasons  had  the  most 
importance. 

The  village  of  Norfolk  has  what  few  villages  in  our  State 
can  boast,  a  Public  Park  or  "  Green,"  nearly  surrounded  by 
magnificent  elms  of  more  than  a  hundred  years  of  age.  It 
was  laid  out,  reserved  and  planted  by  the  ancestors  of  the 
present  inhabitants,  for  the  public  use,  through  all  coming 
time.  In  shape  it  is  triangular,  having  two  unequal  sides,  and 
surrounded  by  a  public  street,  upon  whose  opposite  sides  are 
the  residences  of  its  inhabitants,  so  that  to  visit  the  "  Green," 
it  is  necessary  for  all  persons  to  pass  and  repass  over  the  pub- 
lic highways.  Upon  one  side  stands  the  Church  edifice  ;  upon 
the  opposite  side  of  the  enclosure  the  Academy.  A  substan- 
tial wood  railing  surrounds  it,  and  near  its  center  rises  a  me- 
morial column  of  granite,  dedicated  to  and  containing  the 
names  of  the  martyr-heroes  of  the  town,  who  so  nobly  gave 
their  lives  that  this  Republic  might  not  perish. 

The  first  located  line  asked  for  by  the  Railroad  Company, 
although  its  center  went  at  a  distance  from  the  monument, 
took  or  appropriated  the  ground  upon  which  it  stood,  going 
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through  the  Park  with  a  cut  of  eighteen  feet  below  its  level. 
The  second  location  asked  for,  had  the  same  center,  but  nar- 
rowed its  width  through  the  Park  to  one  and  a  half  rods  each 
side,  leaving  untouched  the  precise  ground,  or  spot  upon 
which  the  monument  stood,  and  emerging  from  the  deep  cut, 
(at  the  point  of  the  triangle,  where  the  roads  converged,)  up- 
on a  level,  or  at  grade  with  the  highways,  making  it  a  cross- 
ing of  great  danger  to  the  public. 

The  third  line  applied  for,  crossed  the  Park  at  its  eastern 
corner,  sweeping  out  of  existence  the  noble  elms  on  its  east- 
ern edge,  crossing  the  highway  as  it  left  the  Park,  by  a  bridge, 
but  running  parallel  through  it  with  the  highway,  and  cross- 
ing the  highway  at  an  acute  angle,  not  far  from  the  point  of 
the  triangle. 

.  The  charters  of  Railroad  Companies  recently  granted  in 
this  State,  although  containing  special  privileges,  giving  them 
also  the  general  power  to  construct  their  road  through  certain 
towns,  are  restricted  by  the  powers  of  the  General  Railroad 
Laws,  and  by  other  special  laws  relating  thereto. 

In  section  481  of  the  General  Railroad  Laws,  it  says, 
"  Every  Railroad  Company  which  may  locate  and  construct  a 
railroad  across  any  turnpike,  highway,  or  public  street,  shall 
construct  it  so  as  to  cross  over,  or  under  the  said  turnpike, 
highway  or  street ;  but  the  Railroad  Commissioners  may  au- 
thorize and  direct  such  company  to  construct  its  railroad  at 
such  crossing  upon  a  level  with  the  turnpike,  highway  or 
streets,  if  they  deem  it  compatible  with  the  public  safety." 

Under  this  law  it  has  been,  and  now  is  the  policy  of  this 
board  to  avoid  grade  crossings  of  highways  ;  also  to  disap- 
prove the  running  of  railroad  lines  parallel  to  streets  or  high" 
ways,  unless  impossible  otherwise  to  locate  the  railroad  across 
such  highways. 

Having  made  a  plain  statement  of  the  case,  the  reasons 
why  we  cannot  approve  the  location  of  the  Connecticut  West- 
ern Railroad  Company  through  the  village  of  Norfolk,  as 
asked,  are, 

First,  because  the  law  of  the  State  forbids  a  railroad  cross- 
ing a  highway  at  grade ;  and  one  of  the  lines  asked  for,  came 
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out  of  a  cut  eighteen  feet  deep,  upon  a  level  with  several  con- 
verging roads,  making  it  a  dangerous  place  for  travelers  upon 
the  highways,  and  almost  ensuring  railroad  accidents  at  that 
place. 

Second,  because  gratitude  to  our  noble  defenders  will  not 
allow  us  to  let  a  railroad  run  over,  or  seriously  injure  a  me- 
morial monument,  dedicated  to  their  memory,  at  the  same 
time  striking  down  in  its  passage  trees  of  a  century's  growth, 
necessary  to  the  comfort  and  enjoyment  of  the  public,  and  for 
which  money  is  no  equivalent,  unless  we  feel  compelled  to  it 
by  such  controlling  necessity  as  does  not  here  exist. 

Third.  The  last  line  asked  for  was  equally  objectionable, — 
the  same  deep  cut,  destroying  more  trees,  crossing  the  high- 
way acutely  near  the  converging  roads,  and  running  parallel 
with  the  eastern  highway  which  surrounds  the  Park,  making 
it  just  as  dangerous  for  travel  in  carriages  upon  the  highway  as 
the  others. 

Fourth.  The  objections  of  the  Board  to  establishing  a 
precedent  for  running  a  railroad  line  through  any  public  park. 

These  objections,  which  we  consider  well  founded  in  law 
and  equity,  together  with  the  fact  established  by  the  report  of 
the  experienced  engineer,  Mr.  Appleton,  included  herein, 
that  there  is  a  practicable  line  outside  the  Park,  to  which 
there  is  no  serious  objections,  have  caused  us  to  disapprove 
for  the  third  time  the  location  asked  for  by  this  corporation. 

We  do  therefore  hereby  disapprove  the  location  and  lay-out 
of  the  Connecticut  Western  Railroad  Company  for  a  line 
through  the  village  of  Norfolk,  in  this  State,  upon  which  a 
hearing  was  held  January  14th,  1870.

Upon  a  verbal  application  and  petition  of  the  Hartford, 
Providence  and  Fishkill,  and  Hartford  and  New  Haven  Rail- 
road Companies,  asking  leave  to  run  their  passenger  and 
freight  trains  across  the  track  of  the  said  respective  roads, 
where  they  cross  each  other  north  of  the  Tunnel,  near  the 
city  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  without  stopping:  The  General 
Railroad  Commissioners  met  the  superintendents  of  the  two 
railroad  companies  at  the  said  crossings,  on  the  sixth  day  of

Ordered,  That  the  Hartford,  Providence  and  Fishkill  Rail- 
road Company,  until  further  notice,  may  run  their  passenger 
and  freight  trains  across  the  track  of  the  Hartford  and  New 
Haven  Railroad  Company,  north  of  the  Tunnel,  near  the  city 
of  Hartford,  without  stopping  said  trains,  at  a  rate  of  speed 
not  exceeding  six  miles  per  hour  ;  and  may  also  run  their 
passenger  and  freight  trains  across  the  track  of  said  Hartford 
and  New  Haven  Railroad  Company  at  the  junction  east  of 
said  first  crossing,  at  a  rate  of  speed  not  exceeding  eight  miles 
per  hour,  and,  as  a  safe-guard,  the  respective  companies  shall 
keep  a  switchman  at  each  end  of  said  Tunnel,  near  the  city 
of  Hartford,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  switches  at  those 
points.

kill  Railroad  Company  to  refrain  from  sounding  the  whistles 
of  their  locomotives  as  they  emerge  from  said  tunnel,  going 
either  east  or  west,  and  hereby  requiring  the  said  Company 
only  to  ring  their  engine  bells  at  the  crossings  above  and  be- 
low said  tunnel,  as  an  alarm  to  those  who  may  be  traveling 
in  that  vicinity. 

But  nothing  in  this  order  shall  permit  said  Company  to 
abolish  or  neglect  any  other  precautions  now  used  at  or  near 
the  said  places.

Orders  to  the  Hartford  and  New  Haven  Railroad  Company. 

Upon  a  verbal  application  and  petition  of  the  Hartford, 
Providence  and  Fishkill,  and  Hartford  and  New  Haven  Rail- 
road Companies,  asking  leave  to  run  their  passenger  and 
freight  trains  across  the  tracks  of  the  said  roads  respectively, 
where  they  cross  each  other  north  of  the  tunnel  and  near  the 
city  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  without  stopping ;  and  the  General 
Railroad  Commissioners,  having  met  the  superintendents  of 
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the  two  railroad  companies  at  said  crossings,  and  after  due 
consideration  granted  a  permit  to  the  said  companies  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  request  of  their  petition  ; — now  therefore, 
it  is  ordered  by  the  said  General  Railroad  Commissioners,  that 
the  Hartford  and  New  Haven  Railroad  Company  may  run 
their  passenger  and  freight  trains  over  the  track  of  the  Hart- 
ford, Providence  and  Fishkill  Railroad  Company,  at  the 
crossing  nearest  the  north  end  of  said  tunnel,  without  stop- 
ping ;  but  at  a  rate  of  speed  not  exceeding  (6)  six  miles  per 
hour.  And  it  is  also  ordered  that  the  freight  trains  of  the 
Hartford  and  New  Haven  Railroad  Company  shall  stop  at  the 
crossing  east  of  the  first  mentioned  junction  near  said  city 
of  Hartford,  every  time,  both  ways,  before  crossing  said  track,, 
at  a  distance  of  not  less  than  fifty  feet  from  said  crossing,, 
precedence  being  always  given  at  that  place  to  the  trains  of 
the  Hartford,  Providence  and  Fishkill  Railroad,  when  at  said 
branch  crossing. 

All  former  orders  relating  to  these  crossings  are  hereby 
revoked. 

Said  railroad  companies,  as  a  safeguard,  shall  keep  a  switch- 
man at  each  end  of  said  tunnel,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the 
switches  at  those  points.

the  said  Hartford  and  New  Haven  Railroad  Company,  on  and 
after  that  said  8th  -of  September,  1869,  may  refrain  from 
sounding  the  whistles  of  their  engines  as  they  emerge  from 
said  tunnel,  going  either  east  or  west,  but  that  at  the  cross- 
ings above  and  below  said  tunnel  they  shall  be  only  required 
to  ring  the  bells  of  their  engines  as  an  alarm  to  those  who 
may  be  traveling  in  that  vicinity. 

But  nothing  in  this  order  shall  be  construed  as  abolishing 
any  flagman,  or  gates,  or  other  precautions  for  the  public 
safety.

IN  TRODTJCTIOlSr. 

Since  the  inauguration  of  the  Insurance  Department,  the 
insurable  interests"  of  the  people  of  the  State  have  been  great- 
ly augmented,  and  Insurance  Companies  have  increased  in 
numbers,  so  that  now  the  demand  for  Policies  of  Insurance 
and  the  competition  to  issue  them,  is  greater  than  ever  before. 

It  has  been  the  desire  of  your  Commissioner  to  exclude 
from  the  State  all  Companies  which,  on  examination  of  their 
balance  sheets,  and  evidences  of  a  genuine  existence,  did  not 
present  evidence  of  ability  to  meet  their  liabilities,  and  such  re- 
quirements in  this  State,  as  similar  Companies  in  this  State 
were  called  upon  to  meet  in  the  States  from  whence  such  out- 
side Companies  should  come. 

The  law  of  this  State  is  so,  that  your  Commissioner  must 
have  in  mind  at  all  times,  these  two  considerations ;  there- 
fore it  has  been  necessary  to  be  folly  informed  in  regard  to 
the  legislation  of  other  States,  and  -the  requirements  of  their 
State  Officers,  affecting  the  Insurance  Companies  of  this  State 
which  seek  to  deal  with  the  people  of  such  other  States. 

It  is  evident  that  every  Insurance  Company  seeks  to  scatter 
its  risks  over  a  large  territory — without  so  doing  they  could 
not  secure  the  benefit  of  the  laws  of  "  Average,"  and  this  im- 
portant feature  seems  to  be  as  well  understood  by  the  people 
as  by  the  Insurance  Companies,  for  the  former  seek  for  Policies 
by  Companies  out  of  their  own  State,  in  part,  at  least,  of 
their  Insurance  ;  by  the  operation  of  this  principle,  the  Insur- 
ance Companies  of  this  State  find  patrons  in  every  State  in 
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which  they  plant  their  Agencies  ;  as  an  offset,  the  people  of 
this  State  are  large  dealers  with  the  Insurance  Companies  of 
other  States. 

Under  these  circumstances,  it  becomes  the  interests  of  the 
people  of  all  the  States  to  deal  justly  and  generously  with  In- 
surance Companies,  keeping  in  mind,  however,  the  important 
requirements  appertaining  to  solvency,  and  the  exercise  of 
genuine  integrity  in  their  dealings  with  the  people. 


STATE  LAWS. 

It  is  now  well  understood  that  most  of  the  Insurance  laws  of 
this  State  are  reciprocal  in  their  character ;  hence  it  becomes 
the  duty  of  the  Commissioner  to  enforce  in  this  State,  on  the  ! 
agencies  for  Insurance  Companies  of  other  States,  such  laws 
and  such  obligations,  taxes,  fees,  penalties,  &c,  as  such  States 
enforce  on  the  Companies  of  this  State  and  their  Agencies. 

It  is  due  to  citizen  agencies  to  say,  that  they  have  been 
very  prompt  and  regardful  of  the  laws  relating  to  licenses  and 
taxes  due  to  the  State ;  at  the  same  time  it  is  necessary  to  re- 
mind those  who  do  business  contrary  to  law,  that  the  omission 
to  report  all  premiums  collected  directly  or  indirectly  by  them, 
and  to  pay  the  tax  thereon,  or  the  license  fees  to  the  State, 
will  be  handed  over  to  the  State's  Attorney. 

There  are  a  few  Insurance  Agents  in  the  State  who,  to  fill 
up  large  amounts  of  insurance,  secure  policies  of  Companies 
not  admitted  into  the  State,  and  remit  to  them  the  premiums — 
without  retaining  the  State  tax  or  the  State  license — and  thus 
the  State  is  defrauded  out  of  its  just  dues. 

Such  cases  occurring  hereafter  and  reported  to  the  Depart- 
ment, will  be  inquired  into,  and  if  the  cases  warrant,  will  be 
referred  to  the  State's  Attorney,  for  every  Insurance  Agent  has 
now  full  information  of  the  law  by  the  pamphlet  the  Depart- 
ment has  published  and  distributed  by  mail,  at  its  own  ex- 
pense, and  they  cannot  claim  ignorance  of  the  law. 


FIRE  INSURANCE  COMPANIES, 


By   reference   to   a    Tabular   statement    annexed    to   this  ' 
Keport,  it  appears  that  there  are  66  Fire  Insurance  Compa- 
nies incorporated  by  other  States,  now  transacting  business  in 
this  State,  under  certificates  of  authority  issued  by  this  De- 
partment. 

ANNUAL    STATEMENTS. 

For  information  as  to  the  financial  condition  of  these  Com- 
panies respectively,  reference  is  made  to  the  statements  herein 
contained.  It  will  be  seen  that  they  are  arranged  in  alpha- 
betical order,  and  the  statements  are  divided  so  as  to  exhibit 
their  capitals,  assets,  liabilities  and  their  balance  sheets  for  the 
1st  day  of  January,  1870. 

This  mode  of  exhibiting  the  condition  of  the  several  Com- 
panies was  adopted  by  this  Department  for  the  purpose  of 
embracing  on  one  page,  all  of  the  material  facts  necessary  to 
enable  the  Legislature  and  the  people  of  this  State  to  judge  for 
themselves,  as  to  the  relative  strength  and  condition  of  each 
Company  by  itself. 

The  66  Companies  possess  capitals  amounting  to  $24,859, 
620.00,  and  gross  assets  amounting  to  $52,932,977.00. 

They  held  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  $17,240,589.00  of 
United  States  securities. 

Their  gross  receipts  from  all  sources,  including  unsettled 
premiums,  &c,  amounted  to  $30,014,475.00,  and  their  gross 
payments,  including  dividends,  amounted  to  $25,226,785.00. 

The  gross  amount  at  risk  at  the  close  of  the  year,  was 
$2,094,054,264.00  ;  to  reinsure  which,  for  the  unexpired  por~ 
tion  of  the  years'  premiums  paid  for,  it  is  estimated  would  re- 
quire $12,794,182.00. 

The  amount  paid  for  losses  in  1869,  was  $14,095,574.00 
there  was  also  paid  to  stockholders  for  dividends,  $2,734,829  - 
00  ;  and  they  paid  $8,770,771,00  for  expenses. 


The  losses  and  claims  maturing,  amount  in  groos  to  $3,333,- 
709.00,  all  of  which  in  due  course  of  business  are  carried  over 
into  the  new  year.

According  to  the  first  general  account,  the  Companies  com- 
bined show  a  net  surplus  of  $11,945,4:66.00,  which  is  evidence 
of  average  strength  and  good  management. 

But  the  business  of  the  last  year,  when  taken  by  itself  as  a 
whole,  shows  by  the  balance  sheet,  very  disastrous  results, 
for  the  gross  receipts  and  balances  due  for  the  year  1869,  fall 
short  of  the  gross  losses,  expenses,  dividends,  and  estimated 
amount  required  to  reinsure  the  risks  in  force  January  1? 
1870,  by  $11,714,590.00. 

By  reference  to  the  exhibit  made  of  each  Company,  it  will 
be  seen  how  this  deficiency  for  the  year  is  distributed  among 


them,  and  the  application  of  a  few  figures  will  show  what 
actual  net  surplus,  if  any,  can  be  accredited  to  each  Com- 
pany. 

The  word  "  surplus,"  as  now  used  by  the  New  York  Com- 
panies in  their  reports  and  advertisements,  simply  indicates 
under  this  title  that  the  Company  has  a  certain  amount  of 
assets  over  and  above  their  capital,  which  can  be  resorted  to . 
for  losses  or  claims  not  liquidated,  and  also  to  protect  unearn- 
ed premiums  in  whole  or  in  part,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Thus  applied  and  thus  understood,  the  Department  has 
taken  no  exception  to  the  use  of  the  term  "  surplus,"  repre- 
senting as  it  does,  assets  held  by  the  Companies  over  and 
above  the  amount  of  capital  stock,  to  meet  liabilities. 

The  number  of  Companies  admitted^has.  increased,  from  58 
to  Q6,  which  has  increased  the  capital  $3,273,550.00.  The 
gross  receipts  of  these  Companies  shows,  as  it  should,  a  cor- 
responding increase  in  premiums  collected,  an  increase  of 
losses,  expenses  and  dividends.  The  account  also  shows,  as  it 
did  last  year,  a  decided  deficiency  in  providing  for  re-insur- 
ance. 

Last  year  the  actual  unearned  premium  reserve  was  $2,926,- 
062.00;  this  year  it  is  but  $1,200,579.00,  while  the  actual 
amount  called  for  by  the  estimates  of  the  Companies  them- 
selves, is  $12,794,182.00. 

Notwithstanding  the  disastrous  results  of  the  business  of 
1869,  only  four  of  the  Companies  passed  their  dividends.  It 
would  have  been  better  for  some  others  to  have  done  the  same 
thing;  and  yet  a  prospero  is  year  may  make  good  any  exist- 
ing deficiency.  As  a  general  practice  however,  it  is  not  de- 
sirable to  pay  dividends  when  no  money  has  actually  been 
made,  unless  the  same  can  be  properly  taken  from  the  accu- 
mulations of  previous  years,  as  is  now  the  case. 

There  is,  with  the  increased  number  of  Companies,  a  corres- 
ponding increase  of  investments  in  United  States  Securities — 
the  amount  now  held  is  $17,240,589.00,  as  against  $15,017,- 
580.00  held  last  year. 


EXPENSES. 


The  expenses  of  Fire  Insurance  Companies  still  attract  the 
attention  of  your  Commissioner;  $8,734,771.00  is  a  large 
amount  to  expend  to  accumulate  an  income  of  $30,274,672.00, 
the  figures  show  that  it  is  about  29  per  cent,  on  the  gross  in- 
come collected,  and  not  collected  for  the  year. 

Property  owners  are  almost  sure  to  effect  Insurance  in  some 
Company  without  solicitation,  and  should  the  Fire  Insurance 
Companies  discontinue  a  certain  class  of  expenses  they  would 
find  themselves  able  to  remunerate  their  agents  to  such  an 
extent  that  men  of  great  ability  and  foresight,  in  all  parts  of 
the  country,  would  be  willing  to  come  fo;ward  and  act  as 
agents. 

It  is  evident  from  the  character  of  advertisements  to  be 
found  in  newspapers  in  every  State,  that  very  many  Compa- 
nies are  employing,  to  issue  their  Policies  and  fix  the  rates  of 
premium,  men  who  are  not  of  the  highest  order  in  business 
circles — and  the  Companies  confess  to  this  themselves — for 
they  have  added  to  their  Policies  numerous  conditions  of  In- 
surance, such  as  reserving  the  right  to  cancel  the  Policy  at 
their  pleasure,  so  that  as  fast  as  agents  rep.ort  the  Policies  they 
have  made  up,  delivered,  and  received  pay  for,  the  Company, 
at  the  home  office,  employs  an  examiner  of  returns  so  made, 
and,  at  pleasure,  orders  the  cancellation  of  risks  not  approved. 

And  when  losses  come,  they  send  out  "  adjustors" — men 
who  are  strangers,  and  the  insured  finds  himself  not  in  the 
hands  of  the  agent  who  insured  him,  nor  in  the  hands  of  an 
officer  of  the  Company,  but  in  the  hands  of  an  "expert," — in 
the  adjustments  of  losses.  It  is  then  for  the  first  time  that  the 
insured  learns  that  his  Policy  is  full  of  conditions  and  stipula- 
tions before  unknown  to  him,  and  that  the  agent  he  was  deal- 
ing with  is  of  no  account. 

Such  are  a  few  of  the  evidences,  that  many  of  the  Com- 
panies employ  agents  who  are  not  equal  to  the  business  entrus- 
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ted  to  them,  and  the  result  is — grossly  improper  Insurances — ■ 
ridiculous  tariff  of  premiums,  cancellation  of  Policies,  outra- 
gious  losses,  enormous  expenses,  and  little  or  no  profit  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  Commissioner,  that  Fire  Insurance 
Companies  as  a  whole,  will  not  attain  that  per  cent  of  profit, 
which  legitimately  belongs  to  capital  at  risk,  until  they  reform 
their  mode  of  doing  business — their  agencies,  and  their  ex- 
penses. 

This  subject  was  referred  to  in  the  Fourth  Annual  Report  of 
this  Department,  especially  on  page  7  to  13,  inclusive,  to  which 
reference  is  now  made. 

RESPONSIBILITY  OF 
FIRE  INSURANCE  COMPANIES  AND  THEIR  AGENTS. 

So  far  as  the  Companies  herein  reported  upon  are  concerned, 
as  to  solvency,  and  trust  worthy  responsibility,  they  are  regard- 
ed as  fully  entitled  to  public  confidence — their  agents  also, 
may  be  so  regarded — for  each  Company,  in  law,  is  bound  by 
the  act  of  its  agent,  and  every  Policy  holder  in  this  State 
should,  if  he  has  a  just  claim,  abate  nothing  from  his  dues. 

As  the  Legislature  has  given  to  the  Commissioner  of  In- 
surance, the  sole  power  of  admitting  Insurance  Companies 
from  other  States,  the  power  to  expel  them  for  cause  follows: 
therefor  your  Commissioner  deems  it  to  be  his  duty  to  hear  all 
esses  of  reasonable  complant  which  are  reported  to  him,  affect- 
ing the  responsibility  and  integrity  of  the  Companies  he  admits 
into  the  State,  concerning  which  he  will  take  such  action  as 
duty  and  justice  seem  to  demand,  and  in  cases  where  he  is  in 
doubt,  he  will  refer  the  same  to  his  excellency  the  Governor, 
and  be  guided  by  such  advice  or  direction  as  he  may  see  fit  to 
give. 


INCENDIARY  FIRES, 


This  subject  was  briefly  referred  to  in  the  last  Report,  and  is 
deemed  worthy  of  notice  again. 

The  desire  of  an  Insurance  Agent  to  get  one  more  risk — 
and  one  more  commission,  and  sometimes  the  want  of  moral 
courage  of  of  tact  to  decline  a  risk,  induces  him  to  issue  a  policy, 
when  in  fact,  he  has  no  confidence  in  the  character  of  the  person 
he  is  dealing  with.  . 

1ST  >thing  is  easier  than  to  decline  an  Insurance— by  declining 
one  particular  application,  an  agent  protects,  perhaps — so  far 
as  his  action  is  concerned,  a  dozen  good  risks  he  has  on  his 
books — and  if  all  agents  would  so  act,  a  man  intending  an 
incendiary  act  would  not  resort  to  it,  for,  failing  to  get  his 
property  insured,  he  would  not  set  it  on  fire. 

But  there  happens  to  be,  in  many  communities,  an  agent — 
or  a  traveling  agent  circulating,  who  will  insure  any  body, 
and  for  any  amount — hence  poor  and  good  risks  are  burned  to- 
gether, to  the  discomfort  of  the  Companies,  and  the  common 
disaster  of  communities — except  when  they  feel  willing  to  lose 
a  good  building  or  two,  by  letting  one  or  two  nuisances  burn 
up — and  nothing  is  more  sure,  than  the  instantaneous  imbibing 
of  public  sentiment,  by  a  Fire  Department,  when  an  unpopular 
fire  is  actually  in  progress. 

We  know  of  no  mode  whereby  these  disasters  can  be  checked 
unless  the  Companies  regard  the  recommendations  which  have 
been  made  annually  by  the  Department,  concerning  agencies — 
it  being  understood,  that  the  Department  is  speaking  of 
agencies  generally — ami  not  of  agencies  in  this  State,  for  the 
Department  has  never  undertaken  to  ascertain  for  any  one,  or 
for  any  interest,  what  the  result  on  capital  was,  of  Insurances  in 
this  State,  by  outside  or  by  domestic  Companies. 

An  examination  by  this  Department,  shows  that  the  whole 
Capital  invested  in  Fire  Insurance,  by  the  sixty-six  Companies 
charted  by  other  States,  and  admitted  into  this  State,  did  not 
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earn  to  their  Stockholders  last  year,  on  an  average,  anything  ; 
and  for  the  ten  previous  years,  but  about  1|  per  cent,  on 
the  capital  employed,  if  applied  to  the  State  of 'New  York. — 
Every  man  capable  of  investing  money,  knows  that  they  conld 
invest  $25,000,000  of  capital,  at  almost  any  time,  so  as  to  be 
absolutely  safe,  and  draw  8  or  9  per  cent  interest,  annually. 

These  facts  alone  are  enough  to  show,  that  the  Fire  Insur- 
ance Companies  should  reform  their  mode  of  transacting  busi- 
ness— at  the  same  time,  as  it  is  the  privilege  of  capital  to  do  as 
it  pleases,  so  long  as  it  responds  to  its  liabilities,  the  Depart- 
ment is  aware  that  it  is  their  right  to  transact  business  for 
nothing,  or  even  at  a  loss  of  the  interest  on  their  money. 

Last  year  we  reported,  that  on  aggregating  Fire  Insurance 
Companies,  it  was  found  that  60  per  cent,  of  their  receipts 
were  used  for  the  payment  of  losses — 30  per  cent,  for  expenses, 
and  that  capital  earned  9  per  cent.,  leaving  but  1  per  cent,  for 
profit. 

This  year  we  report,  that  on  aggregating  the  sixty-six  Fire 
Insurance  Companies  admitted  into  this  State,  it  is  found  that 
the  losses  paid,  and  losses  carried  over  in  due  course  of  business 
into  the  present  year,  amount  to  58  per  cent,  of  their  gross 
receipts. 

That  the  per  cent,  of  expenses  on  gross  income  was  29  per 
cent. 

That  the  capital  itself,  earned  about  9  per  cent,  leaving  but 
4  per  cent  of  the  gross  income,  amounting  to  $1,200,579.00, 
representing  $13,221,286,00,  which  the  Companies  themselves 
estimate,  as  the  amount  required  to  reinsure  their  existing 
risks,  on  the  1st,  day  of  January  1870. 

This  result,  unfavorable  as  it  is,  may  be  regarded  as  an  im- 
provement over  some  years,  but  it  leaves  a  wide  gap  for  improve- 
ment hereafter.  Indeed  until  Fire  Insurance  Companies  can 
bring  their  annual  Losses,  Expenses,  Re-Insurance  and  Divi- 
dends, within  the  amount  of  their  annual  gross  recipts,  they 
fail  somewhere  in  their  management  or  results,  and  they  must 
search  for  the  leakage  until  it  is  found. 

With  a  desire  to  facilitate,  benefit  and  endorse  the  Fire 
Insurance  Companies,  this  Department  has  said  what  it  has, 
and  it  will  at  all  times  endeavor  to  benefit  and  assist  all  parties 
in  interest,  without  partiality. 


TAXES  AND  LICENSES, 


When  the  Insurance  Department  was  established  by  the 
Legislature,  there  was  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  annually, 
for  taxes  on  premiums  collected  in  this  State,  by  Fire  Insur- 
ance Companies  of  other  States,  and  for  Licenses  to  do  busi- 
ness in  this  State,  about  $3,500.00. 

A.] though  the  laws  of  the  State  have  not  been  materially 
changed  concerning  these  Taxes  and  Licenses,  the  amount 
collected  has  annually  increased,  so  that  for  the  last  year  the 
amount  collected  and  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  has  reached 
$13,696.07,  which  is  a  larger  amount  than  ever  before  collect- 
ed ;  but  the  whole  amount  does  not  appear  in  the  State 
Treasurer's  Report,  for  the  reason  that  the  report  was  closed  be- 
fore all  of  the  Taxes  and  Licenses  were  received. 

For  the  collection  of  this  sum  no  expenses  accrue  to  the 
State,  the  same  being  blended  with  the  expenses  of  the  Depart- 
ment, all  of  which  are  defrayed  by  fees  and  charges  for  certifi- 
cates, &c,  in  due  course  of  business. 

The  fees  for  examinations,  certificates  and  services,  perform- 
ed daring  the  last  year,  have  amounted  to  $1,864.00,  and  the 
expenses  for  blanks,  postages,  binding,  express,  rent,  and  the 
services  of  an  Assistant,  have  been  $1,227.90.

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OFFICIAL  SUPERVISION. 


When  the  Legislature  established  the  Insurance  Depart 
inent,  it  restricted  its  authority  and  defined  its  powers  so  far  as 
relates  to  its  jurisdiction. 

By  reference  to  the  law  it  will  be  seen  that  the  State 
retained  the  care  and  supervision  of  all  the  Insurance  Compa- 
nies created  by  its  laws,  and  turned  over  to  the  Department 
only  such  as  were  created  by  the  laws  of  other  States  and  de- 
sired to  do  business  in  this  State. 

Therefore  the  Department  was  created  for  the  protection  of 
the  people  of  this  State,  and  the  enforcement  in  this  State  of 
the  laws  of  other  States,  as  we  have  stated. 

The  Department  is  now  acting  harmoniously  with  similar 
Departments  of  other  States.  The  new  incumbents  in  office  in 
the  States  of  Massachusetts  and  New  York,  it  is  believed,  will 
act  in  harmony  with  each  other  and  with  this  Department. 
The  retirement  of  the  late  Commissioner  of  Massachusetts, 
Mr.  Sanford,  was  almost  universally  regretted ;  but  his  inter- 
est in  the  Department,  it  is  believed,  will  induce  temporary  aid 
to  his  successor  if  necessary.

LIFE  INSURANCE  COMPANIES, 


At  the  present  time  there  are  thirty-two  Life  Insurance 
Companies,  incorporated  by  other  States,  doing  business  in 
this  State,  in  compliance  with  its  Jaws. 

Tiie  organization  of  new  Life  Insurance  Companies  is  on 
the  increase,  and  most  of  them  have  a  stock  capital,  but  to 
some  extent  they  blend  with  it  the  mutual  principle,  so  as  to 
enable  patrons  to  elect  which  class  of  policies  they  will  take. 

Last  year  there  was  admitted  into  the  State  thirty-one  Com- 
panies, six  of  them  were  purely  mutual  in  their  organization, 
and  the  remainder  are  stock  and  mutual  combined. 

The  expenses  attending  the  establishing  of  a  new  Life  In- 
surance Company  at  the  present  time  are  so  great,  that  it  is 
necessary  to  make  their  capitals,  from  $25,000  to  $50,000  more 
than  the  amount  required  t=>  make  the  public  deposit,  which  is 
$100,000,  for  without  a  surplus  of  capital,  the  Company  could 
not  meet  its  early  expenses  and  premature  losses. 

ANNUAL    STATEMENTS. 

Too  much  importance  cannot  be  given  to  the  reports  and 
balance  sheets  of  Life  Insurance  Companies,  but  it  is  not  the 
largest,  the  longest,  and  most  complicated  statement  which 
sheds  the  most  light  on  the  affairs  of  a  Company. 

It  is  tjie  practice  of  this  Department  to  require  the  same 
kind  of  voluminous  statement  of  Companies  coming  from  other 
Statet,  as  such  States  or  their  officials  require  of  similar  Com- 
panies of  this  State,  and  it  is  a  great  labor  to  condense,  from 
teu  to  fifteen  pages  of  such  statements  to  a  single  octavo  page, 
and  have  that  page  show  the  manner  in  which  their  entire 
assets  are  invested,  and  also  the   nature  and  character  of  all 
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their  liabilities,  and  embrace  a  balance  sheet  of  their  last  year 
transactions  in  detail.  This  we  have  endeavored  to  do,  so  that 
the  Legislature  and  the  people  of  the  State  could  see  at  a 
glance  the  relative  condition  of  each  Company. 

Custom  has  established,  for  Life  Insurance  Companies,  the 
allowance  of  a  class  of  assets,  which  are  not  investments,  be- 
cause they  consist  of  amounts  not  actually  collected,  and  rep- 
resent all  classes  of  claims  due  the  Companies,  consisting  of 
accrued  interest,  rents,  premium  notes,  deferred  premiums, 
agency  balances,  furniture,  unused  stationery,  agency  sup- 
plies, &c. 

These  items  amount  in  all,  to  $37,000,000,  and  if  deducted 
from  their  gross  assets  of  $126,349,158,  would  leave  $89,319,158 
of  cash  assets,  or  thereabouts.  The  uncollected  assets  are 
equal  to  30  per  cent,  of  their  gross  assets. 

The  gross  liabilities  of  these  Companies  for  losses  and  claims 
due  and  maturing,  and  the  present  net  value  of  $1,004,160,849, 
insured  under  existing  policies,  amounts  to  $107,642,504,  which 
is  $19,293,316  more  than  the  collected  and  invested  assets. 

According  to  the  statements  of  the  various  Companies,  the 
present  value  of  the  gross  amount  insured,  or  in  other  words, 
the  amount  required  to  safely  reinsure  their  policies  in  force,  i 
is  $96,007,714;  to  this  should  be  added  losses  and  claims 
maturing,  amounting  to  $11,631,790,  and  capital  stocks 
amounting  to  $1,268,000,  making  a  total  gross  liability  of 
$1.11,9 10,504,  which  if  deducted  from  their  gross  assets,  leaves 
to  the  Companies  $14,438,654,  as  follows  :

Assuming  the  above  balance  to  be  collectable,  the  Com- 
panies combined  would  have  a  surplus  of  $14,438,654. 

These  figures  do  not  go  far  towards  justifying  the  modern 
practice  of  enormous  dividends   and   expenses.     Again,  the 
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combined  balance  sheet  of  all  the  Companies  admitted  into 
this  State  in  1869,  shows  as  follows  :

It  will  be  seen  by  the  above  statements  that  the  expenses 
for  the  past  year  have  nearly  equaled  the  amount  paid  for 
losses. 

How  far  this  increase  of  expenses  will  be  justified  hereafter, 
remains  to  be  seen. 

With  an  outstanding  liability  in  the  form  of  policies  of  in- 
surance and  promises  to  pay,  amounting  to  $1,004,160,849, 
which  is  equal  to  two-fifths  of  the  present  National  debt  of  the 
United  States,  including  Legal-tender  Notes,  it  becomes  the 
Managers  of  Life  Insurance  Companies,  to  husband  their  re- 
sources and  diminish  their  dividends  and  expenses. 

By  reference  to  the  condensed  statement  of  each  Company, 
contained  in  this  Report,  it  will  be  seen  what  individual  ap- 
plication can  be  made  of  the  foregoing  figures  and  remarks, 
for  each  statement  shows  the  character  and  amount  of  the 
assets  of  each  Company,  the  kind  and  amount  of  existing  lia- 
bilities, and  also  a  balance  sheet  of  their  receipts  and  payments 
for  the  year  1869. 

These  exhibits  do  not  pretend  to  afford  data  for  mathema- 
ticians to  work  out  the  problem  of  any  Company,  for  thus  far, 
no  standards  fOi  such  calculations  or  computations  have  been 
established  by  this  State  or  by  Congress. 

At  the  close  of  the  38th  Congress,  in  the  year  1865,  the  un- 
dersigned, aided  by  a  petition  signed  by  the  Hon  C.  P.  Smith, 
of  Brooklyn,  Jesse  W.  Benedict.  Esq.,  the  Hon.  P.  C.  Calhoun 
and  others,  of  New  York,  and  Hon.  Marshall  Jewell,  Hartford, 
Hon.  N.  D.  Sperry,  Hon.  J.  B.  Robertson,  Hon.  William  M. 
White,  of  New  Haven,  and  the  Rev.  J.  D.  Mitchell,  D.  L>., 
of  Binghampton,  New  York,   and   many  other  distinguished 
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men  from  different  parts  of  the  country,  secured  the  attention 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  to  the  subject  of  National 
Life  Insurance. 

The  Hon.  Henry  C.  Deming  presented  the  petition,  and  it 
was  referred  to  the  "  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means."  At  the 
request  of  the  Committee,  a  bill  in  form,  which  had  been 
nearly  perfected,  was  laid  before  the  Committee,  which  bill 
so  far  received  their  approval,  that  their  Chairman,  the  late 
Thaddeus  Stevens,  was  authorized  to  report  it  to  the  House ; 
2,000  copies  were  ordered  to  be  printed,  and  the  petition  and 
the  bill  were  referred  back  to  the  Committee — the  lateness  of 
the  session  defeated  further  action — and  on  the  convening  of 
the  new  Congress,  there  was  an  appearance  by  the  Fire  and 
Marine  Insurance  Companies,  asking  to  be  included  in  the 
measure. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  add,  that  with  this  new  element  of 
ability  and  rivalry  of  interests — together  with  the  opening  of 
a  new  field  for  the  "professional  lobby,"  (a  term  not  at  all 
understood  in  this  State,)  the  Life  Insurance  bill  was  allowed  to 
be  set  aside,  and  to  wait  for  a  new  opportunity  to  be  heard  on 
its  merits. 

Life  Insurance  Companies  have  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
people  about  six  hundred  thousand  Policies  of  Insurance — 
whereby  they  agree  to  pay  nearly  two  thousand  millions  of 
dollars — and  they  have  accumulated,  towards  meeting  this 
liability,  about  two  hundred  millions  of  dollars,  which,  on  an 
average,  is  about  ten  cents  on  the  dollar. 

The  whole  basis  and  framework  of  the  Companies,  is  lon- 
gevity and  interest  on  money.  To  these,  expenses  and  divi- 
dends are  necessary  incidentals. 

Thus  far,  no  Company  confines  its  business  to  its  own  State. 
They  seek  for  patrons  in  almost  every  State,  and  avail  them- 
selves of  all  varieties  of  climates  and  rates  of  interest  on  money, 
common  in  the  States  in  which  they  do  business,  and  the 
rivalry  of  States  in  legislation  as  to  terms  of  intercourse,  taxes, 
licenses,  statements,  tees,  penalties,  &c.  &c,  tends  to  make 
wild  confusion  in  the  management  of  the  Companies,  and 
effectually  prevents  the  establishment  of  standards,  such  as 
should  become  the  chief  corner-stone  of  every  Life  Insurance 
Company. 
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The  surplus  left  a  Life  Insurance  Company,  of  a  year's 
receipts,  after  paying  all  its  losses,  expenses,  dividends, 
&c,  is  a  sinking  fund,  towards  meeting  its  outstanding  lia- 
bilities. No  nation  could  make  its  debt  payable  at  one 
time  and  meet  the  demand,  unless  it  accumulated,  by  setting 
aside,  year  by  year  a  sinking  fund,  as  so  much  towards  paying 
the  debt. 

So  must  it  be  with  Life  Insurance  Companies  in  part — they 
have  issued  their  promises  to  pay,  amounting  in  all,  as  we 
have  said,  to  two  thousand  millions  of  dollars,  more  or  less, 
and  they  must  make  annual  additions  to  a  sinking  fund,  or 
they  will  sink  for  the  want  of  one. 

It  cannot  be  made  clear  to  some  of  those  who  figure  on  Life 
Insurance  Company  accounts,  that  the  system  will  perpetuate 
itself — they  are  frightened  at  the  vast  amount  insured  and 
agreed  to  be  paid  ;-they  are  alarmed  at  the  enormous  dividends 
declared,  and  they  are  confounded  when  they  read  in  a  Life 
Insurance  pamphlet  that  the  Company  will  pay  the  amount 
insured,  and  return  also  all  of  the  premiums  paid  thereon,  and 
before  they  can  harmonize  these  anomalies,  they  meet  a  new 
complication  by  reading  in  another  book,  that  after  paying 
about  so  many  years  of  premium,  your  future  premiums  will 
be  paid  by  dividends,  and  that  if  you  live  a  few  years  more, 
the  policy  will  not  only  pay  its  own  premium,  but  will  actually 
produce  an  income  to  the  holder. 

With  such  declarations  in  print,  and  the  employment  of 
solicitors,  who  make  no  hesitation  in  doubling  these  promises, 
it  cannot  be  complained  of,  if  an  uncertain  amount  of  distrust 
pervades  the  public  mind,  and  yet  it  is  true  that  thousands  of 
policies  are  issued  to  men,  on  tne  faith  of  statements  and 
representations,  which  if  applied  to  any  other  branch  of  busi- 
ness, and  he  who  would  act  on  them,  would  soon  find  that 
some  friend  had  in  law,  become  his  conservator. 

For  instance — a  Life  Insurance  solicitor  represents  to  you 
that  he  will  issue  to  you  a  policy  for  $5,000,  and  that  the  Com- 
pany will  pay  your  representatives  at  death  the  $5,000  and 
all  the  premiums  you  have  paid  besides,  or  that  after  paying 
your  premium  a  few  years,  the  diyidends  will  meet  the  future 
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premiums,  and  in  the  end  your  policy  will  be  paid,  together 
with  accumulated  dividends,  so  as  to  almbst  double  itself. 

As  an  offset — a  solicitor  for  deposits  in  a  savings  bank, 
represents  to  you  that  if  you  will  deposit  with  the  bank  the 
same  amount  annually,  as  the  premium  would  amount'  to,  on 
a  $5,000  life  policy,  say  $210.00,  that  when  you  die,  the  bank 
will  pay  back  the  moneys  deposited,  and  pay  your  representa- 
tives $5,000  besides — no  matter  if  you  die  the  very  year  you 
make  your  first  deposit,  or,  that,  if  you  will  deposit  $210.00 
annually  with  the  savings  bank,  that  they  will  pay  $5,000 
when  you  die,  and  dividends  also,  equal  to  all  the  money  de- 
posited. 

The  same  man  who  accepts  of  promises  by  the  insurance 
solicitor,  and  pays  his  $210.00  premium,  and  takes  his  $5,000 
policy,  would  reject  the  proposition  of  the  solicitor  for  the 
the  savings  bank,  and  would  draw  out  any  money  he  might 
have  on  deposit  in  the  bank — because  it  would  be  self-evident 
to  him  that  the  savings  bank  could  not  pay  its  depositors  any 
more  than  the  money  deposited  and  the  interest. 

While  so  thinking  and  acting  on  the  savings  bank  proposi- 
tion, he  would  not  apply  any  part  of  the  same  reasoning  to  a 
life  insurance  company. 

We  do  not  intend  to  be  understood  that  these  two  cases 
are  in  all  respects  fair  offsets  to  each  other,  or  that  they  do  not 
represent  the  extreme  lines  of  absurdity,  for  they  do,  and  are 
employed,  to  let  it  be  more  clearly  seen,  that  a  life  insurance 
company  is  in  effect  a  savings  bank,  and  that  they  cannot  per- 
form financial  impossibilities  any  more  than  any  other  set 
of  men. 

It  cannot  be  said  that  the  public  are  entirely  satisfied  with 
the  present  status  of  Life  Insurance — although  the  companies 
are  patronized  more  than  ever  before.  State  insurance  depart- 
ments, State  laws,  insurance  journals,  and  essays  on  life  insur- 
ance, are  multiplying,  and  the  companies  being  subjected  by 
reason  of  these  things  to  large  expenses,  are  reporting  year  by 
year  to  this  State  and  to  that,  larger  amounts  of  agency 
balances  and  office  premiums  uncollected  and  premium  notes, 
deferred  premiums  maturing,  agency  balances,  interest  accrued, 
furniture,  supplies,  &c. — all  of  which  are  unrealized — but  are 
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claimed  and  are  allowed  in  the  account  of  assets,  and  they 
amount  to  $37,146,370.00. 

Should  it  be  decided  by  the  Legislature  of  any  State,  that 
this  class  of  assets  should  not  be  allowed  in  making  up  a  sink- 
ing fund  towards  meeting  the  amount  insured,  or  in  setting 
aside  assets,  equal  to  the  amount  required  to  equal  the  present 
value  of  the  amount  insured,  (which  is  the  same  thing,)  by  all 
of  the  Companies  admitted  into  this  State,  it  would  be  shown 
that  the  Companies  combined  were  short,  for  they  estimate 
re-insurance  at  $96,007,714,  while  the  present  value  of  their 
cash  assets  is  $89,349,158,  leaving  $6,650,956  short,  to  be 
derived  from  the  $37,146,370.00  of  uncollected  assets  on  hand 
on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1870. 

For  instance,  should  Congress  pass  a  law  that  each  Life  In- 
surance Company  should  deposit  with  the  Treasurer  of  the 
United  States  a  sum  equal  to  the  present  value  of  the  amount 
insured,  or  amount  required  to  reinsure  their  risks,  it  would 
require  $96,007,714,  to  meet  the  demand. 

The  foregoing  statements  and  remarks  may  seem  to  place 
the  general  management  of  Life  Insurance  Companies  in  an 
unfavorable  light,  and  the  affairs  of  each  company  may  be  so 
set  forth,  as  to  induce  the  reader  to  draw  such  an  inference ; 
but  any  person  can  apply  his  own  wits  to  figures,  and  judge 
for  himself,  as  to  the  condition  of  every  -Company.  Each 
Company  has  been  allowed  the  benefit  of  its  own  figures  and 
claims,  in  condensing  their  reports  which  cover  14  pages  each' 
of  vellum  paper,  in  many  cases. 

Having  presented  the  most  unfavorable  status  of  Life  Insur- 
ance, which  their  present  reports  and  the  practices  of  some 
will  justify,  it  is  but  just  and  right  to  present  the  other  side 
of  the  case. 

Life  Insurance  Companies  have  established  rates  of  pre- 
miums for  each  age  of  life,  high  enough  to  enable  the  Com- 
panies to  perform  their  agreements  as  to  the  payment  of  the 
faee  of  their  policies,  and  reasonable  dividends,  regardless  of 
the  follies  which  are  resorted  to  for  the  time  being,  and  the 
expenses  which  they  temporarily  allow,  to  enlarge  their  liabili- 
ties, and  increase  the  face  of  each  year's  income 

But  there  is  a  limit  beyond  which  they  must  not  go  in  ex- 
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penses  and  dividends,  or  they  will  become  in  this  country  as 
they  have  in  England,  "  a  reproach  and  a  by  word." 

It  is  not  the  intention  of  yonr  Commissioner  to  indicate  any 
new  line  of  policy  to  be  inaugurated  by  the  Legislature,  or  by 
the  Life  Insurance  Companies, — for  the  latter  are  voluntary 
institutions — and  no  person  is  obliged  to  patronize  them,  or  to 
pay  them  one  cent  in  premiums,  and  even  after  taking  a  policy 
if  he  ceases  to  confide  in  them,  he  can  sell  out  his  policy  to 
the  Company  for  cash  at  some  rate,  or  he  can  give  up  his  poli- 
cy for  a  smaller  one  which  will  be  paid  at  death,  without  the 
payment  of  any  future  premiums  whatever. 

Therefore,  taking  the  whole  case,  Life  Insurance  Companies 
present  *  equities  and  honorable  dealings,  which  cannot  be 
claimed  by  any  other  class  of  voluntary  associations. 

For  this  reason  there  is  less  cause  for  arbitrary  enactments 
by  States,  and  less  necessity  for  established  standards  as  to 
longevity,  rates  of  interest,  &c,  than  would  seem  necessary 
to  prevent  fraud  or  injustice  in  such  a  department  of  busi- 
ness. 

In  case,  however,  that  the  country  should  regard  the  con- 
tracts of  Life  Insurance  Companies  in  the  light  of  public  obli- 
gations, it  will  be  necessary  for  Congress  to  establish  a  basis, 
and  require  each  Company  to  deposit  with  or  to  transfer  to 
the  Government,  in  accepted  securities,  the  amount  required 
to  represent  the  present  value  of  the  amount  insured  under 
each  respective  plan  adopted,  and  then,  in  after  years,  at  cer- 
tain intervals,  to  add  so  much  as  would  be  necessary  to  respond 
to  the  increased  liability,  or  to  withdraw  so  much  as  by  reason 
of  the  reduced  liability,  could  be  returned. 

In  other  words,  a  law  could  be  framed  by  Congress  and 
passed,  such  as  would  establish  National  Standards  for 
tables  of  longevity,  and  the  duration  of  human  life  as  applied 
to  each  age  of  life  and  the  rate  interest  of  money,  and  require 
each  Life  Insurance  Company  to  deposit  with  the  Treasurer  of 
the  United  States  the  amount  necessary  to  represent  the  net 
liabilities  to  the  insured,  and  keep  up  the  deposit  by  subse- 
quent additions,  by  reason  of  increasad  liabilities,  or  to  dimin- 
ish the  deposit  according  to  the  diminished  liabilty  of  the 
Compauy,  and  when  the  Company  has  closed  its  liabilities 
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down  to  a  certain  sura,  to  return  to  it  all  of  tbe  public  deposit 
remaining,  for  (he  reason  that  it  intends  final  liquidation  and 
distribution. 

There  would  be  no  hardship"  in  such  a  law  if  properly 
framed,  and  it  would  force  every  Life  Insurance  Company  to 
observe  a  healthy  and  safe  system  of  business,  and  just  so  far 
as  they  promised  most  extraordinary  results  to  the  insured, 
they  would  be  required  to  increase  their  deposit  with  the 
Government  in  a  corresponding  ratio. 

This  would  regulate  all  schemes  of  Life  Insurance  without 
being  the  advocator  of  any  one  particular  scheme,  and  it  would 
bring  every  Company  to  a  realizing  sense  of  its  own  promises, 
by  being  obliged  to  keep  a  deposit  with  the  Government  equal 
to  the  present  value  of  their  promises  to  their  own  insured  ; 
any  'Company  making  such  deposit  with  the  Government 
should  be  allowed  the  interest  on  its  deposits,  and  also  be  al- 
lowed to  transact  business  over  the  whole  Union. 


MUTUAL  BENEFIT  ASSOCIATIONS. 


Thus  far  the  Department  has  not  deemed  it  to  be  its  duty 
to  regard  "  Mutual  Benefit  Associations,"  chartered  by  other 
States,  as  coming  under  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  in 
establishing  a  supervision  over  "  Insurance  Companies,"  and 
for  the  reason  that  all  such  associations  are  voluntary  in  their 
character,  and  do  no^t  pretend  to  have  special  capitals  or  to 
exercise  the  rights  and  functions  of  an  Insurance  Company. 

But  in  case  the  Insurance  Departments  of  other  States 
should  treat  them  as  Insurance  Companies,  then  it  will  be- 
come necessary  for  this  Department  to  follow  the  example. 
Even  then,  it  would  embarrass  any  Department,  unguided  by 
special  legislation,  to  pass  judgment  upon  their  statements, 
plans  of  operations,  assets  and  liabilities. 

As  they  now  stand,  each  member  takes  his  own  risk,  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  entrance  fees  and  the  assessments  for  each 
death  which  occurs  in  his  series,  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  de- 
mands which  deaths  are  expected  to  produce.  So  long  as  this 
is  well  understood  by  patrons,  there  seems  to  be  no  necessity 
for  special  legislation  or  official  action  concerning  such  Asso- 
ciations.

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FOREIGN   LIFE   AND  FIRE   INSURANCE    COM- 

PANIEB, 


Recent  investigations  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature  of 
New  York  show  that  Foreign  Insurance  Companies  are  sub 
ject  to  no  bureau  of  insurance  at  home,  and  no  public  officer 
in  England  has  supervision  over  them  or  their  affairs. 

A  bill  was  passed  at  Albany,  by  a  large  vote,  restricting  the 
amount  which  any  English  Fire  Insurance  Company  could 
take  on  one  risk,  or  in  one  building  in  the  State  of  New  York 
because  it  was  shown  that  they  had  been  in  the  habit  of' 
writing  on  ware  and  store  houses  enormous  amounts,  even  to 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars. 

Their  statements,  to  this  Department  as  to  their  home  offices, 
were  set  aside,  and  each  Ameriean  Branch  was  requested  to 
make  an  exhibit  of  their  American  business,  which  request 
was  cheerfully  complied  with,  and  the  results  are  embraced  in 
this  report. 

It  appears  that  the  liabilities  of  English  Insurance  Companies 
are  made  up  at  home,  without  any  legal  standards  by  which  to 
secure  uniformity  or  certainty  in  their  statements,  and  it  also 
appears  that  the  leading  offices  are  the  strongest  opponents  of 
a  measure  which  has  been  before  Parliament  for  the  past  two 
years,  providing  for  the  establishment  of  a  Bureau  of  Insur- 
ance. 

In  New  York  these  Companies  embrace  in  their  advertise- 
ments and  otherwise,  their  whole  assets,  only  a  portion  of 
which  are  actual  cash  resources,  while  they  make  no  report  of 
their  divesified  liabilities,  so  as  to  enable  the  public  to  know 
how  much  are  for  fire,  and  how  much  are  for  life  insurances. 

It  is  known  that  their  life  insurance  obligations  amount,  in 
some  cases,  to  more  than  $10,000,000.  Assets  are  an  insuffi- 
cient security,  when  they  are  not  equal  to  liabilities,  and  it  is 
believed  by  some  who  have  made  partial  investigations  that 
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$40,000,000  of  assets  are  reduced  down  to  $10,000,000  by  de- 
ducting liabilities. 

State  restrictions  and  State  supervision  have  proved  of  great 
value  in  this  conntry,  and  just  in  proportion  to  its  rigidity, 
have  the  Companies  of  the  States  grown  strong,  and  the  secu- 
rity of  the  people  has  improved. 

Insurance  Departments,  therefore,  have  grown  in  favor  with 
the  people,  and  with  the  Insurance  Companies  themselves,  so 
that  at  the  present  day  their  successive  annual  reports  are  read 
and  examined  with  interest  and  profit. 

It  has  been  generally  assumed  that  a  regard  for  self-interest 
and  self-preservation  would  prevent  Insurance  Companies  as- 
suming in  single  risks,  or  in  risks  in  compact  and  limited 
neighborhoods,  such  enormous  amounts  as  would  imperil  the 
interest  of  every  policy  holder,  but  with  English  Companies 
this  is  not  so.  It  therefore  becomes  the  duty  of  the  States  in 
which  they  do  business,  to  establish  a  suitable  per  centage,  as 
the  maximum  amount  that  any  such  Company  may  assume 
upon  one  risk,  or  within  a  given  limited  space  or  neighbor- 
hood. 

Such  restrictions  are  vastly  more  important  as  applied  to 
English  Companies  than  to  those  of  this  State  and  other  States, 
lor  we  can  know  all  about  American  Companies,  while  of  the 
former  we  know  ouly  what  they  claim,  and  their  claims  can- 
not be  contradicted,  for  there  is  no  power  outside  of  their  own 
organizations  which  have  any  control  or  supervision  over 
them. 

Although  our  brethren  on  the  other  side  have  been  issuing 
policies  of  insurance  for  several  hundred  years,  and  piling  risk 
upon  risk,  so  that  the  amounts  are  immense  indeed,  they  seem 
not  to  have  learned  the  first  principles  of  safe  and  wise  under- 
writing, for  if  they  had,  the  consolidation  of  their  Insurance 
Companies  would  not  have  been  so  common,  and  the  failure 
of  others  would  not  have  been  so  frequent  and  so  disastrous. 

The  failure  of  British  Life  Insurance  Companies,  which  have 
been  represented  in  this  country,  and  the  numerous  failures  of 
Life  and  Fire  Insurance  Companies  in  England,  which  have 
not  been  represented  in  this  country,  seem  to  prompt  the  States 
to  new  enactments,  for  should  the  funds  held  in  this  country 
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prove  inadequate,  the  hope  of  reaching  whatever  may  be  left 
abroad  would  not  be  very  great. 

So  far  as  statistics  have  been  gathered  in  this  country  con- 
cerning risks  assumed,  they  show  that  with  deposits  in  this 
country  of  $1,513,000,  they  covered  risks  in  1868  of  $344,172,- 
694.50,  and  one  company  alone  reported  the  taking  of  risks 
amounting  to  over  1,000  millions  of  dollars.  Of  course  it  is  of 
vital  importance  to  know  if  the  risks  at  home  are  assumed  in 
like  proportions,  and  also  what  are  the  largest  lines  written  by 
them  on  any  one  risk. 

We  believe  that  no  hostility  exists  towards  European  Life 
or  Fire  Insurance  Companies  either  in  the  State  of  New  York 
or  in  this  State,  but  it  is  almost  demanded  by  the  managers  of 
American  Insurance  Companies  that  the  States  provide  a  way 
whereby  the  whole  affairs  of  a  Foreign  Insurance  Company 
can  be  made  puplic,  including  what  lines  of  insurance  are  as- 
sumed by  them,  &c,  precisely  as  is  the  case  with  each  Ameri- 
can Company.  This  would  be  equitable  and  just  towards  the 
parties,  and  bring  the  European  Companies  up  to  standards 
enforced  by  American  Companies  upon  themselves. 

The  Department  has  deemed  it  proper  to  refer  to  this  sub- 
ject, in  support  of  the  law  of  New  York  on  the  subject,  passed 
by  the  last  Legislature  at  Albany,  the  enforcement  of  which, 
will  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  energetic  and  able  Superintend- 
ent, the  Hon.  Geo.  W.  Miller.

This  balance  sheet  shows  an  average  surplus  to  each  Com- 
pany, over  all  liabilities,  equal  to  nearly  50  per  cent,  on  the 
capital  stock. 

By  referring  to  the  statements  of  the  several  companies,  it 
will  be  shown  that  this  universal  application  should  not  be 
made,  for  a  case  like  the  "  Continental"  Insurance  Company, 
of  New  York,  shows  a  surplus  of  $1,326,534  and  the  Insurance 
Company  of  North  America,  Philadelphia,  shows  a  surplus  of 
$1,164,288,  while  other  companies  show  but  little,  if  any  actual 
surplus.

INVESTIGATION  OF  LOSSES. 


Your  Commissioner  regrets  to  say  that  recently,  and  for  the 
first  time  since  the  Department  was  established,  complaints 
have  been  filed  against  Insurance  Companies  admitted  into 
the  State. 

After  reading  the  complaints,  the  Department  made  in- 
quiries into  the  matters  complained  of,  and  on  its  appearing 
that  they  were  apparently  well  founded,  the  parties  were 
afforded  an  opportunity  to  be  heard. 

It  was  hoped  that  the  hearing  would  result  in  amicable  set- 
tlements between  the  companies  and  the  complainants,  but 
such  was  not  the  case  ;  the  facts  are  therefore  reported  to  the 
General  Assembly,  on  the  ground  that  the  admission  of  in- 
surance companies  from  other  States,  to  deal  with  the  people 
of  this  State,  establishes  some  foundation  on  which  to  rest  good 
faith  and  duty,  and  that  forcing  citizens  to  seek  redress  for 
losses  through  the  courts,  at  great  expense,  and  the  delay  of 
years,  or  to  receive  what  the  companies  see  fit  to  offer,  may  be 
regarded  as  the  forfeiture  of  the  privilege  of  admission. 

The  companies  complained  of  were  the  Market  Fire  Insur- 
ance Company,  the  Manhattan  Fire  Insurance  Company,  and 
the  Resolute  Fire  Insurance  Company — all  of  New  York  City. 

The  complainants  were  Messrs.  F.  S.  &  J.  Parker,  whose 
building  was  burned  ;  and  Messrs.  Tattle,  Morehouse  &  Taylor, 
tenants  in  the  building. 

Three  fire  insurance  companies,  charted  by  the  Legislature 
of  this  State,  were  insurers  on  the  same  property,  and  each 
paid  their  losses  in  full.  In  reply  to  the  inquiry  as  to  why  the 
complaints  were  not  made  before,  the  agrieved  parties  stated 
that  they  were  not  informed  as  to  their  rights  in  time  to  regu- 
late their  action. 
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The  evidence  taken  is  as  follows : 

STATEMENT   OF   ME.    JOSEPH    PARKEH. 

Messrs.  Frisbie  &  Wilson,  Insurance  Agents  in  New  Haven, 
commenced  insuring  the  building  burned,  (in  State  street,)  in 
January,  1856,  and  we  have  paid  them  for  insurance  to  Janu- 
ary, 1870. 

In  January,  1865,  they  changed  the  insurance  from  good, 
responsible  and  honorable  companies,  well  known  to  us,  to  the 
''Market  and  Resolute  Firelnsurance  Companies  of  New  York." 

The  policy  in  the  "  Market"  was  afterwards  renewed  by  cer- 
tificate until  January,  1869,  when  Mr.  Frisbie  brought  in  a 
fresh  policy  instead  of.  a  renewal  receipt  as  heretofore.  I 
looked  over  the  written  part  of  the  policy,  and  regarded  it  as 
made  out  right,  but  was  not  informed,  nor  did  we  know  that 
he  had  given  us  a  new  edition  of  policy,  or  that  it  embraced 
new  conditions  ;  having  entire  confidence  in  Mr.  Frisbie,  we  did 
not  think  it  was  necessary  to  look  over  the  conditions  embraced 
in  the  printing  contained  in  any  part  of  the  policy. 

The  "  Resolute"  policy  was  renewed  by  certificate,  until  Jan- 
uary, 1868,  when  Mr.  Frisbie  handed  in  a  new  policy  by  this 
Company,  and  intimated  that  the  Company  had  been  embar- 
rassed, but  was  all  right  now,  and  that  all  of  their  policies  were 
now  issued  from  their  office  in  New  York,  and  that  he  was 
keeping  most  of  their  risks  along. 

In  April,  1869,  we  rented  one  of  the  stores  in  the  building 
to  Mr.  J.  C  Woods,  for  a  music  store. 

Some  time  in  the  Summer  he  called  my  attention,  as  a  mat- 
ter of  curiosity,  to  a  small  portable  gas  machine,  which  he  had 
put  in  the  rear  part  of  the  store,  as  a  model  to  sell  the  patent 
rights. 

Within  an  hour  after  seeing  the  machine,  I  called  on  Mr. 
Frisbie  to  visit  it  with  me  in  reference  to  our  insurance.  We 
went  to  the  store  together,  and  Mr.  Woods  explained  the  ma- 
chine to  us,  and  he  worked  it  by  lighting,  &c,  and  explained 
its  use  and  safety.  Mr.  Frisbie  expressed  himself  pleased  with 
its  simplicity,  I  asked  Mr.  Frisbie  if  our  risk  was  increased 
by  reason  of  the  presence  of  the  machine ;  he  said  no.  Mr. 
Woods  brought  out  a  report  by  Prof.  Harris,  of  Amherst  Col- 
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lege,  and  read  many  extracts  from  it,  especially  in  regard  to 
its  economy,  simplicity  and  effective  light,  and  its  safety,  and 
that  he  (Prof.  Harris)  had  used  one  in  the  College  for  several 
months. 

I  then  asked  Mr.  Frisbie  if  it  was  necessary  to  have  it  noted 
on  the  policy  we  had  on  the  building.  He  said  no  ;  that  he 
had  many  risks  worse  than  that,  confirming  the  opinion  or 
declaration  that  no  endorsement  or  entry  on  our  policies  was 
necessary. 

Mr.  Frisbie  then  applied  to  Mr.  Woods  for  his  own  insur- 
ance on  the  stock  in  the  music  store.  I  left  the  store,  leaving 
them  talking  about  insuring  the  stock,  and  fully  believed  that 
our  own  insurance  on  our  building  was  all  right. 

The  building  burned  Sept.  21,  1869.  Proofs  of  loss  were 
made  put  and  sent  forward.  The  damages  were  assessed  or 
appraised  by  W.  B.  Hubbell,  joiner,  and  Philo  Chatfield, 
mason,  both  experienced  and  honorable  men,  and  amounted  to 
$6,661.84.     Our  policy  in  each  company  was  $2,500. 

The  "  Market"  was  not  satisfied,  and  required  further  proof, 
which  was  sent  forward,  and  the  President  expressed  himself 
perfectly  satisfied. 

On  the  13th  of  October,  1869,  they  sent  (the  "  Market,"  and 
perhaps  others)  a  man  I  regarded  as  a  sharper.  He  called 
himself  a  special  agent,  and  we  were  put  through  what  I 
call  an  inquisition,  but  as  all  of  the  material  facts  were  stated 
before,  I  do  not  know  that  any  knew  light  was  obtained. 

Subsequently  I  called  upon  Mr.  Taylor,  President  of  the 
"  Market,"  at  the  office  of  the  Company  in  New  York,  and  en- 
deavored to  effect  a  settlement,  but  to  no  purpose.  He  per- 
emptorily refused  to  make  payment. 

Not  being  able  to  convince  that  "  fair  and  square"  man  that 
their  agent,  Mr.  Frisbie,  had  seen  the  instrument  or  apparatus, 
and  permitted  it  to  remain  in  the  store,  or  that  the  Company 
was  bound  by  his  acts,  as  their  agent,  I  left,  and  after  waiting 
until  after  sixty  days  had  expired,  we  commenced  an  action 
for  the  amount  due  to  us. 

In  the  case  of  the  "  Resolute,"  they  sent  a  "  special  agent,"  so 
called,  the  same  man  they  sent  before,  to  settle  with  us,  Nov. 
10, 1869. 
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This  "  special  agent,"  so  called,  came  from  New  York,  and 
among  other  things  stated  that  the  Company  had  withdrawn 
from  this  State  and  had  no  representative  here,  and  that  the 
Company  could  not  be  reached  by  the  laws  and  courts  of 
Connecticut ;  that  they  were  not  liable  on  their  policy,  and 
that  they  did  not  owe  us  one  dollar,  and  yet  the  Company  had 
rather  pay  us  a  small  sum.  than  have  the  expenses  of  a  law 
suit  in  New  York ;  that  if  we  should  sue  them  they  would 
carry  the  case  to  United  States  Courts,  which  would  take  five 
years  or  more  before  they  would  be  obliged  to  pay  it. 

Not  knowing  but  that  these  threats  could  all  be  carried  out 
as  he  stated,  and  supposing  he  told  the  truth  when  he  stated 
that  the  Company  had  withdrawn  from  the  State,  and  could 
not  be  reached  by  its  laws  and  courts,  I  consulted  with  my 
brother  and  partner  at  his  house.  He  was  opposed  to  any 
settlement  less  than  the  full  amount,  but  he  left  it  forme  to  do 
as  I  thought  best. 

On  further  interview  with  the  "special  agent,"  so  called,  I  was 
so  impressed  by  his  representations  that  we  would  be  obliged 
to  sue  the  Company  in  New  York,  and  we,  non-residents, 
thereby  imposing  on  us  great  expense  and  loss  of  time,  I  set- 
tled with  him  for  45  cents  on  the  dollar,  and  gave  him  a  re- 
ceipt and  surrendered  the  policy. 

I  now  understand  that  the  representation  that  the  Company 
had  withdrawn  from  the  State,  and  that  it  could  not  be 
reached  by  its  laws  and  its  courts,  was  false  in  fact ;  and  I  un- 
derstand also,  that  the  Company  could  have  been  sued  in  this 
State,  on  the  day  of  this  settlement,  and  that  it  can  now  be 
sued  and  held  to  accountability.  I  therefore  consider  the  set- 
tlement as  void,  and  the  Company  liable  for  the  balance  of  the 
policy. 

We  also  deny  the  right  of  any  company  to  make  an  ex- 
change of  policy  or  renewal  receipt,  without  giving  us  notice 
of  changes,  if  any,  of  the  conditions,  to  our  prejudice,  from  the 
original  contract.  We  also  object  to  insuring  with  a  citizen 
agent,  and  being  compelled  to  make  settlements  with 
strangers,  called  "  special  agents." 
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Mr.  F.  S.  Parker,  partner  and  brother  of  Mr.  Joseph  Parker, 
confirmed  the  statements  made  by  his  brother.  The  firm  is 
F.  S.  &  J.  Parker,  New  Haven. 


STATEMENT    OF    ME.    C.    S.    MOEEHOUSE. 

Mr.  C.  S.  Morehouse,  of  the  firm  of  Messrs.  Tuttle,  More- 
house &  Taylor,  New  Haven,  stated  as  follows  : 

We  were  insured  in  the  "  Manhattan"  Fire  Insurance  Com- 
pany, of  New  York,  for  $5,000,  and  in  the  "  Home"  Insurance 
Company,  of  New  Haven,  for  $8,500. 

A  fire  occurred  in  the  music  store  of  Mr.  Wood,  north  of 
and  beneath  our  printing  office,  on  the  forenoon  of  Sept.  21, 
1869,  and  our  property  was  entirely  destroyed. 

Proofs  of  losses  were  sent  forward  soon  after  to  the  "  Man- 
hattan" and  to  the  "  Home."  We  also  had  a  policy  for  $2,500 
on  the  "  Hartford,"  of  Hartford,  and  proofs  were  sent  to  them. 

The  President  of  the  "  Hartford"  said  he  had  examined  the 
gas  machine  when  it  was  on  exhibition  at  the  United  States 
Hotel,  Hartford,  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  in  mid 
Summer,  and  remarked  that  they  heard  rumors  on  the  street 
of  its  presence  in  the  hotel,  and  visited  it  in  reference  to  its 
effect  on  insurance,  and  after  some  consultation  it  was  deter- 
mined to  permit  it  to  remain  in  the  hotel,  without  prejudice  to 
the  insurance,  or  this  was  the  purport  of  his  remarks.  We 
heard  rumors  on  the  street  that  the  "Manhattan"  intended  to 
contest  our  claim.  We  had  an  interview  with  Mr.  Frisbie  on 
the  subject,  as  he  insured  us  as  the  agent  of  the  "Manhattan," 
and  he  said  if  the  Company  did  not  pay  the  loss,  he  would 
never  write  another  policy,  for  his  faith  would  be  gone  in  in- 
surance companies. 

Nov.  19,  1869,  two  months  after  the  fire,  we  addressed  a 
note  to  the  Company,  and  proposed  to  draw  for  the  amount 
insured,  as  our  loss  was  total  on  all  of  our  policies.  In  reply 
we  received  a  note  from  the  President,  to  the  effect  that  for 
easons  which  they  considered  just,  they  could  not   pay  the 
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loss,  and  referred  us  to  a  letter  they  had  written  to  Mr.  Frisbie. 
On  call  he  showed  us  the  letter. 

We  replied  that  we  considered  our  claim  a  good  one ;  that 
all  of  the  other  companies  had  paid  us,  and  if  thej  would  send 
an  agent  to  investigate  we  thought  they  would  pay  us  in  full. 

I  think  they  neither  sent  or  wrote.  After  the  loss  had  be- 
come due,  we  wrote  the  Company  we  should  draw  for  the 
amount.  In  reply  they  begged  us  not  to  draw,  for  they  would 
not  pay  the  draft.  We  heard  from  Mr.  Frisbie  that  the  Com- 
pany would  send  up  an  adjuster.  We  wrote  the  Company  that 
we  would  wait  four  days.  Our  property  and  business  were  in 
ruins,  and  we  had  no  time  to  go  to  New  York. 

Hearing  nothing  in  reply,  we  waited  five  days,  and  drew  for 
the  loss.  The  day  the  draft  would  be  presented  in  New  York 
an  agent  came  to  us;  said  he  had  just  returned  from  the 
South.  After  considerable  inquiry  and  talk,  he  said  the  Com- 
pany would  not  pay  the  loss  in  full,  under  any  consideration. 

Our  policy  was  an  old  edition.  I  knew  the  machine  for  gas 
was  in  Mr.  Woods'  store,  not,  under  us,  but  north  of  us.  It 
was  in  the  first  story  of  the  building,  a  portion  of  it  over  which 
we  had  no  control.  My  partners  did  not  know.  My  knowl- 
edge was  only  incidental ;  nor  did  I  know  anything  about  its 
character,  except  that  it  gave  light.  I  do  not  know  when  it 
came  into  the  music  store.  I  had  never  seen  such  a  machine 
before. 

Our  policy  allowed  us  to  carry  ten  gallons  of  petroleum  oil. 
Several  kinds  were  named,  I  think.  There  was  no  specifica- 
tions, limitations,  or  manner  of  using  or  keeping  of  our  ten 
gallons,  to  my  knowledge,  and  certainly  I  had  no  idea  that  the 
small  quantity  of  some  similar  article,  confined  in  a  machine, 
would  affect  insurance,  much  less  our  insurance. 

The  special  agent  (Mr.  Winterton,  I  think  by  name,)  told  me 
that  my  knowledge  of  it  vitiated  my  insurance ;  that  we  were 
responsible  for  the  condition  of  the  whole  building,  and  it  was 
our  duty  to  know  what  every  other  tenant  did  on  their  prem- 
ises, &c.  I  read  my  policy,  and  found  nothing  compelling  me 
to  look  out  for  other  persons  premises. 

The  fire  did  not  in  any  manner  originate  in  our  premises. 
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We  occupied  a  part  of  the  second  story,  and  the  whole  of  the 
third  and  fourth  stories.     We  saved  nothing  of  any  value. 

Winterton  said  he  was  authorized  to  settle.  He  said  the 
Company  did  not  owe  us  one  cent ;  that  they  would  not  settle 
unless  a  large  deduction  was  made.  He  said  the  Company 
would  contest  the  case  to  the  highest  court  in  this  State.  I 
asked  him  about  the  laws  of  Connecticut  as  to  uniform  condi- 
tions, and  that  they  must  be  all  on  one  page,  and  over  the  sig- 
natures of  the  officers  of  the  Company.  He  answered  if  we 
are  defeated  in  the  courts  of  this  State,  they  would  appeal  to 
the  United  States  courts,  and  show  that  the  State  of  Connecti- 
cut had  no  right  to  pass  such  laws. 

I  asked  Mr.  Frisbie  if  he  had  not  better  go  down  to  New 
York.  He  said  no ;  that  the  Company  understood  it  fully 
already. 

This  Mr.  Winterton,  finally,  after  much  threats  and  talk, 
paid  us  75  cents  on  the  dollar,  as  the  last  cent  we  could  get. 

Question  by  Mr.  Smith,  Secretary  of  the  Manhattan — Did 
not  you  know  the  machine  was  in  Mr. Wood's  store  ?  Answer — 
Yes;  I  saw  it  there  as  a  curiosity.  Then  it  viciated  your  in- 
your  insurance. 

Question  by  Mr.  Morehouse — If  your  agent  saw  it,  what 
then  ?  Answer — His  knowledge  is  not  our  knowledge,  and  it 
is  no  waiver  of  our  rights  if  Mr.  Frisbie  did  see  it. 

By  Mr.  Morehouse — Then  tell  me  how  it  is  that  your  agent 
seeing  it  and  knowing  all  about  it,  is  no  knowledge  to  you, 
when  I  having  seen  it,  and  my  partners  not  seeing  or  knowing 
of  it,  is  knowledge  to  them  ?  Another  thing,  our  right  to  keep 
ten  gallons  of  petroleum  oil  was  entered  in  our  policy  by  Mr. 
Frisbie,  your  agent,  and  you  did  not  know  it,  as  I  am  informed. 
Did  not  that  bind  your  Company  ? 

The  conversation  between  Mr.  Smith  and  Mr.  Morehouse 
was  continued  for  mutual  explanations,  without  being  con- 
sidered a  part  of  the  hearing,  and  was  not  recorded. 

STATEMENT    OF   MR.    WOOD. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Wood — I  rented  a  store  of  the  Messrs.  Parkers, 
in  their  building  on  State  street,  next  south  of  their  large 
high  double  building,  and  stocked  it  with  music  and  musical 
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instruments,  including  pianos,  melodeons,  &c,  &c.  My  stock 
was  all  paid  for,  and  I  had  no  insurance  upon  it  at  any  time, 
and  lost  everything  of  value  in  the  store. 

After  occupying  the  store  some  time  an  opportunity  offered 
to  introduce  and  sell  rights  to  use  a  gas  machine,  the  same  one 
which  had  been  on  exhibition  in  the  United  States  Hotel, 
Hartford,  exhibiting  to  the  Legislature  and  citizens  of  Hart- 
ford. 

I  recollect  a  call  by  Mr.  Parker  to  see  the  machine.  He 
came  on  invitation.  After  looking  at  it  he  left,  and  called 
soon  after  with  the  gentleman  present,  Mr.  Frisbie. 

I  remember  Mr.  Parker  seemed  more  interested  in  the  ques- 
tion of  insurance  than  he  did  in  the  machine ;  and  to  make 
the  matter  well  understood  to  both  gentlemen,  I  read  from  the 
certificates  of  Pof.  Harris,  who  was  good  authority,  for  he  had 
not  only  examined  it,  but  had  used  it  for  months,  and  had  no 
interest  in  writing  what  he  did. 

I  admit,  and  always  have,  that  the  fire  was  occasioned  by 
my  own  carelessness  or  adventure  ;  no  one  was  to  blame  but 
myself,  not  even  the  machine.  I  regard  it  safe  now,  on  proper 
use.  What  I  did  was  accidental  or  incidental.  I  consider  the 
machine  a  safe  one,  treated  fairly. 

I  probably  have  read  and  experimented,  and  understand 
this  machine  as  well  as  any  insurance  company.  Any  power, 
no  matter  what,  can  be  made  destructive  by  improper  use,  by 
negligence,  or  by  adventure,  so  with  this  machine — no  more, 
no  less. 

I  recollect  being  solicited  to  insure  by  several  insurance 
agents.  They  looked  over  my  store  and  saw  the  machine,  and 
offered  to  insure  my  goods  in  the  store,  but  I  always  declined, 
because  my  goods  were  paid  for.  The  business  was  light,  owing 
to  my  being  a  stranger,  and  I  regarded  the  risk  so  small  that 
I  could  take  it  myself. 

I  do  not  wish  to  be  too  positive,  but  I  think  I  recollect  that 
after  Mr.  Parker  left,  Mr.  Frisbie  remained  and  solicited  ray 
insurance  on  my  stock.     I  do  not  think  I  am  mistaken. 

The  machine  was  nineteen  inches  high  ;  it  would  hold  two 
cubit  feet  of  gas ;  it  was  once  in  the  United  States  Hotel,  Hart- 
ford ;  it  was  examined  by  some  of  the  insurance  companies 
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during;  the  session  of  the  Legislature  and  pronounced  safe,  and 
was  allowed  to  remain  in  the  Hotel,  as  not  extra  hazardous. 

There  were  about  two  quarts  of  gasoline  in  the  machine 
when  it  was  ignited  by  a  match  from  my  own  hand.  It  was 
located  against  the  rear  wall  of  the  store  ;  had  been  there  six 
or  eight  weeks.  I  handled  it  every  day.  Recollect  showing 
it  to  several  insurance  agents. 

I  am  certain  that  from  Mr.  Frisbie's  appearance  and  talk, 
when  he  came  in  with  Mr.  Parker,  he  came  in  to  look  at  the 
gas  machine.  I  recollect  his  remarking  to  Mr.  Parker  that  he 
carried  for  his  Companies  many  risks  much  worse  than  that 
and  that  my  machine  was  a  very  simple  affair,  and  looked  to 
be  a  good  thing.  I  showed  and  read  papers  as  to  its  safety.  I 
never  applied  to  any  one  for  insurance.  My  stock  cost  me 
about  $6,000.  No  agent  objected  to  insuring  me  after  looking 
at  the  machine. 

I  recollect  now  that  after  the  interview  with  Mr.  Parker 
and  Mr.  Frisbie,  the  latter  said  he  insured  largely  for  the 
Messrs.  Parkers,  and  he  would  insure  me  as  reasonably  as  any 
one.  This  was  after  the  examination  of  the  machine  with  Mr. 
Parker. 

OTHER   TESTIMONY. 

Mr.  Leonard  W.  Benham,  Insurance  Agent — I  recollect  seeing 
Mr.  Frisbie  go  into  Mr.  "Wood's  store  with  Mr.  Parker.  Do 
not  remember  the  date,  bnt  it  was  near  noon.  I  reported  to 
my  partner  that  we  had  lost  that  insurance,  for  I  had  seen  Mr. 
Parker  take  Mr.  Frisbie  into  Mr.  Wood's  music  store. 

Mr.  Philip  Pond,  Life  Insurance  Agent — I  had  conversa- 
tion, accidentally,  with  Mr.  Frisbie  after  the  fire  in  contro- 
versy. He  said  a  hard  fire,  great  damage,  and  something  about 
it  very  unpleasant;  that  the  fire  occurred  from  gasoline.  He 
said  he  was  disappointed  in  the  nature  of  the  machine.  This 
was  in  State  street.  I  understood  him  to  say  that  he  had  been 
informed  by  Mr.  Parker  of  the  machine  being  in  Mr.  Wood's 
store.  This  conversation  was  incidental;  I  had  no  interest  in 
the  matter,  but  remember  what  passed  between  us. 

Mr.  F.  J.  Parker,  recalled — We  would  not  have  allowed  the 
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machine  to  remain  in  the  building  at  all,  had  not  the  agent  of 
the  Companies  in  which  we  were  insured,  on  personal  examin- 
ation, informed  us  that  it  was  all  right,  and  that  no  indorse- 
ment was  necessary  on  the  policies. 

The  course  of  the  "Market  Insurance  Company"  is  most  un- 
expected and  extraordinary,  and  the  "  Resolute"  is  also. 

Mr.  Frisbie  was  present,  and  an  opportunity  was  afforded 
him  for  statements  or  explanations — He  replied  that  strange  as 
it  may  seem,  his  recollection  failed  him  as  to  examination  of 
the  machine ;  that  he  was  friendly  to  all  parties,  and  would  be 
glad  to  have  them  get  all  their  pay.  Had  he  known  it,  ho  would 
have  told  them  we  could  not  carry  it,  and  would  have  been 
obliged  to  notify  the  Companies  concerning  such  risks.  I  do 
not  dispute  the  gentleman,  for  I  may  be  wrong. 

Mr.  A.  J.  Smith,  Yice  President  of  the  "  Manhattan"— The 
Company  I  represent  is  an  old  institution  ;  it  seeks  to  deal  justly 
with  all,  and  desires  to  give  no  good  cause  for  discontent.  That 
insurance  companies  are  made  to  suffer  losses  occasioned  by 
causes  against  which  they  do  not  insure,  and  it  is  impossible  for 
the  rates  charged,  to  carry  such  risks  as  patrons  throw  into 
their  premises.  Gas  machines  are  a  terror  to  insurance  com- 
panies, and  they  would  not  tolerate  one,  except  on  knowledge 
and  permission  at  corresponding  rates. 

By  the  Commissioner — Are  there  other  parties  present  who 
desire  to  be  heard  ? 

Mr.  George  Tuttle,  of  the  firm  of  Tuttle,  Morehouse  &  Tay- 
lor, stated  that  he  did  not  know  of  the  presence  of  the  gas  ma- 
chine in  any  part  of  the  building,  and  he  was  sure  that  it  was 
unknown  to  Mr.  Taylor  ;  that  he  felt  very  much  aggrieved  that 
the  Manhattan  did  not  Day  them  the  25  per  cent,  they  owed 
them. 

Mr.  Morehouse  being  asked  by  Mr.  Smith — "  Did  you  not 
say  in  your  receipt,  in  full  satisfaction  for  the  loss?"  Yes  I 
did ;  but  I  had  to  write  it  so  to  get  the  75  cents  on  the  dollar. 
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At  the  same  time  I  told  the  adjuster  I  was  not  satisfied  in  my 
mind,  and  never  should  be. 

The  Commissioner  repeated  his  inquiry  as  to  parties  present 
desiring  to  be  heard,  when  most  of  the  gentlemen  present  stated 
informally  that  they  were  holders  of  large  numbers  of  policies 
insured  by  New  York  companies,  and  had  come  in  to  hear  the 
cases  complained  of,  to  guide  them  in  their  action  hereafter, 
both  in  reference  to  patronage  and  legislation. 


RESULT. 


On  the  presentation  of  the  foregoing  statements  to  the  several 
companies,  they  refused  to  reconsider  their  action  by  opening  the 
case  with  the  claimants ;  so  that  the  "  Manhattan,"  who  paid 
75  cents  on  the  dollar,  and  the  "  Market,"  who  drove  the 
claimants  into  long  and  expensive  litigation,  to  get  any  thing, 
continue  to  issue  policies  of  insurance  in  this  state,  and  claim 
their  right  to  do  so  on  the  ground  that  the  Insurance  Depart- 
ment of  the  State  has  nothing  to  say  about  the  manner  in 
which  they  use  the  authority  to  do  business  in  this  State,  or 
the  manner  in  which  they  treat  citizen  claimants  for  losses ; 
and  the  "  Resolute"  claim  that  they  are  not  answerable  to  the 
laws  of  the  State,  although  informed  by  your  Commissioner 
that  they  were  held  answerable  to  the  Courts  and  the  laws  un- 
der their  own  appointment  of  an  attorney,  on  whom  process  of 
law  could  be  served,  and  that  such  appointment  holds  good  so 
long  as  the  Company  had  in  this  state  any  liabilities  whatever. 
Of  course  this  Company  has  violated  the  laws  of  the  State  in 
several  particulars,  and  the  enforcement  of  the  penalties  will 
fall  upon  the  State's  attorney,  on  proper  complaint,  unless  the 
Legislature  shall  otherwise  direct. 

As  to  the  gentleman  who  has  acted  as  the  agent  of  these 
three  companies,  it  is  but  just  to  say  of  him,  that  he  is  one  of 
the  oldest  and  most  experienced  insurance  agents  in  the 
County  of  New  Haven,  and  is  universally  respected  ;  and  the 
most  extraordinary  conduct  of  the  gentlemen  who  manage  these 
companies  has  embarrassed  his  business,  and  wounded  his  feel- 
ings. 
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With  a  desire  to  induce  a  settlement  of  these  controversies, 
your  Commissioner  visited  the  several  companies  in  ISTew  York. 
In  adopting  this  course  he  was  careful  not  to  intrude  his  own 
personal  opinions,  but  simply  to  induce  the  several  companies 
to  open  the  cases,  but  even  this  was  refused,  which  left  your 
Commissioner  no  alternative  but  to  report  the  facts  to  your 
Honorable  body.  It  now  becomes  an  important  question  to 
the  people  of  the  State,  as  to  what  redress  they  have  in  fact,  if 
outside  insurance  companies  can  take  their  money,  and  then 
turn  claims  for  losses  into  three  and  five  year  law  suits,  in  this 
State,  or  what  is  worse  still,  law  suits  in  the  State  of  New 
York,  all  of  which  was  most  liberally  promised  by  the  New 
York  adjuster,  in  case  the  claimants  did  not  accept  of  his  terms 
of  settlement. 

One  word  in  regard  to  the  "  Market."  The  President  of  this 
Company,  a  most  excellent  gentleman,  has  a  most  decided  an- 
tipathy (as  he  has  aright)  to  coal  oils.  Their  names  are  numer- 
ous and  their  uses  also,  and  they  induce  losses,  but  this  gentle- 
man, we  are  convinced,  can  no  more  throw  coal  oils  out  of 
use,  than  he  can  induce  patrons  of  his  Insurance  Company  to 
read  the  pages,  in  red  and  black  ink,  which  follow  as  "  con- 
ditions," to  his  policy  of  insurance,  for  they  are  numerous,  and 
are  nofc  treated  by  patrons  as  a  part  of  the  policy- 

We  have  before  us  several  other  very  lengthy  policies,  and 
one  of  them  contains  as  much  printed  matter  as  "  conditions  of 
insurance,"  as  would  make  nine  pages  of  this  report.  There 
are  manufacturers  in  this  State  who  hold  from  twenty  to  fifty 
policies  of  insurance  each,  no  two  of  which  are  alike,  in  their 
form  and  conditions,  and  it  is  impossible  to  realize  all  the  points 
made  in  long  and  complicated  policies,  consequently  the  effort 
to  educate  the  holder  to  the  peculiar  views  and  intentions  of 
the  companies  is  a  failure.

REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  and  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  Connecticut : 
The  Commissioners  on  Fisheries  beg  leave  to  report — 
Your  Commissioners  have  devoted  their  attention  principally 
during  the  past  year,  to  the  introduction  of  black  bass  into  the 
lakes  and  ponds  in  various  parts  of  the  State.     It  should  be  men- 
tioned here,  that,  as  we  were  appointed  Commissioners  near  the 
end  of  September,  our  predecessors  in  office  are  entitled  to  the 
honor  of  having  done  the  greater  part  of  this  work. 

The  black  bass  was  selected  for  this  purpose  for  several  rea- 
sons ;  first,  he  is  one  of  the  finest  fish  known  for  the  table,  rank- 
ing second  only  to  the  salmon  and  trout,  and  by  some  considered 
even  superior  to  them.  In  size  he  attains  an  average  weight  of 
four  or  five  pounds,  and  one  has  been  taken  in  Massachusetts 
which  weighed  seven  and  a  half  pounds.  Secondly,  he  is  ex- 
ceedingly hardy,  and  well  adapted  to  our  waters.  Being  a  na- 
tive of  the  Northern  Lakes,  he  has  been  transplanted  to  several 
ponds  in  Massachusetts  and  Connecticut,  and  found  to  thrive  and 
increase  in  numbers.  Any  pond  of  clear  water,  having  a  variety 
of  mud  and  gravel  bottom,  and  one  or  more  deep  holes,  of  from 
twenty  to  forty  feet,  is  suitable  for  him.  Thirdly,  he  is  a  great 
breeder,  and  is  one  of  the  very  few  fishes  which  protect  their 
spawning  beds  and  young  fry.  Some  fishes  devour  their  own 
eggs  soon  after  being  deposited,  and  a  majority  leave  them  a  prey 
to  their  numerous  enemies,  but  the  black  bass  remains  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  nest,  and  drives  off  all  intruders.  When  the  eggs 
are  hatched  out,  the  young  fry  are  still  protected  by  the  mother, 
they  remaining  closely  together,  and  she  darting  about  in  all 
directions  to  preserve  them  from  harm,  while  in  most  species,  the 


parent  fish  does  not  hesitate  to  devour  his  own  progeny  at  every 
convenient  opportunity. 

Fourthly,  he  is,  perhaps,  the  only  fish  suitable  to  our  waters, 
able  to  defend  himself  against  the  ravenous  pickerel  or  pike. 
Nearly  all  our  lakes  and  ponds  are  infested  with  this  pirate 
among  fishes.  It  is  doubtful  whether  the  fine  fish  known  as  the 
whitefish  (Corregonus  Albus)  would  thrive  at  all  in  this  lati- 
tude, but  it  is  almost  certain  that,  as  he  has  no  powers  of  de- 
fence, were  he  to  be  introduced,  he  would  soon  be  exterminated 
by  the  pickerel.  The  black  bass,  on  the  contrary,  has  proved 
himself  able  to  conquer  all  his  enemies. 

Finally,  he  is  as  game  as  the  salmon,  and  in  comparison  with 
his  size,  affords  as  much  sport  to  the  angler.  He  readily  takes  a 
live  minnow  or  a  fly,  and  when  he  feels  the  first  prick  of  the 
hook,  frequently  rises  three  feet  out  of  the  water  in  his  struggles 
to  free  himself,  and  requires  a  quick  eye  and  a  steady  nerve  to 
land  him  safely.  The  late  Mr.  Tisdale,  of  East  Wareham,  Mas- 
sachusetts, who  has  had  much  experience  with  this  species,  and 
who  many  years  since  stocked  a  pond  near  his  residence  with 
them,  was  of  the  opinion  that  black  bass  devour  young  eels,  and 
will  eventually  eradicate  them  from  any  waters  in  which  the  two 
may  be  placed  together.  In  view  of  this  fact,  a  number  of  these 
fish  were  placed  in  the  reservoirs  at  West  Hartford  and  Middle- 
town,  with  the  hope  of  preventing  the  great  nuisance  arising 
from  the  introduction  of  eels  into  the  water  pipes,  thereby  ob- 
structing the  passage  of  the  water.  Those  furnished  during  the 
past  year  have  come  from  two  sources,  a  portion  of  them  con- 
sisting of  large  fish  weighing  two  pounds  and  upwards,  having 
been  brought  from  East  Wareham,  Massachusetts,  but  by  far  the 
larger  number  have  been  purchased  of  Mr.  E.  S.  Woodford,  of 
West  Winsted,  in  this  State,  these  latter  being  much  smaller 
and  younger.  The  larger  fish  were  contracted  for  by  one  of  the 
former  Commissioners,  on  the  supposition,  that  as  a  large  fish  is 
known  to  possess  a  much  greater  number  of  ova  or  eggs  than  a 
small  one,  a  few  large  ones  would;  for  the  purpose  of  stocking  a 
pond,  be  equal  to  many  small  ones,  and  would  compensate  for  the 
greatly  increased  expense.  We  think  the  view  a  mistaken  one, 
for  the  following  reasons : 

First,  the  comparative  cost  is  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  ad- 
vantage to  be  derived.  The  large  fish  cost  about  seven  dollars 
each,    delivered,    including   cost   of    transportation,   while   the 


smaller  ones  have  been  furnished  at  a  cost  of  only  forty  dollars 
per  hundred,  delivered  in  any  part  of  the  State. 

Secondly,  the  young  of  all  fishes  bear  transportation  much 
better  than  the  older  and  heavier  ones. 

Finally,  the  smaller  and  younger  fish  are  much  more  easily  ac- 
climated in  strange  waters,  and  as  they  grow  in  size,  are  more 
certain  to  prove  good  breeders.  Dr.  J.  H.  Slack,  of  the  Trout- 
dale  Ponds,  near  Bloomsbury,  New  Jersey,  found  that  many  of 
the  large  female  trout  transferred  to  his  ponds  from  a  neighbor-*- 
ing  stream,  died  from  change  of  water,  and  on  a  post  mortem 
examination,  he  found  the  ovaries  filled  with  a  series  of  tumors. 
In  these  same  ponds  yonng  trout  thrive  and  grow  rapidly. 

We  therefore  conclude  that  fish  weighing  from  three  ounces  to 
half  a  pound,  are  the  best  adapted  for  our  purpose,  and  this  is 
the  size  which  Mr.  Woodford  has  supplied  during  the  past,  and 
will  continue  to  furnish  during  the  coming  season.  Mr.  Wood- 
ford found  that  the  former  contract  was  an  unprofitable  one  and  for 
the  ensuing  season  we  have  engaged  to  have  one  thousand  black 
bass  delivered  at  seventy-five  dollars  per  hundred  when  within 
twenty-five  miles  of  Winsted,  and  one  hundred  dollars  per  hun- 
dred when  the  distance  is  greater.

It  will  be  observed  that  these  numbers  are  very  irregular. 
This  arises  from  the  fact  that  only  those  found  to  be  alive  on  ar- 
rival at  the  water  to  be  stocked,  are  counted  and  paid  for,  all 
those  dying  upon  the  route,  which  in  some  cases,  in  warm 
weather  was  very  large,  being  thrown  out.  In  addition  to  these, 
by  way  of  experiment,  a  few  striped  bass  were  placed  in  Job's 
Pond,  Portland,  and  in  Rogers's  Pond,  Lyme.  We  have  now  on 
hand  applications  from  the  Selectmen  of  different  towns  to  fur- 
nish Black  Bass  for  ten  ponds.  These  will  be  given  attention  in 
due  season.  Your  Commissioners  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
amount  now  contracted  for  will  be  all  that  it  is  advisable  for  the 
State  to  furnish,  as  all  parts  will  be  tolerably  well  supplied,  and 
in  case  any  are  needed  for  a  given  locality,  it  will  be  easy  to  pro- 
vide them  by  private  means  from  some  neighboring  pond.  We 
will  close  this  part  of  our  report  with  a  quotation  from  a  pleas- 
ing little  work,  entitled  "  Gun,  Rod  and  Saddle,"  supposed  to 
have  been  written  by  General  Gilmore  of  the  British  Army. 

He  writes :  "  For  a  fish  to  be  popular  among  fishermen,  it 
must  have  three  requisites,  viz.,  gameness  when  hooked,  bold- 
ness in  feeding,  and  when  he  has  yielded  his  life,  be  a  fit  feast  for 
an  epicure.  All  these  requisites  I  claim  for  the  black  bass.  I 
fear  it  will  be  almost  deemed  heresy  to  place  this  fish  on  a  par 
with  the  trout ;  at  least,  some  such  idea  I  had  when  I  first  heard 
the  two  compared ;  but  I  am  bold,  and  will  go  farther.  I  con- 
sider he  is  the  superior  of  the  two,  for  he  is  equally  as  good  as  an 
article  of  food,  and  much  stronger  and  untiring  in  his  efforts  to 
escape  when  hooked." 

MIGRATORY    OR    SEA    FISHES. 

Touching  the  whole  subject  of  the  preservation  and  culture  of 
fish,  Considerable  misapprehension  prevails  throughout  the  State, 
particularly  in  towns  along  the  Sound  and  by  the  tide  water 
streams.  This  your  Commissioners  deem  it  their  first  duty  to 
correct.  For  without  an  enlightened  public  sentiment  upon  the 
subject,  all  laws  that  maybe  enacted  will  prove  useless,  all  money 
which  may  be  -expended  will  be  only  wasted.  With  few  excep- 
tions, the  fishermen,  especially,  are  sceptical  and  indifferent ;  and 
although  they  are  the  most  deeply  interested  of  all  classes  in  the 
State,  yet  they  seem  to  be  unwilling  to  cooperate  with  your 
Commissioners,  or  to  listen  to  any  views  which  run  counter  to 
their  preconceived,  and  often  unreasonable,  notions.     This  want 


of  faith,  this  indifference  which,  in  some  instances,  approaches 
absolute  hostility,  is  owing,  in  some,  to  the  absence  of  correct 
information  ;  in  others,  to  a  blind  prejudice  that  cannot  see,  and 
in  others,  to  a  selfishness  that  does  not  wish  to  see.  It  requires 
only  the  dissemination  of  correct  information  among  the  first  two 
classes  to  enlist  them  in  support  of  your  Commissioners'  work ; 
the  third  class  are  not  very  numerous,  and  if  they  do  not  yield 
to  persuasion,  must  be  constrained  by  law.  The  importance  to 
our  State  of  fairly  testing  the  plans  proposed  for  restocking  our 
rivers  and  ponds,  forbids  all  trifling,  and  makes  the  most  scrup- 
ulous regard  to  the  conditions  of  success  imperative.  These  two 
facts  must  be  brought  home  to  the  conviction  of  all :  First,  that 
wherever  there  is  a  river  or  a  pond  in  the  State,  there  fish  can  be 
introduced  and  made  abundant  at  very  little  trouble  and  ex- 
pense ;  and,  second,  that  to  accomplish  this  desirable  end,  only  a 
few  very  simple  conditions  are  necessary  to  be  observed.  Your 
Commissioners  invite  attention  to  the  facts  : 

Record  and  tradition  agree,  that  in  "  olden  times "  salmon 
and  shad  filled  all  our  Northern  rivers  in  great  abundance.  The 
early  settlers  frequently  alluded  to  them  in  letters  and  public 
documents.  Hendrick  Hudson  speaks  of  "  the  great  stores  of 
salmon "  seen  by  him  while  ascending  the  river  that  bears  his 
name.  In  the  Connecticut  the  salmon  were  so  plentiful,  that 
those  wishing  shad  could  have  them  only  on  condition  of  taking 
a  like  number  of  salmon.  The  Housatonic  and  Thames  also 
abounded  with  them.  The  Merrimac  swarmed  with  them,  weigh- 
ing from  nine  to  twelve  pounds  apiece.  So  common  and  cheap 
an  ai'ticle  of  food  were  they,  that  apprentices  bound  their  mas- 
ters not  to  serve  them  at  meals  oftener  than  twice  a  week.  The 
rivers  of  Maine,  more  recently,  and  until  within  a  very  few  years, 
produced  salmon  in  great  numbers.  The  average  annual  yield 
of  the  Penobscot  was  over  150,000  salmon,  and  150,000  shad. 
All  these  rivers,  save  two  in  Maine,  have  failed  of  salmon.  In 
many  of  them  the  shad  have  entirely  disappeared,  and  in  the 
rest  they  are  rapidly  disappearing.  The  markets  of  our  principal 
cities  have  for  several  years  been  supplied  with  salmon  from  the 
Kennebec  and  the  British  Provinces.  Last  winter,  for  the  first 
time,  large  quantities  were  shipped  from  San  Francisco,  overland 
(by  rail)  to  New  York. 

To  account  for  this  disappearance  of  fish,  it  has  been  asserted 
that  wild  creatures,  ferm  natures,  both  on  land  and  in  water,  by 


some  strange  law  of  nature,  must  necessarily  disappear  before 
the  march  of  civilization.  Whether  or  not  this  is  true  in  regard 
to  creatures  on  land,  it  is  not  our  purpose  to  discuss.  The  hun- 
ter and  the  trapper  could  doubtless  explain  how  it  is.  With  re- 
gard to  denizens  of  the  water,  however,  we  seek  in  vain  for  any 
evidence  of  such  a  strange  law.  The  difficulty  of  observing  fish 
continually  and  closely,  following  them  from  one  haunt  to  another, 
has  kept  their  natures  and  habits  from  view,  and  thus  they  have 
been  involved,  to  a  certain  degree,  in  mystery,  which  has  afforded 
free  play  to  the  imagination  of  the  simple  fisherman,  and  led  him 
into  erroneous  and  fanciful  notions.  Unwilling  to  attribute  the 
failure  of  fish  to  any  improvident  act  of  his  own,  the  fisherman 
finds  no  difficulty  in  accepting  the  civilization  theory.  Pleasant 
as  it  must  be  thus  to  shift  the  blame  upon  a  mysterious  Provi- 
dence, we  fear  it  cannot  succeed,  for  the  testimony,  too  uner- 
ringly, points  to  a  more  palpable  culprit.  Fish  have  undoubtedly 
been  driven  from  our  rivers  by  the  improvident  and  reckless  pur- 
suit of  man.  He  has  disregarded  their  habits  and  necessities, 
and  thus  destroyed  the  necessary  conditions  of  their  multiplica- 
tion and  growth.  It  may  fairly  be  presumed  that  if  the  salmon 
had  not  been  perpetually  warred  upon,  they  would  have  abounded 
in  all  our  rivers  to-day.  For  wherever  a  provident  system  has 
been  pursued,  no  such  loss  has  been  experienced ;  as  in  England, 
for  example,  where  fishing  has  been  regulated  for  many  years  by 
wise  laws,  sustained  by  public  opinion,  and  scrupulously  enforced, 
fishes  abound.  A  fostering  care  has  promoted  the  growth  and 
safety  of  the  young  fish;  certain  destructive  modes  of  fishing 
are  forbidden — while  all  permissible  methods  are  regulated  and 
restricted.  Thus  the  increase  is  found  to  more  than  compen- 
sate for  the  moderate  destruction  by  fishing  ;  and  to-day  salmon 
are  said  to  be  the  cheapest  fresh  water  fish  in  the  London  market, 
prices  having,  in  the  last  few  years,  fallen  from  four  shillings 
down  to  one  shilling  per  pound. 

While  the  decrease  and  disappearance  of  salmon  and  shad  may 
thus  be  justly  charged  upon  man,  it  is  no  less  true,  fortunately, 
that  the  remedy  rests  with  him. 

After  a  brief  consideration  of  the  ways  by  which  the  fish  have 
been  warred  upon,  let  us  look  at  some  of  the  means  proposed  for 
their  restoration. 

In  the  first  place  salmon  and  shad  have  suffered  most  by  rea- 
son of   the  dams  which  have  cut  them  off  from  their  natural 


breeding  grounds,  in  the  head  waters  and  tributaries  of  the 
rivers.  Salmon  cannot  generally  surmount  a  fall  of  over  nine 
feet.  A  less  height  has  been  known  to  turn  them  back.  They 
sometimes  leap  out  of  water  much  higher  than  this,  but  not  to 
surmount  a  fall.  They  require,  for  leaping,  considerable  depth 
of  water  at  the  foot  of  the  dam  to  enable  them  to  gain  sufficient 
momentum  to  throw  them  over  the  dam.  Most  of  the  dams  on 
our  New  England  rivers  are  over  nine  feet  high,  and  have  conse- 
quently proved  impassable  barriers  to  this  fish. 

Migratory  fish  go  in  shoals,  schools,  or  banks,  and  but  few  are 
ever  found  straggling  or  out  of  season.  With  rare  exceptions 
they  return  to  their  native  streams  after  a  brief  visit  to  deep  salt 
water.  Of  many  fish  marked  by  clipping  a  fin,  and  sent  to  sea, 
in  Scotland,  not  one  so  marked  was  caught  in  any  other  than  its 
native  stream.  One  year  old  smolts  (young  salmon),  weighing 
one  ounce  apiece,  with  the  dorsal  fin  clipped  for  identification, 
were  let  run  to  the  sea,  and  in  two  months  they  returned,  weigh- 
ing from  three  and  a  half  to  nine  and  a  half  pounds  apiece.  It 
is  believed  by  some  naturalists,  among  them  Agassiz,  that  migra- 
tory river  fish  never  go  far  away  from  their  native  river,  but 
visit  neighboring  grounds  in  deep  water,  where  they  find  abund- 
ant food  for  their  remarkably  rapid  growth.  Yet  it  is  recorded 
that  the  Scotch  Commissioners  of  Fisheries  marked  a  large  num- 
ber of  salmon,  after  they  were  hatched,  and  before  they  were  set 
adrift  in  the  Tweed,  by  placing  around  them  an  India-rubber 
belt,  numbered  and  dated.  A  few  days  after  one  of  them  was 
caught  a  hundred  miles  away  from  the  Tweed.  Probably  he 
was  a  straggler  accidently  separated  from  the  school. 

It  is  the  habit  of  these  migratory  river  fish  to  seek  the  smaller 
streams  at  the  river's  source,  where  the  water  is  pure  and  cold, 
flowing  shallow  over  a  gravelly  or  rocky  bed,  for  their  spawning 
grounds.  Here  that  aeration  of  the  water  is  complete  which  is 
so  essential  to  the  healthful  development  of  the  ova.  The  pro- 
duce of  a  river  is  said  to  be  in  proportion  to  the  extent  of  such 
breeding  grounds. 

The  salmon  spawn  at  different  seasons  in  different  rivers ;  in 
the  Connecticut  their  time  was  in  September  or  October.  They 
then,  in  pairs,  seek  a  fine  gravelly  bottom,  and  after  excavating  a 
hole  with  their  heads  and  tails,  the  female  deposits  her  ova,  the 
male  emits  his  milt,  thereby  impregnating  the  eggs,  and  then 
they  cover  them  with  gravel  and  leave  them  to  hatch.     In  about 
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150  clays  the  young  fry  make  their  appearance  with  the  yolk  sack 
attached  to  the  belly.  For  the  first  thirty  days  they  derive  their 
nourishment  from  this  yolk  sack,  at  the  end  of  which  time  it  dis- 
appears, and  there  remains  a  little  fellow  about  an  inch  in  length, 
and  of  a  game  appearance,  known  as  a  "  Parr."  He  remains  in 
his  native  waters  for  a  year  or  eighteen  months,  resembling  a 
trout  in  some  respects,  having  bright  red  spots  on  his  sides.  At 
the  end  of  this  time  he  has  increased  to  six  or  seven  inches  in 
length,  the  red  spots  have  disappeared,  bright  shining  scales  take 
their  place,  and  then  as  a  "  smolt "  he  is  prepared  to  make  his 
first  trip  to  salt  water.  At  the  expiration  of  about  ninety  days 
he  returns  to  fresh  water  again,  now  a  "  grilse,"  weighing  four 
or  five  pounds,  having  made  this  wonderful  increase  in  weight 
during  his  sojourn  in  salt  water.  In  the  Fall  he  returns  once 
more  to  the  sea,  and  the  following  spring  returns  a  salmon, 
weighing  from  nine  to  fifteen  pounds,  or  even  more.  Then,  for 
the  first  time,  the  female  is  fecund,  and  capable  of  depositing 
eggs,  though  the  male  "  grilse  "  may,  and  often  does,  pair  with 
a  full-grown  salmon. 

Wherever  a  dam  of  ordinary  height  has  been  built  across  a 
river,  these  fish  have  been  cut  off  from  their  hatching  places ; 
they  have  been  turned  back,  and  forced  to  deposit  their  ova  in 
places  less  favorable,  if  not  entirely  unsuited  to  their  safety  and 
development.  With  salmon  this  quickly  proved  fatal.  With 
shad  its  effects  have  been  less  rapid ;  owing  doubtless  to  the  fact 
•that  a  much  shorter  time  is  required  for  hatching  the  ova  of  the 
shad  than  that  of  the  salmon.  A  perceptible  change  appears  in 
shad  ova  within  twelve  hours  after  impregnation  ;  in  thirty-three 
hours  there  are  signs  of  life ;  in  forty-eight  hours  the  little  fish 
is  fully  formed ;  and  in  from  fifty-five  to  sixty  hours  he  breaks 
the  shell  and  is  hatched.  The  average  temperature  of  the  water 
•required  is  about  70°  Fahrenheit,  the  limit  being  from  64°  to 
82°.  It  is  probable,  too,  that  the  shad  is  not  so  fastidious  about 
her  spawning  beds  as  is  the  salmon.  Yet  it  is  probably  due  to 
the  inferior  spawning  beds  below  the  dams  that  they  have  fallen 
off,  not  only  in  numbers,  but  in  size.  It  now  takes  forty-two 
merchantable  shad  to  make  a  hundred  pounds,  where  form- 
erly it  required  but  twenty-five  to  thirty.  The  coincidences 
of  these  results,  with  the  times  of  the  building  of  dams, 
are  striking.  Take  the  Connecticut :  We  find  salmon  were 
plenty  until  about  1798,  when  a  dam,  sixteen  feet  high,  and  ex- 
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tending  quite  across  the  river,  was  built,  just  below  the  mouth  of 
Miller's  river,  about  one  hundred  miles  from  the  mouth  of  the 
Connecticut.  This  was  an  impassable  barrier,  and  the  spawning 
grounds  of  the  salmon  were  all  above  this  point.  What  was  the 
result  ?  The  fish  ascended  the  river  as  far  as  the  dam,  and  the 
first  year  were  taken  there  in  great  numbers,  while  vainly  trying 
to  find  a  passage  up  stream.  The  following  year  they  were  still 
plenty,  and  then  they  began  rapidly  to  decrease  in  numbers,  and 
at  the  end  of  four  years  there  were  very  few,  and  at  the  end 
of  a  dozen  years  they  had  nearly  all  disappeared,  and  have  never 
since  been  seen.  It  is  perfectly  evident  that  the  species  was  ex- 
terminated, simply  because  they  were  unable  to  reach  their 
spawning  beds,  and  thereby  find  the  necessary  conditions  for- 
their  reproduction.  This  river  was  also  closed  by  the  dam  at 
Holyoke,  in  1849.  Previous  to  this  date  the  average  catch  of 
shad  at  the  Parsonage  Pier,  near  the  mouth  of  the  river,  as  ap- 
pears by  records  from  1827  to  1848,  both  dates  inclusive,  was. 
over  ten  thousand  a  year.  As  it  takes  from  three  to  five  years, 
for  shad  to  attain  to  merchantable  size,  there  must  have  been  in,, 
or  belonging  to  the  river,  at  the  time  the  dam  closed  it,  at  least 
five  generations  of  fish — those  of  five  years  old  and  upwards,, 
and  those  of  four,  three,  two,  and  one,  Stopped  by  the  dam,  in 
their  journey  up  the  river,  they  were  turned  back,  and  many  be- 
came an  easy  prey  to  the  fisherman.  This  continued  for  five: 
years  in  succession,  from  1849  to  1853,  both  inclusive,  and  the- 
catches  during  this  period  were  unusually  large,  averaging  nearly 
twenty  thousand  annually  (19,490),  nearly  double  the  former 
average.  From  this  period  they  suddenly  fell  off  in  numbers-, 
and  from  1854  to  1869,  both  inclusive,  the  catches  have  averaged 
only  6,423  fish  per  year ;  and  they  are  constantly  decreasing  in 
number  and  size— in  the  year  1869  only  1,796  being  caught,  the 
smallest  catch  ever  known  at  that  pier.  The  present  year  (1870) 
the  pier  has  been  abandoned. 

This  change  has  not  been  confined  to  the  Parsonage  Pier.  It 
is  common  to  all  the  fisheries  on  the  river;  and  there  is  good  rea- 
son to  believe  that  not  one-sixth  as  many  shad  are  now  caught  va. 
the  whole  river  as  were  caught  twenty  years  ago. 

So  with  other  rivers.  In  the  Thames  and  the  Housatonic  the 
disappearance  of  salmon  and  decrease  of  shad  date  with  the 
building  of  their  dams.  In  Massachusetts,  similar  results  were 
noted  on  the  Merrimac.     So  in  New  Hampshire  and  Maine.     The 
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estimated  number  of  shad  caught  at  Augusta,  Maine,  in  1820, 
was  4,000.  The  year  following  the  completion  of  the  dam  across 
the  Kennebec,  at  that  place,  the  number  was  increased  to  4,500. 
From  that  time  the  fish  began  to  decrease  and  the  annual  yield 
very  soon  dwindled  down  to  only  twelve  fish  :  In  1866,  only  two 
were  caught.  It  is  estimated  that  before  the  dam  was  built  the 
whole  river  Kennebec  produced  216,000  salmon,  now  few,  if  any, 
are  caught. 

On  the  Penobscot,  the  Vezie  dam  near  Orrington  was  built  in 
1835,  completely  closing  the  river.  No  ill  effects  upon  the  quan- 
tity of  fish  appeared  until  1840.  The  average  catch  of  salmon 
at  Orrington  before  1840,  was  valued  at  $351mh>,  for  the  ten  years 
succeeding  the  annual  average  was  valued,  at  much  higher  prices, 
at  only  $21i¥o  ;  and  from  1856  to  1868  only  $12i¥o. 

Salmon,  shad  and  alewives  abounded  in  the  Passadumkeag, 
the  East  Machias,  the  Coscob,  the  Denny's,  the  St.  Croix,  and 
the  Pemaquam.  The  concurrent  testimony  from  the  fishing 
places  on  all  these  rivers  shows  that  the  date  of  the  failure  of  fish 
coincides  with  the  date  of  the  construction  of  the  dams  or  four 
or  five  years  thereafter. 

The  St.  Croix  was  unusually  productive  of  fish.  The  average 
annual  catch  at  Salmon  Falls  was  18,000  salmon ;  while  the  shad 
and  alewives  seemed  inexhaustible. 

All  the  rivers  emptying  into  the  St.  Lawrence  along  its  south- 
ern shore  have  been  depopulated  of  salmon  in  like  manner :  ex- 
cept a  few  near  the  Gaspe  basin. 

More  instances  might  be  cited ;  but  enough  have  been  given 
to  prove  that  dams  have  been  the  chief  cause  of  the  disappearance 
of  fish  from  our  rivers — especially  the  salmon. 

FISH-WAYS. 

Is  there  any  remedy  ?  Can  these  fish  be  brought  back  ?  There 
are  many  good  reasens  for  believing  that  they  can  not  only  be 
brought  back  in  greater  abundance  than  ever,  but  that  they  may 
be  introduced  into  waters  where  they  have  never  been  known. 

Migratory  fish,  such  as  salmon,  shad  and  alewives,  it  is  well 
known,  are  capable  of  stemming  strong  currents  and  surmount- 
ing obstacles  of  considerable  height :  shooting  with  great 
velocity  up  inclined  planes  through  very  shallow  water,  guided 
to  their  natural  spawning  grounds  by  an  instinct  that  never  fails 
them.     In  view  of  this  habit  fish-ways  have  been  devised  where- 
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by  a  small  portion  of  the  water  is  prevented  from  falling  over 
the  dam  and  turned  into  an  easily  descending  artificial  channel, 
through  which  the  fish  can  readily  pass  from  the  foot  of  the  dam 
to  the  waters  above.  These  fish-ways  have  been  variously  con- 
structed and  changes  are  being  made  as  experience  teaches  their 
necessity.  In  the  main  they  have  succeeded  beyond  expectation. 
They  are  known  as  "  salmon  ladders  "  in  England,  Scotland  and 
Ireland.  On  the  river  Galway  which  has  only  about  one-ninth 
the  extent  of  spawning  ground  that  the  Kennebec  has,  it  is  said 
that  forty  thousand  salmon  pass  through  a  fish-way,  the  top 
opening  of  which  is  only  two  feet  wide.  The  annual  yield  of  this 
river  is  over  twenty  thousand  salmon.  Seventeen  years  ago  the 
annual  yield  was  only  1603.  By  intelligent  cultivation  this 
wonderful  result  has  been  reached. 

There  is  another  fish-way  at  Lough  Mask  one  thousand  feet 
long,  over  dry  land,  conducting  the  fish  to  the  bottom  of  a  ladder 
thirteen  feet  high,  and  many  salmon  have  been  known  to  pass 
through  it. 

At  Ballisodare,  Ireland,  is  a  small  river  originally  destitute  of 
salmon,  with  three  perpendicular  falls  in  succession,  making  in 
the  aggregate  seventy  feet  to  be  overcome  in  the  ascent.  Fish- 
ways  were  erected,  salmon  introduced  and  after  eleven  years 
careful  culture  and  protection  ten  thousand  salmon  a  year  are 
taken.  The  business  seems  to  be  well  understood  in  Great 
Britain :  the  salmon  fisheries  of  Ireland  are  supposed  to  yield  an 
annual  profit  of  $1,700,000  in  gold.  The  Scottish  $2,500,000  in 
gold. 

The  Tay,  only  about  one  third  the  size  of  the  Kennebec  affords 
a  rental  to  its  fish  proprietors  of  £15,000. 

Coming  nearer  home.  During  the  last  few  years  Fish-ways 
have  received  a  large  share  of  attention  both  here  and  in  the 
British  Provinces,  many  have  been  built  on  our  rivers.  But 
sufficient  time  has  not  yet  elapsed  to  show  such  brilliant  results 
as  we  have  just  alluded  to.  Still  the  results  so  far  as  developed 
are  all  that  could  be  expected  or  desired.  In  Canada  the  fish- 
ways  are  reported  as  "swarming  with  young  salmon  fry." 
Through  those  at  East  Machias  the  salmon,  shad  and  alewives 
may  be  seen  passing  during  the  season  of  migration.  At  Coscob 
River  where  the  dams  had  completely  destroyed  the  salmon  and 
alewives,  a  fish-way  was  built  in  1861,  and  thirty-one  alewives 
placed  near  the  spawning  grounds.     Very  few  appeared  before 
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1865,  when  they  began  to  increase,  and  from  that  time  they  are 
seen  during  their  season  of  running,  "  crowding  the  fish-ways  all 
day."     A  similar  result  has  been  produced  at  Denny's  river. 

At  Lowell,  Massachusetts,  "  fish-ways  are  an  entire  success." 
Great  shoals  of  young  shad  were  seen  above  the  fish-way  on 
their  journey  down. 

At  Lawrence,  alewives  in  large  numbers  and  some  shad  were 
seen  on  their  way  up  and  they  doubtless  surmounted  the  dam. 

At  East  Medford,  a  small  trough  was  put  over  the  Mystic 
Water  Power's  dam  as  an  experiment.  It  was  only  a  foot  wide 
and  eight  inches  deep — arranged  with  little  cross  bulk  heads  on 
Foster's  plan.  One  end  was  secured  on  the  crest  of  the  dam  and 
the  other  fixed  in  the  water  at  its  foot.  While  the  carpenter 
stooped  to  arrange  the  trough  the  alewives  rushed  up  in  hundreds 
between  his  legs — seemingly  delighted  with  the  opposing  current. 

Fish-ways  were  built  last  year  on  Ipswich  Run,  and  alewives 
are  reported  as  this  year  running  up  as  far  as  Middletown. 

These  facts  demonstrate  that  fish- ways  are  practicable  over  the 
highest  falls  ;  and  wherever  they  have  been  properly  built  have 
proved  successful.  It  has  also  been  found  that  the  loss  of  water 
through  them  is  but  trifling.  Little  or  no  complaint  on  this 
account  has  been  heard  from  the  owners  of  the  dams.  Probably 
the  loss  of  water  does  not  average  by  all  the  dams  of  New  Eng- 
land as  much  as  one  half  of  one  per  cent.  The  Galway  fisheries, 
already  alluded  to,  do  not  consume  tbu  part  of  the  water.  It  is 
not  necessary  to  keep  the  ways  open  throughout  the  year.  They 
can  be  built  with  a  cut  off  or  gate  and  be  closed  at  all  times 
when  fish  are  not  running.  And  while  they  are  running,  as  they 
surmount  the  dam  mostly  in  the  evening  or  early  morning,  they 
may  be  closed  portions  of  the  day  and  even  at  intervals  during 
the  week. 

It  reflects  great  credit  upon  the  people  of  Massachusetts,  par- 
ticularly upon  the  manufacturers  who  have  evinced  so  much 
alacrity  in  building  at  their  own  expense  fish-ways  over  their 
dams  and  in  otherwise  cooperating  with  their  able  and  efficient 
Commissioners  in  promoting  their  successful  operation.  This 
commendatory  remark  we  believe  admits  of  but  one  exception — 
and  that  unfortunately  is  one  which  most  seriously  affects  the 
fishing  interest  of  our  own  state  as  well  as  that  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. But  the  last  report  of  the  Massachusetts  Commissioners 
made  January  1,  1870,  encourages  the  belief  that  the  disputes 
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which  had  so  long  delayed  the  building  of  fish- ways  over  Holyoke 
dam  were  in  a  fair  way  of  settlement.  "  The  last  Legislature," 
(we  quote  from  the  first  page  of  the  Report)  "  at  the  suggestion 
of  both  the  Holyoke  Water  Power  Company  and  the  Commis- 
sioners, passed  a  bill  by  which  the  case  could  be  promptly  placed 
before  the  Supreme  Court  to  decide  whether  the  State  or  the  Com- 
pany ought  to  pay  for  the  fish-ways.  Meantime  the  Company's 
engineer  has  begun  the  structure  in  connection  with  the  general 
repairs  of  the  dam,  and  it  is  now  so  far  advanced  that  it  may  be , 
readily  finished  in  a  short  time." 

In  view  of  the  necessary  delay  in  the  completion  of  the  work 
your  Commissioners  deem  it  unwise  to  waste  any  more  valuable 
time  waiting  for  this  improvement ;  and  they  have  concluded  to 
begin  at  once  to  make  their  first  efforts  for  the  introduction  of 
salmon,  not  into  the  Connecticut  as  at  first  contemplated,  but  in 
some  other  stream  which  presents  the  conditions  most  favorable 
to  the  enterprise.  Upon  a  careful  survey  of  several  rivers  and 
after  consultation  with  parties  experienced  in  the  subject,  your 
Commissioners  have  reached  the  conclusion  that  the  Quinnebaug 
or  the  Farmington  fulfils  all  such  conditions.  In  years  past  these 
rivers  were  celebrated  for  their  abundance  of  salmon.  Their 
tributaries  afford  ample  grounds  of  superior  character  for  spawn- 
ing and  hatching :  while  the  dams  upon  both  are  of  such  a 
character  that  the  expense  of  fish-ways  will  be  comparatively 
trifling. 

Building  adequate  fish- ways,  however,  does  not  constitute  all 
the  work  necessary  to  success.  There  is  much  more  to  be  done. 
Certain  notorious  abuses  are  to  be  combated  with  a  firm  and 
heavy  hand.  In  addition  to  laws  already  passed  others  will  be 
required  to  enable  your  Commissioners  to  prosecute  their  labors 
to  successful  results  :  particularly  for  the  regulation  of  the  fishing 
on  the  river  until  the  young  fry  come  to  maturity. 

Believing  that  the  artificial  hatching  of  shad  three  years  since 
at  Holyoke,  under  the  supervision  of  former  Commissioners  is 
already  producing  visible  and  encouraging  results,  your  Commis- 
sioners are  now  endeavoring  to  make  a  contract  with  one  who 
has  had  experience  in  the  business,  to  repeat  the  operation  dur- 
ing the  coming  season.  For  this  purpose,  and  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  salmon  fry,  as  herein  proposed,  a  further  appropriation 
will  be  required. 
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POUNDS. 


Fishing  with  set  nets  and  poimds  must  be  greatly  restricted  if 
not  entirely  forbidden.  The  pounds  especially  are  rapidly  finish- 
ing the  destruction  of  the  fish  begun  by  the  dams. 

They  extend  from  the  mouth  of  the  Connecticut  River  west- 
ward for  a  space  of  about  ten  miles.  When  we  consider  the 
construction  of  these  pounds,  their  arrangement  along  the  shore, 
and  their  number,  it  would  seen  wonderful  that  any  shad  succeed 
in  finding  their  way  into  the  river  at  all.  Each  pound  consists 
of  a  leader  extending  from  the  shore  a  distance  varying  from  a 
quarter  to  a  full  mile,  made  of  poles  sunken  in  the  mud  at  equal 
distances  apart,  upon  which  is  stretched  a  net  forming  a  con- 
tinuous barrier,  whereby  the  fish  are  guided  into  what  is  called 
the  heart,  which  is  a  circular  enclosure  formed  around  the  outer 
end  of  the  leader,  and  is  constructed  of  similar  material,  openings 
being  left  on  each  side  of  the  latter  about  fifteen  feet  wide,  the 
ends  curving  inwards.  On  the  opposite  side  to  this  entrance  is 
an  opening  into  the  purse  or  bowl,  which  is  simply  a  lai-ge  net 
bag  suspended  in  the  water.  In  this  the  fish  collect,  and  are 
taken  out  at  certain  states  of  the  tide.  It  is  well  known  that  the 
fish  approach  the  mouth  of  the  river  from  the  west,  keeping  along 
the  shore  of  the  Sound.  Meeting  these  barriers  on  their  way, 
they  are  of  necessity  guided  into  the  pounds,  whence  one  rarely 
or  never  escapes.  A  law  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  this 
State  in  1868  requiring  the  owners  of  these  pounds  to  keep  them 
open  so  as  to  exclude  the  fish  from  sundown  on  Saturday  night 
until  sunrise  on  Monday  morning.  The  commissioners  of  last 
year,  in  order  to  effect  this,  directed  that  twenty-five  feet  of  the 
leader  nearest  the  heart  be  taken  up  and  retained  in  that  posi- 
tion. We  are  informed  that  these  instructions  were  faithfully 
complied  with  in  most  cases,  and  well  they  might  have  been,  for 
it  seems  to  have  made  little  or  no  difference  in  the  number  of  fish 
taken.  The  number  of  shad  on  Monday  morning  in  the  "bowl" 
was  found  to  be  about  the  same  as  usual,  though  one  of  the  gen- 
tlemen thought  the  number  was  about  one-tenth  less  than  on 
other  mornings.  Your  Commissioners  appointed  a  meeting  at 
Saybrook,  in  February,  to  discuss  with  the  owners  of  the  pounds 
and  others  whether  any  other  practicable  plan  could  be  devised 
to  more  effectually  prevent  the  taking  of  fish  during  the  thirty- 
six  hours  of  "  close  time."     It  was  the  unanimous  opinion  of  all 
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the  fishermen  that  no  other  practicable  plan  conld  be  found, 
which  convinced  your  Commissioners  that  the  law  passed  in  1868 
abolishing  these  pounds  after  the  year  1871  is.  an  exceedingly 
judicious  one,  and  probably  the  only  means  to  prevent  the  gra- 
dual extermination  of  the  shad. 

Spearing,  too,  must  be  abandoned,  and  all  other  modes  of  fish- 
ing that  are  exhaustive.  Manufacturers  on  streams  must  be 
prevented  from  rendering  them  impm-e.  Lime  from  bleacheries, 
waste  and  refuse  from  gas  works,  paper  mills  and  dye  houses, 
sewage-water  and  sawdust,  should  be  kept  out  as  much  as  possi- 
ble. It  is,  doubtless,  true  that  these  are  not  so  injurious  as  has 
been  supposed — owing  to  the  fact  that  running  water  rapidly 
works  itself  pure  ;  yet  these  materials  disturb  if  they  do  not 
harm  the  fish,  particularly  small  fry.  Saw  mills  and  tanneries 
fortunately  are  becoming  every  year  less  numerous  on  our  rivers, 
and  little  harm  may  be  anticipated  from  them  in  future.  Shad 
are  not  so  fastidious  about  impure  or  muddy  streams  as  the 
salmon  ;  yet  shad  seek  the  purer  water  if  they  can  find  it.  This 
was  strikingly  shown  at  Biddeford,  Me.  The  gas  house  at  this 
place  pollutes  the  water.  Flood  tide  crowds  the  impure  water 
to  the  east  side  and  ebb  tide  drives  it  back  to  the  west  side.  At 
the  flood  tide  nets  on  the  west  catch  all  the  fish  ;  while  at  the 
ebb  tide  the  nets  on  the  east  side  catch  them ;  showing  that  the 
shad  prefer  the  pure  current. 

The  notion  that  steamboats  frighten  away  the  fish  seems  to  be 
without  foundation. 

PISCICULTURE. 

Furthermore,  the  rights,  of  private  persons  engaged  in  fish  cul- 
ture must  be  more  fully  protected.  Both  law  and  custom  are  at 
fault  in  this  respect.  The  idea  prevails  to  a  considerable  extent, 
especially  among  fishermen  and  sportsmen,  that  all  laws  in  re- 
straint of  fishing  are  unrighteous  and  oppressive,  and  are  "  more 
honored  in  the  breach  than  in  the  observance."  This  works  great 
mischief  and  prevents  many  who  have  ponds  and  streams  from 
stocking  them.  They  stand  ready  to  invest  large  sums  to  this 
end  provided  the  just  fruits  of  their  labor  and  expense  will  be 
secured  to  them  by  law.  So  long  as  poachers  are  free  to  go  and 
come  when  and  where  their  love  of  sport  or  gain  leads  them,  few 
if  any  private  attempts  at  restocking  our  now  vacant  waters  will 
be  made.  But  let  it  be  generally  known  that  fish  can  be  raised 
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as  easily  as  chickens  or  sheep,  and  that  whoever  raises  them  shall 
have  an  exclusive  right  to  them,  all  the  ponds  and  smaller  streams 
of  the  State,  now  of  little  or  no  value,  will  be  eagerly  sought 
after  and  soon  be  teeming  with  fish — productive  and  profitable 
beyond  measure.  While  our  principal  rivers  restored  at  public 
expense  will  produce  more  salmon  and  shad  than  ever  before. 

It  may  seem  visionary  to  say  more  than  ever  before.  The 
facts,  however,  justify  such  an  expectation.  Let  us  look  at  them 
a  moment. 

A  ten-pound  salmon  yields  about  ten  thousand  eggs;  a  five- 
pound  shad  yields  about  fifty  thousand  eggs.  From  the  time 
they  are  deposited  on  their  natural  spawning  grounds  until  they 
reach  maturity  they  are  beset  with  a  thousand  dangers.  Many 
of  them  are  not  fecundated ;  many  are  dropped  into  places  fatal 
to  their  development ;  many  are  buried  by  the  drifting  sand ; 
many  are  eaten  by  fish,  even  by  the  parents  themselves,  by 
snakes,  frogs,  and  eels  ;  many  are  washed  away  by  sudden  fresh- 
ets. The  few  that  escape,  when  hatched,  are  still  exposed  to  the 
same  or  kindred  dangers  ;  and  the  result  is  that  of  the  ova. de- 
posited upon  the  natural  spawning  bed,  it  is  estimated  that  not 
one  shad  in  a  million,  not  one  salmon  in  five  thousand  becomes 
a  merchantable  fish.  Now  a  large  proportion  of  the  dangers  that 
thus  beset  the  ova,  and  afterward  the  young  fry,  are  avoided  by 
artificial  hatching.  With  skilful  fish  culturists,  out  of  every  hun- 
dred eggs  expressed  from  the  shad  and  fecundated  artificially, 
ninety-nine  are  hatched.  So  with  salmon,  trout,  and  alewives — 
though  in  less  proportion.  Again,  after  they  are  hatched,  pro- 
tection can  be  continued  by  keeping  them  in  suitable  pools  and 
feeding  them  until  they  have  reached  such  a  growth  as  puts  them 
beyond  the  reach  of  most  of  these  dangers,  when  they  can  be  set 
free  with  a  fair  chance  of  getting  out  of  -the  river  and  reaching 
the  feeding  grounds  in  safety. 

This  is  not  a  new  art.  It  has  long  been  known  and  practised 
in  Europe.  Its  introduction  into  this  country  is  of  comparatively 
recent  date.  But  it  has  been  greatly  improved  and  extended  by 
several  American  fish-culturists.  The  fundamental  fact  upon 
which  the  art  rests,  is  that  the  eggs  of  most  fish  are  fecundated 
by  the  male  after  they  have  been  extruded  from  the  female.  The 
parent  fish  of  both  sexes  go  to  the  spawning  grounds  together; 
the  female  drops  her  eggs  and  immediately  the  male  emits  the 
milt,  which  rapidly  becomes  diffused  through   the  water,    and 
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fecundates  such  of  the  eggs  as  it  chances  to  reach — probably- 
only  a  small  proportion  of  the  whole.  The  fish  culturist  im- 
proves upon  this  by  seizing  the  ripe  female  and  by  gentle  pres- 
sure expressing  the  ova  into  a  vessel  of  water,  and  immediately 
expressing  the  milt  thereon  in  such  abundance  that  no  egg  can 
escape  impregnation.  They  are  then  placed  in  suitable  hatching 
houses,  in  water  of  the  proper  temperature,  and  with  sufficient 
current  to  constantly  change  the  water,  are  allowed  to  remain 
either  upon  clean  gravel,  prepared  tile,  or,  best  of  all,  in  the 
Coste  hatching  box,  the'bottom  of  which  consists  of  glass  tubes. 
They  are  carefully  watched,  and  the  dead  ova  and  all  impurities 
removed  as  soon  as  noticed.  The  eggs  of  the  salmon  and  trout, 
in  their  natural  streams,  hatch  in  from  ninety  to  one  hundred 
and  fifty  days,  but  in  artificial  breeding  it  is  found  that  the 
period  of  incubation  varies  with  the  temperature  of  the  water. 
At  Dr.  Slack's  establishment,  where  the  temperature  of  the  water 
is  50°  Fahrenheit,  the  trout  hatch  in  about  forty  days.  At  Seth 
Green's,  where  the  temperature  is  from  40°  to  46°  Fahrenheit, 
about  sixty  days  is  reqiiired,  and  at  the  Rev.  Wm,  Clift's,  32° 
Fahrenheit,  one  hundred  days,  or  more,  is  the  usual  period. 
After  the  fish  are  hatched,  they  require  no  food  for  the  first 
thirty  days,  as  they  derive  their  sustenance  from  the  yolk  sack. 
At  the  expiration  of  that  time,  the  yolk  sack  becoming  absorbed, 
it  is  necessary  to  begin  to  feed  them,  and  this  is  the  most  diffi- 
cult and  dangerous  part  of  the  whole  process,  as  they;  are  then 
very  delicate  and  tender.  The  food  commonly  used  is  beef's 
liver  or  heart,  chopped  exceedingly  fine,  so  as  to  be  nearly  of  the 
consistence  of  thick  blood,  and  fed  drop  by  drop,  taking  care  to 
furnish  no  more  at  one  time  than  the  fish  will  eat.  Some  writers 
recommend  curds,  and  seem  to  be  successful  with  them,  but  Dr. 
Slack,  of  the  Troutdale  Ponds,  says  that  this  food  produces  fatty 
degeneration  of  the  liver,  as  he  has  frequently  proved  by  a  post 
mortem  examination  with  the  microscope.  As  the  fish  grow  in 
size  and  age,  they  become  more  hardy,  and  readily  take  good 
sized  pieces  of  heart  or  lights. 

This  artificial  expression  and  fecundation  of  the  ova  is  of  com- 
paratively moderate  origin.  The  ancients  knew  nothing  of  it, 
although  they  brought  the  cultivation  of  fish  to  a  high  degree 
of  perfection.  Neither  does  it  seem  to  have  been  known  to  the 
Chinese,  who  have  been  long  accustomed  to  gather  the  ova  from 
the  spawning  grounds  and  hatch  them  artificially.     The  English 
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monks,  too,  during  the  middle  ages,  were  skilful  in  the  manage- 
ment and  culture  of  carp  and  tench  in  preserves,  yet  they  knew 
nothing  of  artificial  fecundation.  It  is  believed  that  the  honor 
of  its  discovery  belongs  to  Jacobi,  a  German,  who,  after  thirty 
years'  experiments  with  salmon  and  trout,  published  the  results 
of  his  labors  in  Paris  and  Berlin  about  the  year  1763.  From 
that  time  to  the  present  his  experiments  have  been  repeated  with 
success.  In  1768,  five  years  afterwards,  the  celebrated  Italian 
naturalist,  Spallanzani,  made  a  variety  of  experiments  in  his  re- 
searches into  the  phenomena  of  generation,  and  thereby  proved 
the  preexistence  of  germs  to  fecundation.  John  Shaw  was  a  suc- 
cessful experimenter  in  this  direction,  and  as  early  as  -1837  hatched 
many  salmon,  and  put  them  into  the  river  Nith,  in  Scotland. 
Joseph  Remy,  a  fisherman  of  La  Bresse,  and  Antoine  Gehan,  in 
entire  ignorance  of  what  had  thus  been  accomplished,- after  vari- 
ous experiments,  attained  to  remarkable  success.  In  1851  the  at- 
tention of  the  Academy  of  Science,  in  France,  having  been  drawn 
to  their  labors  and  successes,  the  French  government,  in  pursu- 
ance of  a  report  made  by  M.  M.  Coste  and  Milne  Edwards, 
caused  an  extensive  establishment  to  be  started  at  Huningue, 
which  produced  within  two  years  600,000  artificially  hatched  sal- 
mon and  trout,  which  were  put  into  the  river  Rhone.  Similar 
experiments  were  made  in  the  lake,  and  river  of  the  Bois  de 
Boulogne,  in  1855,  by  M.  Coste,  with  similar  results.  And  now 
the  art  has  become  so  extended,  that  it  is  a  recognized  branch  of 
industry  in  France,  England,  Scotland,  Ireland,  Germany,  Switz- 
erland, Sweden  and  Norway,  and  even  in  Australia. 

The  ova  of  salmon  and  sea  trout,  packed  in  ice,  have  been  car- 
ried to  the  last  named  country  several  times  since  1863  from 
Scotland,  France,  and  other  places,  proving  that  they  will  bear 
long  journeys  of  three  or  four  months,  if  kept  moist,  and  at  a 
temperature  a  little  above  zero.  They  hatched  in  due  time  after 
their  arrival,  and  were  finally  let  into  the  rivers  Plenty  and 
Derwent,  in  a  healthy  and  vigorous  condition.  The  trout  mul- 
tiplied wonderfully.  The  salmon  have  also  done  well.  They 
have  been  seen  every  year  since  their  introduction,  and  are  con- 
stantly increasing.  ■  During  the  spring  of  1869  they  rushed  up 
the  Derwent  in  great  numbers — many  of  them  very  large  fish ; 
and  although  none  were  caught,  owing  to  the  strong  currents  of 
the  river,  the  bed  of  which  is  filled  with  rocks  and  sunken  tim- 
ber, they  were  seen  by  hundreds  of  people  at  different  points  on 
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the  river ;  and  no  one  now  doubts  the  complete  success  of  this 
novel  enterprise. 

In  our  own  country  it  is  estimated  that  there  are  from  forty  to 
fifty  persons  engaged  in  fish  culture.  Nearer  home,  we  have 
only  to  visit  the  famous  pisciculture  establishments  of  Seth 
Green,  near  Rochester,  New  York,  or  Dr.  J.  H.  Slack's,  near 
Bloomsbury,  New  Jersey,  or  Mr.  Tisdale,  at  East  Wareham, 
Massachusetts,  or  even  in  our  own  State,  the  establishment  of 
Rev.  Wm.  Clift,  near  Mystic  Bridge,  to  convince  ourselves  that 
the  artificial  propagation  of  fish  is  practicable  and  profitable. 

Seth  Green,  of  New  York,  has  been  for  many  years  a  most  suc- 
cessful trout  and  shad  breeder.  His  experiments  with  shad  in 
the  Connecticut  are  well  known,  the  full  particulars  of  which  are 
given  in  the  Fish  Commissioners  report  of  1868.  With  but  little 
previous  experience  with  shad,  his  first  experiment  resulted  in 
hatching  only  about  two  per  cent.;  his  second,  with  improved  ar- 
rangements, yielded  about  seventy  per  cent. ;  the  third,  with  still 
better  conditions,  produced  ninety-nine  per  cent.  By  repeating 
the  last  experiment  he  succeeded  in  the  course  of  three  weeks  in 
hatching  out  about  forty  millions  of  young  shad,  which  he  let  go 
into  the  river,  all  taking  at  once  to  deep  water.  Mr.  Green  was 
of  the  opinion  that  this  seemingly  great  number  would  be  so  re- 
duced, owing  to  the  dangers  that  beset  the  young  fry  before 
reaching  a  merchantable  size,  that  they  would  cause  little  or  no 
perceptible  addition  to  the  stock  already  in  the  river.  But  in  this 
he  was  mistaken.  More  young  shad  were  seen  the  following  year 
at  various  places  on  the  river  than  had  been  seen  for  many  years 
before ;  and  the  same  gratifying  fact  has  been  noted  every  year 
since. 

In  1867-8,  at  North  Andover,  Mr.  A.  C.  Hardy,  succeeded  in 
hatching  a  large  number  of  shad  which  were  let  go  in  the  Merri- 
mac.  The  following  year  "  an  extraordinary  number  of  young 
shad  "  were  reported  as  seen  going  down  the  river.' 

In  the  winter  of  1867-8,  Dr.  Livingston  Stone,  of  Charlestown, 
N.  H.,  under  the  patronage  of  the  Commissioners  of  New  Hamp- 
shire and  Massachusetts  procured  and  hatched  over  twenty 
thousand  salmon  eggs.  In  the  spring  of  1869,  they  were  placed 
in  the  rivers  in  a  healthy  and  vigorous  condition  to  make  their 
way  to  the  sea. 

In  the  summer  of  1869,  Mr.  Stone  obtained  under  great  diffi- 
culties one  hundred  thousand  salmon  ova  from  the  Miramichi 
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River  in  Canada,  and  shipped  them  to  the  hatching  houses  of 
Robins  and  Hoyt  in  Meredith,  N.  H.,  to  he  hatched  for  the  benefit 
of  Massachusetts  and  New  Hampshire.  It  turned  out  tha$  only 
46,000  of  them  were  impregnated.  These  all  hatched.  A  num- 
ber died  before  the  absorption  of  the  yolk  sack.  The  rest  con- 
tinued to  do  well  until  about  the  middle  of  June,  when  very 
many  of  them  began  to  waste  away  and  die.  A  sudden  freshet, 
in  October,  swept  away  others.  So  that  in  the  end  there  were 
left  only  about  fifteen  thousand  fish  for  stocking  purposes. 
These  were  turned  into  the  rivers.  New  Hampshire  placed  her 
share  into  the  upper  waters  of  the  Pemigewasset.  Massachusetts 
turned  hers  into  the  Merrimac  and'  other  streams. 

As  compared  with  the  estimated  results  of  natural  breeding 
given  by  writers  upon  the  subject,  Robins  and  Hoyt's  success  was 
remarkable. 

Again  :  Seventy-six  hundred  salmon  eggs  were  sent  by  Mr. 
Stone  to  the  State  hatching  house  belonging  to  Massachusetts, 
and  they  were  put  into  improved  boxes.  More  than  half  of  them, 
not  being  impregnated,  failed  to  hatch.  At  the  same  house  were 
received  5,-L00  eggs  of  the  land-locked  salmon,  only  1,800  of  these 
were  impregnated  and  hatched.  These  two  lots  of  fish  after  they 
had  been  hatched  a  short  time  became  accidentally  mixed  together 
and  were  so  much  alike  that  they  could  not  easily  be  separated. 
There  were  5,120  together,  of  these  420  were  lost ;  the  rest 
reached  the  age  of  nine  months  and  at  last  advices  they  were 
doing  well.  We  have  not  learned  what  disposition,  if  any,  has 
been  made  of  them. 

Messrs.  Dexter,  Coolidge  and  Bacon,  at  West  Barnstable, 
Mass.,  hatched  out  about  1,700  salmon,  losing  in  the  process- 
only  four  per  cent  of  the  whole.  They  grew  very  fast,  owing 
to  the  favorable  conditions  of  the  water  and  food. 

Mr.  Brackett  one  of  the  Commissioners  of  Massachusetts,  has 
also  had  excellent  success  in  hatching  a  like  number  of  salmon. 
All  have  done  well — made  fair  growth  and  are  remarkable  healthy. 

Not  only  brooks,  rivers  and  large  lakes  may  be  made  to  yield 
rich  returns,  but  ponds  hitherto  stagnant  and  useless  may  be 
made  to  teem  with  fish  ;  requiring  but  little  or  no  attention,  when 
once  started,  to  make  them  inexhaustible. 

In  the  valley  of  the  Saone  et  Loire  there  are  from  fifteen  hun- 
dred to  two  thousand  small  lakes  or  ponds — shallow  and  marshy. 
They  vary  in  size  from  mere  pools  to  one  hundred  acre  ponds. 
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These  are  alternately  drained  and  flooded.  Three  years  they  are 
cultivated  for  farm  crops,  and  then  three  years  for  fish.  It  is 
doubtful  which  pays  the  best.  Perch,  carp  and  eels  are  raised  in 
great  quantities.  Carp  and  eels  fatten  rapidly.  Some  of  the 
ponds  yield  from  5,000  to  8,000  fish.  The  deposits  from  the 
water  are  found  to  greatly  fertilize  the  land. 

In  England,  notwithstanding  the  perfection  and  profit  of  land 
cultivation,  it  has  been  found  on  careful  experiment  that  an  acre 
of  pond  is  quite  as  profitable  as  an  acre  of  well  tilled  land. 

The  extent  to  which  the  cultivation  of  fish  may  be  carried 
seems  to  be  without  limit.  In  Sweden  experiments  were  made 
with  mullets,  breams  and  perch.  Every  female  mullet  produced 
on  an  average  40,000  young,  every  bream  over  62,000  and  every 
perch  64,000  !  The  fecundity  of  fish  is  enormous.  The"  Chinese 
have  for  centuries  been  accustomed  to  gather  the  ova  from  their 
natural  beds  and  by  intelligent  management  have  been  enabled 
to  obtain  immense  crops  of  fish  ;  and  this  too  without  impairing 
the  supply.  The  population  of  the  Chinese  Empire  comprises 
about  one  third  the  human  race.  They  average  about  one  hun- 
dred persons  to  the  square  mile — being  about  as  thickly  settled 
as  this  State.  More  than  one  tenth  of  the  people  subsist  upon 
fish  alone.  The  coasts  and  rivers  are  covered  with  fishermen 
who,  besides  nets  and  hooks  and  traps,  train  comorants  in  great 
numbers  to  catch  the  fish  which  they  bring  to  their  master  who 
sits  in  his  boat  watching  at  the  same  time  a  dozen  others  at  work 
for  him  in  the  same  way. 

From  these  authentic  facts,  gleaned  from  various  sources,  we 
feel  warranted  in  the  belief  that  as  great  a  success  awaits  the 
efforts  of  fish  culturists  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  as  has  at- 
tended those  upon  the  other  side.  Certainly  there  is  sufficient 
encouragement  in  what  has  been  done  to  continue  in  the  work  un- 
til it  is  demonstrated  to  be  fruitless.  The  great  importance  of  fish 
as  an  article  of  food  is  universally  acknowledged.  Their  extermi- 
nation would  be  a  calamity  which  should  be  averted  at  almost  any 
cost.  The  rapid  increase  of  population  in  our  country  necessi- 
tates the  enlargement  of  resources  for  food.  In  no  way,  prob- 
ably, can  this  be  done  more  cheaply  and  readily  than  in  the*  cul- 
ture of  our  fresh  water  fish.  Few  branches  of  industry  present 
so  many  inducements,  in  the  shape  of  large  profits  and  quick  re- 
turns, as  this.  Our  farmers  should  be  made  to  believe  that  their 
waters  are  as  susceptible  of  cultivation  as  their  lands,  and  with 
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far  less  trouble  and  exj>ense.  Too  little  attention  has  heretofore 
been  paid  to  this  subject.  JSTo  pains  have  been  spared  to  perfect 
soils,  to  secure  the  best  fertilizers  and  the  best  seed.  Associa- 
tions for  the  promotion  of  agriculture  are  found  in  every  county, 
but  the  ponds  and  streams  have  been  neglected,  and  the  abund- 
ant harvests  they  might  afford  have  been  overlooked.  We  have 
the  word  of  one  of  the  most  successful  fish  culturists,  that  every 
acre  of  water  is  worth  two  acres  of  land,  and  if  a  tithe  of  the 
expense  and  labor  were  bestowed  upon  the  former  that  are  annu- 
ally expended  upon  the  latter,  fish  would  be  so  abundant  that 
they  could  be  had  in  the  market  at  merely  a  nominal  price. 

Your  Commissioners  feel  constrained,  before  closing  their  re- 
port, to  call  particular  attention  to  the  law  limiting  their  tenure 
of  office  to  one  year.  It  is  obvious,  upon  a  moment's  considera- 
tion, that  the  proper  discharge  of  their  duties  requires  considera- 
ble knowledge  and  experience,  which  can  only  be  obtained  by 
long  study  and  observation. 

Since  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  1867,  the  Commissioners  have 
been  changed  every  year,  to  the  great  detriment  of  the  public 
service.  Scarcely  had  they  become  qualified  for  the  intelligent 
performance  of  their  duties,  before  they  were  replaced  by  others. 

To  remedy  this,  your  Commissioners  recommend  such  changes 
jn  the  law  as  will  obviate  the  difficulty. 

They  feel  less  delicacy  in  alluding  to  this  subject,  from  the  fact 
that  former  Commissioners  have  made  a  similar  recommendation 
in  their  reports.  The  Commissioners  of  other  States  are  ap- 
pointed for  periods  of  from  three  to  five  years.

CHAPTER  CXI. 


An  Act  in   addition   to    "An   Act  for  Encouraging   and   Regulating 

Fisheries." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  General  As- 
sembly convened;: 

Sec.  1.  No  person  shall  take  from  the  Connecticut  river  any  shad,  at 
any  other  time  than  between  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  and  the  fifteenth 
day  of  June  in  each  year ;  and  no  person  sh  all  set  or  draw  any  net  or 
seine  for  the  purpose  of  taking  fish  in  said  river,  at  any  other  time  than 
between  the  rising  of  the  sun  on  Monday  morning  and  the  setting  of  the 
sun  on  Saturday  evening  of  each  week  ;  and  every  person  who  shall  at 
any  other  time,  take  any  shad,  or  set  or  draw  any  net  or  seine,  in  said 
river,  or  aid  or  assist  therein,  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars to  the  treasury  of  the  State  ;  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  section 
shall  apply  to  taking  of  fish  by  order  of  the  commissioners  for  the  pur- 
pose of  artificial  or  natural  propagation  of  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  take  from  the  Connecticut  river,  any  salmon, 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  March,  A.D.  1872,  and  any  person  so  taking 
salmon,  shall  pay  to  the  treasury  of  the  county  where  such  offense  is 
committed,  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  fish  so  taken. 

Sec.  3.  All  complaints  for  violation  of  this  act,  and  of  the  act  to 
which  this  act  is  an  addition,  may  be  made  to  the  superior  court  by  the 
state's  attorneys  of  the  several  counties  where  the  offenses  are  committed, 
and  where  the  nuisances  exist ;  and  whenever  the  superior  court  is  not 
in  session,  such  state's  attorneys  may  make  complaint  to  a  justice  of  the 
peace  in  any  town  adjoining  the  water  at  the  place  where  such  offense  is 
committed,  and  such  attorney  shall  receive  the  same  fees  for  services  as 
for  trials  in  superior  court,  which  fees  shall  be  taxed  as  part  of  the  costs 
of  prosecution. 

Sec.  4.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act  and.  of  all  the  acts  regulating 
and  relating  to  fisheries,  the  rivers,  streams,  coves,  inlets  and  bays  and 
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sounds,  and  all  parts  thereof,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  state,  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  entirely  in  either  county  and  in  either  town  adjoining 
said  waters,  at  a  place  where  any  violation  of  this  act  is  committed,  and 
the  state's  attorneys,  sheriffs  and  deputy  sheriffs  of  said  counties,  .respec- 
tively, and  the  constables  and  justices  of  the  peace  of  said  towns,  respec- 
tively, shall  act  in  relation  thereto,  in  the  same  manner  as  though  said 
river  was  entirely  in  the  county  to  which  said  sheriffs,  deputy  sheriffs 
and  state's  attorneys  belong,  or  in  the  town  to  which  said  justices  of  the 
peace  or  constables  belong. 

Sec.  5.  The  governor  shall  appoint  three  commissioners,  who  shall 
hold  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed,  and 
wliose  duties  shall  be  to  make  complaints  of  all  violations  of  the  acts 
relating  to  fisheries,  to  the  proper  informing  officer,  to  consider  the  sub- 
ject of  the  introduction,  protection  and  culture  of  fish  in  our  waters,  to 
cooperate  with  fish  commissioners  of  other  states,  and  to  make  report  of 
such  facts  and  suggestions  as  may  be  material  to  the  legislature. 

Sec.  6.  Such  commissioners  shall  receive  for  their  services,  the  sum 
of  three  dollars  per  day  and  their  actual  disbursements  while  employed 
in  such  official  duty. 

Sec.  7.  The  limitation  of  the  time  of  taking  shad  and  salmon  in  the 
first  and  second  sections  of  this  act,  shall  not  take  place  unless  the  legis- 
lature of  Massachusetts  at  its  next  session  shall  prescribe  the  same  lim- 
itations to  the  catching  of  shad  and  salmon  in  said  river  as  are  contained 
in  said  sections.  Ml  parts  of  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  an  addition, 
and  inconsistent  herewith,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Approved,  July  26th,  1867. 


CHAPTER  CVI. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act,  passed  May  session,  A.D.  1867,  entitled 
"  An  Act  in  addition  to  ■  an  Act  for  encouraging  and  regulating 
Fisheries." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  General  As- 
sembly convened  : 

Sec.  1.  No  person  shall  set  or  draw,  or  shall  assist  in  setting  or  draw- 
ing any  net  or  seine  for  the  purpose  of  taking  fish,  in  any  of  the  waters 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  state,  at  any  time  between  the  setting  of 
the  sun  on  the  evening  of  each  Saturday,  and  the  rising  of  the  sun  on 
the  succeeding  Monday  morning ;  and  the  owners  of  all  weirs,  pounds, 
and  set-nets  of  any  description,  placed  in  any  of  the  waters  aforesaid, 
shall  cause  the  same  to  be  and  remain  open  and  free  for  the  passage  of 
fish  at  all  times  from  the  setting  of  the  sun,  upon  the  evening  of  each 
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Saturday,  to  the  rising  of  the  sun  on  the  Monday  succeeding,  and  the 
opening  of  any  particular  pound  or  weir  in  such  manner  as  has  been  ap- 
proved by  the  fish  commissioners  in  the  case  of  such  particular  pound 
or  weir  shall  be  a  sufficient  opening  and  sufficient  freedom  within  the 
meaning  of  this  section ;  and  every  person  who  shall  violate  any  provis- 
ion of  this  section  and  every  person  owning  or  controlling,  in  whole  or 
in  part,  any  pound  or  weir,  and  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  re- 
quirements of  this  section,  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  state,  for  each  offense. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  set  or  use  or  shall  assist  in  setting  or  using 
any  pound,  weir,  or  set-net  at  any  time  between  the  fifteenth  day  of 
March  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  June  in  each  year,  in  any  of  the  waters 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  state,  unless  each  of  the  meshes  of  said 
net  is  of  as  great  an  extent  as  five  inches ;  and  every  pound  or  weir,  set 
or  used  in  any  of  the  waters  aforesaid,  at  any  time  between  the  fifteenth 
day  of  March  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  June  in  each  year,  any  of  whose 
meshes  is  less  in  extent  than  five  inches,  shall  be  confiscated  to  the  state 
of  Connecticut. 

Sec.  3.  Any- person  who  shall  violate  any  provision  of  the  two  pre- 
ceding sections  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  to  the  treas- 
ury of  the  state  for  each  offense. 

Sec.  4.  All  the  provisions  of  the  third  and  fourth  sections  of  the  act 
to  which  this  act  is  an  addition  are  hereby  extended  and  shall  fully  apply 
to  this  act,  and  all  parts  of  acts  heretofore  passed  which  are  inconsistent 
with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  5.  The  restrictions  upon  the  size  of  the  mesh,  imposed  by  the 
second  section  of  this  act,  shall  not  apply  to  the  Thames  river  prior  to 
the  first  day  of  May  in  each  year,  and  said  restrictions  shall  continue, 
with  the  penalties  therein  provided  from  the  first  day  of  May  to  the  first 
day  of  October  of  each  year  in  said  river  at  any  and  all  points,  in  all 
creeks  and  coves  on  said  river  above  or  north  of  a  line  drawn  across 
said  Thames  River  by  Jacob's  Rock,  so  called. 

Sec.  6.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  waters  of 
this  state  that  lie  between  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  town  of  Guilford 
and  Pond  Point  in  the  town  of  Milford. 

Sec.  7.  The  limitation  of  the  time  of  taking  shad  and  salmon  in  the 
first  and  second  sections  of  this  act  shall  not  take  place  unless  the  legis- 
lature of  Massachusetts  at  its  next  session  shall  prescribe  the  same  lim- 
itations to  the  catching  of  shad  and  salmon  in  said  river  as  are  contained 
in  said  sections.  All  parts  of  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  in  addition, 
and  inconsistent  herewith,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Approved,  July  31st,  1868. 
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CHAPTER  VII. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act,  passed  May  Session,  A.D.  1868,  entitled 
"  An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  passed  May  Session,  A.D.  1867,  en- 
titled 'An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  for  encouraging  and  regulat- 
ing Fisheries.'" 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  General  As- 
sembly convened  : 

Sec.  1.  The  provisions  of  said  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  waters  of 
Long  Island  Sound  adjoining  the  town  of  East  Lyme. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  day  of  its  pas- 
sage. 

Approved,  June  10th,  1869. 


CHAPTER  XIX. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  "  An  Act  concerning  Crimes  and  Punishments." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  General  As- 
sembly convened : 

Sec.  1.  Every  person  who  shall  wantonly  and  maliciously  take  or 
carry  away  any  fish  from  any  private  pond,  stream,  preserve,  or  any  other 
place  made,  constructed,  or  used  for  the  purpose  of  breeding  or  growing 
fish  therein,  or  shall  do  any  act  thereto  by  which  the  fish  are  lost  or 
escape  from  the  same,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  a  common  jail  not  exceeding  six 
months,  or  by  such  fine  and  imprisonment  both. 

Sec.  2.  Section  71  of  chapter  IV.  title  XII.  of  general  statutes  is  here- 
by repealed. 

Approved,  June  19th,  1869. 

CHAPTER  XX. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  "  An  Act  for  encouraging  and  regulating  Fish- 
eries." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  General  As- 
sembly convened  : 

Sec.  1.  That  the  time  allowed  by  law  for  taking  shad  in  the  Con- 
necticut River  be  and  is  hereby  extended  until  June  twenty-fifth,  for  the 
season  of  1869. 

Sec  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved,  June  19th,  1869. 
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CHAPTER  XXI. 

An  act  in  addition  to  "  An  Act  for  Encouraging  and  Regulating  Fish- 
eries." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  General  As- 
sembly convened : 

No  person  or  persons  shall  take  any  fish  with  a  spear,  or  assist  in  so 
doing,  in  the  Washinee,  or  Washining  Ponds,  which  are  commonly  called 
the  Chapinville  Ponds,  or  the  "  Twin  Lakes,"  and  are  situate  in  the 
town  of  Salisbury,  on  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  fish  so  taken,  one- ' 
half  to  him  who  shall  sue  therefor  and  prosecute  his  suit  to  effect,  and 
the  other  half  to  the  treasury  of  the  town  aforesaid. 

Approved,  June  19th,  1869. 

CHAPTER   XXVII. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  "  An  Act  for  Encouraging  and  Regulating  Fish- 
eries." 

Be  it  enacted  ~by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  General  As- 
sembly convened : 

That  the  selectmen  of  the  several  towns  of  the  State  may  designate 
two  persons  in  each  said  town  to  be  fish  wardens,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  assist  the  fish  commissioners  in  prosecution  of  offenses  against  the 
fishery  laws  of  the  State,  which  fish  wardens  shall  receive  a  suitable 
compensation  from  the  treasury  of  each  town. 

Approved,  June  21st,  1869. 

CHAPTER  XXXI. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  "  An  Act  for  Encouraging  and  Regulating  Fish- 
eries." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  General  As- 
sembly convened  : 

Sec.  1.  That  all  dams  now  existing  or  hereafter  to  be  built  upon 
Great  Brook,  so  called,  in  the  town  of  Groton,  shall  be  provided  by  the 
owners  of  such  dams  with  a  suitable  pass-way  for  the  passage  of  fish,  the 
sufficiency  of  the  same  to  be  determined  by  the  State  Fish  Commis- 
sioners. 

Sec.  2.  The  proprietors  of  such  dams  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  ten  dol- 
lars for  every  ten  days  that  such  dam  shall  be  without  such  pass-way  to 
him  who  shall  sue  therefor  and  prosecute  his  suit  to  effect. 

Approved,  June  23d,  1869.

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CHAPTER  XXXII. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  "  An  Act  for  Encouraging  and  Regulating  Fish- 
eries." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  General  As- 
sembly convened : 

No  person  shall  take  from  Great  Brook,  or  from  Poquonnock  Cove, 
all  within  the  town  of  Groton,  any  salmon  before  the  fifteenth  day  of 
March,  A.D.  1875,  and  any  person  so  taking  salmon,  shall  pay  to  the 
treasury  of  said  town  of  Groton  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars  for  every  fish  so 
taken. 

Approved,  June  23d,  1869. 

CHAPTER  XXXVHI. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  an  "  An  Act  for  Encouraging  and  Regulating 
Fisheries. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  General  As- 
sembly convened : 

Sec.  1.  That  all  weirs  and  set-nets,  in  which  the  extent  of  the  mesh 
is  less  than  five  inches,  that  shall  be  used  in  the  town  of  Windsor,  in  the 
waters  of  Farmington  River,  shall  be  and  remain  open  at  all  times  for  a 
space  of  thirty  feet  in  or  near  the.  center  of  said  river. 

Sec.  2.  That  such  nets  and  weirs  are  hereby  relieved  from  all  other 
restrictions. 

Sec.  3.  That  any  person  using  any  such  net  or  weir  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  fifteen  dollars  for 
each  offense,  or  imprisonment  for  thirty  days  in  the  Hartford  county  jail. 
Said  fine  shall  be  payable  one-half  to  them  who  shall  prosecute  to  effect, 
and  the  other  half  to  the  treasury  of  the  town  of  Windsor. 

Approved,  July  1st,  1869. 

CHAPTER  XLDL 

An  Act  in  addition  to  and  in  alteration  of  an  act  passed  May  Session, 
A.D.  1867,  entiitled  "  An  Act  in  addition  to  An  Act  for  Encouraging 
and  Regulating  Fisheries." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  General  As- 
sembly convened: 

Sec.  1.    That  the  provisions  of  the  act,  to  wliich  this  is  an  addition, 
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shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  apply  to  fyke  fishing  on  the  coast  and 
inlets  of  the  towns  of  Groton  and  Stonington. 
Approved,  July  8th,  1869. 


CHAPTER  LVI. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  "  An  Act  for  Encouraging  and  Regulating  Fish- 
eries." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  General 
Assembly  convened : 

That  such  parts  of  the  laws  of  this  state,  for  the  regulation  of  fishing 
in  the  Connecticut  river,  as  prevent  the  use  of  drag-nets  in  said  river, 
between  the  hours  of  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  Sunday,  and  of 
sunrise  on  the  morning  of  Monday,  in  each  week,  from  March  15  to  June 
15,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  suspended  until  March  15,  1872. 

Approved,  July  9th,  1869. 

CHAPTER   LXXXIV. 

An  Act  for  the  preservation  of  Fish  in  the  Pocatapaug  Lake,  in  Chatham. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  General 
Assembly  convened : 

That  every  person  who,  prior  to  the  first  day  of  May,  1872,  shall  be 
guilty  of  catching  or  taking  from  the  Pocatapaug  lake  in  Chatham,  any 
fish  between  the  first  day  of  November  and  the  first  day  of  May  in  each 
year,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  seven  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  common  jail  not  exceeding  ten  days,  or  by  such  fine  and  imprison- 
ment both. 

Approved,  July  8th,  1869. 

CHAPTER  LXXXV. 

An  Act  for  the  preservation  of  Fish  in  the  Portland  Great  Hill  Pond. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  General 
Assembly  convened  : 

That  every  person  who,  prior  to  the  first  day  of  April,  1872,  shall  be 
guilty  of  catching  or  taking  from  the  Great  Hill  pond  in  Portland,  any 
fish,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  seven  dollars  for  every  such  offense. 

Approved,  July  8th,  1869. 
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CHAPTER  LXXXVI. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  "An  Act  for  encouraging  and  regulating  Fisheries." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  General 
Assembly  convened :  m 

No  person  shall  take  from  the  rivers  Thames  and  Shetucket,  any  shad 
at  any  other  time  than  between  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  and  the  fif- 
teenth day  of  June  in  each  year,  and  every  person  who  shall  at  any 
other  time  take  any  shad,  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  to 
the  treasury  of  the  state. 

Approved,  July  8th,  1869. 

CHAPTER  XCVI. 

An  Act  in  addition  to  "  An  Act  for  Encouraging  and  Regulating  Fish- 
eries." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  General 
Assembly  convened : 

Every  person  who  shall,  without  consent  of  owner  or  owners,  take  or 
carry  away  any  fish  from  the  Mount  Hope  reservoir  in  the  town  of  Ash- 
ford,  or  wantonly  or  maliciously  do  any  act  by  which  fish  are  destroyed 
in  said  reservoir,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  seven  dollars, 
or  by  imprisonment  in  a  common  jail  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  or  by 
such  fine  and  imprisonment  both. 

Approved,  July  8th,  1869. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  following  Act  of  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature,  passed  in  1869: 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows : 

Sec.  1.  Any  person  who  shall  take,  or  aid  or  assist  in  taking,  from 
the  Connecticut  River,  any  shad  at  any  other  time  than  between  the 
fifteenth  day  of  March  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  June  in  each  year,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  for  each  offense  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars ;  and 
any  person  who  shall  take,  or  aid  or  assist  in  taking,  from  the  Connecti- 
cut River,  any  salmon  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  March,  in  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-two,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  each 
offense  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

Sec  2.  Nothing  in  this  Act  contained,  shall  apply  to  the  taking  of 
any  fish  by  order  of  the  fish  commissioners,  for  the  purpose  of  the  natu- 
ral or  artificial  propagation  of  the  same. 
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Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  set  or  draw,  or  shall  assist  or  aid  in  setting 
or  drawing,  any  net  or  seine  for  the  purpose  of  taking  fish  in  Connecti- 
cut River,  at  any  time  between  the  setting  of  the  sun  on  Saturday  even- 
ing of  each  week  and  the  rising  of  the  sun  on  the  succeeding  Monday 
morning;  and  the  owners  of  all  weirs,  pounds,  and  set-nets  of  any 
description,  placed  in  the  waters  of  said  river,  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
and  remain  open  and  free  for  the  passage  of  fish  during  the  said  period 
in  each  week,  in  such  manner  as  to  satisfy  the  fish  commissioners.  And 
every  person  who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  every 
person  owning  or  controlling  in  whole  or  in  part,  any  pound  or  weir, . 
and  failing  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  section,  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  to  the  treasurer  of  the  State 
for  each  offense  :  and  any  person  setting  or  using  or  aiding  or  assisting 
in  setting  or  using  any  pound,  weir  or  set-net  in  said  river  between  the 
fifteenth  day  of  March  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  June  in  each  year,  the 
meshes  whereof  are  less  than  five  inches  in  extent,  shall  also  forfeit  and 
pay  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense,  and  such  pounds, 
weirs  and  set-nets  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  Commonwealth. 

Sec.  4.  The  mayor  and  aldermen  of  any  city  and  the  selectmen  of 
any  town  bordering  on  the  Connecticut  River,  shall  appoint  and  fix  the 
compensation  of  one  or  more  suitable  persons  as  fish  wardens  within 
their  respective  cities  and  towns,  who  shall  make  complaint  of  all  offenses 
under  this  act. 

Sec.  5.  Chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty  of  the  acts  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-eight  is  hereby  repealed. 

(Approved,  March  17th,  1869.) 
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REPORT. 


To  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connecticut : — 

The  Trustees  of  the  General  Hospital  for  the  Insane, 
make  to  your  honorable  body  the  Fourth  Annual 
Report  of  the  Institution  under  their  charge. 

The  annexed  Report  of  the  Superintendent,  with 
tables  of  statistical  details,  presents  clearly  the  history 
of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  ending  31st  of  March,  and 
the  accompanying  Report  of  the  Treasurer  shows  the 
financial  condition  of  the  institution  at  that  date. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Superintendent  will  be  seen 
the  pressing  need  of  more  rooms  to  accommodate  the 
Insane  of  this  State. 

The  extension  of  the  building  in  two  wings,  accord- 
ing to  original  approved  plans,  which  have  been  pre- 
sented to  the  Legislature  in  lithographs  in  previous 
Reports,  and  are  again  copied  in  this,  would  furnish  the 
needed  room. 

An  additional  report,  with  full  particulars  of  cost  of 
such  extension,  may  be  brought  to  your  notice  during 
the  session. 

The  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  institution,  both 
medical  and  economical,  has  been  satisfactory.  We  are 
gratified  to  commend  the  faithfulness  and  efficiency  of 
those  in  official  positions. 


We  are  called  to  record  the  first  breach  in  our  number 
by  death.  Wm.  B.  Casey,  M.  D.,  late  member  of  this 
Board  for  Middlesex  county,  died  in  the  latter  part  of 
March.  Dr.  Casey  was  intimately  connected  with  all 
of  the  measures  of  locating,  building  and  organizing  the 
Hospital.  His  warm  interest  in  the  work,  and  useful 
counsels,  will  long  be  remembered. 

We  regret  to  mention  that  our  associate,  Rev.  Curtiss 
T.  Woodruff,  member  for  Fairfield  county,  has  removed 
from  the  State.  Mr.  Woodruff  has  been  indefatigable 
in  his  duties  as  Trustee,  and  has  faithfully  acted  from 
the  beginning  of  the  work,  as  Secretary  of  the  Board. 
He  has  been  present  at  nearly  every  meeting,  inspiring 
all  with  his  own  cheerful  energy. 

In  order  to  profit  by  the  lowest  prices  of  the  markets 
in  the  very  considerable  purchases  required  for  so  large 
an  institution,  it  is  needful  to  buy  with  ready  cash.  To 
do  this,  and  thus  to  keep  the  commercial  credit  of  the 
State  Hospital  at  the  highest  point,  several  of  the  Trus- 
tees united  to  provide  a  cash  capital  of  $25,000,  which 
sum  was  borrowed  on  the  notes  of  individuals,  members 
of  the  Board,  for  the  uses  of  the  hospital,  from  two 
Savings  Banks  in  Middletown.  The  advantage  of  such 
a  money-provision  will  be  evident  to  all. 

A  Finance  Committee,  composed  of  the  members  from 
Middletown,  meet  monthly  or  oftener  to  order  supplies 
and  direct  payments  of  all  monies. 

Your  Trustees  respectfully  recommend  that  a  law  be 
passed  ordering  payments  in  advance,  by  the  State,  for 


the  State's  proportion  of  the  amounts  paid  for  board, 
etc.,  of  Pauper  and  Indigent  patients,  and  also  by  the 
Towns  for  their  proportions  for  Town  paupers.  Payment 
in  advance  is  already  required  by  law,  from  friends  of 
Indigent  patients  for  their  proportions,  and  also  from 
Private  patients.  It  sometimes  happens  that  bills  for 
board  at  the  end  of  the  quarters,  are  not  promptly  met. 
When  several  small  sums  are  thus  withheld,  the  aggre- 
gate forms  an  amount  which  it  is  inconvenient  for  a  new 
institution  like  ours  to  be  kept  out  of. 

The  places  on  the  Board  made  vacant  by  the  decease 
of  the  member  for  Middlesex  county,  and  by  the  resig- 
nation of  the  member  for  Fairfield  county,  need  to  be 
filled  by  the  Legislature. 

The  terms  of  service  of  the  member  for  New  London 
county,  and  of  the  member  for  Windham  county,  expire 
with  this  year.  We  respectfully  ask  that  they  be  re- 
chosen.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


BOAED   OF  TRUSTEES. 


Gentlemen  : 

I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  make  to  you  the  Annual 
Report  of  patients  admitted  and  discharged  at  this  hos- 
pital, and  to  present  statistical  tables,  beginning  March 
31st,  1869,  and  ending  April  1st,  1870. 

This  period  embraces  the  first  entire  year  of  systematic 
classification  and  treatment  of  both  sexes  in  the  two 
wings  of  the  institution,  and  has  terminated  in  a  manner 
to  awaken  renewed  thankfulness  and  gratitude  to  Al- 
mighty God.  The  general  health  of  the  officers,  em- 
ployes and  patients  has  been  remarkably  good  ;  neither 
epidemic  or  endemic  disease  has  affected  us,  and  we  can 
report  immunity  from  any  case  of  suicide  or  homicide. 
The  number  of  persons  benefited  by  treatment  in  the 
institution  has  steadily  increased ;  its  usefulness  in  the 
community  has  perceptibly  extended,  and  by  a  careful 
system  of  economy,  the  hospital  has  met  its  ordinary 
expenses,  leading  its  officers  to  believe  that  the  low  price 
of  board  established  by  you  is  one  which  will  not  need 
to  be  changed  for  a  long  time.       All  the  bills  of  the 
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institution  to  1st  of  April  have  been  paid.  Its  only 
obligation  is  to  a  number  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  who 
joined  in  providing  a  certain  sum  or  capital  to  furnish 
means  for  cash  purchases. 

At  the  date  of  the  last  report  there  were  remaining 
two  hundred  and  nine  (209)  patients,  of  whom  one  hun- 
dred and  seven  (107)  were  males  and  one  hundred  and 
two  (102)  were  females. 

There  have  been  admitted  during  the  twelve  months 
to  this  date,  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  (134)  patients; 
seventy-eight  (78)  males  and  fifty-six  (56)  females. 

Of  this  whole  number,  three  hundred  and  forty -three 
(343),  forty-three  (43)  were  discharged  recovered, 
eighteen  (18)  were  discharged  much  improved,  twenty- 
seven  (27)  were  discharged  not  improved,  twenty-one 
(21)  died  and  two  were  found  not  to  be  insane,  leaving 
the  number  in  hospital  to-day  two  hundred  and  thirty- 
two  (232),  of  whom  one  hundred  and  fourteen  (114) 
are  males  and  one  hundred  and  eighteen  (118)  are 
females.  The  daily  average  during  the  year  is  225.27. 
Of  the  three  classes  for  whom  provision  is  made  in  the 
act  of  incorporation  there  are  at  present  one  hundred 
and  sixty -five  (165)  pauper  patients,  fifty -seven  (57) 
indigent  patients,  and  ten  (10)  private  patients.  In 
accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the  law  regulating  admis- 
sions, the  Superintendent  is  bound  to  act  impartially 
in  receiving  all  classes  irrespective  of  condition,  giving 
always  preference  to  persons  in  the  order  of  application. 
This  just  rule  has,  in  a  few  instances,  been  a  source  of 
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trial  to  the  officers,  and  of  disappointment  as  well  as 
extra  expense  to  town  authorities. 

No  one  can  regret  more  than  the  officers  of  the  hos- 
pital its  inability  to  receive  all  from  the  State  who  apply 
to  this  State  Institution.  The  demand  for  increase  of 
accommodation  is  daily  felt  to  be  a  pressing  one.  On 
the  31st  of  March  there  were  sixty-two  (62)  applications 
on  our  files  for  admission  which  could  not  be  received 
from  mere  want  of  sleeping-room,  and  we  know  of  many 
who  would  apply  if  there  were  a  chance  of  their  getting 
in.  We  are  in  the  condition  of  a  rail  road  company  in 
possession  of  a  good  track,  sufficient  locomotives,  well- 
built  stations  and  some  cars,  but  not  enough  to  carry  all 
the  passengers  who  apply.  As  in  the  case  supposed, 
only  car-room  is  needed;  so  in  our  case,  only  chamber- 
room  is  needed. 

We  have,  as  you  know,  kitchen  accommodations  and 
heating  and  water  power  enough,  and  all  the  organiza- 
tion and  auxiliaries  for  five  hundred  patients,  but  room 
only  for  a  few  over  two  hundred.  That  I  do  not  over- 
state the  probable  number  requiring  places  in  your  hos- 
pital, let  me  say  that  by  the  New  York  State  Commis- 
sioner's report  there  ought  to  be  in  this  State  one  insane 
person  to  every  four  hundred  and  fifty  of  the  inhabitants. 
With  a  population  of  six  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
inhabitants,  this  estimate  would  occasion  the  need  of 
accommodations  in  the  State  of  Connecticut  for  over 
fourteen  hundred  insane.  By  the  calculations  of  other 
States,  the  number  would  be  thirteen  hundred  patients. 
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But  taking  only  one  thousand  as  our  calculation  for  the 
number  in  this  State,  we  now  have  room  for  two  hundred 
and  thirty.  Tn  the  excellent  Hartford  Retreat,  under 
the  superintendency  of  that  able  veteran  in  this  specialty, 
Dr.  Butler,  there  are  rooms  for  one  hundred  and  fifty, 
leaving  more  than  six  hundred  unprovided  for.  How 
long  the  prosperous  State  of  Connecticut  will  be  willing 
to  allow  this  disproportion  between  the  numbers  demand- 
ing aid  of  the  hospitals,  and  the  room-accommodations 
provided,  the  General  Assembly  will  wisely  judge. 

Experience  shows  that  treatment  in  early  stages  of  the 
disease  is  attended  with  success  in  a  majority  of  cases, 
while  only  a  small  proportion  are  restored  to  health  and 
reason  when  several  months  are  allowed  to  elapse  before 
the  patient  receives  systematic  hospital  treatment.  Your 
Superintendent  has  repeatedly  been  obliged  to  delay  the 
admission  of  persons  in  this  early  stage  of  insanity,  from 
one  to  three  months,  because  the  hospital  wards  were 
already  crowded  to  their  utmost  capacity.  As  is  the 
case  with  all  newly  opened  State  Institutions,  this  hos- 
pital forms  no  exception  in  having  a  large  proportion  of 
aged  persons, — old  chronic  cases,  who  will  probably 
require  the  care  of  this  or  a  similar  institution  during 
their  remaining  lifetime.  Chronic  cases  often  require 
the  most  attention,  and  when  at  large,  are  the  most 
annoying  to  the  public.  This  is  especially  true  of  cases 
of  periodical  insanity  and  epileptic  mania. 

During  the  year  past  a  few  cases  of  temporary  insan- 
ity, resulting  from  improper  use  of  alcoholic  stimulants 
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have  been  sent  to  the  hospital  by  legal  authority.  These 
persons  are  not,  in  the  general  acceptation  of  the  term, 
insane,  but,  as  they  require  some  form  of  restraint  for 
their  own  good  as  well  as  that  of  their  friends  and  the 
public,  and  as  the  State  has  not  made  separate  provision 
for  them,  the  officers  of  this  hospital  have  felt  obliged 
to  admit  all  such  in  the  regular  order  of  application. 

Twenty-one  deaths  occurred  during  the  year.  There 
were  in  April  three  (3),  in  May  one  (1),  in  June  one 
(1),  in  July  (3),  in  August  three  (3),  in  October  two 
(2),  in  November  four  (4),  in  February  three  (3),  and 
in  March  one  (1).  Thus  the  number  of  deaths  during 
the  year  equals  6  1-8  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number 
under  treatment.  The  disproportion  of  deaths  between 
the  sexes  is  noticeable,  as  only  three  have  occurred 
among  the  women,  the  average  number  of  whom  in  the 
hospital  exceeds  that  of  the  men. 

In  the  cases  that  have  terminated  fatally,  we  observe 
an  undue  proportion  of  deaths  soon  after  admission. 
The  excitement  of  removals,  and  the  fatigue  of  journey- 
ings,  &c,  &c,  are  often  prejudicial  to  insane  patients. 
It  is  a  matter  of  deepest  importance  that  discrimination 
on  the  part  of  those  who  remove  patients  to  the  hos- 
pital be  conscientiously,  calmly  and  wisely  exercised. 
In  deciding  when  to  send,  the  judgment  of  a  physician 
should  always  be  obtained  by  friends  and  officials.  This 
precaution  would  often  prolong  the  lives  of  those  whom 
they  seek  to  benefit. 

During  the  year  one  man,  aged  seventy,  was  brought 
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to  the  hospital  soon  after  an  apoplectic  attack,  and  sur- 
vived but  two  days.  Another,  with  the  same  serious  dis- 
ease, lived  only  six  days.  A  third,  aged  thirty-six, 
exhausted  by  acute  mania,  died  on  the  sixth  day  after 
admission.  Had  this  case  been  brought  earlier,  the 
probability  is  that  the  disease  would  by  treatment  have 
been  arrested,  but  he  should  not  have  been  removed  at 
the  time  he  was.  Another,  aged  sixty-nine,  having 
wearied  out  the  attentions  of  friends,  was  brought  to 
live  with  us  only  seven  days.  And  another,  aged  forty- 
five,  sent  under  legal  authority  when  nearly  worn  away 
by  acute  pain,  the  result  of  schirrhus  of  the  pylorus, 
survived  twelve  days.  The  last  of  this  class,  aged  sixty- 
seven,  exhausted  by  chronic  mania,  and  confined  to  his 
bed  from  the  day  of  admission,  died  in  two  weeks. 

I  firmly  believe,  that  in  all  of  these  cases  the  excite- 
ment and  fatigue  resulting  from  the  journey  to  the  hos- 
pital, not  only  hastened  the  time  of  death  but  also 
destroyed  whatever  hope  of  recovery  there  may  have 
been.  It  seems  as  though  the  anxiety  of  friends,  and 
common  sense,  would  suggest  to  thoughtful  persons  the 
importance  of  rest  and  quietness  in  such  a  condition  of 
the  disease,  and  prevent  any  removals  in  such  crises. 

Of  the  other  fifteen  deaths,  two  were  the  result  of 
phthisis,  two  of  general  paresis,  two  of  exhaustion  of 
chronic  mania,  and  one  each  of  .pneumonia,  carbuncle, 
debility,  inanition,  cerebral  effusion,  senile  decay,  and 
strangulation  in  an  epileptic  paroxysm. 

In  this  connection  I  ought,  perhaps,  to  state  a  fact  not 
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sufficiently  understood,  that  in  the  treatment  of  mental 
disorders  little  reliance  is  placed  on  the  action  of  drugs. 
The  prevailing  favorable  influence  in  the  treatment  of 
insane  persons  consists  in  removal  from  the  influences 
previously  surrounding  them  at  home  which  may  have 
been  active  in  causing  the  disease.  Attempts  of  friends 
at  control,  tend  only  to  increase  the  inherent  sense  of 
arbitrariness  while  in  the  accustomed  rooms  and  home. 
A  powerful  maniac  who  has  been  the  terror  of  family 
and  community,  will  ordinarily  quietly  submit  to  the 
rules  of  an  institution,  and  be  guided  and  influenced  by 
a  kind  word  from  an  intelligent  attendant  who  is  an  en- 
tire stranger.  The  earlier  in  the  disease  that  this  change 
is  made,  the  greater  are  the  chances  of  speedy  and  per- 
manent recovery.  The  very  fact  of  being  a  stranger 
among  others  having  each  peculiar  delusions  and  habits, 
awakens  new  trains  of  thought  and  feelings,  which  end 
in  a  kind  of  self-examination  and  self-control  with  sub- 
sequent improvement.  I  have  repeatedly  been  told  by 
patients  who  had  recovered,  that  their  first  consciousness 
of  deviation  from  a  supposed  sane  condition,  was  induced 
by  comparisons  of  themselves  with  the  insane  companions 
in  the  wards.  Apprehensions  generally  entertained  by 
the  inexperienced,  that  a  mild  case  of  derangement 
would  be  intensified  by  contact  with  a  large  number 
similarly  affected,  is  not  confirmed  in  experience.  On 
the  contrary,  in  well  regulated  hospitals,  where  attention 
is  given  to  the  classification  of  patients,  to  regularity  in 
exercise,    eating,    sleeping  and  amusements,  beneficial 
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changes  are  often  soon  recognized  by  the  patients  them- 
selves, indicating  that  restoration  to  health  has  begun. 

In  these  progressive  stages  of  convalescence,  too  much 
praise  can  hardly  be  awarded  to  competent  attendants, 
who  act  the  part  of  friends,  directing  and  encouraging 
the  feeble  intellect  by  kind  and  gentle  acts,  even  when 
at  first  coldly  received  and  perhaps  unappreciated  for 
months.  It  is  during  this  stage  that  patients  need  to 
have  their  minds  diverted  and  occupied  by  various 
amusements,  or  by  light  employments,  chosen  wisely 
to  meet  their  characters.  Our  institution  as  yet  is  able 
to  offer  but  few  of  the  recreative  amusements  or  employ- 
ments possessed  by  older  hospitals. 

In  the  last  report  of  the  "Pennsylvania  Hospital  for 
the  Insane,"  at  Philadelphia,  an  institution  erected  and 
supported  by  Christian  benevolence,  without  the  aid  of 
the  Commonwealth,  mention  is  made,  that  "the  pleasure 
grounds,  embracing  at  the  two  departments  almost  one 
hundred  acres  of  beautifully  undulating  land,  with  their 
fine  trees  and  various  improvements,  and  having  nearly 
four  miles  of  carriage-drives  and  as  much  brick  or  board 
walks,  are  invaluable  as  adjuncts  in  the  proper  manage- 
ment of  an  institution  for  the  insane,  and  scarcely  any, 
no  matter  what  may  have  been  their  mental  or  physical 
condition,  have  ever  been  here  for  any  length  of  time 
without  deriving  positive  benefit  from  their  regular  and 
daily  use." 

In  addition  to  the  above  out-door  attractions,  much 
has  been  done  by  Dr.    Kirkbride  within  the  past  few

years  to  afford  varied  evening  and  indoor  entertainments. 
A  large  hall,  adapted  for  lectures,  concerts  and  gymnas- 
tic exercises,  was  provided  mainly  by  the  managers,  at  a 
cost  of  several  thousands  of  dollars,  and  is  in  constant 
use.  A  large  stock  of  photographic  pictures,  engravings, 
paiu tings,  museum  articles,  books  and  games,  with  bil- 
liard rooms  and  bowling  alleys,  are  the  approved 
methods  and  appliances  used  in  restoring  to  health  this 
unfortunate  class  of  afflicted  humanity.  Other  hospitals 
than  the  one  mentioned  are  now  adopting  these  useful 
accessories  to  medical  treatment. 

We  are  encouraged  with  the  progress  made  during 
the  past  twelve  months  in  our  own  building  and  grounds. 
The  number  of  books  has  much  increased  and  the  en- 
gravings, photographs  and  lithographs  which  enliven  our 
halls,  speak  of  the  friendly  interest  of  generous  citizens 
of  this  and  other  cities  of  the  State.  Beautiful  plants,  a 
fern-case  and  three  aquaria  attract  patients,  as  they  en- 
ter halls  which  are  perhaps  to  be  occupied  by  them  as 
their  homes  for  months.  A  few  games  of  harmless  nature 
are  provided,  and  the  billiard-room  invites  those  who 
are  sufficiently  restored  to  understand  and  enjoy  the 
play.  One  evening  each  week  is  devoted  to  music  and 
social  enjoyments,  participated  in  by  patients  and  atten- 
dants under  the  direction  of  the  officers.  During  the 
winter,  some  friends,  amateur  performers,  kindly  fur- 
nished several  vocal  and  instrumental  concerts.  Our 
acknowledgments  for  these  are  formally  made  in  another 
place. 
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On  the  evening  of  the  24th  December,  our  beautiful 
chapel  was  decorated  tastefully.  The  exercises,  at  which 
were  present  more  than  two  hundred  of  our  patients, 
consisted  in  the  reading  of  poetry,  music,  and  in  the 
distribution  of  presents  from  a  Christmas-tree  which  had 
been  prepared  for  the  occasion.  A  more  extended  pro- 
gramme of  lectures,  concerts  and  amusements  has  been 
prepared  for  the  coming  year,  and  it  is  hoped  that  our 
means  for  a  liberal  increase  in  this  direction  may  increase 
from  year  to  year. 

Satisfactory  progress  in  completing  a  variety  of  unfin- 
ished work,  which,  owing  to  want  of  funds,  remained 
over  from  the  previous  year,  has  been  made.  At  the 
head  of  this  list  in  the  order  of  importance,  stands  the 
chapel.  This  room,  forty-four  feet  in  width,  fifty-seven 
feet  in  length,  and  twenty-two  feet  in  height,  was  fin- 
ished and  furnished  with  the  necessary  furniture  and 
fixtures,  and  it  is  all  that  could  be  desired  as  an  audience 
room.  Before  its  completion,  weekly  religious  services 
were  held  in  one  of  the  halls  occupied  by  patients ;  but 
since,  the  chapel  has  been  regularly  used  on  the  Sab- 
bath, to  the  advantage  and  comfort  of  our  patients. 
Acknowledgments  are  gratefully  and  sincerely  due  to 
the  Reverend  gentlemen  of  Middletown  and  vicinity,  who 
have  cheerfully  and  regularly  conducted  the  services 
during  the  year. 

In  my  last  report  your  attention  was  directed  to  the 
importance  of  making  provision  for  the  protection  of 
our  stock  and  preservation  of  the  farm  products.     Econ- 
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oiny  and  necessity  combined  to  require  an  additional 
appropriation  for  this  purpose  of  eight  thousand  dollars, 
which  was  promptly  voted  by  the  last  General  Assem- 
bly. In  August  last,  plans  and  specifications  were  pro- 
cured, and  contracts  entered  into  with  responsible  par- 
ties to  furnish  timber  and  other  building  materials,  and 
the  building  begun  with  prospect  of  early  completion, 
but  an  unavoidable  delay  of  six  weeks  was  caused  by 
the  severe  storm  in  October,  which,  it  will  be  remem- 
bered, occasioned  much  damage  and  an  unprecedented 
flood  through  the  Connecticut  valley.  Owing  to  this 
unexpected  casualty,  the  contractor  was  hindered  in  the 
work  until  late  in  the  autumn.  By  employing  a  large 
gang  of  men,  with  his  personal  supervision,  he  completed 
the  barn  in  a  satisfactory  manner  during  January. 

The  barn  is  situated  on  a  slope  two  thousand  feet  in 
the  rear  of  the  hospital,  and  has  sub-cellar  for  pigs  and 
manure,  a  commodious,  well  sheltered  and  ventilated 
cellar  (three  sides  above  ground)  to  accommodate  about 
forty  cows,  and  a  superstructure  of  wood  fifty -six  feet 
in  width,  ninety  feet  in  length,  and  twenty-three  feet 
in  height,  for  the  storage  of  hay,  grain  and  farming 
implements. 

Owing  to  the  exposed  condition  of  our  grounds  sur- 
rounding the  hospital,  much  annoyance  has  been  expe- 
rienced; but  an  early  completion  of  the  permanent 
inclosures,  which  were  commenced  and  nearly  finished 
during  the  last  season,  will  obviate  this  and  secure  to 
patients  the  desired  seclusion.     With  this  needed  pro- 

2 
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tection  we  expect  to  allow  all  of  our  patients  the  free- 
dom of  the  grounds  much  of  the  time  during  the  pleas- 
ant months  of  the  year. 

Ample  space  for  exercise  is  afforded  to  the  most  ex- 
citable patients,  in  two  large  yards  which  have  been 
inclosed  in  connection  with  the  lower  halls. 

In  the  month  of  August  a  contract  was  made  for  the 
completion  of  the  main  porch  of  the  center  building 
and  of  the  small  porch  of  the  north  wing. 

Our  farmer,  Mr.  Clinton  B.  Weatherbee,  has  had  under 
cultivation  the  larger  part  of  the  hospital  farm,  which, 
with  the  pastures  and  meadows,  has  produced  a  total  of 
products  valued  at  five  thousand  dollars,  and  of  which 
a  list  is  appended : —

Mr.  Weatherbee  reports  the  weight  of  the  hogs  butchered  as 
follows:— 279,  500,  312,  300,  300,  406,  360,  311,  341,  305,  250, 
270,  601 ;  total,  4434  lbs. 
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Aside  from  the  actual  cash  value  of  these  products, 
opportunity  for  labor  has  been  afforded  to  some  of 
our  patients,  and  has  been  of  substantial  benefit  to 
a  number  of  convalescents  who  have  found  healthful 
employment  during  the  summer  months.  I  mention 
particularly  the  instance  of  a  nervous,  excitable  mono- 
maniac, who  chafed  under  the  usual  restraints  of  hospital 
life,  but  was  comparatively  quiet,  contented  and  happy 
when  allowed  the  freedom  of  the  farm. 

This  is  one  of  the  practical  and  incidental  benefits  of 
farm  work  in  hygienic  treatment.  It  is  doubted  whether 
the  labor  of  the  insane  can  be  made  pecuniarily  profitable. 
Experience  thus  far  shows  that  a  small  proportion  only 
of  the  entire  number  are  physically  strong  enough  to 
endure  continuous  manual  labor.

APPENDIX 


ADMISSION    OF    PATIENTS. 

1 .  "Whenever  a  patient  is  sent  to  the  Hospital  by  the  order  of  the  Probate  Court, 
the  order  or  warrant,  or  a  copy  thereof,  by  which  such  a  person  is  sent,  shall  be 
lodged  with  the  Superintendent. 

2.  Each  patient,  before  admission,  shah  be  made  perfectly  clean,  and  be  free 
from  vermin,  or  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease. 

3.  Each  male  patient  shall  be  provided  with  at  least  two  shirts,  one  woolen  coat, 
one  woolen  vest,  one  pair  of  woolen  pantaloons ;  two  pairs  new  socks ;  one  pair 
new  shoes  or  boots,  and  one  comfortable  outside  garment. 

Each  female  patient  shall,  in  addition  to  a  quantity  of  under  clothing,  shoes  and 
stockings  corresponding  to  that  required  for  the  male  patient,  have  one  flannel 
petticoat,  two  good  dresses,  one  cloak  or  other  good  outside  garment.  Extra  and 
better  apparel  is  very  desirable  for  chapel  worship  and  out  of  doors  exercise  and 
riding. 

4.  In  all  cases  the  patient's  best  clothing  should  be  sent ;  it  will  be  carefully 
preserved,  and  only  used  when  deemed  necessary  for  the  purpose  above  mentioned. 
Jewelry,  and  all  superfluous  articles  of  dress,  knives,  etc.,  should  be  left  at  home, 
as  they  are  liable  to  be  lost,  and  for  which  the  officers  of  the  hospital  are  not 
responsible. 

5.  A  written  history  of  the  case  should  be  sent  with  the  patient,  and,  if  possi- 
ble, some  one  acquainted  with  the  individual  should  accompany  him  to  the  hospital 
from  whom  minute,  but  often  essential,  particulars  may  be  learned. 

6.  The  price  of  board,  including  washing,  mending  and  attendance,  for  all  who 
are  supported  at  the  public  charge,  is  five  dollars  per  week. 

7.  Pauper  patients,  or  those  supported  partly  by  the  towns  in  which  they  reside, 
and  partly  by  the  State,  are  admitted  agreeably  to  Sections  four  and  six  of  Amended 
Act,  1867,  and  By-Laws. 


8.  Indigent  persons,  or  those  possessing  little  property,  and  partly  supported  by 
friends  and  partly  by  the  State,  are  admitted  under  Section  four  of  Amended  Act. 
1867,  and  By-Laws. 

9.  Private  patients,  or  those  supported  by  themselves  or  their  friends,  are  ad- 
mitted to  the  Hospital  under  Section  five  of  Amendment  to  Act  approved  July  23, 
186*7,  and  By-Laws. 

10.  Visitors  are  admitted  to  the  Institution  between  the  hours  of  ten  A.  M.  and 
twelve  M.,  and  between  two  and  four  P.  M.,  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays  and  Fridays 
only,  but  no  visitors  shall  be  admitted  to  the  wards  occupied  by  patients  without 
express  permission  from  the  Superintendent,  and  especial  care  is  to  be  taken  that 
no  amount  of  visiting  is  permitted  that  might  prove  injurious  to  the  patients.

RELATING  TO  ADMISSIONS. 


Chapter  CII. — Approved  1867. 
"  Sec.  4.  That  whenever  any  pauper  in  any  town  may  be  insane,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  first  selectman  of  that  town,  to  make  application  in  his  behalf  to  the 
Judge  of  Probate  of  the  district  wherein  said  pauper  resides,  for  his  admission  to 
the  hospital,  and  said  judge  shall  appoint  one  regular  and  respectable  physician, 
who  shall  fully  investigate  the  facts  of  the  case,  and  if  satisfied  after  such  inves- 
tigation that  said  pauper  is  insane,  the  judge  shall  issue  an  order  to  such  first 
selectman,  requiring  him,  without  delay,  to  take  such  insane  pauper  to  the  hos- 
pital, where  he  shall  be  kept  and  supported  so  long  as  may  be  requisite  or 
expedient ;  and  one-half  of  the  expense  of  his  support  shall  be  defrayed  by  the 
town  wherein  said  pauper  resides,  and  the  other  half  by  the  State  ;  and  that  when 
a  person  in  indigent  circumstances,  not  a  pauper,  becomes  insane,  application  may 
be  made  in  his  behalf  to  the  judge  of  probate  for  the  district  wherein  he  resides, 
and  said  judge  shall  appoint  a  respectable  physician,  who  shall  fully  investigate  the 
facts  of  the  case,  and  if  satisfied  after  such  investigation  that  such  indigent  person 
is  in  indigent  circumstances  and  insane,  the  judge  shall  issue  an  order  to  the  per- 
son or  persons  making  such  application,  directing  him  or  them  to  take  such  indigent 
person  to  the  hospital,  where  he  shall  be  kept  and  supported  so  long  as  may  be 
requisite  or  expedient;  and  one  half  of  the  expenses  of  his  support  shall  be  paid 
by  the  State,  and  the  other  half  by  the  parties  making  the  application. 

"  Sec.  5.  That  the  trustees  may  authorize  the  superintendent  to  admit,  under 
special  agreements,  whenever  there  are  vacancies  in  the  hospital,  such  cases  as  may 
seek  admission." 

Chapter  LXXXV.— Approved  29th  July,  1868. 
"Sec.  1.  That  whenever  a  Judge  of  Probate  for  any  district  shall  issue  an  order 
for  the  admission  of  any  indigent  insane  person  to  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  in 
this  State,  he  shall  make  a  record  of  such  order,  and  immediately  transmit  a  dupli- 
cate of  the  same  to  the  Governor  of  the  State. 
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"Sec.  2.  That  before  any  bill  for  the  support  of  such  indigent  insane  person  in 
said  hospital  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  State,  the  same  shall  be 
approved  by  the  Governor." 

Chapter  LXXX. — Approved  8th  July,  1869. 
"  Sec.  1.  Any  lunatic  or  distracted  person  may  be  placed  in  a  hospital,  asylum, 
or  retreat  for  the  Insane,  or  other  suitable  place  of  detention,  either  public  or 
private,  by  his  or  her  legal  guardian,  or  relatives,  or  friends  in  case  of  no 
guardian ;  but  in  no  case  without  the  certificate  of  one  or  more  reputable  phy- 
sicians, after  a  personal  examination  made  within  one  week  of  the  date  thereof, 
which  certificate  shall  be  duly  acknowledged  before  some  magistrate  or  other 
officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  or  take  the  acknowledgment  of  deeds  in  the 
State  where  given,  who  shall  certify  to  the  genuineness  of  the  signature,  and  to  the 
respectability  of  the  signer. 

''  Sec.  2.  Any  lunatic  or  distracted  person,  in  addition  to  the  modes  already 
provided  for  by  law,  may  be  placed  in  a  hospital,  asylum,  or  retreat  for  the  insane, 
or  other  suitable  place  of  detention,  either  public  or  private,  by  order  of  any  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  who  shall  fully  investigate  the  facts  of  the  case,  either  with  or 
without  notice  to  such  lunatic,  and  if,  upon  such  investigation,  he  shall  find  that 
such  lunatic  or  distracted  person  is  at  large,  and  dangerous  to  himself,  or  herself, 
or  others,  or  requires  hospital  care  and  treatment,  he  shall  order  such  insane  person 
to  be  taken  to  some  hospital,  asylum,  retreat,  or  other  suitable  place  of  detention, 
to  be  there  kept  so  long  as  may  be  requisite  or  expedient ;  but  no  person  shall  be 
so  committed  without  the  certificate  of  one  or  more  reputable  physicians,  as 
specified  in  the  next  preceding  section. 

"  Sec.  3.  Any  lunatic  or  distracted  person  may  be  placed  in  a  hospital,  asylum, 
retreat,  or  other  suitable  place  of  detention  and  treatment,  public  or  private,  by  or- 
der of  any  judge  of  the  superior  court  of  this  state,  after  the  following  course  of 
proceedings,  viz :  on  a  statement  or  complaint  in  writing,  of  any  respectable  per- 
son, that  such  person  is  insane,  and  that  the  welfare  of  himself,  or  herself,  or  of 
others,  requires  his  or  her  restraint,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  judge  immediately 
to  appoint  a  commission  who  shall  inquire  into,  and  report  upon  the  facts  of  the 
case.  If  in  their  opinion  it  is  a  suitable  case  for  confinement,  such  judge  shall 
issue  his  order  for  such  disposition  of  such  person  as  will  secure  the  object  and 
purpose  of  such  application. 

"  Sec.  4.  The  commission  provided  for  in  the  last  preceding  section,  shall  be 
composed  of  not  less  than  three,  nor  more  than  four  persons,  one  of  whom  at  least, 
shall  be  a  physician,  and  another  a  lawyer,  judge,  or  justice  of  the  peace.     In  their 
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inquisition  they  shall  hear  such  evidence  as  may  be  offered  touching  the  case,  also 
the  statement  of  the  party  complained  of,  and  of  his  counsel.  The  party  shall 
have  such  notice  of  the  proceedings  as  said  judge  shall  order,  and  said  judge  is 
hereby  authorized  to  have  such  person  placed  in  suitable  custody,  during  the  pen- 
dency of  said  proceedings. 

"  Sec.  5.  On  a  written  statement  being  addressed  by  any  respectable  person  to 
any  judge  of  the  superior  court  of  this  state,  that  a  certain  person  then  confined 
in  a  hospital,  asylum,  or  retreat  for  the  insane,  or  other  place  of  detention  for  the 
insane,  is  not  insane,  and  is  thus  unjustly  deprived  of  his  or  her  liberty,  such  judge, 
at  his  discretion,  shall  appoint  a  commission  of  not  less  than  three,  nor  more  than 
four  persons,  one  of  whom  at  least  shall  be  a  physician,  and  another  a  lawyer, 
who  shall  hear  such  evidence  as  shall  be  offered  touching  the  case,  and  without 
summoning  the  party  before  them,  shall  have  one  or  more  personal  interviews  with 
such  person,  so  arranged,  if  possible,  that  such  person  shall  not  know  or  suspect 
the  object  or  purpose  of  such  interview.  Said  commission  shaU,  within  a  reasona- 
ble time,  make  report  to  said  judge,  and  if,  in  their  opinion,  the  party  is  not  insane, 
the  said  judge  shall  issue  an  order  for  the  discharge  of  such  person. 

"  Sec.  6.  If  the  officers  or  managers  of  any  hospital,  asylum,  retreat,  or  other 
place  of  detention,  or  any  of  them,  shall  wish  for  a  judicial  examination  of  a  per- 
son claimed  to  be  insane  in  their  charge,  such  examination  shall  be  had  in  the 
manner  provided  in  the  fifth  section  of  this  act. 

"Sec.  1.  The  commission  provided  for  in  the  fifth  section  hereof,  shall  not  be 
repeated  in  respect  to  the  same  party  oftener  than  once  in  six  months,  and  in  re- 
spect to  such  as  are  committed  under  the  third  section  hereof,  such  commission 
shall  not  be  appointed  within  the  first  six  months  after  such  commitment. 

"  Sec  8.  Persons  placed  in  a  hospital,  asylum,  retreat,  or  other  suitable  place 
of  detention,  under  the  first  section  of  this  act,  may  be  removed  therefrom  by  the 
party  placing  such  person  therein. 

"  Sec.  9.  Persons  placed  in  a  hospital,  asylum,  retreat,  or  other  suitable  place 
of  detention,  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  may  be  discharged  by  the 
authorities  in  whom  the  government  of  the  institution  is  vested,  pursuant  to  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  adopt  in  relation  to  patients 
and  the  management  of  the  institution. 

"Sec.  10.  If,  upon  the  application  or  complaint  of  any  person  made  to  any 
judge  of  the  superior  court  of  this  State,  that  a  certain  person  is  insane,  and  suffer- 
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ing  for  want  of  proper  care  or  treatment,  upon  finding  the  facts  true,  he  shall  order 
such  person  to  be  placed  in  some  hospital,  asylum,  or  retreat  for  the  insane,  or 
other  suitable  place  of  detention,  at  the  expense  of  those  who  are  legally  bound  to 
maintain  such  person. 

"  Sec.  11.  The  cost  and  expenses  of  any  of  the  proceedings  herein  provided 
for,  shall  be  paid  in  the  manner,  and  by  the  person  or  party,  as  the  magistrate  or 
judge  before  whom  the  same  shall  be  had,  shall  order  and  direct,  and  such  magis- 
trate or  judge  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  execution  for  such  costs  accordingly."

They  express  their  conviction  that  the  method  of  instruction 
which  could  produce  such  an  illustrious  example  of  a  complete 
education,  cannot  be  essentially  defective. 

They  rejoice  in  the  good  accomplished  by  the  Institution 
which  Mr.  Clerc  and  Mr.  Gallaudet  were  instrumental  in  found- 
ing, and  they  hope  that  the  same  gracious  Providence  which  has 
watched  over  it  in  the  past,  may  continue  to  smile  upon  it  in 
time  to  come.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL. 


To  the  Board  of  Directors  : 

Gentlemen : — Another  year  in  the  history  of  the 
Asylum  has  just  closed,  in  which  the  health  of  the  pupils  has 
been  good,  and.  their  progress  in  the  varied  de}3artments  of  in- 
struction and  labor,  has  been  decided  and  gratifying.  That  in  a 
large  family"  like  ours,  composed  of  children  whose  constitu- 
tional vigor  is  more  or  less  impaired,  month  after  month  in  the 
most  trying  seasons  of  the  year,  should  pass  without  a  visit  from 
a  physician,  calls  for  the  warmest  gratitude  to  God  for  his  pre- 
serving goodness. 

The  number  of  pupils  during  the  year  has  been  as  follows :

Of  the  forty -six  new  pupils,  the  youngest  was  eight  and  the  old- 
est twenty-three  years  of  age  ;  twenty-one  pupils  were  under  ten  ; 
and  nine  were  over  twelve.  The  average  attendance  is  sixteen 
greater  than  last  year,  while  the  whole  number  within  the  year 
is  about  the  same.  The  apparent  fluctuation  in  the  attendance, 
however,  is  much  greater  than  the  real  one,  as  the  class  of  the 
previous  year  is  discharged  in  June,  and  the  new  class  enters 
in  September ;  both  are  counted  for  the  year,  though  not 
in  school  at   the   same   time.     The  largest  number  present  at 
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one  time,  was  two  hundred  and  forty-nine,  and  the  smallest,  two 
hundred  and  forty  one.

But  one  death  has  occurred  during  the  year.  Stillman  H.  El- 
liott, a  young  man  twenty-three  years  of  age,  from  Amoskeag, 
N.  H.,  returned  to  school  at  the  close  of  the  vacation  in  im- 
paired health.  He  was  seized  with  a  severe  rheumatic  affection, 
and  died  on  the  26th  of  December. 

The  class  in  articulation  has  been  under  the  efficient  instruc- 
tion of  Miss  Carrie  C.  Sweet.  It  is  composed  principally  of  semi- 
mute  and  semi  deaf  children,  though  some  congenital  mutes  are 
included.  Care  has  been  taken  that  while  receiving  instruction 
in  articulate  speech,  the  pupils  should  be  withdrawn  as  little  as 
possible  from  their  regular  classes.  To  effect  this,  some  divis- 
ions of  the  class  are  called*  together  an  hour  before  the  other 
school  exercises  commence.  The  instruction  is  continued  four 
hours  daily.  The  articulation  of  several  of  these  pupils  has 
much  improved,  and  many  have  made  commendable  progress  in 
lip-reading.  * 

The  trades  taught  are  the  same  as  in  former  years,  and  are 
those  which  a  wide  experience  has  proved  as,  upon  the  whole, 
the  best  adapted  to  the  deaf  and  dumb,  viz. :  cabinet-making, 
shoe-making  and  tailoring.     Only  the  smaller  pupils,  who  have 

*It  may  be  interesting  to  notice  the  judgment  of  an  intelligent  semi-mnte  as  to  the  practical 
value  of  articulation  to  those  who  have  lost  their  hearing.  The  letter  inserted  appendix  No. 
VI,  was  addressed  by  Miss  Ida  Montgomery,  a  semi-mute,  to  J.  J.  Barclay,  Esq.,  Secretary 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Institution.  Miss  Montgomery  was  educated  at  the  New  York  Institu- 
tion, and  is  now  engaged  as  an  assistant  instructor  of  the  High  Class. 
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reached  the  age  of  twelve,  are  placed  in  the  tailors'  shop,  and 
rather  for  the  purpose  of  giving  them  habits  of  industry,  than  for 
what  they  will  accomplish  in  the  manufacture  of  garments.  They 
are  removed  to  the  other  shops  when  they  attain  a  strength  and 
size  to  become  efficient  in  those  trades.  We  regard  this  depart- 
ment, as  an  important  branch  of  our  system  of  training.  The  pri- 
mary object  in  introducing  and  continuing  it,  is,  as  has  been,  re- 
marked in  former  Reports,  not  the  pecuniary  return  for  the  wTork 
of  the  pupil,  but  to  give  him  the  power  of  self-support.  The 
deaf  mute  can  engage  usefully  in  agricultural  labor  without  special 
instruction ;  but  even  if  he  is  to  pursue  this  after  his  education 
is  completed,  the  knowledge  of  some  trade  is  of  great  use  to  him, 
and  increases  his  means  for  obtaining  a  living.  Deaf  mutes  can, 
and  often  do,  become  adepts  in  some  of  the  mechanic  arts,  and 
there  are  many  in  which  their  infirmity,  instead  of  being  a  hin- 
derance,  is  a  positive  advantage.  In  employments  which  only 
call  for  the  eye  and  the  hand,  and  where  the  ear  is  not  needed, 
freedom  from  distraction,  and  the  power  of  concentrating  the  at- 
tention upon  the  work  to  be  done,  is  facilitated  by  the  want  of 
hearing.  For  these  reasons,  instruction  in  some  mechanic  art 
should  be  considered  an  indispensable  part  of  deaf-mute  education.. 

The  publication  of  the  American  Annals,  the  organ  of  the 
deaf-mute  Institutions  of  the  country,  which  was  suspended  in 
1861,  in  consequence  of  the  war,  has  been  revived  during  the 
last  year.  As  a  medium  for  the  discussion  of  subjects  relating 
to  our  profession,  and  of  communication  with  Institutions,  both 
in  this  and  in  foreign  countries,  it  fills  an  important  place,  and 
should  receive  the  cordial  support  of  all  who  feel  an  interest  in 
the  object  it  designs  to  promote. 

The  Conventions  of  those  engaged  in  the  education  of  the  deaf 
and  dumb,  which  have  been  held  from  time  to  time,  have  been 
occasions  of  much  interest  and  profit,  and  the  papers  which  have 
been  presented  at  these  meetings,  are  the  most  valuable  contribu- 
tions to  this  department  of  literature  that  have  been  published. 
The  last  Convention,  (the  fifth),  was  held  at  Jacksonville,  111.,  in 
August,  1858.  At  the  Conference  of  Principals  at  Washington, 
in  May,  1868,  it  was  decided  that  a  convention  should  be  held 
the  present  year,  and  a  committee  was  appointed,  who  were  in- 
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structed  to  call  such  a  meeting,  and  to  make  the  necessary  ar- 
rangements. 

The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  the  death  of  two  of  the  pi- 
oneers of  deaf-mute  education  in  the  country,  whose  memories 
will  long  be  cherished  with  affection  by  the  deaf  and  dumb,  and 
be  held  in  honored  remembrance  by  all  who  feel  an  interest  in 
their  welfare.  I  refer  to  Laurent  Clerc,  of  Hartford,  and  John 
A.  Jacobs,  of  Danville,  Kentucky. 

Mr.  Clerc  was  associated  with  Mr.  Gallaudet  in  founding  the 
Asylum,  and  was  for  more  than  forty  years  engaged  in  its  service. 
He  was  born  in  La  Balme,  in  the  department  of  the  Rhone, 
France,  on  the  26th  of  December,  1785.  Being  congenitally  deaf, 
or  losing  his  hearing  in  infancy,  at  the  age  of  twelve  years 
he  entered  the  Royal  Institution  for  Deaf  and  Dumb,  at  Paris, 
then  under  the  direction  of  the  distinguished  Sicard.  He  re- 
mained there  eight  years  as  a  pupil,  and  more  than  ten  as  an 
instructor.  Entering  warmly  into  the  plans  of  Mr.  Gallaudet 
for  opening  a  school  for  deaf  mutes  in  the  United  States, 
he  gave  himself  heartily  to  the  enterprise,  and  arrived  with 
him  in  New  York,  August  9th,  1816.  After  a  service  of 
fifty-one  years,  spent  in  educating  his  companions  in  misfortune, 
he  died  at  his  residence  in  this  city,  July  9th,  1869,  having  nearly 
reached  the  advanced  age  of  eighty-four.  Mr.  Clerc  probably 
merits  the  distinction  of  being  the  best  educated  deaf  mute  that 
has  yet  appeared :  in  strength  of  mind,  and  general  culture,  far 
surpassing  his  friend  and  fellow  pupil,  the  celebrated  Massieu. 
To  a  perfect  knowledge  of  the  French,  the  language  of  his  coun- 
try, he  added  a  clear  and  accurate  acquaintance  with  the  English. 
His  rare  power  of  acquisition  is  shown  by  the  fact  that,  although 
ignorant  of  this  language  on  embarking,  he  so  far  mastered  it 
during  the  voyage,  which  occupied  less  than  two  months,  that 
on  arriving  in  New  York,  he  was  able  to  use  it  accurately  and 
effectively  in  commending  the  new  enterprise  to  the  citizens 
of  his  adopted  country.  An  address  which  he  prepared  soon 
after,  to  be  read  before  the  Governor  and  Legislature  of  Connec- 
ticut, on  the  best  method  of  conducting  the  education  of  the 
deaf  and  dumb,  attracted  so  much  attention  that  it  was  transla- 
ted and  published  both  at  Paris  and  Geneva.     Kind,  genial,  per- 
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severing  and  benevolent,  Mr.  Clerc,  perhaps,  accomplished  as 
much  as  a  brilliant  example  of  the  degree  of  culture  which  one 
shut  up  under  the  limits  of  this  infirmity  may  attain,  as  by  his 
faithful  and  long  continued  labors  in  personal  instruction.  The 
Directors  of  the  Asylum,  deeply  appreciating  the  motives  which 
led  Mr.  Clerc  to  leave  his  native  country  and  engage  in  their 
service,  made  generous  provision  for  his  declining  years,  which 
were  spent  in  the  bosom  of  an  affectionate  family,  and  surrounded 
by  loving  friends. 

Mr.  John  A.  Jacobs  died  at  Danville,  Kentucky,  on  the  27th 
of  November  last,  in  the  sixty-fourth  year  of  his  age.  Mr.  Ja- 
cobs was  the  first,  from  without  the  State,  to  take  advantage  of 
the  opportunity  afforded  by  the  founding  of  this  school,  to  qual- 
ify himself  for  a  deaf-mute  instructor.  He  came  to  Hartford  in 
the  year  1824,  and  placed  himself  for  eighteen  months  under  the 
instruction  of  Mr.  Clerc.  Returning  to  Kentucky,  he  spent  his 
long  and  useful  life  at  the  head  of  the  Institution  which  he  found- 
ed at  Danville  for  the  education  of  the  deaf  mutes  of  that  State, 
and  which  he  conducted  with  great  skill  and  efficiency.  The 
Governor  of  Kentucky,  in  his  annual  message  to  the  Legislature, 
pays  a  just  and  noble  tribute  to  his  memory  in  the  following- 
language  : — "  To  the  Commonwealth,  the  death  of  Mr.  Jacobs  is 
a  public  calamity ;  to  the  inmates  of  the  Institution  so  long  the 
object  of  his  care,  his  loss  is  irreparable.  For  more  than  forty 
years,  he  was  the  faithful  and  zealous  Principal  of  that  charity. 
His  entire  life  was  devoted  to  its  service ;  the  wants  and  cares  of 
the  mutes  his  constant  study.  Greater  fidelity  has  rarely  marked 
the  life  of  any  public  servant.  Active,  benevolent,  charitable 
and  unobtrusive,  there  was  a  simplicity  in  his  life  that  won  all 
who  knew  him.  But  he  had  a  higher  title:  he  was  a  christian  ; 
full  of  faith  and  full  of  humility." 

Thus  the  men  who  commenced  the  work  of  deaf-mute  edu- 
cation in  this  country  are  passing  away.  They  have  been  per- 
mitted, however,  to  witness  abundant  fruit  from  the  seed  they 
helped  to  plant  fifty  years  ago. — The  American  Asylum  was 
opened  under  the  care  of  Messrs.  Gallaudet  and  Clerc,  on  the 
15th  day  of  April,  1817,  with  three  pupils;  this  being  the  first 
and  only  attempt  at  deaf-mute  instruction  in  the  country  wor- 
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thy  of  mention.  At  the  time  of  Mr.  Clerc's  death,  there  are 
twenty-nine  Institutions  in  successful  operation,  over  three  thou- 
sand deaf  mutes  occupied  in  receiving,  and  nearly  two  hundred 
teachers  in  imparting  instruction.  The  possibility  of  educating 
the  mute,  so  long  regarded  with  incredulity,  is  everywhere  conce- 
ded, and  the  duty  of  so  doing,  universally  acknowledged. 
Books  have  been  prepared,  and  methods  of  teaching  elaborated ; 
and  the  number  of  this  class  who  have  been  rescued  from  igno- 
rance, amounts  to  several  thousands.  It  is  not  always  the  privi- 
lege of  those  who  are  the  instruments  in  opening  such  a  foun- 
tain of  charity,  to  see  in  their  life-time  its  streams  spread  out  in 
such  wide  ramifications,  and  bearing  so  rich  a  tide  of  blessings 
to  the  unfortunate. 

The  work  of  educating  the  deaf  mute  has  long  since  passed 
from  the  region  of  doubtful  experiment,  into  that  of  practical 
benevolence.  While  the  medical  art  has  surrendered  him,  as  in 
his  physical  infirmity,  beyond  the  reach  of  its  skill,  it  is  now 
well  understood  that  even  congenital  deafness  constitutes  no  in- 
superable barrier  to  his  highest  mental  culture,  or,  excepting  as 
the  medium  of  communication  may  impose  a  limit,  to  his  fitness 
for  the  most  exalted  positions  in  life.  The  work  itself,  also,  has 
become  a  distinct  and  honored  profession.  There  are  some  rea- 
sons why  only  persons  of  deep  and  sincere  christian  benevolence 
should  engage  in  it.  The  mute,  especially  when  his  education 
commences,  is  so  helpless,  and  so  dependent  upon  care  and  aid 
which  only  genuine  benevolence  will  render  him,  that  he  should 
never  be  left  to  those  who  will  feel  only  a  mercenary  interest  in 
his  improvement.  To  a  truly  sympathetic  and  benevolent  heart, 
this  field  is  specially  attractive.  Indeed  there  is  none  in  the 
country,  that  presents  to  young  men  of  the  requisite  qualifications 
a  more  inviting  opening  than  these  Institutions.  A  young  man 
possessing  a  mental  and  physical  adaptation  to  this  work,  em- 
barking heartily  in  it,  and  making  himself  master  of  the  best 
methods  of  communication  and  instruction,  may  be  sure  of  reach- 
ing a  high  position  of  honor  and  usefulness. 

The  primary  object  aimed  at  in  conducting  the  education  of 
a  deaf  mute,  is  to  give  him  an  accurate  knowledge  of  written 
language.     To  him,  of  course,  no  written  or  spoken  language  is 
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vernacular,  and  he  might  be  taught  several  foreign  languages 
more  easily  than  the  English,  as  many  can  be  found  which  are 
more  simple  in  their  construction.  One  of  the  reasons  for  the 
greater  difficulty  in  educating  the  deaf  mute  than  the  hearing 
child,  is,  that  when  the  latter  is  sent  to  school,  he  has  already 
learned  language  in  its  common  use,  and  with  it  he  can  immedi- 
ately proceed  to  get  possession  of  the  facts  of  history  and  of  sci- 
ence ;  while  in  the  case  of  the  former,  the  very  instrument  with 
which  he  is  to  labor  must  first  be  put  into  his  hands ; — a  process 
involving  long  and  tedious  effort.  With  language  fully  at  his 
command,  the  mute  has  no  more  difficulty  than  other  children  in 
making  further  advances.  In  connection  with  the  instruction  in 
language,  however,  the  pupil  is  thoroughly  taught  all  the  branches 
embraced  in  a  common,  and,  if  time  permits,  in  a  high  school 
education. 

As  an  indication  of  the  mental  progress  of  our  pupils,  it  is 
pleasant  to  notice  the  interest  taken  by  the  older  portion  of  them 
in  the  current  events  of  the  day.  The  papers  which  are  sent 
them  are  eagerly  perused,  and  few  communities  are  more  thor- 
oughly posted  in  these  matters,  or  make  them  the  subjects  of 
more  animated  discussion.  This  interest  may  doubtless,  in  part, 
be  attributed  to  the  contrast  of  their  present  with  their  former 
condition.  Before  education,  the  moving  world  beyond  their, 
scanty  horizon  was  a  blank  to  them.  Now,  the  daily  occurrences, 
even  of  distant  countries,  are  open  to  their  inspection.  It  is  in- 
teresting to  see  how  the  substance  of  a  paragraph  is  often  ob- 
tained by  a  pupil  who  is  yet  entirely  unable  to  analyze  the  lan- 
guage in  which  the  facts  are  conveyed.  How  valuable  is  the 
mental  stimulus  and  activity  thus  excited,  will  be  readily  under- 
stood. 

The  regular  holidays  of  the  year  are  seasons  of  great  enjoy- 
ment These  are  Thanksgiving,  Christmas,  New  Years,  and  the 
Birthday  of  the  "Father  of  his  Country."  The  most  attractive 
feature  of  these  days  is  the  social  gathering  in  the  evenings. 
These  evenings  are  spent  by  the  boys  and  girls  in  company,  in 
conversation  and  games,  and  at  the  close,  refreshments  are  served. 
The  teachers  and  friends  of  the  Institution,  with  their  families, 
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unite  with  the  pupils  in  their  amusements,  and  frequently  old 
graduates  come  a  long  distance  to  be  present. 

Our  pupils  are  again  indebted  to  David  Clark,  Esq.,  of  this 
city,  for  a  barrel  of  delicious  Florida  oranges  to  help  on  their 
Christmas  festivities.  This  is  the  third  time  they  have  received 
from  this  gentleman  a  similar  remembrance,  and  his  generosity 
and  kindness  will  long  remain  in  the  memory  of  the  deaf  and 
dumb. 

Mr.  William  B.  Swett,  a  former  graduate,  has  presented  the 
Asylum  with  a  plaster  model  of  the  "  Old  Man  of  the  Moun- 
tain," most  ingeniously  executed  by  himself,  a  faithful  and  strik- 
ing representation  of  that  celebrated  "  wonder  "  of  nature. 

The  American  Tract  Society  of  Boston  has  continued  during  the 
ye&v  its  generous  grant  of  twenty-five  copies  of  the  "  Christian 
Banner,"  and  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  the  "Child  at 
Home."  Our  grateful  acknowledgements  are  also  due  to  the  Edi- 
tors and  Publishers  of  the  papers  sent  to  our  children.  A  list  of 
these  papers  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix.* 

Commending  the  Institution,  and  all  connected  with  it,  to  the 
care  and  rich  blessing  of  Grod,  we  enter  hopefully  upon  the  la- 
bors of  another  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  PHYSICIAN. 


It  is  with  much  satisfaction  the  undersigned  reports  another 
year  of  general  good  health  among  the  pupils  at  the  Asylum. 

The  summer  term  is  usually  a  healthy  one,  and  the  last,  pre- 
sents no  distinguishing  feature  in  this  respect,  as  compared  with 
that  of  previous  years. 

The  succeeding  or  winter  term,  opened  with  a  large  number  of 
pupils,  whose  health  appeared  to  be  little  disturbed  from  any 
cause,  until  about  the  middle  of  October,  when  a  well  marked 
and  quite  severe  case  of  typhoid  fever  occurred  among  the  boys, 
which,  continuing  the  usual  period,  resulted  in  the  entire  recov- 
ery of  the  patient,  who  for  months  past  has  pursued  his  studies 
with  the  class  to  which  he  belonged. 

Fortunately,  a  second  case  did  not  occur,  and  as  the  one  in 
question  made  its  appearance  but  a  short  time  after  the  com- 
mencement of  the  term,  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  it 
originated  elsewhere,  to  be  developed  only  after  the  return  of  its 
subject. 

For  some  two  months  subsequently,  the  inmates  suffered,  as 
did  the  community  generally,  from  the  prevalence  of  rheuma- 
tism ;  the  exceedingly  variable  and  damp  weather  of  the  season, 
seeming  to  give  rise  to  it. 

The  disease  was  confined,  I  believe,  wholly  to  the  males,  and 
some  cases  were  protracted,  and  kept  several  from  school  for 
some  weeks;  all,  with  a  single  exception,  entirely  recovered,  and 
have  ever  since  been  pursuing  their  studies  without  interruption. 

The  exception  referred  to  was  that  of  a  boy  some  28  years  of 
age,  whose  system,  from  the  first,  did  not  seem  to  eliminate,  or 
throw  off,  the  morbid  matters,  which  by  many  are  supposed  to 
constitute  the  essence  of  the  disease,  but  gradually  wasted,  and 
without  any  appreciable  organic  disease  of  any  vital  organ   or

part,  he  ultimately  passed  away.  This  was  the  only  death  wThich 
has  taken  place  in  the  Institution  since  my  last  annual  Eeport  to 
your  Honorable  Body,  and  the  foregoing  represents  as  fully 
perhaps,  as  the  occasion  requires,  the  amount  and  character  of 
disease  which  has  appeared  among  the  resident  members  of  the 
household. 

No  noticeable  changes  or  improvements  have  been  made,  nor 
indeed  were  called  for,  in  the  hygiene  of  the  Institution,  existing 
arrangements  securing  to  the  pupils  all  the  requisites  usually 
embraced  in  the  term,  which  have  been  faithfully  and  intelli- 
gently applied.

VI. 

Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb, 

New  York,  November  25,  1869. 
Mr.  Barclay  : 

Dear  Sir, — I  was  very  much  surprised  and  flattered  at  the  receipt  of 
your  letter  asking  my  "  opinion"  on  the  vexed  and  vexatious  question  of 
Articulation.  I  should  not  be  half  a  woman,  if  I  did  not  have  an  opinion 
on  the  subject, — a  very  decided  one,  too, — and  one  that  I  am  in  nowise 
loth  to  express.  It  is  just  this,  that  special  instruction  in  Articulation, 
even  to  the  classes  you  mention,  (the  semi-deaf  and  semi-mute),  is  simply 
special  instruction  in  a  very  pretty  and  expensive,  and  in  some  rare  cases, 
rather  useful  accomplishment. 

In  answer  to  your  other  question,  whether  I  prefer  the  sign,  or  written 
language,  to  speech,  I  say  most  emphatically  that  I  do.  Indeed,  aside 
from  a  reluctance  which  I  cannot  overcome,  to  use  my  vocal  powers,  they 
are  so  limited,  and  I  speak  with  so  much  effort,  mental  and  physical,  that 
beyond  a  few  sentences  of  common-place,  or  a  few  words  in  an  emergency, 
I  rarely  attempt  to  use  my  voice,  and  never  succeed  in  making  myself 
understood.  Persons  of  average  quickness  of  apprehension,  fail  to  under- 
stand me  at  all,  until  they  have  become  familiar  with  my  peculiarities  of 
speech.  I  do  not,  in  fact,  know  a  single  individual  with  whom  I  could 
carry  on  a  conversation  of  any  considerable  length,  without  having 
recourse  to  the  manual  alphabet,  or  to  writing. 

Since  the  receipt  of  your  letter,  I  have  inquired  of  ten  semi-mutes,  six 
of  whom  are  employed  as  teachers  here,  (the  remainder  are  members  of  the 
High  Class),  their  preference  in  this  matter,  and  nine  unhesitatingly  and 
unequivocally  declared  that  either  the  manual  alphabet  or  writing,  was 
more  agreeable  to  them  than  speech,  as  a  mode  of  communication ;  and 
that  they  habitually  made  use  of  one  or  the  other  of  these  modes,  in  pref- 
erence  to  speech.  The  tenth  was  undecided ;  but  as  I  know  that  he  very 
rarely  uses  his  voice  when  he  can  get  pencil  and  paper,  I  think  his  inde- 
cision, is  more  of  theory  than  of  fact.  All  of  the  ten  I  have  mentioned, 
have  as  good  a  command  of  the  voice  as  I  have,  and  four  speak  with 
remarkable  ease  and  distinctness  for  deaf  persons.  One,  in  particular,  is 
a  marvel  to  all  her  hearing  friends,  on  account  of  the  clearness  and  grace 
of  her  enunciation ;  and  yet,  in  talking  with  hearing  persons  who  can 
read  from  her  fingers,  she  almost  invariably  makes  use  of  them.  This 
lady  is,  by  those  most  competent  to  decide  in  such  a  matter,  adjudged  to 
speak  better  than  any  other  deaf  person  they  have  ever  heard ;  and  yet  in 
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the  street  or  in  a  shop,  she  finds  it  almost  impossible,  often  quite  so,  to 
make  her  simplest  remarks  or  inquiries  understood. 

However  distinct  the  utterance  may  be  made,  I  doubt  if  art  can  ever 
so  supply  the  lost  guidance  of  the  ear,  as  to  make  speech  to  the  deaf  of 
any  practical  value,  outside  of  the  immediate  circle  of  family  and  friends. 
And  when  the  manual  alphabet,  which  furnishes  a  sure,  rapid,  and  unob- 
trusive means  of  communication,  can  be  learned  in  a  few  hours,  it  seems 
to  me,  to  use  the  mildest  word,  extremely  selfish  to  require  a  deaf  child  to 
perfect  or  acquire,  by  slow  and  painful  effort,  a  means  of  communication 
in  which  he  can,  from  the  very  fact  of  his  deafness,  take  no  real  pleasure. 
And  when  we  consider  how  much  our  pupils  have  to  accomplish  in  the 
very  limited  time  given  them,  the  question  is,  not  "  Is  Articulation  prac- 
ticable," but  "  Is  it  right  to  attempt  to  teach  it." 

The  Record  of  Dr.  Kitto,  in  this  matter,  Lost  Senses,  pp.  20-31,  is,  in 
substance,  the  experience  of  every  semi-mute  of  my  acquaintance.  His 
opinion  should,  I  think,  from  the  position  to  which  he  attained,  and  the 
peculiar  circumstances  of  his  life,  have  great  weight.  Becoming  totally 
deaf  at  the  age  of  twelve,  he  retained  his  vocal  j)owers  so  far  as  any  deaf 
person  can  retain  them,  and  was  able  to  improve  them  very  much  by 
determined  and  persevering  use;  yet  on  page  111  of  the  work  to  which  I 
have  referred,  he  says :  "  My  own  present  facility  of  speech,  stands  me  in 
little  stead,  beyond  the  walls  of  my  own  house.  I  do  not  find  real  occa- 
sion for  it  ten  times  in  a  year." 

The  dear  friends  who  have  labored  and  sacrificed  so  much  for  us,  can 
not,  by  their  utmost  endeavors,  restore  to  us  our  lost  sense ;  and  since  the 
same  mighty  physical  convulsion  that  threw  up  an  impassable  barrier  to 
sound,  turned  the  spontaneous  flow  of  thought  from  its  natural  channel 
into  a  new  one,  let  them  not,  in  mistaken  kindness,  try  to  force  it  back  to 
the  old,  but,  as  heretofore,  endeavor  to  smooth  and  widen  the  new. 

I  have  been  constrained  to  answer  your  questions  at  much  greater 
length  than  I  intended,  and  the  fact  that  the  subject  is  one  in  which  I  am 
greatly  interested,  must  be  my  excuse.  I  have  been  teaching  deaf  mutes 
and  semi-mutes  with  all  my  might,  since  the  day  I  graduated,  and  no  one, 
I  think,  would  hail  with  more  delight,  or  adopt  with  greater  zeal,  any  sys- 
tem which  gave  reasonable  promise  of  broader  and  deeper  culture,  or 
increased  social  facilities  for  the  deaf.  This  old-new  system  holds  out  no 
such  hope ;  it  has  been  tried,  and  it  failed. 

Hoping  that  I  have  not  taken  up  too  much  of  your  time,  and  that  you 

will  not  attribute  my  earnestness  to  a  lack  of  respect  for  those  who  differ 

with  me  in  this  matter,  but  to  an  impatience  that  I  can  hardly  control, 

when  I  see  time  sjsent  that  cannot  be  regained,  and  money  that  is  so  much 

needed  elsewhere,  exj)ended  in  attempts  that  seem  utterly  futile.

When  I  am 
walking  in  the  road  of  towns,  sometimes  horses  follow  me,  and  I 
can't  hear  the  noise,  but  I  feel  the  horses'  breath  from  their  noses, 
and  then  turn  and  get  to  the  sidewalk.  When  I  walk  on  the  railroad, 
I  always  turn  my  head  even'  few  minutes.  I  think  that  I  can  hear 
the  sounds  of  drums,  cannons,  pistols,  guns,  &c,  when  I  am  near  them. 
But  I  don't  know  if  I  do  hear  indeed.  I  think  that  I  feel  the  sounds  of 
them.  If  I  shut  my  eyes,  and  a  boy  walks  around  me  with  noise,  I  know 
whether  he  is  going  or  coming,  because  I  feel  more  noise  when  he  comes 
nearer  me.  When  some  of  my  friends  play  on  pianos,  I  then  put  my 
hands  on  them  and  feel  the  sounds.  The  sounds  make  me  feel  sweet.  I 
think  that  the  sjneaking  people  hear  the  same  which  I  feel.  The  deaf 
mutes  must  work  with  their  eyes  more  than  speaking  people.  I  thank 
my  Heavenly  Father,  because  I  can  see  with  my  eyes.

I  had  never  bathed  ha  the  sea.  One  day  we  went  to  bathe.  When  the 
sea  came  up,  I  sat  on  a  stone,  and  then  it  came  against  me.  I  like 
to  bathe  very  much ;  but  at  first,  I  felt  very  cold  and  trembled,  because 
the  sea  was  very  cold.  It  made  my  ache  head,  but  after  bathing  it  was 
gone,  The  second  time  I  bathed  there,  I  did  not  tremble.  Sometimes 
we  and  some  friends  held  our  hands  and  danced  around  on  the  sea-shore.

We  all  laughed  at  her  because  her  red  hair  was  like  the  fishes.  We 
all  stayed  on  the  rock  half  of  the  day.  I  intended  to  get  more  starfishes 
in  the  afternoon,  but  the  water  flowed  uj)  and  covered  all  the  low  rock.

WHY   SO   MANY   PERSONS   HAVE   NO   FRIENDS. 

Often  do  many  persons  desire  to  have  friends,  for  they  know  the  happi- 
ness their  life  may  attain  by  friendship ;  but  there  are  many  who  do  not 
enjoy  the  advantages  of  friendship.  Often  are  we  not  to  be  blamed 
for  not  having  friends,  for  we  are  not  rightly  judged  by  others.  We  are 
not  so  wisely  guided  into  the  path  of  education,  that  those  with  whom  we 
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mingle  in  society,  do  dislike  our  society  and  do  not  leave  us  to  ourselves. 
We  want  that  excellence  of  mind  and  elegance  of  manners,  equally  essen- 
tial as  integrity  of  character.  Then  the  seeds  of  friendship  that  have  been 
sown  in  the  very  hearts  of  others,  are  withered.  Our  disposition  does  not 
agree  with  that  of  those  who  know  us,  because  our  temper  is  so  naturally 
grave  and  reserved  that  we  don't  earn  their  appreciation.  Our  odd  dis- 
position draws  the  contempt  of  others  who  assail  us  with  insulting  lan- 
guage.

I.  The  Asylum  will  provide  for  each  pupil,  board,  lodging  and  washing, 
the  continual  superintendence  of  health,  conduct,  manners  and  morals, 
fuel,  lights,  stationery,  and  other  incidental  expenses  of  the  school-room ; 
for  which,  including  Tuition,  there  will  be  an  annual  charge  of  one  hun- 
dred and  seventy-five  dollars. 

II.  In  case  of  sickness,  the  necessary  extra  charge  will  be  made. 

III.  No  deduction  from  the  above  charge  will  be  made  on  account  of 
vacation  or  absence,  except  in  case  of  sickness. 

IV.  Payments  are  always  to  be  made  six  months  in  advance,  for  the 
punctual  fulfillment  of  which,  a  satisfactory  bond  will  be  required. 

Y.  Each  person  applying  for  admission,  must  be  between  the  ages  of 
eight  and  twenty-five  years ;  must  be  of  a  good  natural  intellect ;  capa- 
ble of  forming  and  joining  letters  with  a  pen,  legibly  and  correctly;  free 
from  any  immoralities  of  conduct,  and  from  any  contagious  disease. 


Applications  for  the  benefit  of  the  legislative  appropriations  in  the  States 
of  Maine  and  New  Hampshire,  should  be  made  to  the  Secretaries  of 
those  States  respectively ;  in  Massachusetts,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Education ;  in  each  case  stating  the  name  and  age  of  the  proposed 
beneficiary,  and  the  circumstances  of  his  parent  or  guardian.  Apj^li- 
cations  as  above  should  be  made  in  Vermont,  Rhode  Island,  and  Con- 
necticut respectively,  to  His  Excellency,  the  Governor  of  the  State.  In 
all  cases,  a  certificate  from  two  or  more  of  the  selectmen,  magistrates,  or 
other  respectable  inhabitants  of  the  township  or  place  to  which  the  appli- 
cant belongs,  should  accompany  the  application. 

Those  applying  for  the  admission  of  paying  pupils,  may  address  then- 
letters  to  the  Principal  of  the  Asylum  ;  and  on  all  letters  from  him 
respecting  the  pupils,  postage  will  be  charged. 

The  time  for  admitting  pupils  is  the  second  Wednesday  of  September,  and 
at  no  other  time  in  the  year.  Punctuality  in  this  respect  is  very  import- 
ant, as  it  cannot  be  expected  that  the  progress  of  a  whole  class  should  be 
retarded  on  account  of  a  pupil  who  joins  it  after  its  formation.  Such  a 
pupil  must  suffer  the  inconvenience  and  the  loss. 

It  is  earnestly  recommended  to  the  friends  of  the  deaf  and  dumb,  to 
have  them  taught  to  write  a  fair  and  legible  hand  before  they  come  to  the

Asylum.     This  can  be  easily  done,  and  it  prepares  them  to  make  greater 
and  more  rapid  improvement. 

When  a  pupil  is  sent  to  the  Asylum,  unless  accompanied  by  a  parent  or 
some  friend  who  can  give  the  necessary  information  concerning  him,  he 
should  bring  a  written  statement  embracing  specifically  the  following 
particulars  : 

1.  The  name,  in  full. 

2.  Post  office  address,  and  correspondent. 

3.  Day,  month,  and  year  of  birth. 

4.  Cause  of  deafness. 

5.  Names  of  the  parents. 

6.  Names  of  the  children  in  the  order  of  their  age. 

7.  Were  the  parents  related  before  marriage  ?     If  so,  how  ? 

8.  Has  the  pupil  deaf-mute  relatives'?     If  so,  what  ? 

The  pupil  should  be  loell  clothed;  that  is,  he  should  have  both  summer 
and  winter  clothing  enough  to  last  one  year,  and  be  furnished  with  a  list 
of  the  various  articles,  each  of  which  should  be  marked.  A  small  sum  of 
money,  not  less  than  five  dollars,  should  also  be  deposited  with  the  Stew- 
ard of  the  Asylum,  for  the  personal  expense  of  the  pupil  not  otherwise 
provided  for. 

Packages  of  clothing,  or  boxes,  sent  by  Express,  will  reach  the  pupils 
safely.     ^W  The  Express  charges  should  in  all  cases  oe  pre-jmid.^^t^ 

Careful  attention  to  these  suggestions  is  quite  important. 

There  is  but  one  vacation  in  the  year.  It  begins  on  the  last  Wednesday 
of  June,  and  closes  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  September.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  the  pupils  will  spend  the  vacation  at  home.  This  arrange- 
ment is  as  desirable  for  the  benefit  of  the  pupils,  who  need  the  recreation 
and  change  of  scene,  as  for  the  convenience  of  the  Institution,  thus  afford- 
ing opportunity  for  the  necessary  painting,  cleansing,  &c.  The  present 
facilities  for  travel,  enable  most  of  the  pupils  to  reach  home  on  the  eve- 
ning of  the  day  they  leave  Hartford.  Every  pupil  is  expected  to  return 
punctually  at  the  opening  of  school,  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  Sej> 
tember. 

On  the  day  of  the  commencement  of  the  Vacation,  an  officer  of  the 
Asylum  will  accompany  such  pupils  as  are  to  travel  upon  the  railroads 
between  Hartford  and  Boston,  taking  care  of  them  and  their  baggage,  on 
condition  that  their  friends  will  make  timely  provision  for  their  expenses 
on  the  way,  and  engage  to  meet  and  receive  them  immediately  on  the 
arrival  of  the  early  train  at  various  points  on  the  route  previously  agreed 
on,  and  at  the  station  of  the  Boston  and  Worcester  Kailroad,  in  Boston. 
A  similar  arrangement  is  made  on  the  Connecticut  River  Railroads,  as  far 
as  to  White  River  Junction.  No  person  will  be  sent  from  the  Asylum  to 
accompany  the  pupils  on  their  return,  but  if  their  fare  is  paid,  and  their 
trunks  checked  to  Hartford,  it  will  be  safe  to  send  them  in  charge  of  the 
Conductor. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  COMMITTEE  AND  THE  BOARD 
OF  MANAGERS. 


To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Metreat  for  the  Insane  : 

At  a  meeting  of  your  board  held  on  the  5th  day  of  March, 
a.d.  1868,  the  Board  of  Managers  was  appointed  a  Building 
Committee  to  carry  into  execution  the  plans  of  Messrs.  Vaux, 
Withers  &  Co.,  Architects,  for  the  alteration  and  improvement 
of  the  Retreat  buildings.  These  plans  involved  a  radical  and 
thorough  reconstruction  of  said  buildings,  and  embraced  im- 
provements in  heating,  ventilation,  enlargement'  of  halls,  an 
arrangement  of  a  series  of  spacious  single  and  also  suites  of  other 
rooms,  consisting  of  parlors,  bed  and  bath  rooms  and  water 
closets  combined,  all  arranged  and  adapted  for  occupancy  by 
patients,  whose  habits  and  mode  of  life  render  these  extra  accom- 
modations a  sort  of  necessity ;  and  so  arranged,  that  in  the 
classification  of  patients,  such  as  should  desire  the  higher  priced 
and  extra  accommodations,  could  have  their  own  separate  table 
and  rooms  or  be  accommodated  in  the  various  spacious  public 
dining-rooms  and  parlors  connected  with  each  separate  hall .  in 
the  institution,  as  each  might  choose. 

These  improvements  have  now  been  substantially  completed. 
The  result  of  the  reconstruction  is  most  satisfactory  to  the 
Committee,  the  officers  of  the  institution  and  others,  who  have  ex- 
amined the  alterations.  "We  believe  that  no  institution  in  the 
country  is  more  perfectly  and  thoroughly  ventilated,  and  if  not 
in  every  other  respect  a  model  institution,  that  there  is  none 
other  in  the  country  or  elsewhere,  which  possesses  so  many 
comforts  and  conveniences,  where  the  halls  are  so  sunny  and 
cheerful,  the  rooms  so  spacious  and   comfortable,  and  so  adapt- 
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ed  to  the  wants  of  the  various  classes  of  patients ;  from  those 
of  moderate  means,  to  those  who  require  and  can  afford  to  pay 
for  luxurious  suites  of  rooms  and  all  the  delicacy  of  a  separate 
and  more  sumptuous  table ;  and  where  the  surroundings  and  the 
near  and  distant  views  of  Woodland  and  Lawn,  embracing  moun- 
tains, valley,  and  river,  are  so  extensive,  varied  and  beautiful,  as 
are  now  combined  in  the  Hartford  Retreat. 

The  Committee  confidently  believe  that  the  public  will  appre- 
ciate, what  has  been  so  perfectly  accomplished  in  this  regard,  for 
the  comfort,  relief  and  curative  treatment  of  a  class  of  sufferers, 
which  seems  to  be  increasing  in  this  country  ;  whose  disease 
can  no  where  be  so  successfully  treated,  and  whose  real  and  im- 
aginary sufferings  can  no  where  be  so  far  alleviated,  as  in  such  a 
quiet  retreat,  surrounded  by  so  many  comforts  and  attractions, 
so  much  that  is  beautiful,  homelike  and  cheerful.  They  have 
full  confidence,  that  the  very  large  expenditures,  which  your  Com- 
mittee have  necessarily  incurred  in  this  work,  will  commend  them- 
selves to  the  patronage  of  the  community,  and  that  our  paying 
patients,  for  whom  the  expenditures  became  a  necessity,  will  ena- 
ble us  to  meet  and  cancel  the  debt  that  we  have  thus  incurred. 

Since  their  last  report  the  Board  of  Managers  have  nothing  of 
importance  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Directors  in  relation  to 
the  management  and  government  of  the  Institution,  other  than 
that  during  this  period  of  remodelling  and  transition,  the  sys- 
tematic management  of  the  Retreat  has  necessarily  been  more  or 
less  interrupted  and  interfered  with,  and  the  Superintendent  and 
his  assistants  have  had  their  duties  greatly  increased.  These 
trials  and  perplexities,  in  providing  accommodations  for  our 
patients,  cannot  be  fully  appreciated,  except  by  those  who  have 
experienced  the  like  inconveniences  and  discouragements ;  yet, 
under  all  these  disadvantages  and  discouraging  circumstances,  the 
Retreat  has  prospered  pecuniarily,  and  the  improvement  and  re- 
covery of  patients  have  been  proportionally  as  great  as  in  former 
years,  a  result  secured  only  by  the  zeal  and  fidelity  with  which 
the  Superintendent  and  all  the  resident  officers  of  the  Retreat 


have  performed  their  various  duties,  and  by  their  devotion  to  its 
interests  and  the  welfare  of  its  inmates. 

.  In  closing  this  report,  we  are  called  upon  to  record  the  decease 
of  two  of  the  oldest  and  most  valued  members  of  our  Board. 
The  Hon.  Alfred  Smith  became  a  Director  in  1844,  and  died  at 
Hartford,  August  12th,  1868,  and  Ezra  Clark,  Esq.,  became  a 
Director  in  1846,  and  died  May  10th,  1870.  Both  were  given  to 
deeds  of  charity  and  benevolence,  and  their  presence  and  counsels 
will  long  be  missed  in  our  Board ;  but  the  remembrance  of  their 
acts  of  charity  and  good  deeds  will  be  cherished  by  us  who  sur- 
vive, as  also  in  the  hearts  of  all  who  knew  them. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  Spring,  D.D.,  who,  in  1863,  was  appointed 
Chaplain  of  the  Retreat,  has  tendered  his  resignation  and  retired 
from  the  position,  which,  for  seven  years,  he  has  so  satisfactorily 
and  with  great  usefulness  filled.  His  example,  judicious  counsels, 
pleasant  conversation,  and  Christian  influence  has  produced  most 
happy  results  in  the  various  wards,  and  been  the  source  of  great 
comfort  to  many  patients,  and  it  will  be  a  most  happy  event 
should  Ave  be  enabled  to  find  another  who  will  combine  the 
many  qualities  of  mind,  heart,  and  manner  so  essential  to  that 
happy,  quieting,  and  cheerful  influence  which  he  possessed,  and 
his  presence,  visitations,  and  religious  services  exercised  over  the 
inmates  of  the  Retreat.  We  can  only  regret  that  the  infirmities 
of  age  have  crept  upon  him  and  led  him  to  feel  the  necessity  of 
retirement.  Many  a  sad  and  sorrowing  patient  will  anxiously 
and  with  unfeigned  disappointment  await  his  coming,  and  wait 
in  vain,  for  the  consolation  which  he  so  well  knew  how  and  was 
so  ready  to  give.-  Our  prayers  and  best  wishes  for  his  life  and 
future  happiness,  and  the  blessings  of  many  a  weary,  sad,  and 
afflicted  heart  of  those  to  whom  he  has  administered  the  com- 
forts of  religion  here,  will  go  with  him  in  his  retirement  and 
afford  him  consolation  and  happiness  in  this  retrospect  of  his  past 
connection  with  the  Retreat.

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Retreat  for  the  Insane  : 

Gentlemen  :  The  Report  which  I  lay  before  you,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  requisition  of  the  By-Laws,  is  practically  a  bi- 
ennial one,  embracing  the  Forty-fourth  and  Forty-fifth  Repoi*ts, 
and  giving  you  the  results,  numerically  and  otherwise,  for  the 
official  years  Eighteen  hundred  and  Sixty-nine  and  Seventy. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  the  great  work  of  reconstructing 
the  Institution,  on  which  your  board  had  entered,  had  not  given 
any  positive  results.  Less  than  one-half  of  the  indigent  patients 
had  been  removed  to  the  State  hospital.  The  larger  part  of  the 
building  was  in  the  hands  of  the  contractors,  and  no  one  section 
of  it  had  been  completed.  In  this  state  of  embarrassment  and 
confusion,  my  last  year's  report  was  mainly  a  verbal  one,  simply 
complying  with  the  requisition  of  the  By-laws,  and  was  not  put 
into  print.

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Of  those  that  died  during  the  past  year,  fourteen  were  males 
and  eleven  were  females. 

Nine  deaths  were  from  general  paralysis,  seven  from  acute 
mania,  three  from  chronic  mania,  two  from  puerperal  mania,  two 
from  apoplexy,  one  from  epilepsy,  and  one  from  rheumatic  fever. 

DESCRIPTION    OF    THE    BUILDING. 

We  are  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  S.  Harley,  the  celebrated  wood  en- 
graver, of  160  Fulton  Street,  New  York,  for  the  very  artistic  and 
beautiful  view  of  the  "  Centre  and  North  Wing  of  the  Retreat." 
The  front  of  the  Institution,  with  all  the  external  arrangements, 
meets,  I  believe,  with  universal  approbation.  Only  those  who 
remember  the  old  building,  its  want  of  proportion,  and  its  plain, 
ungainly  aspect,  can  fully  appreciate  the  contrast  with  the  adap- 
tiveness  and  architectural  merit  of  the  present  structure. 

The  changes  in  the  interior  are  fully  as  extensive  as  those  of 
the  exterior  of  the  building.  They  are  more  important  as  more 
directly  affecting  its  applicability  to  the  great  object  in  view, — the 
restoration  of  its  inmates  to  health,  and  the  promotion  of  their 
comfort  and  contentment  while  waiting  the  often  tedious  process 
of  recovery. 

"  The  plan  of  the  principal  floor  "  shows  that  the  entrance  hall 
which  connects  the  two  porticoes  (L)  is  intersected  at  right  angles 
by  a  corridor  (H)  which  gives  a  direct  approach  to  the  Board 
Room  (M)  and  to  the  Reception  Rooms  (D)  on  both  sides,  and 
to  the  wards  in  each  wing.  Both  of  the  Reception  Rooms  are 
reached  by  private  outside  entrances,  so  that  patients  to  be  ad- 
mitted need  not  come  into  the  centre  building  at  all.  The  Dis- 
pensary (E)  was  removed  from  what  is  now  the  corridor  to  the 
opposite  side  of  the  Superintendent's  office  (A).  The  main  stair- 
way in  the  centre  building  was  rebuilt.  At  the  head  of  these 
stairs,  and  opening  pleasantly  upon  them,  is  a  room  10x11  over 
the  rear  portico  (L),  which  gives  us  a  small  conservatory. 

Upon  each  side  of  the  main   building,   between   it   and   the 
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wings,  flights  of  stairs  have  been  constructed  leading  from  the 
kitchen  and  lower  oflices  to  the  Chapel,  chambers,  &c,  which 
effectually  remedies  great  inconveniences  formerly  existing.  By 
the  removal  of  a  front  chamber  the  upper  corridor  is  extend- 
ed to  the  second  story  of  the  portico,  giving  us  full  command 
of  the  wide  -  eastern  view.  By  extending  the  outer  wall  of 
the  wing  to  the  bakery  (U)  on  the  one  side,  and  to  the  amuse- 
ment hall  (X)  on  the  other,  over  spaces  formerly  parts  of  the  air- 
ing courts,  the  width  of  this  part  of  the  wing  was  increased  over 
seventeen  feet,  the  former  outside  wall  of  the  old  building  being 
now  an  inside  partition  wall  between  the  corridor  (H),  and  the 
dining  room  (I),  and  the  larger  bedroom  (R).  By  this  exten- 
sion of  the  width  of  the  building  we  have  increased  the  size  of 
nearly  all  the  bed  rooms  in  the  hall  to  an  average  of  about  9x17 
feet.  The  former  one-story  building  which  connected  this  hall 
with  one  running  at  right-angles  beyond  it  has  been  replaced  by 
an  entirely  new  structure,  represented  in  the  front  view  of  the 
building,  by  the  tower.  The  first  and  second  stories  of  this  new 
building  are  connected,  respectively,  with  the  old  halls,  giving 
spacious  parlors,  corridors,  and  large  and  airy  bedrooms ;  in  the 
third  story  of  the  tower  is  a  large  hall,  to  be  occupied  as  library 
and  billiard  rooms. 

On  the  two  next  halls,  running  at  rio-ht-ano-les  with  the  one 
just  described,  parlors  have  been  constructed  at  each  end  of  the 
corridors,  and  in  the  upper  hall  the  ceilings  of  the  parlors  have 
been  raised,  and  other  changes  made,  which  have  given  this  hall 
a  new  and  most  inviting  appearance.  On  each  story  of  this  wing 
several  rooms  were  removed,  and  the  space  converted  into  suites 
of  apartments,  as  at  (N).  Each  of  these  suites  contains  a  small 
parlor,  bed  room,  and, bath  room.  Every  hall  now  contains  in 
itself  a  complete  arrangement  of  one  or  more  parlors,  dining- 
room,  bath  room,  with  lavatory  and  water-closet.  We  come  next 
to  the  "  intended  addition,"  marked  ( W).  These  are  embraced  in 
the  plans  of  Messrs.  Vaux  &  Co.,  and  are  intended  to  give  spacious 
and  pleasant  apartments  for  a  class  of  patients  too  excitable  to 
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mingle  at  all  times  with  the  more  quiet  and  convalescent  members 
of  our  family,  hut,  who  still  require  handsome  apartments  with 
ample  conveniences.  The  building  of  this  section,  and  the  recon- 
struction of  the  fourth  and  fifth  halls  (Lodges),  the  board  is  com- 
pelled to  postpone.  The  great  need  of  these  additions  is  fully  re- 
alized, but  prudence  forbids  any  further  increase  of  the  large  re- 
sponsibilities already  assumed.  These  important  additions  will  be 
made  as  soon  as  the  necessary  funds  can  be  secured.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  the  same  pressing  necessity  has  compelled  the 
Board  to  postpone  the  grading  and  laying  out  of  the  rear,  or 
Washington  street,  entrance,  and  the  painting  of  the  exterior  of 
some  of  the  buildings. 

RECONSTRUCT!  OX. 

Since  the  publication  of  the  Report  of  1868  a  most  important 
era  marks  the  history  of  the  Retreat.  Rs  semi-official  connec- 
tion with  the  State,  and  all  its  direct  or  indirect  obligations  in 
regard  to  receiving  the  Indigent  Insane,  have  entirely  ceased. 
Great  and  radical  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  building,  parts 
have  been  rebuilt,  and  all  has  been  remodeled  and  adapted  to  its 
new  exigencies.  The  capacity  has  been  reduced  in  regard  to 
the  number  to  be  received,  but  largely  increased  in  respect  to  the 
comforts  and  facilities  of  treatment  afforded  its  inmates.  In  or- 
der to  put  fairly  on  public  record  the  causes  which  have  almost 
literally  compelled  your  board  to  this  new  measure,  I  must  allude 
briefly  to  points  of  our  history,  some  of  which  have  been  given 
more  in  detail  in  the  forty-third  and  forty-fourth  reports. 

The  first  patient  was  received  into  the  Retreat  April  1,  1824. 

There  were  at  that  time  four  other  Lunatic  Hospitals  in  the 
United  States,  all  containing  less  than  two  hundred  patients. 

The  very  interesting  report  of  Dr.  Todd,  made  one  year  after- 
wards, shows  that  during  that  year  44  cases  (12  recent,  and  32 
chronic),  had  been  admitted.  Of  these,  20  had  been  discharged, 
of  whom  5  had  recovered,  and  24  remained  (of  whom  4  only  were 
recent,  and  20  chronic).

It  is  interesting  to  compare  these  with  the  results  given  in  our 
last  published  report,  in  1868.  The  total  number  resident  for 
that  year  was  413,  while  of  the  167  discharged,  72  had  recov- 
ered, and  the  whole  number  remaining  was  246. 

The  first  important  change  made  in  the  arrangements  or  build- 
ings of  the  Retreat  was  in  1832,  when  fifty  rooms  were  added 
at  an  expense  of  $10,000. 

The  next  was  in  1844-5,  when  two  wings  were  erected,  accom- 
modating 122  patients,  at  an  expense  of  $22,000.  This  last  en- 
largement grew  out  of  that  connection  with  the  state  which  has 
been  so  little  understood  or  appreciated. 

The  persistent  ignorance  which  continues  to  represent  the 
Retreat  as  having  been  for  years  the  ungrateful  recipient  of 
large  annual  donations  from  the  legislature,  made  in  considera- 
tion of  our  receiving  the  Insane  poor,  makes  it  proper  for  me 
again  to  put  on  record  a  simple  statement  of  facts. 

In  1840,  this  board,  moved  by  an  appeal  to  their  charity  and 
sympathy,  in  favor  of  the  Indigent  Insane,  who  were  exposed  to 
great  suffering  in  the  almshouses  and  elsewhere  in  the  state, 
adopted  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  all  indigent  persons,  citizens  of  the  state,  and  proper  sub- 
jects for  such,  an  Institution,  shall  be  received  and  supported  at  the  Retreat 
for  a  sum  not  exceeding  $2.50  per  week. 

In  May,  1842,  the  general  assembly  appropriated  "  a  sum  not 
exceeding  $2,000  a  year,  for  the  support  of  such  Insane  persons 
whose  parents  and  guardians  were  unable  to  bear  all,  or  any  part, 
of  their  expense  at  the  Retreat." 

In  the  note  below  I  give  an  extract  from  our  forty-third  report, 
presenting  the  detailed  results  of  the  action  of  your  board,  and 
the  broad  charity  which  it  dispensed.*      The  selectmen  of  the 


*  "  The  Retreat,  in  addition  to  the  buildings,  ground,  and  organization  pre- 
viously existing,  has  expended  $43,000  of  its  own  funds  in  the  erection  and 
furnishing  of  additional  rooms  and  other  accommodations.     It  has  also  paid

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towns,  and  other  guardians  of  the  poor,  were  not  slow  to  appreci- 
ate the  pecuniary  and  other  advantages  of  this  arrangement. 
Consequently  the  number  of  state  beneficiaries  gradually  in- 
creased, and  with  it  increased  the  appropriations  of  the  state,  until 
it  became  evident,  that  with  one  hundred  and  fifty  of  this  class  al- 
ready in  our  wards,  and  with  over  two  hundred  insane  people  in 
the  alms  houses  of  the  state,  who  might  at  any  time  be  brought 
to  our  doors,  that  the  Institution,  with  a  reasonable  capacity  of 
only  two  hundred  patients,  and  dependent  for  its  support  on  a 
class  aide  and  willing  to  pay  us  higher  and  remunerative  rates, 
was  in  danger  of  becoming  merely  a  receptacle  of  the  indigent 
and  incurable.  Justice  to  the  Retreat  demands  that  it  should 
be  fully  understood  that  it  has  not  received  the  donation  of  a 
dollar  from  the  treasury  of  the  state,  since  the  year  1855,  and  the 
whole  amount  it  has  ever  received  from  it,  since  the  opening  of 
the  Institution,  in  the  year  1824,  is  simply  $24,000. 

its  officers,  lias  made  repairs  and  improvements,  sometimes  costly  and  exten- 
sive, has  assumed  and  met  all  responsibilities  for  contingent  expenses  and 
deficiencies,  &c,  and  has  given  its  indigent  class  in  common  and  equally 
with  others  paying  a  higher  price,  the  advantages  of  a  large  proportion  of 
attendants  and  other  increased  appliances  of  treatment,  and  has  received 
from  the  State  of  Connecticut  in  forty-three  years  only  $24,000.  In  other 
words,  the  Retreat  has  furnished  to  this  class  medical  attendance,  medicine, 
board,  washing  and  mending ;  attendants,  averaging  one  nurse  to  seven  or 
eight  patients ;  has  heated  and  ventilated  the  apartments,  employed  a  chap- 
lain, furnished  large  libraries,  carriages  and  horses,  ornamental  grounds  for 
recreation,  rooms  for  entertainments  and  various  amusements,  decorated  the 
halls  with  engravings,  and  all  at  a  rate  of  board  the  lowest  charge  of  which 
was  from  1844  to  1849,  inclusive,  $2.50  per  week  ;  from  1850  to  1863,  inclu- 
sive, $3  per  week,  with  the  exception  of  one  year,  when  it  was  $3.50 ;  in 
1864,  '65,  '66  and  '67,  at  $4  per  week  ;  a  rate  of  charge  that  has  proved  inad- 
equate to  cover  the  actual  cost,  and  which  has  only  been  maintained  by  the 
excess  of  our  income  derived  from  self-supporting  patients  paying  us  a 
higher  price. 

"  The  average  cost  of  maintenance  for  each  patient  for  five  years  prior  to 
April  1st,  1857,  was  $3.49  per  week  ;  for  the  year  1865  it  was  $4.80  per  week, 
for  1866,  $5.50  per  week,  and  for  1867,  $5.16  per  week." 
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On  the  other  hand,  it  has  for  years,  without  cost  to  the  state, 
provided,  from  its  own  funds,  the  buildings  and  other  appliances 
necessary  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  from  one  hundred  and 
thirty  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  of  the  .state  beneficiaries  (as 
enumerated  in  the  preceding  note). 

When  a  reasonable  annual  interest  is  computed  upon  the 
amount  invested  by  the  State  to  furnish  for  two  hundred  pa- 
tients precisely  what  the  Retreat  furnished  gratuitously  for  its 
proportionate  number,  it  will  be  seen  that  it  has  year  after  year 
given,  in  the  saving  of  interest  to  the  State,  an  amount  equal  to 
all  it  has  ever  received  from  it  in  forty-six  years !  I  have  dwelt 
upon  this  because  I  cannot  consent  that  the  good  the  Reti*eat  has 
thus  done  should  be  evil  spoken  of. 

ISTor  do  r  speak  of  this  complainingly.  The  action  of  the 
Directors  was  taken  intelligently  and  of  their  own  free  will,  and 
they  are  well  content  with  the  results,  in  view  of  the  good  they 
have  accomplished.  It  left  them  not  rich,  as  many  think,  but 
with  a  small  surplus  fund  of  a  few  thousand  dollars,  not  ex- 
ceeding $25,000.  It  has  restored  hundreds  to  soundness  of  mind, 
has  conferred  measureless  blessings  upon  more  of  the  sick  and 
the  afflicted,  and,  as  a  crowning  result,  its  action  originated  the 
popular  movement  which  has  resulted  in  the  erection  by  the 
State  of  its  well-built,  thoroughly-appointed,  and  excellent  State 
Hospital. 

In  this  connection  it  is  well  to  define  our  position,  which  is 
simply  that  of  any  other  private  and  chartered  institution.  We 
admit  all  suitable  applicants,  upon  our  own  terms,  at  such  rates 
of  board  as  shall  give  us  fair  and  reasonable  compensation  for  the 
care  required  and  accommodations  furnished,  reserving,  of  course, 
the  right  to  reject  such  applicants  as  we  may  deem  unsuitable. 
Occasionally  the  Governor  has  aided  indigent  patients,  by  defray- 
ing part  of  their  expenses  here ;  but  this  in  no  manner  affects 
their  position  or  relation  to  this  Institution  any  more  than  if  they 
were  assisted  by  private  benevolence. 

The  large  diminution  of  our  number  by  the  removal  of  the 
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state  patients,  brought  at  once  before  us  this  grave  question, 
What  should  we  aim  to  make  the  future  of  the  Retreat  ? 

This  was  a  question  by  no  means  of  easy  solution.  By  the 
original  construction  of  the  house,  it  was  divided  into  small 
halls,  requiring,  comparatively,  a  large  number  of  attendants  for 
a  limited  number  of  patients,  thus  increasing  the  relative  expense 
of  each.  Our  farm  was  too  distant  to  be  made  available  in  in- 
creasing our  income  to  any  great  extent.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  small  size  of  the  rooms,  the  low  ceilings,  the  imperfect  classi- 
fication, the  deficient  heating  and  ventilation  of  the  whole  build- 
ing, constructed  so  many  years  ago,  the  narrow  and  ill-arranged 
corridors,  the  want  of  suitable  dining  rooms,  and  the  general 
worn  and  defaced  condition  of  the  house,  made  it  evident  that 
we  could  not  compete  with  other  asylums,  either  in  the  reception, 
at  living  rates,  of  large  classes  of  low-priced  patients,  or  of  small 
classes  of  patients  paying  us  higher  and  more  remunerative 
prices.  To  do  nothing  but  let  the  Retreat  drift,  to  wait,  as  it 
were,  to  let  the  river  run  by  that  we  might  possibly  get  over  dry 
shod,  to  let  others  take  from  us  the  advantages  we  had  earned 
in  so  many  years  of  earnest  effort,  and  which  we  might  never  re- 
gain, was  simply  suicidal. 

The  decision  at  which  the  Board  arrived,  after  a  careful  con- 
sideration of  the  subject,  was  eminently  wise  and  judicious,  and 
will,  I  am  confident,  be  fully  justified  by  the  remedial  and  finan- 
cial results.  This  decision  was  to  meet  the  emergencies  of  the 
Institution ;  to  make  such  changes,  internally  and  externally,  in 
the  building  as  should  make  it  compare  favorably  with  the  best 
institutions  in  the  country ;  and  on  the  sound  principle  illustrated 
on  a  smaller  scale  in  the  improvement  of  the  grounds,  that  what 
was  worth  doing  at  all  was  worth  doing  well,  to  do  it  sys- 
tematically and  thoroughly  with  a  wise  and  rigid  economy ;  and 
then,  in  mercantile  phrase,  to  run  the  risk  of  the  investment. 
In  thus  deciding  to  reconstruct  the  old  building  instead  of  re- 
building upon  a  neAV  site,  we  have  avoided  a  large  loss,  which 
would  have  inevitably  attended  a  change  of  location  and  have 
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obtained  results  which  have  exceeded  our  most  sanguine  antici- 
pations. Moreover,  the  past  history  of  the  Retreat  and  its  pres- 
tige, earned  by  so  many  years  of  earnest  effort  and  successful 
treatment,  are  inseparably  connected  in  the  minds  of  its  large 
circle  of  friends,  with  its  pleasant  location  and  its  beautiful  and 
almost  unrivalled  surroundings  ;  all  these  possible  elements  of 
future  success  have  been  most  wisely  retained.  The  whole  ques- 
tion of  the  manner  of  reconstructing  the  buildings  was  submit- 
ted to  the  well-known  architects,  Messrs.  Vaux,  Withers  &  Co., 
of  New  York  City.  They  were  requested  to  furnish  plans  which 
should  embrace  the  desired  improvements  and  yet  be  within  our 
limited  means.  The  problem  before  them  was  one  of  no  easy 
solution.  The  architects  were  given  a  building,  commenced  more 
than  forty  years  ago,  extended  at  various  periods  without  any 
uniform  plan  or  systematic  fitting  together  of  its  disproportionate 
parts,  and  with  an  entire  absence  of  architectural  style  and  of 
apparent  capacity  for  improvement. 

The  solution  required  was  to  apply  the  principle  adopted  in 
our  hotels,  watering-places,  and  other  arrangements  of  social  life, 
to  the  accommodation  of  those  insane  persons  who  might  come 
to  us  for  a  temporary  refuge  or  a  permanent  home,  and  who, 
having  been  accustomed  to  a  larger  share  of  comfort  or  luxury, 
should  not  be  deprived  when  taken  from  home  and  placed  among- 
st rangers,  of  any  not  injurious  indulgence  made  essential  by  pre- 
vious habits,  tastes,  or  even  prejudices. 

The  results  they  have  obtained  are  more  than  satisfactory; 
they  so  commend  themselves  to  us  all  as  to  require  no  detailed 
comments  from  my  pen.  Externally  the  plain  and  factory-like- 
looking  building  has  been  converted  into  a  beautiful  home-like 
structure,  more  resembling  a  country  residence  of  a  private  gen- 
tleman than  a  public  building  or  a  hospital. 

Internally,  as  I  remarked  in  a  former  report,  the  various  diffi- 
culties which  always  attend  the  remodeling  of  an  old  house  and 
adapting  it  to  modern  taste  and  necessities,  have  been  skillfully 
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and  happily  overcome,  while  the  introduction  of  all  essential 
improvements  has  been  as  ingeniously  and  happily  effected. 

We  are  given  pleasant  and  spacious  parlors,  cozy  alcoves, 
large,  airy  sleeping-rooms,  convenient  bath-rooms,  and  lavatories, 
and  handsomely  funiished  dining-rooms  on  each  hall.  Suites  of 
rooms  with  parlor,  bed  and  bath-room,  light  and  ample  corridors, 
with  enough  of  irregularity  of  form  to  avoid  a  wearisome  mo- 
notony, all  well  heated  and  ventilated.  Light  windows,  with  sim- 
ple wire  guard,  in  place  of  the  old-fashioned,  heavy  windows 
with  heavy  iron  grating. 

During  all  the  time  since  the  contractors  commenced  re- 
building in  June,  1868,  until  a  few  weeks  since,  some  parts  of 
our  house  have  been  in  their  hands  and  necessarily  vacated  by 
the  patients  ;  roofs  have  been  removed,  floors  have  been  torn 
up,  old  walls  torn  down  and  new  ones  built  up,  and  generally  the 
means  of  communication  between  the  offices  of  the  centre  build- 
ing and  the  extreme  wings  and  lodges  have  been  either  over  this 
debris  of  material  or  by  out-of-door  passages.  Through  all  this 
confusion  and  exposure  to  injury,  escape  and  evil  communication, 
we  have  been  so  mercifully  preserved  from  harm,  that  I  have 
been  often  reminded  of  the  remark  of  our  former  excellent  chap- 
lain, Rev.  Mr.  Gallaudet,  that  lunatic  hospitals  were,  in  his 
opinion,  the  best  illustration  of  special  providences.  Certainly 
those  two  years  have  been  years  of  great  anxiety  and  care,  and 
we  gratefully  and  reverently  thank  God  for  the  signal  mercies  we 
have  thus  received  at  His  hands.  Truly  "  except  the  Lord  keep 
the  city  the  watchman  waketh  but  in  vain." 


HEATING    AND    VENTILATION.

In  going  contrary  to  the  popular  opinion  which  considers 
mechanical  force  so  entirely  necessary  to  secure  the  proper  venti- 
lation of  such  a  building  as  this,  we  felt  that  we  were  assuming 
no  small  responsibility ;  but,  our  most  sanguine  expectations 
have  been  fully  realized. 
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We  find  it  is  entirely  practicable  to  secure  almost  any  amount 
of  circulation  required  by  the  simple  application  of  beat  to  an  up- 
cast shaft  of  ample  size,  thus  dispensing  entirely  with  those 
expensive  appliances,  the  engine  and  fan,  heretofore  considered 
so  necessary  for  securing  proper  ventilation.  The  introduc- 
tion of  the  fan  would  have  been  made  unusually  difficult  and 
expensive  by  the  original  construction  of  the  building,  with  a 
low  basement  and  no  cellar ;  the  underlying  slate  rock  coming 
so  near  the  surface  as  seriously  to  interfere  with  the  excavation 
necessary  for  large  air  passages. 

One  point  in  this  building  that  is  essentially  different  from 
many  attempts  that  have  heretofore  been. made  to  ventilate  such 
buildings  by  heated  shafts  is,  that  instead  of  trying  to  carry  the 
foul  air  long  distances  under  ground,  the  heated  shafts  are  provi- 
ded at  frequent  intervals,  so  that  the  air  in  no  instance  is  carried 
more  than  116  feet. 

All  the  water  closets  have  independent  shafts  going  directly 
through  the  roof;  these  are  also  kept  heated  summer  and  winter. 

For  the  purpose  of  securing  the  benefit  of  the  forced  draught 
in  the  upcast  shafts,  each  bed-room  is  connected  by  a  flue  8x10 
inches,  which  commences  at  the  bottom  of  the  room  and  is  carried 
to  the  basement,  and  from  thence  to  the  heated  shaft :  this  is 
drawing  the  air  from  the  bottom  of  the  room  at  all  times.  From 
the  top  of  the  room  there  is  another  ventilator,  opening  into  a 
flue  going  directly  out  through  the  roof;  this  is  controlled  by  a 
register  which  the  attendant  may  close  in  very  cold  weather,  if 
found  necessary  to  prevent  the  too  rapid  escape  of  the  heated 
air ;  at  all  other  times  it  would  be  '  left  open  to  relieve  the  room 
of  the  warmer  and  frequently  fouler  air. 

Mr.  Leeds  who  gave  the  plans  for  the  ventilation  and  heating, 
laid  much  stress  upon  the  necessity  for  placing  a  large  portion 
of  the  heating  surface  in  each  room  so  that  much  of  the  warmth 
might  be  derived  from  direct  radiation. 

His  arguments  are  that  all  warmed  air  is  debilitating,  that 
the  colder  the  air  inhaled  the  more  rapid  would  be  the  circulation 
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of  the  blood — referring  to  the  well  known  physiological  fact  that 
we  give  off  twice  the  quantity  of  carbonic  acid  when  breathing- 
air  near  zero  than  we  do  when  breathing  air  nearly  the  tempera- 
ture of  the  body — and  as  the  rays  of  heat  given  off  from  any  hot 
body  do  not  heat  pure  dry  air  through  which  they  pass,  but  go 
straight  on  until  obstructed  by  some  solid  body,  therefore,  by 
placing  this  heating  surface  directly  in  the  room,  the  persons 
therein  may  be  warmed  by  these  rays  of  heat,  and  still  leave 
the  air  cool  and  invigorating  for  breathing. 

Acting  upon  this  theory  most  of  the  halls  and  larger  rooms 
have  the  steam  radiators  placed  in  them,  in  all  cases  near  or 
directly  under  the  external  windows,  and  so  arranged  that  by  the 
opening  of  the  windows  a  current  of  fresh  air  will  flow  over  these 
heaters,  and  thus  be  partially  warmed  in  its  entrance.  It  is  not 
necessary  that  this  inflowing  air  should  be  warmed  quite  to  the 
temperature  of  the  room,  as  the  difference  of  temperature  will  be 
made  up  by  the  direct  radiation  from  the  heated  pipes. 

Another  advantage  is,  that,  as  the  fresh  air  thus  entering  is 
cooler  than  the  general  temperature  of  the  room,  it  flows  to  the 
floor  under  that  already  there,  which  is  consequently  more  foul ; 
this  enables  the  ventilators  near  the  ceiling  to  be  left  open  most 
of  the  time,  which  is  always  very  advantageous,  but  which  can- 
not be  done  in  cold  weather  when  heating  exclusively  by  circu- 
lating warmed  air,  as  in  that  case  the  warmth  as  well  as  the 
freshest  air  would  escape  there. 

A  large  portion  of  the  rooms  are  warmed  by  currents  of  air 
passing  over  coils  of  steam  pipes  in  the  cellar.  Flues  are  so 
placed  as  to  introduce  this  Warmed  air  at  the  bottom,  and  on 
the  outside  of  the  room,  which  is  naturally  the  coldest.  The 
air  commonly  flows  toward  the  halls,  which  are  great  natural 
ventilating  shafts. 

It  will  be  seen  therefore  that  the  system  adopted  is  a  combina- 
tion of  direct  radiation  and  circulating  warmed  air,  as  about  one 
half  of  the  heating  surface  is  placed  in  the  cellar  for  warming 
currents  of  air,  and  the  other  half  exposed  for  direct  radiation. 
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By  this  arrangement  we  have  also  greater  security  from  fire. 
One  fire,  and  that  in  the  kitchen,  is  substituted  for  our  former 
number  of  thirty. 

The  buildings,  heating,  and  ventilation,  with  the  new  boiler 
house,  chimney,  and  necessary  aqueducts  and  drainage,  have  in- 
volved an  expenditure  of  about  $133,500. 

The  amusement  hall  has  also  been  enlai'ged  and  improved,  the 
ceiling  raised,  arched,  and  beautifully  frescoed,  the  walls  painted, 
and  a  new  stage,  with  dressing-rooms  added,  all  at  a  cost  of 
about  $3,600,  covered  by  a  donation  from  our  friend,  the  late  Dr. 
N".  B.  Ives,  of  New  Haven,  long  one  of  the  medical  visitors  at  the 
Retreat,  and  of  his  family,  given  for  this  special  purpose.* 

Many  parts  of  the  Retreat  have  been  newly  furnished  with  new 
furniture  and  carpets,  at  a  cost  of  about  $12,500. 

The  plans  for  heating  and  ventilation  of  the  buildings  were 
furnished  by  Lewis  W.  Leeds,  of  New  York,  an  engineer  of 
much  experience  in  the  ventilation  of  hospitals  and  other  public 
buildings,  whose  work  in  our  Retreat  has  produced  most  satis- 
factory results,  as  already  stated. 

The  steam  apparatus  for  heating  the  south  wing  was  intro- 
duced by  Messrs.  H.  B.  Smith  &  Co.,  of  Westfield,  Massachu- 
setts, and  from  the  time  it  was  put  into  use  has  operated  with 
perfect  satisfaction. 

The  operation  of  the  steam,  as  introduced  by  Messrs.  Pitkin 
Bros.  &  Co.,  in  the  north  wing,  has  not  as  yet  been  satisfactory, 
but  we  have  every  assurance  that  it  will  be  made  equally  as  suc- 
cessful as  in  the  south. 

The  work,  in  alteration  and  reconstruction  of  the  buildings, 
has  been  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  James  Jordan,  one  of  the 

*  In  respect  for  his  memory,  his  past  services  to  the  institution  while  liv- 
ing, and  this  perpetuation  at  his  death  of  the  interest  he  ever  felt  in  the 
welfare  of  the  afflicted  and  suffering  insane,  this  hall,  made  so  beautiful  by 
his  gift  sent  in  the  last  week  of  his  life,  and  in  expectation  of  death,  is  now 
a  memorial  hall,  called  after  his  name,  and  is  hereafter  to  be  known  as  the 
"Ives  Amusement  Hall." 
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contractors,  whose  attention  and  fidelity  in  its  execution  is  enti- 
tled to  the  highest  commendation. 

The  committee  have  been  greatly  relieved  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties  by  the  thoroughness,  perfect  workmanship,  and 
quality  of  material  which  they  have  uniformly  found  required  by 
him  in  the  execution  of  his  contract.  Few  gentlemen  have  any 
conception  of  the  difficulties  and  perplexities  in  executing  so 
complete  a  transformation  as  has  been  made  in  the  Retreat  build- 
ings, and  especially  while  occupied,  as  these  have  been,  by  a  large 
number  of  patients ;  and  when  we  are  now  enabled  to  point  to 
these  buildings  as  models  of  their  kind,  and  well  nigh  perfect  in 
material  and  workmanship,  and  to  his  fidelity  as  securing  this  re- 
sult, we  do  Mr.  Jordan  but  simple  justice  in  thus  expressing  our 
entire  satisfaction  with  his  work. 

DONATIONS. 

In  acknowledging  the  many  and  liberal  donations  I  have  re- 
ceived, and  which  will  long  continue  to  increase  the  happiness 
and  improvement  of  our  inmates,  I  cannot  refrain  from  an  ex- 
pression of  great  gratification  at  the  savor  of  kindness  to  myself 
by  which  they  were  accompanied.  We  have  received  from  Dr. 
Nathan  B.  Ives  a  donation  of  $3,600  for  the  enlargement  and 
decoration  of  the  Amusement  Hall,  and  for  the  finishing  and  fur- 
nishing of  the  Chapel  we  have  received  $250  from  Ex-Governor 
Buckingham,  $200  from  S.  S.  Ward,  Esq.,  $100  from  a  friend,  and 
from  Calvin  Day,  Esq.,  the  frescoing  of  the  ceiling  of  the  Chapel, 
at  a  cost  of  not  less  than  $150.

Flow- 
ers, pictures,  music,  neutral  tints,  all  objects  of  art  and  beauty 
have  more  marvellous  powers  as  remedies  in  the  halls  of  the  Re- 
treat than  in  the  sick  rooms  of  our  private  homes.

Heretofore  the  very  ampleness  of  your  liberality  in  expending 
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year  by  year  nearly  all  your  income  in  increasing  the  appliances 
of  treatment,  and  the  mistaken  idea  that  the  appropriations  made 
by  the  State  to  pay  the  low  rates  of  board  of  its  insane  poor 
were  gifts  to  the  Retreat,  have  led  many  to  suppose  the  Retreat 
was  richly  endowed,  and  we  have  in  consequence  been  deprived 
of  donations  and  legacies  which  we  sorely  needed.  After  the  full 
and  explicit  statement  now  made  of  our  condition,  no  one  can 
question  the  claim  which  this  noble  charity  has  on  the  aid  and 
sympathy  of  the  benevolent. 

We  are  yet  without  a  bowling  alley  for  our  gentlemen,  a 
winter  garden  for  the  amusement  and  occupation  of  our  ladies ; 
we  greatly  need  pianos,  a  cabinet  organ,  or  some  suitable 
musical  instrument  for  our  Chapel,  billiard  tables,  bagatelle 
boards,  and  other  sources  of  occupation,  amusement  and  recrea- 
tion. 

CONCLUSION. 

Truly,  the  broad  and  enlightened  liberality  of  your  Board  has 
opened  a  new  era  in  the  history  of  your  institution ;  as  year  after 
year  developes,  more  and  more,  the  beneficent  influences  of  the 
good  work  you  have  accomplished,  there  will  come  to  you  the 
constantly  increasing  consolation  of  having  most  effectually  min- 
istered to  the  necessities  of  some  of  the  greatest  sufferers  of  the 
human  family.  In  diminishing  the  numerical  capacity  of  the  Re- 
treat, you  have  largely  increased  its  ability  to  do  good.  You 
are  opening  your  doors  more  widely  to  a  large  class  who  were 
being  practically  excluded  from  them,  a  class  whose  sufferings 
from  mental  disease  were  most  acute,  whose  necessities  of  care 
were  most  urgent,  and  whose  restoration  to  health  and  usefulness, 
was  most  important. 

In  the  broad  commonwealth  of  Christian  charity,  all  men  should 
safely  rest  upon  the  equality  of  the  bi*otherhood  established  by 
our  blessed  Master  ;  but  the  natural  habits  of  life,  the  commend- 
able refinements  of  Christian  civilization,  give  necessities  and  sen- 
sibilities to  some  which  do  not  exist  in  others. 
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The  old  charge  given  to  the  Dictator,  in  the  days  of  peril  of 
the  Roman  Republic,  to  see  to  it  that  no  harm  came  to  any  cit- 
izen, expresses  the  whole  dnty  of  every  Christian  state.  Every 
insane  man  or  woman  should  be  provided  for,  either  by  private 
beneficence  or  by  official  action.  No  one  part  of  our  duty  to 
our  fellow  men  can  be  consistently  neglected  :  "  This  ought  ye 
to  have  done,  and  not  to  have  left  the  other  undone,"  is  a  com- 
mand which  has  no  limitation  short  of  the  fulfilment  of  the 
whole  law. 

In  this  connection,  and  in  view  of  the  enlightened  action  of 
'  your  board  in  thus  reconstructing  the  Retreat,  and  of  that  of  the 
state,  in  the  erection  of  the  general  hospital  for  the  insane,  at 
Middletown,  I  turn  with  great  pleasure  to  the  first  report  of  the 
Retreat,  written  by  the  first  superintendent,  that  wise  and  good 
man,  Dr.  Eli  Todd.  Parts  of  this  report  have  a  most  singular 
and  happy  application  to  the  present  time.  After  reviewing  the 
history  of  the  year,  he  says  he  "  cannot  but  be  satisfied  by  the 
results  which  are  far  more  favorable  than  he  had  ventured  to  an- 
ticipate, and  which  he  believes  will  have  the  effect  of  animating 
the  immediate  friends  and  patrons  of  the  Retreat  with  a  sanguine 
hope  of  ultimately  accomplishing  the  full  design  of  this  noble  in- 
stitution, which  has  been  reared  and  fostered  by  them,  with  the 
benignant  purpose  of  consecrating  it  to  the  relief  of  a  deplorable 
calamity  which  strikes  at  the  fountain  head  of  every  blessing  of 
existence,  that  stands  in  the  catalogue  of  human  sufferings  with 
a  sad  preeminence  of  claim  over  all  others  upon  our  commisera- 
tion, but  which,  in  truth,  has  received  the  smallest  share  of  our 
assistance. 

"  Through  the  divine  influence  of  Him  who  is  '  touched  with  a 
sense  of  human  infirmity,'  His  followers,  in  the  temper  of  their 
master  have  sought  out  this  forlorn  and  untractable  sufferer,  and 
placed  him  under  the  guardianship  of  benevolence.  At  the  pres- 
ent day,  there  is  scarcely  a  country  that  professes  the  Christian 
name  which  is  not  amply  furnished  with  places  of  refuge,  com- 
fort, and  safety  for  the  maniac.      Connecticut  has,  until  lately 
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been  an  exception,  and  furnished  the  anomaly  of  a  people  who 
had  always  evinced  how  highly  they  appreciated  the  blessings  of 
reason,  by  the  profound  attention  they  bestowed  on  its  culture ; 
whose  public  statutes  were  full  of  the  noblest  provisions  for  rais- 
ing the  moral  and  intellectual  faculties  to  an  exalted  standard, 
but  destitute  of  suitable  provision  to  redeem  those  faculties,  when 
prostrated  by  misfortune  or  disease. 

"  By  the  blessing  of  Heaven  the  public  sensibility  is  at  last 
awakened  to  this  interesting  subject.  The  legislature,  as  well  as 
many  of  our  citizens,  have  embarked  in  the  cause,  with  a  fellow 
feeling  and  liberality  calculated  to  animate  and  fortify  our  confi- 
dence in  human  nature.  They  have  contemplated  the  victims  of 
insanity  with  a  profound  but  considerate  compassion,  that  prom- 
ises to  be  as  lasting  as  it  is  rational.  This  is  not  one  of  those 
sudden  gusts  of  sympathy  that  is  exhausted  by  its  own  violence, 
that  expends  itself  in  idle  regrets,  or  exhales  in  passive  pity ;  it 
is  the  steady  action  of  a  sentiment  at  once  wholesome  and  practi- 
cal, and  which,  with  a  tonic  efficacy,  rouses  and  supports  every 
energy  of  will  and  power,  to  cooperation  in  behalf  of  its  object. 

"  Under  such  an  influence,  we  have  beheld  that  steady,  syste- 
matic, and  unwearied  exertion  for  the  relief  of  the  insane  in  this 
state,  which,  within  the  short  period  of  two  years,  has  resulted 
in  such  noble  provision  for  their  comfort  and  restoration." 

These  words  were  written  in  1824  ;  they  have  a  peculiar  force 
in  1870. 

Thus  we  see  that  Christian  Charity,  and  Christian  Duty,  like 

Christian  Love,  are  alike  in  all  time.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHAPLAIN. 


To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Retreat — 

Gentlemen  :  Allow  me  to  express,  at  the  close  of  another 
year,  my  gratitude  for  the  opportunity  you  have  given  me  to 
continue  my  services  here,  notwithstanding  the  interruptions  oc- 
casioned by  the  improvements  in  progress.  I  would  also  thank- 
fully acknowledge  the  aid  and  encouragement  received  from  the 
officers  of  the  Institution,  and  the  uniform  kindness  and  respect 
of  the  attendants  and  patients,  in  the  discharge  of  my  weekly 
and  other  duties  here.  All  and  each,  in  their  respective  places, 
have  been  of  signal  service,  and  my  obligations  to  them  will  not 
soon  be  forgotten. 

Every  friend  of  the  Retreat  must  rejoice  in  the  advancing 
steps  now  being  taken  in  furtherance  of  its  design,  and  which 
are  placing  it  upon  more  commanding  ground  than  ever.  The 
improvements  already  begun  and  progressing,  are  such  as  offer 
a  most  inviting  and  welcome  refuge  to  that  class  of  patients 
whose  benefit  they  contemplate.  They  combine  all  that  is  need- 
ful in  safety  with  much  that  is  desirable  in  comfort,  and  even 
coveted  in  luxury.  They  provide  for  the  attendance  and  affec- 
tion of  friendship,  when  mercenary  assiduities  might  be  repul- 
sive. They  bring  to  this  saddest  and  most  grievous  of  human 
calamities  the  means  of  alleviation  and  endurance,  which  leave 
almost  nothing — short  of  recovery — for  solicitude  or  sympathy 
to  desire. 

While,  therefore,  your  chaplain  congratulates  you  upon  these 
improvements,  they  suggest  to  his  own  mind  a  cause  of  regret, 
that  he  must  be  denied  the  privilege  of  their  cooperation.     If 
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anything  could  induce  the  desire  to  continue  the  services  which 
you  have  tolerated  for  six  years,  it  would  be  the  conscious  value 
of  these  auxiliaries  in  my  work.  It  would  be  pleasant,  with  all 
these  aids,  and  others  still  contemplated,  to  engage,  if  it  were  but 
for  another  year,  in  services  which  have  never  been  onerous,  and 
often  delightful.  But  the  admonitions  of  age  and  infirmity  are 
not  to  be  disregarded.  I  find  myself  unutterably  unequal  to  the 
labor  and  exposure  which  even  my  hitherto  imperfect  work  here 
involve.  The  position  creates  a  demand  which  I  am  incom- 
petent to  meet. 

In  placing  in  your  hands  my  resignation,  allow  me  to  express 
my  gratitude  for  the  forbearance  which  you  have  hitherto  exer- 
cised, and  my  earnest  wishes  for  the  continued  and  enlarged 
prosperity  of  the  Institution  committed  to  your  care.  That  in 
future,  as  heretofore,  the  "  blessing  of  many  ready  to  perish " 
may  follow  it,  is  the  sincere  prayer  of

ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS  INTO  THE  RETREAT  FOR  THE 
INSANE,  AT  HARTFORD. 

No  patient  admitted  for  a  shorter  time  than  three  months  ;  and  pay- 
ment for  that  term  only  is  to  be  made  in  advance  to  the   Treasurer  or  a 


Subsequent  expenses  are  to  be  paid  quarterly  to  the  Steward. 

If  the  patient  is  removed  uncured  before  the  expiration  of  thirteen 
weeks,  and  contrary  to  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Superintending 
Physician,  board  is  always  required  for  that  period ;  but  if  the  patient 
recovers  before  the  expiration  of  the  period  paid  for,  or  leaves  with  the 
full  approbation  of  the  physician,  the  excess  is  refunded. 

Letters  relating  to  the  quarterly  bills  and  clothing  should  be  ad- 
dressed to  Mr.  Thomas  H.  Holaday,  the  Steward.  Clothing  and  pack- 
ages sent  for  the  use  of  the  inmates  should  be  sent  to  the  care  of  the 
Steward. 

All  letters  in  relation  to  the  situation  and  health  of  the  patients,  &c, 
&c.,  will,  of  course,  be  addressed  to  Dr.  John  S.  Butler,  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

Application  for  admission  should  be  made  to  Dr.  Butler,  the  Superin- 
tendent, previous  to  the  patients  being  brought  to  the  Betreat,  in  all  cases. 
A  brief  statement  of  the  case  should  accompany  the  application. 


\  Extract  from  the  Law  passed  at  the  last  (1869)  Session  of  the  Legislature.  | 
"  Sect.  1.  Any  lunatic  or  distracted  person  maybe  placed  in  a  hospi- 
tal, asylum,  or  retreat  for  the  insane,  or  other  suitable  place  of  deten- 
tion, either  public  or  private,  by  his  or  her  legal  guardian,  or  relatives 
or  friends  in  case  of  no  guardian  ;  but  in  no  case  without  the  certificate 
of  one  or  more  reputable  physicians,  after  a  personal  examination  made 
within  one  week  of  the  date  thereof,  which  certificate  shall  be  duly  ac- 
knowledged before  some  Magistrate  or  other  officer  authorized  to  ad- 
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minister  oaths,  or  take  the  acknowledgment  of  deeds  in  the  State  where 
given,  who  shall  certify  to  the  genuineness  of  the  signature,  and  to  the 
respectability  of  the  signer."

To  the  Honorable  Cfeneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connecti- 
cut, to  be  holden  at  New  Haven  on  the  first  Wednesday  of 
May,  1870. 

In  compliance  with  the  duty  imposed  on  us  by  the  act  of 
incorporation  of  the  "  Connecticut  School  for  Imbeciles,"  the 
following  annual  report  of  the  Directors,  accompanied  by  the 
report  of.  the  Superintendent,  is  respectfully  submitted. 

The  work  of  the  Institution  has  been  carried  on  during 
the  year  with  uninterrupted  success,  and  each  year's  ex- 
perience confirms  the  practicability  of  great  improvement  in 
the  condition,  both  mental  and  physical,  of  the  class  it  is 
designed  to  benefit. 

We  again  desire  to  state  our  conviction  that  a  necessity 
exists  for  increased  accommodations  for  the  training  and 
education  of  the  feeble-minded  children  of  the  State. 

There  are  at  present  twenty  children  in  the  School,  who 
are  beneficiaries  of  the  State  to  the  amount  of  three  dollars 
per  week.  All  who  will  make  themselves  familiar  witli  their 
condition  must  recognize  the  wisdom  of  thus  granting  them 
assistance. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  remarks  of  the  Superintendent 
in  regard  to  enlargement  of  the  Institution.  If  the  Institu- 
tion be  enlarged,  legal  provision  must  be  made  for  the 
support  of  an  increased  number  of  pupils.  We  commend 
his  suggestions  to  the  earnest  consideration  of  the  members 
of  the  General  Assembly,  believing  that  no  other  claim,  in 
regard  to  any  unfortunate  class,  is  so  pressing,  at  present,  as 
this  one.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Directors  of  the  Connecticut  School  for  Imbeciles. 

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  respectfully  submit- my  report  of 
the  affairs  of  this  School  for  the  past  year.  ■ 

There  haye  been  connected  with  the  School  forty-one 
pupils.  The  average  attendance  has  been  thirty-eight.  We 
have  had  no  severe  sickness  since  the  date  of  my  last  report, 
and  no  death.  Although  the  standard  of  health,  with  our 
inmates,  is  low,  it  may  be  said  that  uniform  health  has  been 
enjoyed  throughout  the  year.  We  have  been  uninterrupted 
in  our  work,  and  feel  that  success  has  attended  our  labors. 

The  present  is  the  twelfth  year  of  our  existence  as  a 
School.  Modest  in  its  conception,  small  in  its  beginning, 
with  very  few  pupils  during  its  earlier  years,  it  has  grown  in 
the  confidence  of  the  public  ;  and  by  showing  the  benefit  it 
can  confer  upon  the  class  it  is  designed  to  improve,  it  has 
increased  its  power  for  good,  slowly  but  steadily,  until  its 
capacity  is  not  large  enough  to  supply  the  want  expressed. 

It  is  proper  at  this  time  to  review  its  history,  briefly;  and 
trace  its  progress.  It  cannot  be  claimed  by  any  one  that  its 
experimental  period  has  not  passed.  Such  as  it  is,  it  is 
established  ;  established  in  the  confidence  of  the  people  by 
what  it  has  accomplished,  by  what  it  is  now  doing,  and  by 
the  recognized  necessity  for  its  maintenance  as  shown  by  the 
growing  demand  for  a  share  in  its  advantages. 

The  Governor  of  the  State  in  1855,  as  I  believe  several 
who   preceded  him  had  done,  called  the  attention   of  the 


Legislature  to  the  possible  education  of  the  imbecile  class, 
and  the  matter  was  referred  by  that  body  to  an  appropriate 
committee,  who  recommended,  after  examining  the  subject, 
that  a  commission  be  created  which  should  investigate  the 
whole  matter  during  the  year  following,  not  only  in  regard 
to  what  was  then  being  done  elsewhere,  but  also  in  regard  to 
the  number  and  condition  of  the  class  in  our  own  State. 

That  commission  found,  first,  that  the*  number  in  the  State 
was  much  greater  than  had  been  hitherto  estimated  ;  and 
secondly,  that  much  more  could  be  done  toward  education, 
and  elevation  in  the  social  scale,  than  had  been  supposed. 
At  that  time  only  four  schools  existed  in  this  country. 
Those  schools  were  visited,  and  although  the  work  was  then 
in  its  infancy,  and  the  magnitude  10  which  it  would  grow  was 
but  dimly  foreshadowed,  the  gentlemen  composing  that 
commission  became  convinced  of  the  need  and  the  utility  of 
the  work. 

The  influence  which  such  schools  were  to  exert  upon  the 
whole  subject  of  education,  by  showing  the  necessity  for 
more  thorough  physiological  training  and  discipline,  even  in 
the  instruction  of  classes  the  most  healthy,  had  no  place  in 
their  minds,  in  making  their  estimate  and  arriving  at  their 
conclusions.  In  their  report  to  the  Legislature  of  1856,  this 
whole  subject  was  presented,  more  or  less  widely,  to  the 
people  of  the  State.  Through  the  effect  of  one  vote  cast  in 
the  Senate,  the  bill  prepared  for  the  establishment  of  a  state 
institution  failed.  Two  years  afterwards  this  School  was 
established.  During  its  third  year,  the  State  granted  aid  in 
the  support  of  fifteen  children.  Afterward  various  gentle- 
men contributed  towards  the  erection  of  our  present 
buildings,  aided  and  supplemented  by  a  grant  from  the  State 
Treasury  ;  the  Legislature  also  increasing  the  number  of 
those  partially  supported  by  the  State  to  twenty,  making  the 
Governor  the  almoner  of  that  aid,  and  leaving  the  selection 
of  beneficiaries  to  him. 

For  a  longer  or  shorter  period  eighty-seven  children  have 
been  inmates  of  the  Institution.  Our  present  number  would 
be  much  larger  if  we  had  room  to  receive  the  pupils.     But 


as  time  passed,  and  our  knowledge  increased  regarding  the 
wants  of  the  class,  it  became  evident  that  numbers  could  not 
be  compressed  into  small  space,  and  classification  must  be 
most  thorough  and  careful:  and  in  the  but  partial  carrying 
out  of  the  plan  of  our  building,  the  sexes  could  not  be  so 
carefully  separated  as  desirable,  and  indeed  necessary,  if  the 
house  was  over-crowded. 

The  building,  which  at  first  was  supposed  ample  to  accom- 
modate forty-five  pupils,  will  properly  accommodate  only 
thirty-five. 

As  I  am  soon  to  speak  concerning  the  wants  of  the  State 
in  regard  to  this  class,  and  wisli  to  enforce  the  argument  I 
make  by  facts,  and  as  I  can  only  reach  the  Legislature  and 
the  public  through  you,  permit  me  to  state,  as  proven  by  the 
record,  and  by  the  universal  testimony  of  friends — what  I 
have  heretofore  declared — that  the  benefit  conferred  upon 
this  class  by  training  and  education,  and  the  relief  and 
blessing  to  families  to  which  they  belong ;  in  short,  the 
benefit  to  society,  is  as  great  as  that  conferred  upon  it  by  the 
care  of  the  insane,  or  the  training  and  education  of  any  class 
requiring  special  modes,  such  as  the  blind,  or  deaf  and 
dumb. 

Of  the  whole  number  of  pupils  connected  with  this  Insti- 
tution, about  26  per  cent,  have  been  so  far  lifted  up, 
trained,  taught,  that  they  have  become  comparatively  useful 
members  of  society  ;  having  left  the  School  to  earn  their 
own  support,  or  to  enter  the  public  schools. 

Upon  our  school  records  may  be  found  the  following 
entries  : 

R. — Can  read,  write,  &c. — left  to  earn  her  own  living. 

G. — At  work  in  a  mill,  earning  his  living. 

J.- -Had  emerged  from  his  condition  of  imbecility,  was 
fond  of  history,  geography,  and  arithmetic.  Corresponded 
with  friends  without  aid,  and  was  much  loved  for  his  gentle 
manners  and  perfect  truthfulness. 

B. — Capable  of  self  support. 

P. — Left   school  to  learn  a  trade.     His  father  has  since 
written  that  he  supports  himself. 
I 


I. — Earning  his  support. 

C. — Improved  extraordinarily  ;  ought  to  have  remained 
longer,  but  was  taken  home  because  capable  of  assistance  in 
support  of  the  family. 

H. — Left  to  enter  public  school. 

A. — Left  to  assist  her  mother ;  her  father  pronounces  her 
quite  capable. 

D. — At  work  with  his  father  at  a  trade. 

A. — Left  for  public  school. 

I  might  mention  more  of  these  interesting  cases,  but  these 
will  suffice. 

Of  course  there  is  another  side  to  this  picture.  A  portion 
of  this  class  can  be  much  improved  in  personal  habits,  in 
general  deportment,  in  capacity  for  enjoyment,  &c,  but  can- 
not be  elevated  to  the  plane  of  common,  healthy,  active  life. 
All  of  the  simple  amenities  of  life  can  be  observed  by  them, 
and  harmless  quietness  will  be  the  extent  of  their  burden 
upon  friends. 

Another  portion  must  always  be  subjects  for  thoughtful 
care.  They  will  be  custodials  all  through  life,  either  in  the 
seclusion  of  the  family,  where  the  special  care  required  must 
be  a  heavy  tax  upon  its  members,  and  a  drain  upon  friend- 
ship, or  retained  in  an  asylum,  as  is  now  the  settled  policy  in 
regard  to  the  incurable  insane.  Better  care  can  be  afforded 
this  latter  class  in  a  special  asylum,  than  can  be  furnished  in 
any  home,  and  it  is  due  from  society  to  provide  the  relief 
thereby  possible,  to  itself  and  to  the  family. 

I  am  not  sure,  to-day,  but  our  labors  in  behalf  of  those 
who  cannot  be  so  much  elevated  in  the  social  scale,  are  not 
worth  as  much  to  the  subjects,  and  to  society,  as  labors  in 
behalf  of  those  who  respond  so  much  more  evidently  and 
promptly. 

The  public  asks  for  results,  and  I  am  happy  to  give  them. 
The  time  will  come  when  the  proper  custody  and  care  of 
slightly  improvable  idiots,  will  be  considered  not  only  worthy, 
but  a  wise  economy  for  the  State. 

The  literature  connected  with  our  work  is  very  meagre ; 
laborers  in  this  cause  have  been  obliged,  so  to  speak,  to  feel 
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their  way,  and  to  progress  as  they  learned.  The  chief 
knowledge  gained  hitherto,  -has  been  of  the  best  kind — that 
acquired  by  personal  experience,  and  by  the  experience  of 
co-workers,  as  recorded  in  their  annual  reports. 

A  few  philosophic  minds  in  this  country,  and  in  Europe, 
have  given  the  subject  thought  and  study,  and  have  enriched 
it  by  their  researches. 

Some  of  the  older  Superintendents  have  been  enabled  by 
devotion  to  the  cause,  and  peculiar  fitness  for  their  work,  to 
deduce  and  generalize  correctly,  and  now  their  reasonings 
and  conclusions  are  considered  authority.  These  patient 
workers  have .  contributed  to  the  welfare  of  this  class  not 
only,  but  to  that  of  the  race,  by  calling  attention  to  the 
necessity  of  physiological  training  and  education  ;  thus 
reaching  towards,  and  pointing  out  the  causes  of  many  ills  to 
which  society  is  heir. 

I  am  glad  to  believe  that  this  branch  of  philanthropic  labor 
is  recognized  as  necessary.  None  can  be  found,  I  think,  who 
will  at  this  day  compare  the  helpless  objects  of  our  solicitude 
with  things  inanimate  and  worthless,  and  pronounce  our 
labors  useless,  but  all  grant  as  a  fixed  fact  that  our  labors, 
and  such  as  ours,  are  to  be  continued,  and  carried  on  to  the 
full  extent  required  to  meet  all  demand  for  them. 

Believing  this,  I  wish  to  urge  the  claims  of  this  Institution 
for  enlargement.  We  cannot  permit  the  conclusion  that  but 
few  of  the  class  should  be  cared  for,  or  that  any  less  propor- 
tion of  this  helpless  class  than  of  any  other,  should  receive 
of  the  beneficence  of  the  charitably  humane,  and  of  the 
State.  Town  officers,  and  the  public  even,  may  realize  the 
convenience  of  congregating  and  caring  for  the  chronic 
insane,  because  that  class  is  more  apt  to  be  before  the  public 
eye,  whereas  in  this  infirmity,  the  burden  is  borne  more 
secretly  by  the  family  ;  laying  heaviest  upon  the  mother,  or 
the  female  portion  of  it. 

But  the  convenience,  or  otherwise  of  the  public,  has  little 
to  do  in  settling  the  merits  of  this  case.  If  it  is  right  in  the 
one  case,  it  is  in  the  other,  and  the  broad  principle  must  be 
acknowledged   that  all  classes  of  the  unfortunate,  all    the 
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weak  who  cannot  help  themselves,  must  be  helped  by  those 
who  are  capable  of  taking  care  of  themselves  and  helping 
others.  That  all,  who  need  special  modes  of  education  to 
give  them  the  greatest  benefit  of  which  they  are  capable,  are 
entitled  to  help,  and  must  receive  it. 

As  time  progresses,  we  anticipate  that  careful  study  and 
patient  observations,  will  develop  new  modes  of  operation, 
new  means  of  relief,  new  powers  of  melioration,  and  new 
abilities  for  good  to  the  class.  We  appeal  with  confidence  to 
the  benevolent  public,  and  to  the  State,  that  all  the  money 
which  can  be  wisely  expended  for  it,  shall  be  forthcoming. 

I  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  fact  that  our  work, 
latest  in  the  circle  of  human  charities,  has  not  been  called  to 
struggle  with  so  much  of  skepticism,  and  public  indifference, 
as  the  earlier  humanities,  and  that  the  hard  work  of  planting 
asylums  for  the  insane,  and  schools  for  the  deaf  and  dumb, 
and  for  the  blind,  cleared  the  way  for  the  easier  planting  of 
ours  ;  but  yet  I  think  the  idea  prevails  to-day,  that  if  our 
School  embraces  a  few  of  the  class,  if  it  is  representative 
rather  than  general,  it  is  doing  all  that  can  be  asked.  This 
is  not  true. 

All  of  the  feeble-minded  children  of  the  State  should  be 
gathered  into  proper  asylums  or  schools.  The  rich  cannot 
so  well  provide  for  the  needs  of  such  children  as  can  the  well 
regulated  institution.  The  separate  room,  the  special  nurse 
at  home  prove  not  so  favorable  for  the  development  of 
a  backward  child,  as  intercourse  with  its  mates — with  those 
on  a  par  with  itself.  And  experience  has  shown  that  the 
fears  of  parents,  lest  their  children  may  form  bad  habits  by 
contact  with  others,  are  almost  universally  groundless. 
These  children  are  much  more  prone  to  imitate  the  good, 
rather  than  the  bad,  examples  of  their  mates. 

The  feeble-minded  child  in  the  family,  although  eating? 
drinking,  and  sleeping  with  healthy  and  bright  children  of 
the  same  age,  is  practically,  to  a  greater  or  less  degree, 
isolated.  It  can  only  find  companionship  with  children  on  a 
par  with  itself.     The  JEquo  Animo  must  be  preserved. 
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Mr.  R.  G.  Russell,  architect,  of  New  Haven,  has  furnished 
plans,  in  accordance  with  the  original  design,  for  the 
enlargement  of  our  house,  erection  of  gymnasium,  and 
school-rooms,  with  dormitories  above,  giving  us  room  for  the 
accommodation  of  one  hundred  pupils. 

1  earnestly  hope  the  money  may  be  provided,  and  the 
additions  made. 

If  our  Institution  is  enlarged,  a  change  in  the  law  is 
needed,  making  provision  for  the  support  at  the  School  of  a 
larger  number  of  children. 

Thanking  God  for  past  mercies,  and  looking  to  Him  for 
future  blessing,  we  work  and  wait.

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Hartford  Hospital  re- 
spectfully present  to  its  members  and  patrons  the  Tenth  An- 
nual Report,  giving  a  statement  of  the  condition  and  business 
transactions  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  1st,  1870. 

From  the  commencement  of  our  labors  in  procuring  funds 
and  erecting  the  hospital,  we  have  had  the  fullest  confidence 
that  all  necessary  pecuniary  means  will  be  furnished  by  a 
generous  public  to  erect  necessary  buildings,  and  provide  for 
this  great  charity,  so  strictly  christian  in  its  origin.  This 
charity  conspicuously  illustrates  that  principle  of  universal 
benevolence  which  Christianity  first  breathed  into  the  world. 

The  splendor  of  pagan  antiquity  at  a  period  before  the 
dawn  of  Christianity,  have  left  majestic  structures  whose  ruins 
now  lie  along  the  track  of  time,  but  no  trace  can  be  found 
of  a  spot  consecrated  to  the  healing  of  the  sick,  or  the  relief 
of  human  suffering  or  saving  of  life. 

This  care  for  the  sick  and  afflicted,  this  watchful  anxiety 
for  the  destitute  and  imprisoned,  was  impressed  by  the  teach- 
ings of  Christ.  From  Him  we  learn  that  the  wounded,  the 
distressed,  and  the  afflicted,  is  our  neighbor  and  our  brother. 

It  was  Christ  who  said,  "  inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto 
one  of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto 
me." 

We  have  done  nothing  during  the  past  year  to  complete 
our  unfinished  buildings.  The  walls  of  the  large  wing  and 
two  smaller  wings  remain  the  same,  enclosed  with  roof  and 
windows,  at  a  cost  of  about  $55,000. 

There  has  been  no  estimate  as  to  the  actual  cost  of  com- 
pleting these  buildings. 
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Application  was  made  to  the  legislature  at  their  May  ses- 
sion, 1869,  that  $20,000  be  appropriated  for  the  completion 
of  the  hospital  buildings  when  $20,000  should  be  subscribed 
by  our  citizens.  On  these  conditions  the  $20,000  was  granted. 
To  complete  the  new  wings,  with  suitable  heating,  plumbing, 
furnishing,  &c.  ;  to  build  the  laundry  and  arrangements  for 
suitable  laundry  purposes,  with  drying  room,  steam,  &c,  and 
grade  the  grounds,  together  with  a  complete  system  of  sew* 
erage,  will  cost  about  $50,000.  This  does  not  include  the 
debt  of  $30,000  incurred  for  the  new  buildings.  It  is  thought 
best  by  the  friends  of  the  hospital  that  a  sufficient  amount 
should  be  raised  by  subscription  to  complete  all  these  im- 
provements. 

When  these  wings  are  finished  the  institution  will  accom- 
modate one  hundred  patients.  There  will  be  sixteen  rooms 
for  the  accommodation  of  those  who  may  wish  for  a  private 
room.  These  rooms  will  be  provided  with  bath  rooms  and 
water  closets,  together  with  all  the  appliances  that  can  add  to 
the  recovery  and  comfort  of  the  sick.  In  many  cases  the 
condition  of  the  patient  demands  that  he  should  be  placed  in 
a  private  room,  both  for  his  own  comfort  and  that  of  his  fellow 
patients.  At  present  we  have  great  need  of  these  accommo- 
dations. 

We  have  a  hospital  with  fifty  patients  who  are  suffering 
with  various  diseases,  destitute  of  friends,  and  homeless;  with 
a  corps  of  officers  and  attendants  to  provide  for  their  wants 
and  relieve  their  distress,  without  a  laundry  or  drying  rooms, 
without  a  bakery,  without  dormitories  for  domestics,  with 
no  cellar  for  vegetables,  no  baggage-room  for  clothes  or  furni- 
ture not  in  use,  or  store-room  for  meats  and  groceries,  &c, 
with  wards  crowded  beyond  every  principle  of  sanitary  laws. 
All  these  accommodations  and  necessities  are  provided  in  the 
new  wings  now  being  erected.  These  wings  have  been  en- 
closed with  walls  and  roof,  and  have  waited  two  years  that 
means  might  be  furnished  to  provide  for  the  debt  incurred 
for  their  erection  and  to  complete  them  for  the  reception  of 
patients. 

If  the  benevolent  citizens  would  visit  the  hospital  and  see 


the  amount  of  suffering  we  relieve,  and  learn  the  Christ-like 
labor  the  hospital  is  performing,  ample  means  would  be  fur- 
nished, not  only  to  complete  the  buildings,  but  an  abundance 
would  be  provided  to  care  for  the  destitute,  sick,  and  dis- 
tressed. 

The  sick  and  destitute  must  be  provided  for  either  at  the 
hospital  or  by  private  charity.  At  the  hospital  there  is  no 
expense  for  medical  attendance,  no  pay  for  any  services  ex- 
cept those  employed  in  the  building.  Much  of  the  charity 
bestowed  on  the  sick  not  connected  with  the  hospital,  is  mis- 
applied. The  same  amount  given  to  the  hospital  relieves 
a  much  larger  degree  of  suffering,  as  there  is  no  opportunity 
for  deception  on  the  part  of  the  patients,  and  the  money  is 
not  misapplied. 

When  the  hospital  was  first  established  there  was  great  ig- 
norance-and  prejudice  against  such  institutions.  In  order  to 
overcome  this  prejudice  and  educate  the  public  in  regard  to 
their  management,  the  wards  have  been  freely  thrown  open 
to  the  public  at  all  times.  The  confidence  of  the  public  is  so 
well  established  in  the  institution  that  this  necessity  no  longer 
exists.  As  our  number  of  patients  have  increased  this  pub- 
licity has  become  injurious  to  them,  and  greatly  interferes 
with  the  judicious  care  and  well  ordering  of  the  wards. 
There  are  many  reasons  unnecessary  to  mention  which  forbid 
the  free  access  of  visitors  to  the  wards. 

The  public  are  cordially  invited  to  visit  the  institution 
Tuesdays,  Thursdays,  and  Saturdays,  between  the  hours  of 
9  and  12  a.  m.,  and  2  and  5  p.  m.  The  friends  of  the  patients 
are  not  admitted  on  other  days  except  for  urgent  reasons,  and 
by  permission  of  the  Steward,  Matron,  or  house  Physician. 
No  one  is  admitted  on  the  Sabbath  except  for  especial  reasons, 
or  for  religious  services.  No  person  is  allowed  admission  at 
any  time  to  the  wards,  except  by  permission  from  the  Steward, 
Matron,  or  house  Physician. 

No  person  not  connected  with  the  institution  is  allowed  to 
enter  at  any  door  on  the  east  side  of  the  building. 

There  is  a  winding  walk  through  the  hospital  grounds, 
passing  around  the  north  end  to  the  west  or  front  side  of  the 


building.  The  only  entrance  for  visitors  or  friends  of  the 
patients,  is  at  the  door  on  the  ivest  side. 

We«are  especially  anxious  that  the  patients  should  receive 
every  care  and  attention  their  situation  requires.  It  is  also 
desirable  that  the  friends  of  the  patients  should  furnish  them 
every  delicacy  which  will  add  to  their  comfort. 

It  is  the  rule  at  all  hospitals,  and  one  which  we  must 
strictly  follow  in  this  institution,  that  all  delicacies  and  con- 
tributions should  be  delivered  to  the  Steward,  Matron,  or 
house  Physician,  or  carried  into  the  ward  by  their  knowledge 
and  consent. 

Much  trouble  has  been  caused  by  not  following  the  above 
regulations.  Delicacies  have  been  carried  into  the  wards  and 
either  injudiciously  administered  to  the  patients  or  left  with 
irresponsible  persons.  The  Steward  and  Matron  are  fully 
responsible  that  all  these  delicacies  will  be  judiciously  admin- 
istered to  the  person  designated,  and  are  especially  directed 
by  the  Executive  Committee  to  provide  every  thing  that  will 
add  to  the  recovery  or  comfort  of  the  patient. 

This  duty  has  been  most  faithfully  performed  by  them,  and 
they  have  the  fullest  confidence  of  the  Executive  Committee 
and  the  public,  that  their  duties  are  accomplished  in  a  manner 
most  kind  and  trustworthy,  without  regard  to  position  of  the 
patient,  whether  charity  or  otherwise. 

The  sad  and  lamented  death  of  Mrs.  Mary  Warburton  has 
deprived  the  poor  and  needy  of  a  warm  christian  friend.  In 
her  bequests  the  hospital  was  remembered  in  the  sum  of 
$5,000,  on  which  the  government  tax  was  $300.  This  sum 
has  been  received  and  added  to  the  fund. 

During  the  past  year  the  friends  of  Mrs.  Charles  Hosmer 
have  been  called  to  mourn  her  death.  She  left  behind  a 
monument  of  grateful  remembrance  which  is  more  perma- 
nent than  monument  of  marble.  She  gave  in  her  will  $46,- 
000  to  the  hospital,  from  which  the  government  tax  of  $3,700 
was  deducted.  Of  this  the  sum  of  $25,000  is  to  be  called  the 
Geo.  Hall  fund,  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  used  in  provid- 
ing free  beds  for  the  indigent  sick.  She  gave  120,000  to  be 
called  the  Harriet  Hall  fund  for  single  women,  the  interest  of 
which  is  to  furnish  free  beds  at  the  hospital  for  this  class. 


The  $45,000  has  been  paid  to  the  treasurer,  and  added  to 
the  hospital  funds. 

During  the  past  year  our  fund  has  increased  $50,000. 

As  we  are  about  to  open  the  new  wings  the  increase  of  our 
fund  is  greatly  needed.  The  only  manner  by  which  the  in- 
stitution can  be  sustained,  is  by  continually  increasing  the 
fund  as  the  necessities  of  the  future  increase.

$1.10  per  week  for  patients,  not  including  seamen  or  soldiers. 
Received  from  the  State  for  soldiers,  $4,250.85,  at  the  rate  of 
$6.00  per  week.  Board  of  patients  $2,954.45,  at  the  rate  of 
$2.00  per  week,  not  including  seamen  or  soldiers.  From 
various  funds  $8,065.65.  Amount  received  for  seamen 
$228.51,  at  the  rate  of  $5.00  per  week. 

During  the  same  period  our  disbursements  amount  to 
$17,466.91. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year  our  income  exceeded  the  dis- 
bursements $89.99. 

The  town  of  Hartford  paid  to  the  hospital  $1,085.86  for  the 
support  of  patients,  at  the  rate  of  $2.00  per  week,  which  costs 
$5.58  per  week. 

It  is  the  duty  of  every  town  to  provide  for  its  destitute  sick. 
There  is  no  accommodation  at  the  Alms-house  for  the  sick. 

Persons  under  sentence  of  punishment  for  various  crimes  are 
continually  sent  there  by  the  courts.  It  is  right  and  just  that 
the  towns  should  pay  the  amount  of  $3.00  per  week  for  the 
accommodation  of  their  sick  poor,  which  costs  the  hospital 
$5.58  per  week.  For  this  small  sum  they  are  provided  with 
medical  attendance,  medicine,  nursing,  together  with  board, 
and  every  attention  their  situation  requires.     The  town  is  re- 
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lieved  from  salaried  officers,  committees  and  innumerable  ex- 
penses which  are  continually  incurred  in  public  institutions. 

The  whole  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  hospital  since 
its  organization  to  March  1st,  1870,  is  1910.  The  whole 
number  discharged  during  the  same  period  is  1,869.  Remain- 
ing at  the  institution  March  1st,  1870,  41.  The  whole  num- 
ber of  patients  in  the  hospital  at  the  commencement  of  the 
fiscal  year  was  55.  Males  39 ;  females  16.  Number  under 
treatment  339.  Males  240  ;  females  99.  Average  number 
during  the  year  50.  Admitted  during  the  year  284.  Males 
201 ;  females  83.     Discharged  298.     Males  210  ;  females  88. 

Of  this  number  220  were  discharged  recovered  ;  males  155  ; 
females,  65  ;  improved  21 ;  males  14 ;  females  7  ;  removed 
for  various  causes  2^  ;  males  11 ;  females  9 ;  died  37  ;  males 
30  ;  females  7. 

Most  of  the  deaths  were  from  chronic  diseases  of  long  stand- 
ing, and  past  recovery  when  admitted. 

The  remark  of  Rev.  E.  R.  Beadle  at  the  dedication  of  the 
hospital  is  continually  exemplified,  that  "  the  hospital  is  not 
only  a  place  to  relieve  sickness  and  distress,  but  it  is  a  christ- 
ian home  for  the  incurable  to  lie  down  and  die  in  peace." 

By  referring  to  the  report  of  the  Steward  it  will  be  seen  that 
nine  of  the  deaths  were  from  consumption,  and  only  six  from 
acute  disease.  There  remained  at  the  close  of  the  year  41 
patients ;  males  20  ;  females  21.  Greatest  number  on  any 
clay  62  ;  least  number  36. 

Number  of  Connecticut  soldiers  77 ;  number  of  seamen  8 ; 
number  of  weeks  occupied  by  soldiers  belonging  to  other 
states  49. 

There  were  131  born  in  the  United  States ;  153  of  foreign 
birth.  Of  this  number  81  were  born  in  Connecticut,  12  in 
Massachusetts,  14  in  New  York,  9  in  Virginia.  In  Ireland, 
111 ;  Germany  19  ;  Scotland  7  ;  England  9. 

Patients  have  been  received  from  106  towns  of  the  state. 
There  were  10  births  ;  males  2  ;  females  8.  Of  temperate 
habits  209  ;  of  intemperate  75.  For  further  particulars  we 
refer  to  the  Steward's  report. 

During  the  past  year  religious  services  have  been  performed 
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in  each  ward  on  the  Sabbath,  by  Rev.  Dr.  Jackson  and  his 
associates.  This  service  has  been  performed  in  the  wards  in 
order  that  many  who  are  confined  to  their  beds  might  be 
present.  This  has  been  the  custom  unless  prevented  by  some 
severe  case  which  might  be  disturbed  by  the  services. 

As  the  number  of  the  wards  increase  this  duty  is  becoming 
burdensome.  This  burden  will  be  relieved  by  inviting  Prof. 
Thompson  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  to  take  charge  of  the 
lower  ward  in  the  male  wing,  and  the  upper  ward  in  the 
female  wing,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Jackson  to  take  charge  of  the  upper 
ward  in  the  male  wing  and  the  lower  ward  in  the  female  wing. 
The  change  to  take  place  at  the  opening  of  the  new  wing. 

Clergymen  of  every  denomination  are  especially  requested 
to  visit  the  hospital  and  take  an  interest  ^n  the  welfare  of  the 
patients.  The  request  of  every  patient  to  see  a  clergyman  of 
any  denomination  is  strictly  complied  with. 

The  library  consists  of  1,000  volumes.  The  books  are  con- 
tinually read  by  the  patients,  and  are  a  source  of  great  comfort. 

The  city  papers  and  other  publications  provided  from  vari- 
ous sources  are  read  with  great  interest. 

A  list  of  donors  will  be  found  in  the  Steward's  report. 

It  is  with  great  satisfaction  that  we  find  so  strong  proofs  of 
the  success  of  this  undertaking.  The  free  services  of  the  med- 
ical profession,  given  at  all  times,  night  or  day,  together  with 
the  individuals  engaged  in  this  great  work,  manifest  a  com- 
mendable zeal  in  carrying  out  the  principles  of  this  great  char- 
ity. We  would  express  a  fervent  desire  that  under  Divine 
blessing  the  Hartford  Hospital  may  continue  to  be  eminently 
prosperous,  and  enabled  to  cure  and  mitigate  the  sufferings  of 
the  afflicted.
